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publiſh'd for the Year Are, exceeded 
conſiderably the Number of Sheets 
which the Company of the Sun Fire- 
Office had promis'd co their Subſcribers, 
we were nevertheleſs conſtrain'd, far 
Want of Room, to omit ſeveral mate- 
rial domeſtick Occurrences, of which, 

in regard to the Time wherein chew 
happen'd, we ought to have taken Notice; particularly 
the Proceedings againſt the Rebels (excepting choſe wha 
were impeach'd by Parliament, of whom we have ſpoken 
in the ſecond and third Regiſters) that ſurrender'd them- 


ſelves at Preſton; Wherefore we chink fic to go a little back 


in point of Time, and begin this Regiſter wich a Relation of 
The Tryals of the Preſton Priſoners, 


HE firſt of thoſe Gentlemen who felt the ſad Effects 

of that unhappy Enterprize, were the Lord Charles 
Murray, one of the younger Sons of the Duke of Athol, 
Major Nairne, and Captain Lockart, both of the late Re- 
glment of the Lord Mark _ Captain Shaftoe of r 
lone 
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Jonel Frank's late Regiment, and Enſign Erskine of Pre. 
ſton's Regiment, who were try d for Deſertion by a Court 
Martial that ſate at Preſton on the 28th of November 1715, 
found gnilty, and ſentenc'd to be ſhot to Death: The 
Lord Charles Murray was repriev'd during Pleaſure ; but 
the other four were executed, according to their Sentence, 
on the ſecond of December, They all dy'd very undaunt- 
edly in the Communion of tha Church of England; and 
ſaid their chief Deſign in engaging themſelves in the En- 
terprize for which they ſufter'd, was to preſerve that 
Church which they believ'd to be in Danger. There was 
likewiſe try'd a ſixth Officer, viz. Enſign Dalziel of Ork- 
ne)'s Regiment, who making it appear that he hadthrown 
up his Commiſſion ſome time before he had engag'd in 
the Rebellion, was acquitted as to the Crime of Deſertion, 
of which alone the Court-Martial could take Cogni- 
Zance, | | 
On the 11th of January, Mr, Baron Bury, Mr. Juſtice 
Eyre, and Mr. Baron Montagne, who by a ſpecial Com- 
miſſion of Oyer and Terminer, were appointed to try the 
Priſoners that were taken at Preſton, and not ſent to Lon- 
don, open'd their Commiſtion at Leverpoo/, where Bills of 
Indictment for High Treaſon being found againſt 161 of 
the Rebels, of which Number about 4o were Scots, the 
Tryals begun on the 2oth of January, and laſted *cill the 
Sth of February; during which Time 65 were found 
guilty, five confeſs'd themſelves guilty, all of whom re- 
ceiv'd Sentence of Death, and only five were acquitted, 
viz. William Halmeſtey of Shaley near Preſion, Henry Rowbo- 
tham, Edmund Sykes, Fenlow Ferguſon, and Donald Robert- 
ſon. Ferguſun made it appear, that he was forc'd into the 
Rebellion, and brought into Exglaud under a Guard; and 
likewiſe that he was offer'd a Lieutenant's Commiſſion, 
which he refus'd; upon which the Jury acquitted him, 
as they did the four others upon ſome Variation in the 
Evidence which the Witneſſes for the King gave againſt 
them. Of thoſe who receiv'd Sentence of Death, 22 
only were executed, viz, Mr. Richard Shuteleworth of Preſton, 
Mr, William Butler of Morſcough, Reger Moncanſter of Gar- 
flarg, an Attorney. Thomas Cowpe near Preſton, Yeoman, 
and William Ackwright of Preſton, Labourer, who were 
executed on the 28th of January at Preſton; Richard Chor- 
ley, Eſq; Mr. James Drummond, William Black, Donald Mac - 
Donald, Rorie Kennedy, Fohn Ord, and John Rowbotham, who 
were executed likewiſe at Preſton on the gth of February: 
James Blundell, James Burne, James Finch, William bal, 
| an 
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and John Mac-Gillivray, who ſuſfer'd at Wigan on the roth 
of February; and Thomas Syddall, William Harris, Stephen 
Seagre, Foſeph Porter, and John Finch, who were put to 
Death on the 11th of February at Mancheſter, They all of 
them dy'd very reſolutely, rather juſtifying the Crime 
for which they ſuffer'd, than acknowledging the Guile 
of it, except Moncaſter the Attorney, who ſhew'd great 
Signs of Repentance, and made the following Speech at 
his Execution. 


Dear Friends, 

Am brought hither to be a miſerable and diſmal Spe- 

ctacle to you all. The Crime I am accus'd of, con- 
demn'd, and brought hither to be executed for, bears no 
meaner or leſs infamous a Title, than Rebellion: A Crime 
prohibited both by the Laws of God and Man, And tho? 
I be the Perſon, (not the only Perſon to ſuſfer for it) 
yet I declare, that from my Heart I do deteſt and abhor 
the very Principles of Rebellion, and look upon the Pro- 
moters and Abettors thereof, to be Men without any, or 
at leaſt any good Principles, and Enemies in the higheſt 
Degree to their lawful Sovereign King George, and Coun- 
try, I ſhall not trouble you any farther with this, but 
acquaint you, that upon a ſerious Recollection of my 
paſt, and, God knows, too long continu'd Tranſgreſſions 
and Offences, both againſt God and Man, and a ſtrict View 
and Enquiry (to the utmoſt of my Power) into my wicked 
Courſe of Life, thoſe very Sins that I have wretchedly 
committed, have brought the deſerved Vengeance of God 
upon me, tho' they ſhelter and cloak themſelves under the 
baſe Title of my Crime. I heartily, and with the ut- 


moſt Sincerity, repent of my Sins, of what Nature foever g 


and I hope, thro Faith, and the Merits and Interceſſion of 
my bleſſed Saviour and Redeemer, to obtain Rem iſſion 
thereof. I die in perfect Charity with all Men, and 
freely from my Heart forgive all, particularly every one 
concern'd in my Execution, deſiring Forgiveneſs of all 
Perſons here preſent, or elſewhere, whom LI have any way 
offended. | 
I was educated in the Proteſtant Religion of the eſtz- 
bliſh'd Church of England, have continu'd fo all my Life, 
and die in the ſame, and am ſorry that I ſhould blemiſh 
that Church, by my late Proceedings, for which I now 
die; and beg Patience to hear me repeat the Articles 
of my Chriſtian Faith, (Here be repeated the Apoſtles 
Creed, | 
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I defire that you will take ſuch Caution, from my un- 
fortunate Example, as may prevent the like to any of 
you. Ideſire you will all join with and for me, in Prayers 
to Almighty God for Remiſſion of my Sins, and that 
through the Merits and Mediation of his Son, our only 
Saviour and Redeemer, I may meet with a glorious Reſur- 
rection to Life eternal. 


Shuttleworth's Head was fix'd on a Pole, and ſet upon 
the Town- Hall of Preſton, of which Place he was an In- 
habitant, Theſe Tryals being thus over, and all the Pri- 
ſoners at Fancaſter, to the Number of about 300, and 
moſt of thoſe that were at Levyerpoo! and Cheſter, to the 
Number of about 600, having ſubmitted to the King's 
Mercy, and petition'd for Tranſportation, the Judges 
clos'd their Commiſſion, and put an end to all farther 
Proceedings againſt them. We come now to the Tryals 
of the Priſoners that were brought from Preſton to London. 


The Tryal of Henry Oxburgh, E/; 


N the 9th of May, 1716, the Court, authoriz'd by 

a ſpecial Commiſſion of Oyer and Terminer for try- 
ing the Preſton Priſoners, being ſat at the Exchequer Court 
at Weſtminſter, and the Lord Chief Juſtice Parker, Mr. 
Juſtice Powys, Mr. Juſtice Eyre, and Mr. Juſtice Prat, be- 
ing on the Bench, Henry Oxburgh, Eſq; againſt whom 
a Bill of Indictment for High Treaſon had been found 
on the Jth of April, and who on the 14th of that 
Month had been arraign'd, and pleaded not Guilty, was 
brought to the Bar, The Accuſation againſt him was 
open'd by the Attorney and Sollicitor General, who, af- 
ter having enlarg'd on the Heinicuſneſs of the Rebellion 
in general, ſet forth in particular the Share the Priſoner 
had in it; to prove which, they call'd, as Witneſſes for 
the King, one Patten a Clergyman, who had been him- 
ſelf one of the Rebels, and one Calderwood, who had ated 
as Quarter-maſter General to the Rebel Army. Theſe two 
were the chi.i Evidences againſt the Priſoner, and they 
depos'd, That they ſaw him with the Rebels at their firſt 
Meeting in Northumberland, and that he had the Re puta- 
tion of commanding the Engliſßh under Lieutenant Gene- 
ral Forſter. Then theſe Witneſſes recounted the ſeveral 
Motions and Marches of the Rebels, and Calderwood par- 
ricularly ſaid, That 3 Detachment of 200 Horſe being 
ſent to the Lord Viſcount Lonſdale's, they Were command- 
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ed by the Priſoner ; and both the Witneſſes being ſeve- 
rally ask'd, where they had ſeen the Priſoner, and what 
they had obſerv'd of him ? they anſwer'd, That they 
had ſeen him frequently at the head of the Engliſh Horſe, 
in their March from Rodberry to Preſton, in which laſt 
Place they ſaw him among the other chief Commanders 
of the Rebels at the Time of the Action, and at the 
Place where they held their Council of War. Patten 
likewiſe depos'd, That after the Council of War, which 
was held to conſider of their Submiſſion, was broke up, 
he ſaw the Priſoner go out of Town, to treat, as it was 
then given out, with General Vills: And Ca/derwood ſaid, 
That he ſaw the Priſoner return into the Town, and 
heard him ſay, There was no Hopes for them, but ro ſur- 
render at Diſcretion. 

The Priſoner's Counſel, who were Mr. Serjeant Darnel 
and Mr, Kett/eby, inſiſted in his Behalf, firſt, That there 
was a Miſnommer in the Indictment, in which he was 
call'd by the Name of Oxborough, whereas his true Name 
was Oxburgh. Secondly, That though indeed it was 

ſworn, that he had been among the Rebels, yet ic did not 
appear that he had any other Arms than a Sword, which 
is a Weapon that all Gentlemen conitantly wear; nei- 
ther was it prov'd that he had committed any one Act of 
Hoſtility; whereas the late Statute for trying Perſons 
in one County for Treaſons committed in another, did 
require ſome ſpecial Proof of the actual committing that 
Treaſon. They farther urg'd, That as to his being ſent 
out of Preſton to treat with the King's Generals, the Part 
of a Mediator was not under the Conſtruction of mani- 
feſt Treaſon 3; and therefore they hop'd the moſt fa. 
vourable Interpretation would be given for the Priſa. 
ner. 

To the firſt Part of this Defence, the Court, in ſum- 
ming up the whole Matter to the Jury, obſerv'd, That 
it appear'd by the King's Evidence, that he ha paſs'd 
by the Name of Ozxborough; and that if it could be prov'd 
that he had at any Time gone by, and own'd that Name, 
it was ſufficient to ſupport the Indictment, though in- 
deed the Priſoner might write his Name Oxburzh, or New- 
burgh, To this Point, Witneſſes were call'd for the King, 
one of whom was the Landlord of a Houſe where the 
Priſoner had lodg'd, who depos'd, That he. went by, and 
own'd the Name of Oxborowgh; and that on ſome Occa- 
tons he himſelf had, in telling that Witneſs his Name, 
given it the very diſtin& Pronunciation of Oxborong ö. 
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It was likewiſe prov'd, that the King's Officers receiv'd 
and treated with him by the Name of Oæborough. The 
Court farther obſery'd as to the other Part of the Defence, 
That if a Man were found among Rebels, any ways aid- 
ing, abetting, and comforting them, &c. though he was 
not actually in Arms, nor had committed any Hoſtilities, 
yet it was Treaſon within the Law: And beſides, that 
the Part of a Mediator, which it was pretended he had 
ated, ſhew'd plainly the great Confidence the Rebels had 
plac'd in him. Then the Jury went out, and after a 
ſhort ſtay, brought him in guilty of High Treaſon, 

On Wedneſday the gth of May he was again brought 
to Weſtminſter, where he receiv'd Sentence of Death as 
in Caſes of High Treaſon, and a Rule of Court was then 
made for his Execution on Monday following, being May 
the 14th, when he was executed at Tyburn accordingly, 
During the Interval of Time between his Condemnation 
and Death, he ſet himſelf earneſtly to lament the 
Sins of his paſt Life ; and, the better to attend his De- 
votions, he would take no other Suſtenance than Bread and 
Water, He went with a compos'd and ſteady Behaviour 
to the fatal Tree, and dy'd with great and Chriſtian- like 
Reſolution : After which his Body was carry'd off in a 
Hearſe, in order to be interr'd, and was accordingly bu- 
ry'd in the Church-Yard of St. Giles's in the Fields; but 
his Head was the Day after his Execution affix'd to a Pole 
and ſet upon Temple-Bar. The following Paper was by 
him deliver'd at the Place of Execution, to the Sheriff, 
who ſoon after caus'd it to be publiſh'd, 


Uſtom has made it almoſt neceſſary for Perſons in my 
Circumſtances to ſay or leave ſomewhat by their 

laſt Words, declaring their Sentiments with Relation to 
what they die for: In Compliance with which, I have 
thought fit to make the following Declaration, In the 
firſt place I declare I die a Member of the Holy Roman 
Cathelick Church, though a very unworthy one, and I de- 
ſire all the Members of that Communion to aſſiſt my 
Soul with their charitable Prayers. I declare my ſelf in 
Charity with all the World, and do from my Soul for- 
give all my Enemies, and all others who have any ways 
injured or done me Wrong ; and particularly, I forgive 
all thoſe who have promoted my Death by malicious 
Miſre preſentations or otherwiſe, and earneſtly beg God 
to forgive them, and grant them the ſame Bleſſings I _ 
| A. e << 
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fire for my own Soul. I likewiſe aſk Pardon of all ſuch 
as I bave offended. 

It has been ſaid, That the Catholicks who were taken 
at Preſton, engag d in that Affair in View only of ſetting 
a Catholick King on the Throne, and re-eſtabliſhing the 
Catholick Religion in England; but that is not the only 
Calumny charg'd on them. I declare for my own par- 
ticular, That if King James the Third had been a Prote- 
Pant, 1 ſhould think my ſelf oblig'd to pay him the ſame 
Duty, and do him the ſame Service, as if a Catholick ; 
nor do I know any Catholick that is not of the ſame Prin- 
ciple ; for I never could find that either by the Laws of 
God, or the ancient Conſtitutions of the Nation, Diffe- 
rence of Religion in the Prince, made any Change in the 
Allegiance of the Subject. 

I might have hop'd from the great Character Mr. 
Wills gave me at Preſton, (when I treated with him for a 
ſurrender ) of the Clemency of the Prince now on the 
Throne, (to which he ſaid we could not better entitle our 
ſelves, than by an early Submiſſion) that ſuch as ſurren- 
der'd themſelves Priſoners at Diſcretion, on that Proſpect, 
would have met with more Lenity than I have experi- 
enc*d; and I believe England is the only Country in Eu- 
rope, where Priſoners at Diſcretion are not underſtood to 
have their Lives ſav'd. 

I pray God of his infinite Goodneſs to reſtore the Nation 
to its former Happineſs, by extinguiſhing all unhappy 
| Diviſions, that all Ani moſities and Feuds may be bury'd, 

and no other Emulation remain among the Subjects of 
Great Britain, but who ſhall be moſt zealous in advancing 


the true Glory of God, and the true Intereſt of the Na- 
tion. f

The Tryal of James Hume, Eſq; 


N the 8th of May, at the Court of Admiralty in 

the Marſhalſea in Southwark, came on the Tryal of 
James Hume, Eſq; Brother tothe Earl of Hume. The Judges 
on the Bench were the Lord Chief Juſtice King, Mr. Ju- 
ſtice Eyre, and Mr. Baron Price, The Evidence againſt 
the Priſoner were Mr. Patten and others, who depos'd 
That they frequently ſaw him amongſt the Revels, both on 
their March, and at other Times: That for the moſt Part 
he wore a Knot of Ribbands, or a Cockade, in his Hat; 
a Mark of Diſtinction generally us'd by the Chiefs of the 
hb SE | Rebels; 
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Rebels; but they could not ſay he had any particular 
Command, or diſtinguiſh'd himſelf by any particular 
Overt Act. His Council inſiſted in his Behalf, that they 
did not think the Proof was clear againſt him, it not 
appearing rhat he had born Arms, or had had any Share 
in oppoſing the King's Forces. Beſides, that if it ſhould 
be thought to appear that he had, through Indiſcretion, 
brought himſelf under the Law, which makes it Trea- 
ſon to appear with thoſe in Arms: againſt che Govern- 
ment, yet they hop'd the Court and Jury would conſider 
the Priſoner as a Perſon wholly incapable of acting with 
Malice or Fore-thought, it being well known that he was 
a Perſon of a very weak Underſtanding, a mere Youth, 
at ſome Times raſh and furious, at other Times ſtupid and 
filly; and one who from his very Youth, had been generally 
eſteem'd little better than an Idiot; and they call'd ſeve. 
ral Witneſſes, who verrify'd the Truth of this Allegation, 
which even his Behaviour in Court gave great Reaſon 
to believe; for either this Character of him was true, or 
elſe he had Judgment enough to feign the Part very natu- 
rally, ſince he often laugh'd aloud at the Bar, and ſome- 
ti mes ſhew?*d a very wild and odd Sort of Behaviour, But 
becauſe theſe Tokens of Idiotiſm did not fall under the 
Cognizance of the Court, and foraſmuch as it appear'd 
that he had Reaſon enough to obſerve a Decorum in his 

eportment among the Rebels, the Jury, after a ſhort 
Deliberation, brought him in gullty of High Treaſon. 
Then came on 


The Tryal of John Ferguſon, alias Farquharſon, Eſq; 


HE Evidence againſt this Gentleman depos'd, That 

they had often ſeen him among the Rebels on their 
March, and at ſomie other Places; but they were not 
poſitive as to his bearing of Arms, and could not ſay be 
had any Command. The Priſoner, in his Defence, alledg'9, 
That being a Vaſſal to the Earl of Southesk, he was, in 
that Lord's Name, violently carry'd from his own Houſe 
by a Party of Horſe, and brought Priſoner to the Lord 
Kenmure's Army at Kelſo, That he ſolemnly proteſted a- 
gainſt ſerving the Pretender, and endeavour'd often to 
make his Eſcape, particularly in the North of England, 
where he was taken, carry'd back to Forſter's Army, ſe- 
verely reprimanded, and ſhould have been puniſh'd with 
Death as a Deſerter, had he not been protected by bis 


Kinſman Capt, Peter Farquharſon ; which indeed * 
Hie ; 
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him to be more cautious afterwards, for fear of being 
hang'd or ſhot : That he had no Weapons, but a ſmall 
walking Sword : That he bore no Office, and never once 
aſſiſted at the Proclaiming of the Pretender: That he 
was always watch'd as a ſuſpe&ed Perſon, and had often 
been threatned as ſuch : That he frequently declar'd his 
Averſion to the Rebellion, and refus'd at Freſton to go to 
the Barricade, when commanded ſo to do by a Captain of 
the Rebels, declaring he would not fight againſt King 
George's Forces; for which he was ſenc Priſoner to the 
Guard-houſe. The Truth of all which was own'd by the 
King's Evidence. Some Gentlemen of the Government 
in Scotland likewiſe depoz'd in his Behalf, That they bad 
known him ſeveral Years, and were ſurpriz'd to find he 
had been among the Rebels, he having always had the 
Character of an loyal Gentleman: That he was indeed a 
Vaſſal to the Earl of Southesk, but they never heard that 
he was ſuſpected of being diſaffected to the Government; 
ro which, on the contrary, to the beſt of their Know- 
ledge, he had always been a Friend. Upon the whole 
Matter, the Jury wickdrew, and after a ſhort ſtay, brought 
him in not guilty. 


| The Trya! of Alexander Menzies, Eſq; 


N the xith of May came on the Tryal of Alexan- 
| der Menzies, Eſq; at the Court of Common-Pleas, 
Weſtminfler, before the Lord Chief Juſtice King, Mr. Ju- 
ſtice Blencowe, Mr, Juſtice Tracy, and Mr. Juſtice Dormer. 
The Evidence for the King againſt this Gentleman depos'd, 
That they ſaw him firſt at Perth, where he join'd the Re- 
bels, and likewiſe at ſeveral Places on their March, til! 
they arriv'd at Preſton, where they aiſo ſaw him an the 
Day of Action, in which he fought againſt his Majcfty's 
Forces, They added, that be had Arms, parcicularly a 
Sward ; but they could not ſay that he had any Command, 
His Counſel ſaid in his Defence, That rho* indeed ſome 
Circumſtances were {worn againſt him, which, if true, 
would prove him criminal, yet, if che Inſtructions that 
had been given them, were well grounded, they did not 
doubt but to ſatisfy the Court and Jury, that the Priſa- 
ner had been forc'd by meer Violence into the Re- 
bellion; had ex preſs d his Diſſat isfaction at it; and thae 
the Character he tore in the World, would in great mea- 
ſure ſerve to juſtify what they had to ſay in his Defence. 
Then they call'd Witneſſes, who depos'd, That he was 
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brought Priſoner to Perth, without Sword or other Arms ; 
and that at Langholm he attempted to get off with the 
Scots who went away from the Rebels at that Place; and 
that he had been ſeen at ſeveral Places on their March, 
diſarm'd and under a Guard, Theſe Witneſſes being ask'd, 
if he might not at ſeveral Places have made his Eſcape if 
he had pleas'd ? They anſwer'd, That it was a very diffi- 
cult Matter to get away; and that if they had got away, 
and ſhculd have been retaken, they would have been ſe. 
verely treated. On the contrary, the Evidence for the 
King aſſerted, That they never ſaw any Reſtraint laid on 
any Man ; that the Places they lay at were open Towns, 
where no Guard was kept; and that when the Scots went 
off at Langho/m, it was a very eaſy Matter to have gone 
off with chem. The Priſoner, to his Reputation, call'd 
the Lord James Murray, and other Gentlemen, who gave 
him a very favourable Character; and ſaid, they never 
look'd upon him to be a Man diſaffected to the Govern- 
ment. In his own Defence, he ſaid, That he had always 
ſince his Majeſty's Acceſſion to the Throne, declar'd him- 
Telf againſt the Intereſt of the Pretender, in Favour of 
the preſent Eſtabliſhment; and that his Family had ſuf- 
fer d on Account of their Loyalty: That bis Houſe ly- 
ing near Perth, he was ſeiz'd there by the Rebels, and 
carry*'d Priſoner to that Town; that they us'd him barba- 
rouſly, threatning bim with Fire and Sword, in caſe 
he refus'd to go with them ; but that he forbid his Servants 
to follow him; that he took no Arms with him, nor was 
He follow'd by any of his Tenants: That he was kept, 

Priſoner under a Guard at Perth *cill the paſſing the Forth, 


Whither he was ſent againſt his Will, and forc'd into a 


Boat: That he was always watch'd while he was among 
the Rebels, leſt he ſhould eſcape, which he once attempt- 
ed to do, but was retaken; after which, they kept a 
ſtrict Eye upon him: That he had no Arms, ſaving his 
wearing Sword ; neither had he any Command, nor ever 
was in any Action. But notwithſtanding all this, 
becauſe his appearing with the Rebels, though he bore 
no Command among them, nor was in any actual 
Hoſtility, was Treaſon in Law; the Jury, after a pretty 
long Stay, brought him in guilty, and he receiv'd Sen- 
rence of Death as uſual,

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The Tryal of Francis Farquharſon, Eſq; 


N the 12th of May, at the Conrt of Admiralty in 

the. Marſhalſea in Southwark, came on the Tryal of 
Francis Farquharſon, alias Ferguſon, Eſq; before Mr. Ju- 
ſtice Powys, Mr, Juſtice Dormer, and Mr. Baron Mountague. 
The Evidence for the King againſt the Priſoner depos'd, 
That the firſt Time they ſaw him in Arms, was at Ke; 
but that they ſaw him afterwards at ſeveral Places on 
their March, till they came to Lancaſter, where, as well 
as at ſeveral other Places, he was preſent when the Pre- 
tender was proclaim'd ; and that they ſaw bim again 
at Preſton, walking with ſome of the Rebels, with 
his Sword by his Side, Some of the Witneſſes were aſk'd, 
if he might not have made his Eſcape from the Rebels, 
if he had attempted it? To which they anſwer'd, That 
they thought that he or any one elſe might, for they 
ſaw no Confinement on any of them, The Counſel for 
the Priſoner urg'd in his Bzhalf, That he was forc'd into 
the Rebellion againſt his Conſent and Liking ; and to ma- 
nifeſt this, had ſevera] Times attempted co get away be- 
fore they came to Preſion, but was prevented. Some of 
the Witneſſes for the Priſoner ſaid, Thar it was difhcule 
and dangerous to endeavour to eſcape; and that one or 
two or the Highlanders had been ſhort by their own Par- 
ty, for attempting to get away, The Priſoner hkewiſe 
call'd ſome Perſons who had known him long, and de- 
clar'd, That they bad never heard him ſpeak difreſpe&- 
fully of the Government, but that they had always be- 
liev'd him a Friend to it, In ſhort, his Caſe was left to 
the Jury, who, after ſome ſtay, brought him in not 
guilty, Upon their delivering their Verdict, a great Up- 
roar was rais'd in the Court, by clapping of Hanes and 
ſhouting, which the Court look'd on as an Inſult upon 
them, and two Perſons were apprehended for it: One of 
them, viz. Richard Blackden, a Tallow-Chandler in Lambeth, 
who was upon the Pannel as a Jury-Man, was fin'd one 
Hundred Pounds, and conſtrain'd to find Sureties for his 
good Behaviour for a Twelve- month; the other, viz. Ste- 
pben Wood, the Son of a Cabinet maker in Southwark, was 
fin'd fifty Pounds, and condem'd to one Years Impriſon- 
ment, | 
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The Tryal of Mr. John Innis. 


T the ſame time, and hefore the ſame Judges, came 
on the Tryal of Mr. 7ohn Innis; againſt whom, the 
Indictment being open'd by the King's Counſel, it was 
depos'd, That he was in the Rebellion from its firſt break. 
ing out; that he was ſeen at the paſling the Forth, and ſe. 
veral Times on the March of the Rebels to Preſton, where 
he was likewiſe ſeen both the Night before, and on the 
Day of the Action, walking with ſeveral of the Rebels, 
with his Sword by his Side, in the Streets, and in the 
Market- Place. He produc'd no Witneſſes ro contradict 
any Part of this Evidence, but inſiſted by his Counſel, 


That he had been forc'd into the Rebellion; for, being 


a Vaſſal of the Earl of Mar, he receiv'd an Order from 
the ſaid Earl ro join him at Perth, upon Pain of Fire and 
Sword; which Order was brought him by Jockey Forbes, 
the Earl's Bailiff of Kildrummie. He ſaid he took this Sum- 
Mons to be only for a Hunting Match, they having been 
often ſummon'd upon that and the like Occafions : But 
that he knew nothing of the Rebellion till afterwards, 
He produc'd this original Letter, or Order, but the Court 
would not let it be read as Evidence, becauſe the Perſon 
was not there to ſwear to the Delivery of it, He far- 
ther pleaded, That though it had been prov'd that he was 
with the Rebels, yet he carry'd no Arms, but wore only 
a walking Sword as he uſually did; and that he would 
ſeveral Times have left them, but knew not how, Upon 
the whole Matter the Jury acquitted him. 


The Tryal of Richard Townley, Eſq; 


N the 15th of May, at the Court of Admiralty, in the 
Marſhalſea in Southwark, Richard Townley, of Townley, 
in the County Palatine of Lancaſter, Eſq; was try'd tor 
High Treaſon, before Mr. Juſtice Blencowe, Mr. Juſtice 
Tracy, Mr, Juſtice Eyre, and Mr. Juſtice Prat. The Witneſſes 
for the King de pos'd againſt the Priſoner, That he appear d 
among the Rebels at Preſton, and was preſent with them 
at ſeveral Places in the Town : That there was a Troop 
among them call'd Mr. Townley's Troop, conſiſting of a- 
bout twenty Men, who had all of them Arms of one Sort or 
other; and that in his Troop were his Coach man, his But- 
ter, and his Poſtilion. It was obferv'd likewiſe, That there 
pad been Money offer'd to one of the King's Witneſſes, to 
1 90 
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go out of Town, and not give Evidence. His Counſel 
ſaid in his Defence, That they did allow there had been 
a very vile and unnatural Rebellion carry'd on, and that 
it had been ſworn, that the Priſoner was among the Re- 
bels, but that it did not appear that he afted any Part 
among them; but they hop'd to ſhe he came thither by 
Conſtraint. And as for that which was call'd his Troop, 
it was an eaſy, nay, a very ſpecious Matter, for the Re- 
bels, to give a Reputation to a bad Cauſe, to diſtinguith 
their Forces by the Names of Gentlemen of the beſt Cre- 
dit in the Country. As to what one of the King's Evi- 
dence ſwore, That he ſaw him in a red Waſtecoat, and with 
a Blunderbuſs on his Arm, at the Head of his Troop 
they call'd Evidence, who depos'd, That there was a 
Perſon ſo diſtinguiſh'd, but his Name was Leonard, and 
that it was he that commanded the Troop fo call'd; and 
that Mr. Townley had no ſuch Waſtecoat on during his 
being at Preſton, He call'd Witneſſes ro prove, that he 
left his Houſe for fear of being ſecur'd by the Militia of 
the Country, who were then gathering together to ſecure 
Papiſis, and Perſons reputed to be diſaffeted to the Go- 
vernment. The firſt of theſe was his Houſe-keeper, who 
depos'd, That on the 7th of Nevember the Milicia of 
the Country came to her Maſters Houſe, and ſwore they 
would ſhoot him; and that they fir'd a Piſtol! into the 
Room where her Maſter and Miſtreſs were in Bed; tho” 
it is remarkable, that this Evidence ſaid after, That her 
Maſter was gone before they came. She was aſk'd, If 
her Maſter had not among his Cloaths, a red Waſte. 
coat? She ſaid, Ves; but he had it not with him at Pre- 
fon: That he took with him three Shirts and a Neck- 
cloth or two; but no Cloaths, except thoſe on his Back, 
Being thus driven from his own Houſe, as he ſaid, he 
went towards Rochdale, and there came to the Houſe of 
one Mrs. Ramſden, near that Town, whom he delir'd to 
conceal him, telling her, that the Militia were in pur- 
ſuit of him to take him. This Mrs. Ramſden depos'd, 
That he came the ſame Night to her Houſe, and there 
ftaid *rill next Day; but ſome of the King's Forces 
marching that Way, and a Carriage happening to break 
near the Houſe, ſhe told him ſhe fear'd he was not ſafe 
there, and advis'd him to go towards Yerkſhire ; but the 
Priſoner anſwer'd, That would not be ſafe neither, for 
the King's Forces were up there. This Witneſs was aſk d, 
Why ſhe thought he would not be ſafe there? She ſaid, 
She did not know ; but that ſhe thought they would have 


taken 
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taken him up, This An ſwer preduc'd the following Ob- 
ſervation from the King's Counſel ; that it appear'd that 
the Priſoner ſeem'd afraid of the King's Forces, and of 
the Militia, who would have done him no manner of 
Harm, but rather have been a Protection to him; at the 
fame Time, that he had ſent his Servants away with his 
Horſes to the Rebels, leſt they ſhould fall into the King's 
Hands, or be of any Uſe in his Service. It was likewiſe 
obſerv'd, That from the Time he came to Mrs. Ramſden'; 
Houſe, to the Time he arriv'd at Preſton, there was no 
Account where he was, or had been. To this he ſaid, 
He could have given an Account very clearly; but that 
the Servant who then attended him, was a Priſoner at 
Chygſter, and he could not procure him, tho' he apply'd 
ſeveral Times to have him up, but underſtood it could 
nec be granted: That from Rechdale he ſet out with the 
ſaid Servant, deligning to go to Kirkham, on the Weſtern 
Side of Lancaſhire, as thinking that Part moſt ſafe, having 
ſent Home to know if he might with Safety return, and 
found he could not ; but by the Way was ſurrounded by 
a Party of Highlanders, and carry'd Priſoner to Preſton ; 
where, as he alledg'd, he remain'd under Conſtraint all 
chat Time, his Horſes being ſecur'd, and himſelf fo 
watch'd, that he could not eſcape from thence as he in- 
tended, As for his Servants who were among the Rebels, 
he pretended they had been ſent away with his beſt Hor- 
ſes, that they might not be ſeiz'd by the Milicia, and 
that he did not direct them to go to the Rebels, nor knew 
how they came to do ſo, Hereupon the King's Coun- 
ſel obſerv'd, That it was very extraordinary that the 
Priſoner ſhould fly from the Militia, and go for Safety 
to the Rebels; or fear going towards Yorkſhire, becauſe 
the King's Forces were there; who, if they had ſeiz'd 
him, would have done him no menner of Wrong, but 
rather have been a Protection to him: That as to his 
being taken by the Rebels, and carry'd violently to Pre- 
fon, there was no Proof of it, and every one might al- 
ledge the ſame: That as to his being brought Priſoner to 
the Guard, it was uſual in all Garrifons, when any 
Strangers enter the Town, to carry them to the Guard 
to be examin'd ; but it appear'd, that as ſoon as he had 
diſcover'd who he was, being Brother-in-Law to the 
Lord Widdrington, he had been ſet at Liberty, and went 
where he would, and might eaſily have made his Eſcape ; 
it appearing by the King's Evidence, that he walk'd where 
he would; and tho' ſeveral People went in and _ 
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ring the Time he was there, yet he remainid in the Town 
to the laſt: That it ſeem' d ſtrange likewiſe, that he ſhould 
ſend his Servants with bis Horſes to the Rebels, who 
were actually in their Service, under Pretence of ſe- 
curing them; or that they ſnould come there without his 
Order. 

Mr. Townley himſelf ſaid, That what was alledg'd by 
the King's Counſel, of his flying from the Militia, or 
fearing to fall into the Hands of the King's Forces, who 
would have done him no Wrong, might be true to others; 
but in the Cafe of Roman Catholicks, on ſach Occaſions 
they were uſpally taken up, their Horſes and Arms ſeiz'd, 
and the confin'd 5 ſo that at beſt it was very 
chargeabß oubleſome to them: To avoid which, 
they uſual yard till the Noiſe was over, and then re- 
turn'd with Safety to their own Houſes. He likewiſe 
call'd a Witneſs to prove, that he would have hir'd a Horſe 
to get away from Preſton ; but whether this was before the 
King's Forces were upon them, or after, did not appear; 
nor that he ſeem'd diſſatisfy*'d with the Rebellion. Upon 
the whole Matter the Jury went out, and after half an 
Hour's Stay, brought him in not guilty.

The Tryal of Edward Tildeſley, Eſq; 


T the ſame Time, and before the ſame Judges, came 

on the Tryal of Edward Ti/deſley of the Lodge, in the 
County Palatine of Lancaſter, Eſq; againſt whom one of 
the Wicneſſes for the King depos'd, That being in Preſton, 
and hearing a Shout, he ran to ſee what was the Matter, 
and heard preſently that Mr. Tildeſtey's Troop was come: 
That thereupon looking cur, he ſaw him at the Head of 
about twenty Men, (ſome of them arm?*d) riding with his 
Sword drawn. There were other Evidences who depos'd, 
They ſaw him come into the Town with ſuch a Num- 
ber of Men; but none of them would ſwear to the Par- 
_ ticular of his Sword's being drawn, but that one; nor 
that he appear'd ro head them any Time after, or was in 
any Action; but that they were always call'd Mr, Til- 
 deſley's Troop, It was prov'd, that he was ſeen with ſome 
of the Rebels, and had cdin'd with them, his own Sar- 
Vants waiting on him. To all which his Counſel an- 
{wer'd in his Behalf, That as to the Troop's going by his 
Name, the Reaſon had been accounted for before, in the 
Tryal of Mr. Townley, It was true, one Evidence ſwore, 
Thar he ſaw him wich his Sword drawn; but it was to be 
ke ep obſerv'd, 
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obſerv'd, that he ſaid it was about five or ſix a- Clock, 
which ar that Time of the Year was uſually dark; and 
the Evidence might not only be deceiv'd in the Circum- 
Nance of his Sword being drawn, but even in the Per- 
ſon himſelf; but for the latter, it would be eaſily ſhewn 
how he came there; for which they call'd Witneſſes, firſt 
Anna Maria Tildeſley, who ſaid ſhe was the Priſoner's 
Houſe- Keeper: That on the Friday Morning a great Num- 


ing Manner ſaid, they would have her Maſter along with 
them: That they ſtaid ſome Time, and took what the 
Houſe afforded ; during which they kept the Priſoner 
confin'd in a Room, and would not ſuffer this Deponent 
to go near him, ſwearing ſhe ſhould not hinder him from 
going with them, and accordingly took him away with 
them, Next Mrs. Tildeſiey, the Priſoner's Mother, was 
call'd, and depos'd, That he came to Preſton on the Friday 
Night above mention'd, and ſhe having no Lodging, ſent 
to an Inn to procure him one; and that he expreſs'd 
himſelf diflatisfy'd at bis being brought thither. This 
was confirm'd by one Parkinſon, who kept the Inn; who 
ſaid farther, That the Priſoner and he talk'd of ſome Law 
Affairs, and not of any Thing relating to the Rebellion : 
But being aſk'd where the Priſoner lay the next Nigbt, 
he ſaid, he did not know. Anna-Maria Tildeſley being 


that he attempted to make his Eſcape ? She ſaid, Yes; 
and, among other Ways, it was once agreed that he 
ſhould go away in Woman's Cloaths; and accordingly 
a Relation of theirs, who was a pretty bulky Woman, 
and of his Size, was actually undreſſing; but this was 
unreſoly'd on again. He call'd another Witneſs, whe 
ſwore, That the Priſoner would have hir'd a Horſe of 
him on Saturday Morning; and being aſk'd, if the Priſo- 
ner told him where he was to go? he ſaid, He told him 
he was to go Home to his own Houſe, for his own Horſes 
were known; and that he expreſs'd himſelf to this Evi- 
dence very much concern'd at his being there: But it 
was ſtrictly examin'd into, whether this was not after 
they heard the King's Forces were coming up? for no 
doubt, as it was obſerv'd, they would many, or all 
of them have been glad of any Means of eſcaping the 
Danger that threaten'd them, when they began to fee 
they had made a falſe Conjecture of the Strengch of che 
Rebels, and the Vigilance and Activity of the Kings 
Troops. The Priſoner call'd Sir George Warburton, and 
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ſome other Gentlemen; to his Reputation, who ſaid, they 
never heard him ſpeak with Diſreſp:& of the Govern- 
ment; bur ſaid, he was a facetious inoffenſive Man. Up- 
on the whole, the Jury credited rhe Plea, That he was 
brought by Violence, and kept by Conſtraint; for he was 


likewiſe acquitted. 


Upon the Acquittal of theſe Gentlemen, eſpecially of 


the two laſt of them, who were Men of conſiderable E- 
ſtates, it was thought proper to diſcharge this Surrey Jury; 
and accordingly, on the 7th of May, Mr. Baron Montague 
came to the Marſhalſea: Court, where the Vames of the 
Jury being call'd over, he repeated to them the Tranſ- 
actions of the Rebels taken at Preſton, and took Notice of 
his Majeſty's Clemency towards them, in regard of the 
very few who had been executed, in Compariſon of 
the Number of his Majeſty's Soldiers and Subjects that 
had been murder'd by them. He ſaid, That it ſeem'd 
very extraordinary to all good Subjects, that the Rebels 
who had been try'd in that Court, had found ſo much 
Favour, eſpecially Mr. Townley and Mr, Tildeſley, againſt 
whom the Proofs were full and ſtrong, and the rather be- 
cauſe five Perſons whom they had drawn into the Rebel- 
lion, had been execuced in the Country. He added, That 
he did not charge any one particular Perſon of them, 
but it ſeem'd ſurprizing that a Jury of Surrey only ſhould 
ſo diſtinguiſh themſelves: That the Panel of the Jury, 
out of Lenity to the Rebels, had, inſtead of two Days, 
been communicated to them above twice as many Weeks 
before : And in Conluſioh he told them, That they were 
diſcharg'd, and might go about their Buſineſs; at which 
they ſeem'd well pleas'd. Then the Court adjourn'd to 
the zoth of that Month, againſt which Time a new Ju- 
ry was impannell'd, 


The Tryal of John Hall, Eſq; 


N the x6th of May, at the Court of Exchequer at 
Weſtminſter, came on the Tryal of Fohn Hall, of Ot- 
terburn in the County of Northumberland, Eſq; before Mr. 
Juſtice Blencowe, Mr. Juſtice Eyre, Mr. Juſtice Dermer, Mr. 
Juſtice Tracy, and Mr, Juſtice Prat. The Evidence againſt 
this Gentleman depos'd, That he join'd the Rebels ſoon 
after their meeting at Plainfield, and march'd with them 

to Preſion, where he was taken. One Evidence was ver 
poſitive of ſeeing him at Rodberry, and that he was there 
with others of the Rebels. Patten ſwore he ſaw him on 
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Horſeback among the Rebels near Wooler ; but the Priſo- 
ner's Counſel diſpured, whether that Place were within 
the County of Northumberland, for otherwiſe that Indic- 
ment would fall, and the Atcorney-General might bring 
another Indi&ment laid in any other Place, if he ſaw 
good, But there was one Evidence, who pretty plainly 
made out this Place to be within that County; and de- 
pos'd, That he ſaw the Priſoner on the March with the 
Rebels. This Evidence ſaid, He had been ſeiz'd by the 
Rebels as a Spy, kept by them ſeveral Days, and met 
with very ſevere Uſage from them. Being aſk'd by the 
Priſoner's Counſel, How he who had been kept under Re- 
ſtrain, could ſee the Priſoner at the Bar, with the Rebels? 
he ſaid, He was carry'd on the March with them under 
a Guard, ſo that he ſaw the Priſoner and others, they being 
but at very little Diſtance from him. The Priſoner him- 
ſelf ſaid, That being a Juſtice of Peace, he was at the Seſli- 
ons at Alawyke when he heard of the Meeting at Plainfeld : 
That he rode from Alawyke to a Friend's Houſe, where he 
ſtaid all Night, and was going home next Day; when, it 
being tempeſtuous Weather, as he was ſtooping on his 
Horſe's Neck, with his Head to the Wind, on a ſudden 
he and his Man were ſurrounded by the Rebels, and car- 
ry'd away by Violence : Nor had he any Arms, or above 
75s. 6d. in his Pocket. His Servant depos'd this, and 
that his Maſter was never at Rodberry in the Time that 
had been ſworn, but was conſtantly kept under a Guard 
of the Rebels; but being croſs-examin'd, he appear'd 
very backward in anſwering ſuch Queſtions as were 
aſk'd by the King's Counſel : Nor did it appear, even 
by his Evidence, that his Maſter's Horſes were confin'd, 
but that he Iook'd after, and had the Charge of them as 
uſual, and his Maſter rode them at Pleaſure. Patten like- 
wiſe ſaid, That he never ſaw any Reſtraint laid on him, 
but that he was as much at Liberty as himſelf. He call'd 
ſome to prove, that he had expreſs'd his Diſatisfaction 
at being forc'd along with the Rebels, and ſaid, That he 
had no Diſaffection to the Government, But it was ob- 
ſerv'd in the Charge to the Jury, which wasſpoke to by 
the whole Bench, That it was without Doubt, if a Man 
was ſeen among Rebels, tho' even he had been forc'd thi- 
ther, and had Opportunities after (as it appear'd the Pri- 
ſoner had frequent ones) to eſcape from them, and did 
not do it, but continu'd with his Preſence to abet and 
comfort them, yet it was Treaſon within the Law: 
That if that Allegation, of being forc'd away, 8 
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fer'd to paſs, it would be next to impoſſible to come at 
Evidence to prove them guilty, ſince every Man might 
pretend the ſame Thing, and that might paſs for Force, 
which was in Effe& only their own Conſent and Contri- 
Vance. 

After a pretty long Tryal, the Jury found him guilty ; 
and then Mr. Hall being aſk'd, If he had any Thing to 
lay why Judgment ſhould not paſs upon him, he deſir'd 
a ſmall Time might be granted him, and ſaid he was try'd 
in à ſtrange Place, where he knew no Body, and by a 
new Law which he did not underſtand. But, had he a 
longer Time, he could produce many Witneſſes to prove 
that he was not diſaffected to the preſent Government, 
and who would give him a good Character: But he was 
told it was now too late, and the Court could not in 
Juſtice grant his Requeſt, Upon which he ſaid, God's 
Will be done, Then Sentence of Death, as in Caſes of 
High Treaſon, was pronounc'd upon him; in purſuance 
whereof, on the 13th of Jui following, he was executed 
at Tyburn, together with Mr. Pau! the Clergyman, and 
his Limbs were given to his Relations, In his Paſlage to 
Tyburn on the Sledge, he gave not the leaſt Tokens of Diſ- 
may; but on the contrary, ſeem'd to have put on a bold 
Reſolution, and in a kind of Bravado, now and then toſs'd 
his Hat round his Head, as if he glory'd in his Puniſh- 
ment. At the Place of Execution he deliver'd a Paper 


fo the Sheriff, which was printed the next Day, and is as 
follows: 


The Speech of John Hall, Eſq, 


Friends, Brethren, and Countrymen, 

Am come here ro die for the Sake of God, my King, 
and my Country, and I heartily rejoyce that I am 
counted worthy of ſo great an Honour; for let not any 
of you think that I am come to a ſhameful and igno- 
minious End; the Truth and Juſtice of the Cauſe for 
which I ſuffer, makes my Death a Duty, a Virtue, and 
an Honour, Remember that I lay down my Life for 
aſſerting the Right of my own lawful Sovereign King 
James the Third; that I offer my ſelf as a Victim for the 
Liberties and Happineſs of my dear Country, and my 

belov'd Fellow · Subjects; that I fall a Sacrifice to Tyran- 
ny, Oppreſſion, and Uſurpation : In ſhort, conſider that 
I ſuffer in Defence of the Commands of God, aud of the 
Laws and hereditary Conſtitution of the Land; and then 
4 Know, 
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know, and be aſſur'd, that I am not a Traytor, but a 
Martyr, 

I declare that T die a true and ſincere Member of the 
Church of England, but not of the Revolution Schiſma- 
tical Church, whoſe Bifhops have ſo rebelliouſly aban- 
don'd the King, and ſo ſhamefully given up the Rights of 
the Church, by ſubmitting to the unlawful invalid Lay- 
Deprivations of the Prince of Orange. The Communion 
T die in, is that of the true Catholick Non-juring Church 
of England; and I pray God to proſper and increaſe ir, 
and to grant; if it be his good Pleaſure, that it may rife 
again and flouriſh, 

I heartily beg Pardon of all whom I have in any Man- 
ner, and at any Time, injur'd and offended. I do par- 
ticularly implore Forgiveneſs of God and my King, for 
having ſo far ſwerv'd from my Duty, as to comply with 
the Uſurpation, in ſwearing Allegiance to it, and acting 
in publick Poſts by the Uſurper's Commiſſions, which 
were void of all Power and Authority, God knows my 
Heart, I 01d this at firſt thro' Ignorance and Error; but 
after I had recollected my ſelf, and inform'd my judg- 
ment better, I repented, and drew my Sword for the King, 
and now ſubmit my ſelf to this violent Death for his Sake. 
I heartily pray God, my Penitence and my Sufferings may 
atone for my former Crimes; and this I beg, thro' the 
Merits, Mediation, and Sufferings of my deareſt Saviour 
Chriſt Jeſus, 

I do ſincerely forgive all my Enemies, eſpecially thoſe 
who have either caus'd or increas'd the Diſtractions in 
Church or State; I prey God have Mercy upon them, and 
ſpare them, bec: uſe they are the Work of his own Hands, 
and becauſe they «re redeem'd with his Son's moſt preci- 
pus Blood. I do particularly forgive, from the Bottom of 
my Heart, the Elector of Brunſwick, who murders me; 
my unjuſt pretended Judges and Jury, who convicted and 
condemn'd me; Mr. Patten and Mr. Carnaby, Evidences 
who ſwore againſt meat my Tryal; and I do here declare, 
upon the Words of a dying Man, (and all my Northumber- 
land Fellow-Priſoners can teſtify the Came) that the Evi- 
dence they gave, was ſo far from being the Truth, the 
whole Truth, and nothing but the Truth, that in relation 
to my Indictment, they ſwore not one true Thing againſt 
me, but many abſolute Falſehoods. I pray God forgive 
them, for I am ſure I do. 

Laſtly, I forgive all who had any Hand in the Surren- 
der at Freſfan, far they have ſurrender'd away my Lo 
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and I would to God that were the only bad Conſequence 
of it; but, alas! it is too plain, that the Surrenderers 
not only ruin'd many of his Majeſty's brave and faith- 
ful Subjects, but gave up their King and Country into 
the Bargain ; for it was then in their Power to have re- 
ſtor d the King with Triumph to his Throne, and chere- 
by to have made us a happy People. We had re puls d 
our Enemies at every Attack, and were ready, willing, 
and able to have attack'd them on our Side; even our 
common Men were brave, courageous, and reſolute : Oa 
the other Hand, theirs were directly the contrary, inſo- 
much that after they had run away from our firſt Fire, 
they could never be brought ſo much as to endeavour to 
ſtand a ſecond. This I think my ſelf oblig'd in Juſtice 
to mention, that Mr. Wills may not impoſe upon the 
World as if he and bis Troops had conquer'd us, and 
gain'd the Victory; for the Truth is, after we had con- 
quer'd them, our Superiors thought fit to capitulate and 
ruin us, I wiſh them God's and the King's Pardon for it. 

May it pleaſe the Almighty to bleſs, preſerve, and re- 
ſtore our only rightful and lawful Sovereign King James 
the third; may he direct his Council, and proſper his 
Arms; may he bring him to his Kingdom, and ſet the 
Crown upon his Head; may he protect him from the 
Malice of his Enemies, and defend him from thoſe who, 
for a Reward, would ſlay him innocent; may he grant 
him in Health and Wealth long to live; may he ſtreng- 
then him that he may vanquiſh and overcome all his E- 
nemies ; and finally, when ic pleaſes his infinite Wiſdom 
to take him out of this World, may he take him to him- 
ſelf, and reward him wich an everlaſting Crown of Glo- 
ry in the next” 

Theſe, my beloved Countrymen, are the ſincere Pray- 
ers; theſe the laſt Words of me, who am now a dying 
Perſon ; and if you have any Regard to the lait Breath 
of one who is juſt going our of the World, let me beg 
of you to be Cutiful, obedient, and loyal to your only So- 
vereign Liege Lord King James the third; be ever ready 
to ſerve him, and be ſure you never fail to uſe all your 


Endeavours to reſtore him; and whatever the Conſequence 


be, remember that you have a good Cauſe and a gracious 
God, and expect a Recompence from him. 

To that God, the God of Truth and Holineſs, the Re- 
warder of all who ſuffer for Righteonſneſs Sake, I com- 
mend my Soul, beſeeching him to have Mercy upon ir 
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for the Sake of my dear Redeemer and merciful Saviour 
Jeſus Chriſt our Lord, Amen, Amen, Amen.

POSTSCRIPT. 

Might reafonably have expected my Life would have 

been ſav'd, ſince I had obtain'd five Reprieves ; but I 
find that the Duke of Hanover and his evil Counſellors 
who guide him, have fo little Virtue and Honour them. 
ſelves, that they are reſolv'd not to ſpare my Life, be- 
canſe I would not purchaſe it upon baſe and diſhonoura- 
ble Terms. I have Reafon to think, that at firſt I could 
have ſecur'd both Life and Fortune, if I would have 
Pleaded guilty ; and I doubt not but I might ſince have 
obtain'd Favour, if I would have petition'd in a vile and 
ſcandalous manner; but I was reſolv'd to do nothing 
whereby I ſhonld have diſown'd my King, and deny'd 
my Principles; and I thank my good Gad both for inſpi- 
ring me with his holy Reſolution, and for giving me 
the Grace to perform it.

The Tryal of Robert Talbot, Eſq; 


N the ſame Day that Mr. Hall was try'd, as likewiſe 
at the ſame Place, and before the ſame Judges, Ro- 
bert Talbot, Eſq; was afterwards try'd. The Evidence 
againſt him were very full; they ſwore, That he was with 
the Rebels during their whole March from Kelſo to Preſton, 
and had the Na me of a Captain among them, commanding 
2 Troop of about 24 Horſe. That at ſeveral Places he 
drew up and diſciplin'd the ſaid Troop, march'd con- 
ſtantly at their Head, particularly that he drew them up 
round the Crofs at Morpeth, and was preſent with them 
whilſt the Proclamation was reading there for proclaim- 
ing the Pretender. That he likewiſe drew them up and 
headed them in the Attack at Preſton, they being then on 
Foot. Two of the Witneſſes againſt him, were of thoſe 
Men; inſomuch that he having little to ſay in his De- 
fence, was found guilty of High Treaſon, and receiv d 
Sentence of Death accordingly. | 


The Tryal of Richard Gaſcoigne, Eſq; 


O * the 7th of May, at the Court of Excheguer in 
Weſimi flier. came on the Tryal of Richard Gaſ- 


co:7ne, Eſq; the Lord Chief Juſtice Parker, Mr. Juſtice Ben- 
cowe, 
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cowe, Mr. Juſtice Tracy, Mr. Juſtice Dormer, and Mr. Ju- 
ſtice Prat being on the Bench. In opening the Indict- 
ment againſt the Priſoner, it was ſet forth, That he had not 
only been actually in Arms in Lancaſhire, where he was 
taken, but had likewiſe been early concern'd in the Con- 
ſpiracy that led to this Rebellion ; particularly, that he 
was privy to a Deſign that was laid for a Riſing, which 
was to have been in the Weſt of England, for the ſeizing 
of Oxford, Eriſtol, and the Bath, for the Pretender. That 
there had been ſeveral Boxes or Cheſts of Arms directed 
to the Priſoner, who was in the greateſt Truſt and Favour 
with ſome of the Chiefs engag'd in the Rebellion; and 
the King's Council particularly obſery'd that there 
were ſeveral ſuch Evidences of this under ſome of their 
own Hands, as would put the Matter out of Doubt ; but 
that there were ſome Reaſons which render'd it not fo 
proper yet to divulge thoſe Evidences, which would, how- 
ever, be produc'd when Time ſeryv'd. The firſt Witneſs 
who ſwore againſt the Priſoner, was Patten, one of rhe 
Rebel Clergymen, who ſpoke to che Rebellion in general, 
recounting the ſeveral Marches and TranſaRions of the 
Rebels: He likewiſe ſaid, That he ſaw Mr. Gaſcoigne at 
the Bull and Mitre Inns at Preſton, and in Mr. Forſter's 
Company. 

The next Evidence was one Mr. Me, who de pos'd, 
That coming once to the Dutcheſs of Ormond's, he ſaw 
the Priſoner in her Grace's Cloſet : That being introduc'd, 
he told her Grace, he was juſt come from France, and had 
ſeen the Duke but fix Days before, who was well, and 
would be here quickly from Bayonne; and the Pretender 
from ſome other Place: Upon which, her Grace call'd for 
a Map, to find whereabouts St. Sebaſtian lay, That he 
was aſk'd by her Grace what People ſaid at Paris, ef pe- 
cially in relation to Sir William Nyndham; and aſk'd Mr. 
Gaſcaigne, Whether what was ſaid in the publick News, 
that Sir Villiam had Letters found in his Pocket of dan- 
gerous Conſequence, was true ? To which Mr. Gaſcoigne 
ſaid, He could not tell; but if it were ſo, a School-Boy 
would deſerve to be whipp'd for carrying ſuch Papers in 
his Pocket. It being at that Time generally diſcours'd 
about Town, that Sir William Mynd ham had ſurrender'd 
himſelf, Gaſcoigne ſaid, That he had ſent or carry'd him 
one of the Proclamations, (but the Evidence could not be 
politive which) and added, If he was taken, their De- 
ſign was ruin'd, for there were a hundred Gentlemen 
who waited only for a Signal, and Sir William would be 
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ar the Head of 8 or 9090 Men. That the Lady Rocheſter 
having afk'd him (Mr. Gaſcoigne) where Sir William was? 
the Priſoner reply*d, Whether if he ſhonld tell her La- 
. Eyſhip, ſh» would not make uſe of it to perſwade him 
ec ſurrender? but if it were only to give Sir William No- 
tice of the Proclamation, he told her, that he had alrea- 
dy fent him one. Mr. He farther declar'd, That when 
he was in her Grace's Cloſer, he ſaw a Gentleman dreſs'd 
very fine in lac'd Scarlet Cloaths, which he underſtood 
was one of the Cottons, and having ſince ſeen Mr. Cor- 
ton, knows it to be the ſame Perſon. There were ſome 
other Circumſtances which Mr. Wye ſaid Mr. Gaſcoigne 
told him; particularly, that the Priſoner ſaid, That he 
came to London to learn whether Sir William Wyndham made 
any Diſcovery. | 

The Priſoner deny'd what this Witneſs had ſaid, and 
aik'd him ſeveral Queſtions, which Mr. Wye anſwer'd, 
and ſtuck cloſe in general, with great Aſſurance to what 
he had ſworn. On this Occaſion Mr. Gaſcoigne deſir'd the 
Dutcheſs of Ormond and Lady Emily But/er might be 
call'd, which was accordingly done, and Chairs were 
plac'd for them in Court, They were both ſworn, and 
her Grace being aſk'd io give the beſt Account ſhe could 
of what paſs'd at the Time that Mr, Wye and Mr. Gaſ⸗ 
coig ne were in her Cloſet ; ſhe ſaid, That there was indeed 
ſome Diſcourſe of Sir William Wyndham at that Time, 
about the Proclamation iſſu'd againſt him. Being aſk'd, 
Whether there was not at that Time ſome Talk of the 
Pretender, or of Bayonne ? She ſaid, She thought there 
might be ſomething ſaid of Bayonne ; but as to the par- 
ticulars of the S or 9ooo Men, or the Signal to the hun- 
dred Gentlemen, ſhe did not remember any ſuch Thing; 
nay, (upon being more nearly queſtion'd) ſhe ſaid, ſhe 
could almoſt be poſitive there was no ſuch Thing aid. 
Lady Emily Ewtler ſaid, that what the Dutcheſs had rela- 
ted, was true, and ſhe knew nothing elſe. 

Mr. Wye being again call'd, perſiſted in his former E- 
vidence very poſitively. The Priſoner defir*'d ſome Queſti- 
ons might be put to him, which tended to call his Repu- 
tation in queſtion, as to the Courſe of his Life; which 
Mr. Vye anſwer'd in the following Manner; That indeed 
he bad been ſomewhat extravagant in his Youth, and 
ſpent his Father a pretty deal of Money, That he had 
ſerv'd as a Voluntier in the Army in Spain ; and all thoſe 
that knew him there, would give him a good Character. 
He call'd ſome who had known him for about ſix — 
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paſt, who ſaid he had the Character of a very honeſt 
Man, and behav'd himſelf very well. He ſaid he could 
have brought many others to his Re putation, but did not 
imagine he ſhould have had any Occaſion; and that he 
could have added many Parciculars to diſcredit the Pri ſo- 
ner's Reputacion, but he choſe ro omit them, becauſe he 
would not aggravate Things againſt him. 

Another Evidence was Nathan Vilcox, one of bis Ma- 
jeſty's Meſſengers, who ſwore he had a Warrant on the 2d 
of November laſt, to go to the Bath to ſeize the Priſo- 
ner; but when he came there, he heard he had been gone 
from thence about a Fortnight; and that ſome Cheſts of 
Arms, which had been ſeiz'd there, were directed to R. 
G, or G. R, Mr, Calderwood, the Quarter-Maſter among the 
Rebels, depos'd, That he ſaw the Priſoner at Preſton on 
the Friday, and aſking who he was, was told, he was 
come from the Bath, a Warrant being out againſt him ; 
that he was a true Friend to the Cauſe, and would do 'em 
good Service, That on Saturday, the Day the King's 
Forces ca me up, he ſaw him ſeveral Times on Horſeback, 
and ſometimes on Foot, with his Sword drawn, very 
active in aſſiſting to defend the Town; and that he was 
preſent where the Council of War was held. Another 
ſaid, He ſaw him drawn up in Rank with the Rebels that 
Day ; that he had particular Reaſon to remember it, for 
he came ſix Times with Brandy; and that two Perſons 
who collected the Exciſe for the Pretender, call'd to Mrs 
Gaſcoigne, and aſk'd him to drink. He repeated this Cir- 
cumſtance two or three Times; and added, that Mr. Gaſ- 
coigne refus'd to drink. It was by all agreed, that he did 
not appear among the Rebels as a Priſoner, but quite 
otherwiſe, 

He ſaid in his Defence, That the Warrant iſſu'd againſt 
him on Mye's Evidence, was the ſole Occafion of his Miſ- 
fortune; for the Dread of that Warrant drove him to- 
wards the North, after he had ſought Shelter in Stafford - 
ſhire and Derbyſhire ; and that he went after to Sir Roger 
Bradfhaigh's, near Vigan, and defir'd the Protection of his 
Houſe z3 but Sir Roger refus'd him, He then afk'd Sir 
Roger to direct him to ſome Tenant of his; but he refus'd 
that alſo, ſaying, it was the ſame Thing; but told him, 
there was an Inn hard by, where he might lie. That he 
was ſeiz'd on at a Place call'd Heſlington, and carry'd 
before Juſtice Noe] of Reed, and, after Examination there, 
diſcharg'd, He told Sir Roger, that he was going towards 
Yorkſhire, and aſk'd if Bolton was not in the Way? That 
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from Reed, he borrow'd Mr. Townley's Man to ſhew him to 
Leverpoole, where, by the Way, he was ſeiz'd and carry'd 

Priſoner to Preſton. x 
He call'd Sir Roger Bradſhaigh, and ſome other Witnef: 
ſes, to ſupport his Allegations, eſpecially the Perſon who 
he ſaid was to be his Guide to Leverpoole. This Perſon 
depos'd, That he was ſent by his Maſter to ſhew the Priſo- 
ner to Leverpoole, and coming near Ribble- Bridge, 2 
Party of the Rebels ſtopp'd bim, and aſking where they 
were going, he ſaid to Leverpoole; but they ſaid he 
ſhould go along with them, and fo carry'd him and the 
reſt to Preſton. That there were three or four others with 
them, but he knew not who they were. Being aſk d, if 
they diſarm'd them, he ſaid, He did not ſee they did, 
That when he came to Preſion, he went to his Maſter's 
Houſe there, and the reſt went farther into the Town, 
He was ask d, Who they were that were with the Priſo- 
ner? But he ſaid, He did not know, One of the Wit. 
neſſes had ſaid, That he heard one or two of them were 
call'd by the Name of Cotton; but this Witneſs inſiſted 
He knew not who they were: Nordid it appear by him, 
that either the Priſoner, or thoſe with him, were us d 
in the leaſt like Priſoners. This Witneſs being croſs. 
examin'd, ſeem'd very backward to explain ſome Parts of 
his Evidence; particularly, he could not remember that 
he ſaw any body at Reed, but the Priſoner, tho? there 
were near 100 Men that brought Mr, Gaſcoigne. He pre- 
tended he did not know Yorkſhire, tho“ his Maſter had 
an Eſtate there, and he had been at it, but did not know 
it was Yorkſhire; and, in fine, anſwer'd very indirectly 
to many plain and neceſſary Queſtions the Court aſk'd 
him. Moreover, it ſeem'd that Mr. Gaſcoign's Talk of 
going into Yorkſhire, was only that he was ignorant till 
then where the Rebels were; but this being two Days 
after the Rebels arriv'd at Preſton, it ſeem'd really proba - 
ble that he had Notice thereof, and ſo chang'd his Rout, 
and travel'd in the Night, taking the direct Way to Pre- 
Non, where he was receiv'd and reſpected by General 

Forſter. 

It was obſerv'd farther by the Court, that he com- 
lain'd all his Misfortunes were owing to the Warrant 
iſſud on Mye's Information, which forc'd him to quit 
the Bath, and go towards the North, having ſhelter'd 
himſelf three Weeks in Staffordſhire and Derbyſpire ; 
whereas it appear'd, that the Warrant was not granted 'cill 
the 2d of November, and he was at Sir Roger Bradſhaigh's * 
ac I» 
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7th. It was likewiſe very ſtrange, nor did any of the Evi- 
dence on either Side make it out, how Mr. Gaſcoigne came 
to be diſcharg'd before Juſtice Noel, he being a ſufpicious 
Perſon, and in thoſe troubleſome Times; nor, indeed, how 
the other Perſons who were with Gaſcoigne, travelling to 
Preſton, (one or two of whom, one of che Witneſſes ſaid 
he heard were call'd Cottons) came to Mr. Noe!'s Houſe, or 
fell into Gaſceigne's Company; then, that chey travell'd 
in the Night, ſetting out, according to their own Evi- 
dence, about one or two in the Morning; and had a Ser- 
vant ſent with them from that very Houſe, towards Le- 
verpoole, as they prerended, tho“ indeed the direct Road 
to Preſton, ſeem'd very ſtrange: But grant it otherwiſe, 
he had before ſaid he was going towards Yorkſhire, from 
which Leverpoole was the direct contrary Way; and, in 
Truth, the Deſign of the Rebels, when they enter'd Tan- 
caſpire, was at firſt to have gone to Leverpoole; bur 'tis 
likely the Priſoner got other Intelligence, and fo turn'd 
towards Preſton. After a long and full Hearing, he was 
found guilty, receiv'd Sentence of Death accordingly, 
and a Rule was made for his Execution on the 25th of 
that Month. 

This Gentleman was born in Ireland, and deſcended 
of a good Family, that had well merited of the Crown. 
in the Time of O.iver Cromwell's U ſurpation; he was on all 
Occaſions zealous for the Intereſt of the late unfortunate 
King James and his Family, and a declar'd Enemy to the 
Pevolution, Upon the Loſs of his Father, who was in 
the Service of the ſaid King James at the Siege of Lime- 
rick, and dy'd ſoon after it, he ſucceeded to an Eſtate of 
about 200 J. per Annum, upon which he might have liv'd 
comfortably in Ireland; but that Kingdom being totally 
reduc'd to King PVilliam's Obedience, he ſold his Eſtate, 
and return'd the Purchaſe-money to London, which 
he choſe for the Place of his Abode. Being a tall hand- 
ſome Man, and brought up to no Profeſſion, he ſoon got 
acquainted with moſt of the Rakes of the Town, and 
with them indulg'd himſelf in all the Vices and Follies 
of ungovern'd Youth. He had a natural Inclination to 
Gaming; and his Fortune not being equal to his extrava- 
gant and luxurious Way of Living, he endeavour'd to aug» - 
ment what he was already poſſeſs d of, that he might 
appear with greater Splendor ; which, together with his 
good natural Parts, and civil Behaviour, brought him 
into the Converſation of Perſons of Quality, and by 
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degrees, procur'd him an Intimacy with the Men in 
Power and Intereſt in the late Reign. 

During this Continuance in Priſon, after Sentence, he 
gave himſelf wholly up to his Devotions, and was very 
exemplary in his Endeavours to make his Peace with God. 
He made it always his Requeſt to thoſe few Friends that 
viſited him, (for none but choſen Acquaintance were ad- 
mitted to him) to Join with him in Prayer for the For- 
giveneſs of the many and great Sins he had committed: 
Nor did he once go out of his Chamber in the Preſs-yard, 
tho' he had the Liberty of doing it, from the Time of 
His Arraignment. But the Sentiments of his Mind may 
be diſcover'd beſt by the following Letter, which he ſent, 
the Night before his Execution, to a Perſon of Emi- 
nence, of the ſame Religion with himſelf, It runs 
thus : | 


Dear Sir, 
Cannot leave the World without ſome Tokens of Gra- 
titude for the many and undeſerv'd Favours which [ 

have receiv'd from you: Therefore I ſend this by the 
Hands of this Reverend_Father, with my Prayers to the 
Divine Being, that he will ſhower down ſuch Bleſſings 
upon you, in his good Time, as may return the many 
good Offices you have done me, ſevenfold. What you 
Have done for the Support of my Body, under a crazy 
State, and the Wants that are generally attendant upon 
Priſoners, diveſted of all Neceſſaries of Life, requires 
more Acknowledgments than I am capable of paying; 
but the Care you have taken in making Proviſion for the 
Welfare of my poor and immortal Soul, by ſending this 
Holy Man to aſſiſt me with his Prayers and Advice, is 
beyond Expreſſion. *Tis to this Act of Compaſſion that 
J owe the Recovery of my ſelf from a State of Perdition; 
than which, nothing could have been more ruinous and 
miſerable, To this, that I am reſcu'd out of the Jaws of 
eternal Death, and can ſay with the bleſſed Apoſtle, O 
Death where is thy Sting? O Grave! where is thy 
Viftory* Nor can 1 leave the World without due Afts 
of Acknowledgment for ſo endearing, ſo invaluable 3 
Favour. 

Be pleas'd then to accept this laſt Teſtimony of Gra- 
titude, which it is not in Words to expreſs, and to be- 
lieve that I am ready to paſs through the Vale of Death 
with all Chearfnlneſs, being well aſſur'd of eternal Bliſs 
3nd Salvation through the Merits of Chriſt Jeſus our 
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common Saviour, and the Interceſhon of the bleſſed 
Virgin, and of all the Saints and Angels wich bim, thar 
ſitteth on the Throne, and will at the laſt Day judge the 
World in Righteouſneſs. 

[ have nothing more than to deſire yours and all good 
Catholick's Prayers, and to take Care that the Paper in- 
clos'd in this, a Copy of which I intend, God willing, 
to give the Sheriff at the Place of Execution, may be 
made publick as I have written it, and aſk leave to ſub- 


ſcribe, 


Dear Sir, 
Tour dying Friend, 
And moſt humble Servant, 
R. GAS COIGNE- 


On Friday the 25th of May, when the Sheriffs Officers 
came to demand him at the uſual Hour, he appear'd no 
ways daunted, but receiv'd the Meſſage with ſuch a com- 

sd Countenance as ſhew'd a due Preparation ſor Death; 
and after his Fetters were knock*d off, he took them up 

and kiſs'd them. This done, he gave a ſolemn farewell 
to all his Friends in the Preſs-yard, and was conducted 
to the Sledge, in which he Caf with his Hat off, with his 
Eyes fix d on Drexelius on Eternity, during his Pailage from 
Newgate to Tyburn, 

Upon his Arrival there, before he went up into the 
Cart, he took off a handſome long Perriwig which he wore, 
and gave it to a Friend, who put him on a Night-Cap ; 
and being mounted, after kiſſing the Gallows, and offer- 
ing up his Devotions in his own Way, he addrefs'd him- 
felf to the Spectators, and told them, He was not aſha m'd 
of ſufferĩag the ignominious and terrible Death he was to 
undergo, fince he truſted he ſhould thereby mike his 
Peace with an incens'd Deity, whom he had many ways 
heiniouſly offended. To this he added, That he thought 
himſelf oblig'd, before his Paſſage out of this World, to 

; declare, that as to that Part of the Evidence at his Tryal, 
which render'd the Dutcheſs of Ormond ſuſpected of knaw- 
ing the Secret for which he dy'd, it was utterly falſe, 
and-that he was heartily ſorry for being the Occaſion of 
the Liberty that was taken by licentious Tongues, of cen- 
ſuring her Grace's Conduct. That as to the Lord Lau 
down, and Sir Wilkam Myndham, both whoſe Names were 
made uſe of at his Tryal, he had jultify'd them in a 
Paper which he would leave with the Sheriff; and as for 
his Religion, he dy'd in the Faith of a Roman, and de- 
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ſir'd the Prayers of all good Chriſtians for the Welfare of 
his immortal Soul. Then he turn'd himſelf to the She- 
riff, and deliver'd the Paper, which he deſir'd him to 
make publick, without Alterations, After this, he ad- 
dreſs'd himſelf to God in Prayer by himſelf, refuſing to 
join with the Ordinary, who attended to aſſiſt him in 
his Devottons. Then he put the Rope about his Neck; 
and having faluted two Gentlemen that ſat upon the 
Herſe that came for his Body, he pull'd it off again, to 
pray a ſecond Time. When riſing, he plac'd the Nooſe 
on again, and having given the Executioner ſome Mo- 
ney, he made the Signal for the Cart to drive away, and 
was turn'd off. | 

*T was obſervable, that he threw himſelf out of the 
Cart with great Force, and as he hung, ſtruck himſelf 
three Blows on the Stomach ; afcer which, he folded his 
Arms, and never ſtirr'd more. He was quarter'd, accord- 
ing to Sentence; the Head and Quarters were deliver'd to 
Mr. King the Undertaker, who carry'd them Home to his 
Houſe in Vila. ſtreet, in order to their Interrment, which 
which was done with all the Decency imaginable, 


The Paper which Mr. Gaſcoigze deli ver'd to the Sheriffs 
of London, was as follows. 


Take it to be my Duty to leave this Paper behind me, 
1 to refute thoſe falſe Accuſations and Calumnies that 
have been deſignedly ſpread by People who, I am a- 


Fraid, took Pains to procure unhappy Wretches to confirm 


them, 
In the firſt Place, I declare T die an unworthy Mem- 


ber of the Holy Catholick Apoſtolick Roman Church, and 
do acknowledge my ſelf the greateſt of Sinners: But, 
bleſſed be my God, I have a firm Confidence in the Suf- 
ferings of my Lord aud Saviour Jeſus Chriſt, by whoſe 
Merits I hope I ſhall be ſav'd. | 

I, from the Bottom of my Heart, forgive all thoſe 
that were my Enemies and Perſecutors, and hope Almigh-

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alſo beg Pardon of all thoſe whom I have diſedify'd by 
my Life or Converſation. 

Thw# I have had an uncommon Ardour or Teal in my 
Duty and Loyalty for my moſt injur'd and Royal Soye- 
reign King Fames the Third, I own at my Death, as I did 
to every Body that knew me whilſt I liv'd ; and I affirm, 
that it was not only on the Account of his being a Roman 
Catholick, or any worldly Views, but from a true Senſe 
of my Duty, as I took my ſelf to be bound by the Laws of 
God and my Country, and as his ſucceeding to the Throne 
of his Anceſtors, could only make theſe three Kingdoms 
happy, and from impartial Accounts of his Royal Perſon 
and Qualities, which make him one of the moſt promiſing 
Princes in the World. £ 

My Loyalty deſcended to me from my Anceſtors ; my 
Father and Grand-father having had the Honour to be ſa- 
crific'd in doing their Duties ro their Kings, Charles the 
Firſt and James the Second. wo 

I think it incumbent on me to do Juſtice to a Gentleman 
whoſe Name I was ſorry to hear mention'd at my Tryal 5 
which ſurely was irregular and unprecedented, to give 
Evidence of any Treaſon that had no Relation to whac 
I was indicted for. I declare in the Preſence of God, I 
never ſaw him but twice, and at thoſe Times I think 
there was not a Word talk'd of Principle or Party. And 
declare in the ſame ſolemn Manner, I never knew any of 
his Meaſures or Deſigns, or ever had any Intimacy of 
any Kind with him, And declare, that what was ſworn 
at the Council, and at my Tryal, was falſe ia relation ta 
him, | 

And I know a great Man ſhould ſay, I was intimate 
with a Lord in the Tower: I declare I never ſpoke to him, 
nor ſaw his Hand-writing ; nor, to my Knowledge, was 
I ever under the ſame Roof with him, | 

Nor was I ever Agent, or imploy'd by any Perſon in 
my Life, (as was ſuggeſted at my Tryal) in any politick 
Deſign. Nor did Lever carry a Letter, or was I ever in- 
truſted by one Great Man to another: Nor did I ever 
know of any concerted Meaſures to reſtore my Royal Ma- 
iter, in my Life, more than what was talk'd in publick, 
and in the Papers: Nor, as I expect Mercy, did I di- 

rectly or indirectly know any thing of the Arms that 
wy ſeiz*d at Bath, directed to R. G. as was ſaid at my 
ryal. . 

And as to Mr. Calderwood's Evidence againſt me, of 
my being in the Market place on Saturday in the After- 
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noon, and that he ſaw me there; co my Knowledge I had 
not been there until ſeven a Clock at Night, when he 
could not ſee me; and if he did, not with my Sword 
drawn. His Evidence was entirely falſe. And he ſent 
me Word two Days before my Tryal, that he could not 
{wear any thing againſt me whatever. And he ſaid I 
was in the Council of War. I never (ſo far from being 
in it) knew rhe Houſe it was held in, nor did I know 
there was one held. "LN 

The Evidence of the Footman, Walmſly, was as falſe , 
he ſwearing me drinking of Brandy with Exciſemen ſix 
Times a Saturday in the ſame Market-place. 

Theſe are the two Men that ſwore me out of my Life. 
I forgive them with all my Heart, and recommend to 
them to repent. 

And as I have, upon the Word of a dying Man, de- 
clar'd al theſe Truths, in order to caution People not to 
believe Reports, and to do all the Juſtice Lam capable of 
doing, ſo now let me recommend to all People to think of 
their Duties to God and their Country, and to heal all Di- 
viſions, and exhort them to think of the Means of uniting 
and reconciling all their Intereſts, and unite in the only 
Meaſure that can render them happy; which that they 
may do, I beg of Almighty God to direct them, and that 
they may compaſs it, | 

I bleſs my God, who has given me the Grace to ſubmit 
patiently to all the Injuries that have been done me, as al- 
ſo for enabling me to reſiſt the many Temptations I have 
had frequently in relation to a Gentleman, upon whoſe 
Account I preſume they have taken my Life, becauſe I 
would not concur to take his Life; but God forgive them, 
I do heartily.

AN the 18th-of May the Court reſum'd their Proceed- 
ings at the fame Place, The Lord Chief Juſtice 
Parker, Mr, Juſtice Tracy, Mr. Juſtice Dormer, and Mr. 


| Juſtice Prat, being on the Bench, Mr. Nicholas Wogan 


was firſt brought upon his Tryal : Againſt him it was 
prov'd, that he had appear'd among the Rebels; that 
he had accepted of a Command in their Army, and that 
he was ſeen in his Poſt on the Day of Action at Prefion.

The Tryal of Capt. Lancelot Mackintoſh. 


N the ſame Day, and at the ſame Place, was try'd 

Captain Lancelot Mackintoſh, Againſt him it was 
depos'd, That he was ſeen among the Rebels on their 
March, having been one of thoſe who came over the 
Forth; and that he had the Name of a Captain in 
Brigadier Mackintoſh's Regiment : But none of che Evi- 
dences for the King could ſay, that they had ſeen him 
in any Action, or that he was preſent at any of the 
Times when the Pretender was proclaim'd. He call'd 
abundance of Witneſſes, and even made uſe of ſome of 
thoſe that were call'd for the King, to prove, that he 
was forc'd from his Houſe by a Party ſent from the Earl 
of Mar ; and that he was treated lictle better than as a 
Priſoner all the Time he was among the Rebels. Thac 
it was indeed true, that a Commiſlion had been offer'd 
him, but he refus'd to receive ic, ſaying, There were 
many yonng Gentlemen among them, more fit for ſuch 
a Poſt than himſelf, and more deſerving of a Commiſ- 


ſion than he who was ſixty eight Years of Age. He 


likewiſe call'd Witneſſes who depos'd, That at the Time 
of the Revolution he had his Houſe plunder'd, and one 
of his Servants murder'd ; the Cauſe of which ill Treat- 
ment was becauſe he refus'd to follow the Lord Dundee 
into the Rebellion. Beſides, he had ſeveral People of 
Credit, who ſpoke in his Behalf; as Brigadier Grant and 
Mr. Forbes, Members of Parliament, Mr. Roſs and others; 
who all ſaid, That they had ever look'd on him as a 
Perſon well affected to the preſent Eſtabliſhment. Ana- 
wer Witneſs for him ſaid, That he wes his Neighbou-, 


and believ'd him to be well affected to the Government: 


That when he (the Witneſs) had been arguing with 


ſome Facobites againſt the Pretender, the Priſoner had 


join'd with him in Argument againſt thoſe who diſpured 
for him. Moreover, it evidently appear'd.by many Par- 
ticulars, that he had been forc'd into the Rebellion ar firſt, 
and that he was not a diſaffected Perſon; However, by 
his continuing among the Rebels, and not making his E- 
ſca pe, or being able to prove, that he endeavour' d it, the 
aw was ſtrong againſt him, and the Court obſerv'd to 
the Jury, That if a Man be forc'd into Rebellion 
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through Fear of Threats, it may be pleaded in Law for 
him; but then it muſt got be any vain Fear, as a Fear 
of being plunder'd, or the Loſs of Goods or Money only, 
but a Fear of Death, and that actually prov'd ; inſomuch 
that the Jury, after a conſiderable Stay, brought him in 
guilcy, and he receiv'd Sentence of Death. 


The Tryal ef Charles Radcliffe, Eſg; 


HE next Perſon who was brought to the Bar, was 

Charles Radcliffe, Eſq; Brother to the late Earl of 
Derwentwater, It was depos'd againſt him, That he was 
ſeen with his Brother at Hexham, Redberry, and ſeveral 
other Places; that he rode on Horſeback with the Rebels, 
and kept in their Company. He aſk'd one of the Wit 
neſſes for the King, what Sort of Horſe he rode on, and 
what Cloaths he wore? The Evidence anſwer'd, That 
he often chang'd his Horſes, and rode for the moſt part 
in a ſcarlet Cloak: But he deny'd his having one, He 
hid no Counſel to plead in his Behalf, and ſaid only, 
That he conceiv'd the Evidence were not poſitive againſt 
him ; and therefore hop'd the Court would obſerve what 
the Law allow'd in his Favour. The Jury, after a ſhort 
Stay, brought him in guilty: Then being aſk'd, If he 
had any Thing to offer in Arreſt of Judgment, he aid, 
That he was but juſt return'd from Abroad, and coming 
to ſee his Brother, was unfortunately drawn along with 
him when that unhappy Affair happen'd ; and therefore 
he hop'd the Court would conſider it : But he was 
rold there was a proper Place where this might have 
ſome Weight, but it was to no Purpoſe to offer it there; 
1o Judgment was pronounc'd upon him, 


The Tryal of John Dalton, Eſq; 


N the 3oth of May the Proceedings againſt the Re- 

bel-Priloners were reſum'd at the Court of Admi- 
ralty at the Marſhalſea in Southwark, when John Dalton of 
the County of Lancaſter, Eſq; was brought upon his Try- 
al before the Lord Chief Juſtice Parker, Mr. Juſtice Powys, 
Mr. Juſtice Tracy, and Mr. Baron Price. It was depos'd, 
againſt the Priſoner, That he met the Rebels at Lancefter, 
and was there ſeen with the Earl of Derwentwater, the 
Lord Middrington, and others; and that the ſaid Earl, with 
a Number of other Rebels, came to Mr. Dalton's Houſe on 
Tueſday, where they ſtay'd all Day, and that he ear 
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away with them. One Witneſs, in particular, ſaid, That 
he ſaw Mr. Dalton at Lancaſter, on the Monday, in the 
Company before mention'd, and again on the Wedneſday 
Morning, when he heard him ſay, The Buſineſs is now 
done; we having nothing more to do, but to march to Pre- 
ſton. Another Witneſs depos'd, That it was reported on 
the Sunday, that the Rebels were to be at Lancaſter the next 
Day; and it was manifeſt, even by his owa Evidence, 
that the next Morning he rode with bur one Servant, 
and went to Lancaſter, as the Evidence had ſworn ; which 
was not at all diſputed. | 
He was likewiſe prov'd by ſeveral to have been wich 
the Rebels at Preſton, particularly by the Hoſtler, ar che 
White Bull Inn, where he uſually ſet up his Horſes when 
he came to that Town, who ſaid he ran to him to have 
taken his Horſes ; but he told the ſaid Evidence, that he 
was going farther. Another remarkable Paſſ:ige of his 
being and confederating with the Rebels, was prov'd 
by the Servant of one Chorley of Preſton. This Chord had 
ſome Time before ſeiz'd a Horſe of the Priſoner's, by Vir- 
tue of the Act of Parliament, which directs, that no Pa- 
piſt ſhall keep Horſes of above ſuch a Valuez and when 
the Rebels were Maſters of Preſton, Mr. Dalton came to 
the Witneſs, Chorley's Man, and demanded the Horſe : 
The Witneſs anſwering him, That his Maſter was not at 
Home, (he being gone away with the Dragoons towards 
Wizzan, on the Approach of the Rebels, whom he was in 
Dread of;) he then told the Servant, That he would have 
the Horſe ; whereupon this Evidence call'd out his Ma- 
ſter's Siſter, whom, with Threats, the Priſoner oblig'd 
to deliver the Horſe : But the Priſoner not thinking him 
ſo good as when he was ſeiz'd, ſaid they had ſpoil'd the 
Horſe, and compell'd her to pay him 10/. for him, which 
ſhe did. This was obſerv'd by the Court and King's 
Counſel, to ſhew the Priſoner acted with Alacrity in the 
Rebellion; for the Horſe had been ſeiz'd by Law, but 
he had made uſe of Violence, and unlawful Means, to 
obtain him again, and made his Demands good only by 
the Advantage of the Power of the Rebels. The Truth 
of his being at Preſton, and conſtantly there in Company 
of the Rebels, was confirm'd by many other Wir» 
neſſes. BR 
His Counſel pleaded for him, That he was forc'd into 
the Rebellion, and call'd Evidence to endeavour to prove 
it, One ſwore, That the Earl of Derwentwater, and o- 
Fhers, came to his Houſe on the Tueſday, and there liv'd 
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at Diſcretion, and call'd for, or took whatever the Houſe | 
afforded : That they were got about the Priſoner, per- 
ſwading him to go with them, and threaten'd him with 
Death, and took away his Arms; but he refus d to go, 
and ſaid, he had no Inclination ; and that he heard them 
at high Words, but could not diſtinguiſh what was aid, 
That afterwards the Priſoner was brought out, and put 
on Horſeback, and went away with them, but ſhew'd 
Reluctance. He was likewiſe met at ſome Diſtance from 
his Houſe, riding among the ſaid Company of Rebels, by 
another Witneſs, who ſaid, He ſeem'd to go unwillingly; 
that he Jook'd melancholly, and he could perceive Tears 
in his Eyes, and his Eyes to look red; but this Witneſs 
could not but ſay, That he rode as at other Times; and 
It was pretty extraordinary, as was after obſerv'd by the 
Court, that this Witneſs, at the Diſtance of a Street's 
Breadth, ſhould ſee Tears in the Priſoner's Eyes; or 
indeed it might be very profitable, that at parting 
with his Wife, and going on ſuch a dangerous Af. 
fair, it might occaſion ſome melancholly Reflect 
ons. 

He call'd ſeveral to bis Character; one of which was 
the Parſon of the Pariſh the Priſoner liv'd in, who 
ſaid, That ſome Time before the Rebellion, he was at 
2 Wedding with Mr. Dalton, who then read him a Let- 
ter from London, which ſaid, That they expected a Riſing 
in Scotland under the Earl of Mar ; and that there would 
be other Riſings in England: That he told the Priſoner, 


he hop'd he would not meddle in the Matter, who an- 


{wer'd him, That he had neither Intention nor Inclins- 
tion to do it; that he liv'd very happily, and would nor 
endanger himſelf. This Evidence declar'd farther, That 
he had, at ſeveral other Times, had Diſcourſe with the 
Priſoner, whom he never heard to expreſs himſelf againſt 
the Government; and was ſo far unlikely to favour the 
Pretender's cauſe, that he had ſometimes diſcover'd ſome 
Scruples concerning the Romiſh Religion. Upon which 
Occaſion, he was aſk'd by the Court, Why, he being 3 
Miniſter of the Church of England, did not endeavour 
o improve thoſe Notions in him, in order to convert 
bim? He anſwer'd, That he had made ſome Eſſay that 
Way, but then found him alter'd in his Judgment. Up- 
on the Whole, he gave him the Character of a ver 
peaceable Roman Catholick, as ſeveral others did; and 
une ſaid, That he had heard him drink King George 
Health, One, in another Particular, depos'd, That . 
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they had heard of the Rebellion in Northumberland, he 
Fai to the Priſoner, Perbaps they'll come into Lancaſhire, 
and then they'll be about your Houſe; to which the Pri- 
ſoner anſwer'd, He would have nothing to do with them, 
Other Witneſſes ſaid, That he was the moſt peaceable of all 
the Roman Catholicke, and never, at the Time of Elections, 
meddled in the leaſt, as ſome did: Which one of the 
Members for that County juſtify'd, declaring, That aſking 
his Intereſt once, he cold him, He would meddle on no 
Side. 

After a very long Hearing, Mr. Dalton having nothing 
farther to ſay, the Court ſumm'd up the Evidence, ob- 
ſerving the Circumſtances of the Law in Caſes of High 
Treaſon 35 that if a Man was ſeen among Rebels, and 
contin'd with his Preſence to abet and comfort them, tho” 
he were not actually in Arme, or committed Hoſtilities, 
yet it was High Treaſon; That the Force mention'd, 
muſt be a continu'd Force: That a Man was nor oniy to 
be forc'd away at firſt, but muſt be kept as a Prifonerunder 
cloſe Conſtraint all the Time; which appear'd by ſomie 
Witneſſes examin'd, not to have been rhe Caſe of the Pri- 
ſoner at Preſtun, where he was ſeen at full Liberty, and 
whence he might have eſcap'd often, if he had attempted 
it. But as to any favourable Circumſtances that might 
have been given in Evidence for the Priſoner, in regard 
to his Character or peaceable Behaviour, they were proper 
only in another Place: That Mercy belong'd only to his 
Majeſty, who was a juſt Diſpenſer of it; it was his un- 
doubted Prerogative, and *twas robbing him of his Righr, 
to take the Power of beſtowing it out of his Royal Hands, 
After the Court had impartially ſtated the Caſe, the 
Priſoner ſaid, He had a Witneſs to examine, who would 
prove, that he was at Home all Wedneſday, and not that 
Day at Lancaſter, as one of the Evidences againſt him had 
ſworm. He was told, That it was very unprecedented 
to hear Witneſſes after the Charge againſt him had been 
ſumm'd up; but, however, they condeſcended to it; 
and this Evidence, who was Mrs. Daltan's Woman, {wore 
him at Home all the Day on Wedneſday ; fo that it was 
left to the Jury which Witneſſes they Mould believe, in 
reſpect to that Point; but then neither of them affected 
his being afterwards at Preffon, The Jury went our, 
and after a very conſiderable Stay, brought him in guiliy 
of the Indictment, and he receiv'd Sentence accordingly. 
When he was aſk'd what he had to ſiy, why Sentence 
ſhould not paſ, he ſaid, he begg'd the King's Perdon, 
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and deſir'd the Court to interceed with him for Mercy: 
Upon this Occaſion the Lord Chief Juftice Parker ob- 
ſerv'd, as he had done before, That the Priſoner, as well 
2s others, had ſo far abus'd his Majeſty's Clemency, by 
derrogating from their former Submiſſion, and giving 
the Government all the Trouble poſſible, even in ſtand - 
ing it cut, and combating with the King to the very laſt, 
that they might very well expect to meet with Severity, 
were not his Royal Breaſt always open to the Interceſſion 
of Mercy, when it had been requeſted : That there was 
one Gentleman, who retracted his Plea, and own'd the 
Indictment, and upon Recommendation, had a Pardon 
already pafling the Seals for him. That it would have 
been very well for the Priſoner to have made his Requeſt 
for Mercy ſooner; and they were not his Friends who 
advis'd him to do otherwiſe. That recommending of 
Priſoners to Mercy, was a Part he very much delighted 
in; and he wiſh'd to have had better Grounds to have 
done it for the Priſoner 3 but, however, he would re- 
port his Caſe in the moſt impartial Manner to the King, 


The Tryal of Richard Butler, Eſq; 


N the 4th of June, the Court being fitting at Vest. 

minſter, came on the Tryal of Richard Butler, Eſq; 
Azainſt this Gentleman it was ſworn, That he join'd the 
Rebels at Kirby, and march'd with them to Lancaſter, 
where he was ſeen in Company of the Ear] of Derwent- 
water, the Lord Widdrington, and others. Mr. Patten de- 
clar'd that he ſaw him at Garſtang, where they went 
together to Mr, Forſter, Several other Evidences ap- 
pear'd againſt him, and depos'd, That they ſaw him 
at Preſton, both the Night before, and on the Day that 
the King's Troops came up: That he was that Day in his 
Waſtcoat, with a Caſe of Piſtols ſticking in his Breaſt, 
and feen marching both in the Town, and in the Church- 
yard among thoſe of the Rebels, who were call'd the Vo- 
luntiers. He made very little Defence, pretending only 
ro inſiſt on his Innocence in general; which the Court 
obſerv*'d to him, they wonder'd how he'd do, after 
ſuch manifeſt Acts of Treaſon had been prov'd againſt 
him. In fhort, after the Evidence was ſumm'd up, the 
Jury, without going out, gave in their Verdict, That 
he was guilty of the Indictment againſt him. 
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The ry off thr James Swinburn. 


R. James Swinburt was next try'd, Againſt him it 
was depos'd, That he was firſt ſeen among the 
Rebels at Hexham, and afterwards at ſeveral other Places 
on their March; as he was likewiſe at Preſton, both before 


and on the Day of Action; on the Morning of which 


Day he rode out of Town, in Company with ſome others 
of the Rebels, towards Ribble-Bridge; after which, none of 


the Witneſſes pretended that they ever ſaw him, till he | 


was diſmounted, and made Priſoner in the Church-yard. 
In his own Defence he call'd one or two of the Evidences 
for the King, to endeavour to prove himſelf a Lunatick. 
One of them ſaid, That being a Servant in the Family, 
he was told, that the Priſoner had not been in his righc 
Senſes, and had been at a Doctor's to be cur'd; and that he 
had indeed ſeen him ſometimes behave himſelf much like 
a Madman. Another depos'd, That he was related to 
him, and that he was generally eſteem'd to be a Perſon not 
in his right Senſes; tho' he had now and then ſome ſhorc 
Intervals, and was by Fits pretty well. As to this Point, 
the Court took Notice, That if a Man was indeed a Luna- 
tick, and his Idiotiſm fully prov'd, it would ſerve to ac- 
quit him in Law; but then it muſt be ſuch a Madneſs ag 
ſhew'd a total Deprivation of Reaſon ; which did not ap- 
pear to be the Caſe of the Priſoner : So that the Jury, wich- 
out leaving their Places, found him guilty, 


The Tryal of Mr, Edmund Swinburn. 


R. Edmund Swinburn, Brother to the former, was 

then ſet to the Bar, Patten ſwore againſt him, 

That he Caw him at an Inn'at Vooler, where he (the Evi- 
dence himſelf ) came in to the Rebels: That the Priſoner 
brought with him thither eighteen Perſons; and that the 
Evidence and he went together to Mr, Forſter. Several 
other Witneſſes likewiſe depos'd, That they ſaw him fre- 
quently with the Rebels on their March, and likewiſe ac 
Ereſion ; from whence he rode with his Brother and others 
on the Day of Action; after which they ſaw him not till 
he was made Priſoner in the Church-yard, The Fact was 
Plain upon him, and he having little to ſay in his De- 


fence, the Jury, without going our of Court, found him 
guilty. | 
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The Tryal of Mr. Duncan Mackintoſh. 


O the 14th of June came, on the Tryal of Mr: 
Duncan Mackintoſh, Brother to the (ſo call'd) Bri- 
gadier of that Name. It was prov'd againſt him, That he 
had been ſeveral Times ſeen among the Rebels on their 
March; and the Horſe on which he rode, was deſcrib'd 
by ſome of the Evidences, It appear'd likewiſe, that he 
was ſeen with them at Preſion, where he afted as a Cap- 
tain. He inſiſted, in his Defence, that being under the 
Influence of his Brother, he was compell'd by him to 
enter into the Rebellion : Then he call'd ſome Witneſſes 
to prove, that he ſeveral Times endeavour'd to get away ; 
but this was not fully made out; and being afſk'd by the 
Court, why he did not go away with the 500 Scots who 
quitted the Rebels at Langholm, he could give no good 
Reaſon for it; ſo that upon the whole Matter, after the 
Tryal had laſted five Hours, the Jury brought him in 


guilty, 


The Condemnation and Execution of Mr. William Paul, the 
Clergyman. 


OF the 15th of June, the Judges being ſat at the Court of 
Com mon-Pleas in Weſtminfter-Hall, Mr, William Paul; 
Clerk, who on the 31ſt of May had been arraign'd, and 
pleaded Not Guilty, was ſet to the Bar, in order to his 
Tryal ; but before the Jury were ſworn, he retracted his 
former Plea, and pleaded Guilty, In Mitigation of his 
Crime, he alledg'd, That he had never taken the Oaths to 
King George; and chat, when he was among the Rebels, 
he diſapprov'd of many of their Proceedings, and took the 
firſt Opporrunity to get away, which he actually did be- 
fore the Action at Preſion - However, he would not inſiſt 
on that, but throw himſelf on the King's Mercy, fincere- 
ly repenting of his Fault; and begg'd the Interceſſion of 
the Court in his Favour, After this, his Plea being re- 
corded, he receiv'd Sentence of Death as in Caſes of High 
Treaſon, In purſuance of which Sentence, he was, on the 
13th of July following, drawn on a Sledge, together 
with Mr. Hall, of whom, we have ſpoken before, from 
Newgate to Tyburn. He went to the Place of Execution 
in the Canonical Habit of the Church of Exgland, which 
fo rais'd the Compaſſion of tie People, that many of them 
ſigh'd, ſobb'd, and wept bitterly ; nay, ſome of them, par- 

ticularly 
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ticularly of the Women, ſnatch'd Kiſſes from him as he 
paſs'd by them. Being come to Tyburn, and put out of the 
Sledge into a Cart, after he had pray'd ſome Time by 
himſelf, he began to read his Speech to the People, which 
containing Reflections on the late Revolution, and on 
the preſent Settlement both in Church and State, he was 
interrupted by ſome thar ſtood by, who told him, thar 
this was not a Place to preach up Rebellion, and that no 
Body there would care to hear his ſeditious Harangue, Up- 
on this he ſtopt, and gave his Speech to the Sheriffs of 
London; then being executed, as in Caſes of High Treaſon, 
his Limbs were given to his Relations, who caus'd them 
to be interr'd in the Church-yard of St. Gilzs's in the Fields. 
The next Day the Paper he had given to the Sheriffs, was 
publiſh'd in Print as follows, 


A true Copy of the Paper deliver d to the Sheriffs of London, 
by William Paul, 4 Clergy-man, who was drawn, Bang d, 
and quarter'd at Tyburn, for High Treaſon againſt his 
Majeſty King George, July 13, 1716. 


Good People, 

Am juſt going to make my Appearance in the other 

World, where I muſt give an Account of all the Acti- 
ons of my paſt Life. And tho' I have endeavour'd to 
make my Peace with God by ſincerely repenting of all 
my Sins ; yet, foraſmuch as ſeveral of them are of a pub- 
lick Nature, I take it to be my Duty to declare, here in the 
Face of the World, my hearty Abhorrence and Dereſta- 
tion of them, | 

And firſt, I aſk Pardon of God and the King, for ha- 
ving violated my Loyalty, by taking moſt abominable 
Oaths in Defence of Uſurpation, againſt my lawful So- 
vereign King James the third. 

And as I aſk Pardon of all Perſons whom I have in- 
jur'd or offended, ſo I do eſpecially defire Forgiveneſs of 
all thoſe whom I have ſcandaliz'd by pleading guilty, 
I am ſenfible that it is a baſe and diſhonourable Action; 
that it is inconſiſtent with my Duty to the King, and an 
entire ſurrender of my Loyalty. Human Frailty, and 
too great a Deſire of Life, together with the Perſwaſion 
of ſeveral who pretended to be my Friends, were che Oc- 
caſioh of it, I cruſt God of his infinite Mercy, upon 


my ſincere Repentance, has forgiven me, and I hope all 
good Chriſtians will.

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You fee, my Country-men, by my Habit, that I die a 
Son, tho' a very unworthy one, of the Church of Exgland. 
Hut I would not have you think that I am a Member of 
the Schiſmatica] Church, whoſe Biſhops ſet themſelves up 
in Oppoſirion to thoſe Orthodox Fathers, who were unlaw. 
ſully and invalidly depriv'd by the Prince of Orange. 1 
declare, that I renounce that Communion, and that I die 
a dutiful and faichful Member of the Nonjuring Church, 
which has kept it ſelf free from Rebellion and Schiſm, 
and has preferv*d and maintain'd true Orthodox Princi- 
ples, both as to Church and State. And I deſire the Cler- 
gy, and all Members of the Revolution Church, toconfi- 
der what Bottom they ſtand upon, when their Succeſhon 
is grounded upon an unlawful and invalid Deprivation of 
Catholick Biſhops ; the only Foundation of which Depri- 
vation, is a pretended Act of Parliament. 

Having a{k'd Forgiveneſs for my felf, I come now to 
forgive others, I pardon thoſe who, under the Notion of 
Friendſhip, perſwaded me to plead guilty, I heartily for- 
give all my moſt inveterate Enemies, eſpecially the 
Elector of Hanover, my Lord Townſhend, and all others 
who have been inſtrumental in promoting my Death, 
Father, forgive them : Lord Jeſus have Mercy upon them, 
and lay not this Sin to rheir Charge. 

The next Thing I have to do, Chriſtian Friends, 1s to 
exhort you all to return to your Duty. Remember that 
King James the third is your only rightful Sovereign by 
the Laws of the Land, and the Conſtitution of the King- 
dom; and therefore, if you would perform the Duty of 
Juſtice to him, which is due to all Mankind, you are 
oblig'd in Conſcience to do all you can to reſtore him to 
his Crown: For it is his Right, and no Man 1a the 
World beſides himfelf, can lawfully claim a Title to it. 
And as it is your Duty to ſerve him, fo it is your Inte- 
reſt ; for till he is reſtor'd, the Nation can never be hap- 
Py. You ſee what Miſeries and Calamities have befallen 
theſe Kingdoms by the Revolution; and I believe you are 
now convinc'd by woful Experience, that ſwerving from 
God's Laws, and thereby putting your ſelves ont of hi; 
Protection, is not the Way to ſecure you from thoſe Evils 
and Misfortunes which you are afraid of in this World. 
Before the Revolution, you thought your Religion, Liber- 
ties, and Properties in Danger; and I pray you to conſi- 
der how you have preſerv'd them by rebelling ? Are they 
not ten times more precarious than ever? Who can ſay 
ue is certain of his Life or Eſtate, when he Ou 
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the Proceedings of the preſent Adminiſtration? And as 
for your Religion, is it not evident that the Revolution, 
inſtead of keeping out Popery, has let in Atheiſm? Do 
not Hereſies abound every Day? And are not the Teach- 
ers of falſe Doctr ines patroniz'd by the Great Men in the 
Government? This ſhews the Kindneſs and Affection 
they have for the Church. And, to give you another In- 
ſtance of their Reſpect and Reverence for it, you are now 
going to ſee a Prieſt of the Church of England murder'd 
for doing his Duty, For it is not me they ſtrike at fo 
particularly, but it is through me that they would wound 
the Prieſthood, bring a Diſgrace upon the Gown, and 2 
Scandal upon my ſacred Function. But they would do 
well to remember, that he who deſpiſes Chriſt's Prieſts, 
deſpiſes Chriſt ; and who deſpiſes him, deſpiſes him that 
ſeat him. 

And now, Beloved, if you have any Regard to your 
Country, which lies bleeding under theſe Creidful Extre- 
mities, bring the King to his juſt and undoubted Right; 
that is the only Way to be freed from theſe Misfortunes, 
and to fecure all thoſe Rights and Privikges winch are 
in Danger at preſent. King James has promis'd to pro- 
tect and defend the Church of England; he his given his 
Royal Word to conſent to fuch Laws which you your 
ſelves ſhall think neceſſary to be made for its Preferva» 
tion; and his Majeſty is a Prince of that Juſtice, Vircue, 
and Honour, that you have no Manner of Reaſon to doubt 
the Performance of his Royal Promiſe. He ſtudies no- 
thing ſo much as how to make you all eaſy and happy; 
and whenever he comes to his Kingdom, I doubt not but 
you will be ſo. 

I ſhall be heartily glad, good People, if what I have ſaid 
has any Effect upon you, ſo as to be inſtrumental in ma- 
king you perform your Duty: It is out of my Power 
now to do any Thing more to ſerve the King, than by 
employing ſome of the few Minutes I have to live in 
this World, in praying to Almighty God to ſhower 
down his Bleſſings ſpiritual and temporal upon his Head, 
to protect him and reſtore him, to be favourable to his 
Undertaking, to proſper him here, and to reward him 
hereafter, I beſeech the ſame infinite Goolnefs, to pre- 
ſerve and defend the Church of England, and ro reftore it 
to all its juſt Rights and Privileges: And laſtly, I pray 
God have Mercy upon me, pardon my Sins, and receive 
my Soul into his everlaſting Kingdom, chat with the Pa- 
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triarchs, Prophets, Apoſtles, and Martyrs, I may praiſe 
and magnify him for ever and ever. Amen. 


As to my Body, Brethren, I have taken no Manner of 
Care of it; for I value not the barbarous Part of the Sen. 


tence, of being cut down and quarter d: When I am once 


gone, I ſhall be out of the Reach of my Enemies; and ! 


wiſh I had Quarters enough to ſend to every Pariſh of 


the Kingdom, to teſtify, that a Clergy-man of the Church 
of England was martyr'd for being loyal to his King. 
July 13, 1716. Villiam Faul. 


This unfortunate Clergyman, who liv'd and dy'd a 
Batchelor, was the Son of Mr. John Paul, of Little Aſpby 
near Lutterworth, in the County of Leiceſter : His Mother 
was Daughter to Mr, Barfoot of Street-fields in Warwickſhire, 
They had a freehold Eſtate at Little Aſhby, of about ſeven- 


ty Pounds a Year, Iiv'd in good Repute, and had five 


Children, of which tbis William Paul was the eldeſt : He 
was born at Aſhby in the Year 1678; He was was ſent 
to School, and learn'd his firſt Rudiments of Learning un- 
der Mr. Thomas Seagrave, Rector of Leir in Leiceſterſhire : 
About the Year 1697 he was remov'd to a Free-School at 
Rugby in Warwickſhire, and remain'd there under the Care of 
Mr, Holyoak, the Maſter thereof for near two Years ; from 
thence he went to Cambridge, and was admitted into st. 
John's College in May 1698, He was firſt a Sizer, and 
then made Scholar: He took his Batchelor of Arts Degree 
in 1702, and ſoon after went into Orders. After which, 
he was Curate of Carlton Curliemm near Harbraugh in Lei- 
ceſterſhire, and at the ſame Time Chaplain to Sir Geefry 
Palmer, From thence he went to Tamworth in Stafford- 
ire, where he was alſo Curate, and Uſher of the Free- 
School there: He went from thence to Non- Eaton in War- 
wickſhire, where he was Curate likewiſe, Here he conti- 
-nu'd *cill by the late Lord Biſhop of Oxon, he was pre- 
ſented to the Vicarage of Orton on the Hill in Leicefterſpire, 
worth about fixty Pounds per Annum. He was inſtituted , 
into his Benefice by the preſent Archbiſhop of Canterbury, 
then Biſhop of Lincoln, on the 5th of May 1709; and 10 
qualify himſelf for it, took the Oaths enjoin'd by the 
Government. He went with Mr, Gaſcoigne and others 
ro meet the Rebels at Preſton; on his Way thither was 
ſeiz d by Major Bradſhaw, and one Matthews a Clergy: 
man; but was ſer at Liberty again by Colonel Nee!, 3 
duſtice of Peace in thzt Country. After this, he went 
i Prefion, where he read Prayers to the Rebels three Day; 

; | together 
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together, in the Pariſh-Church there, and pray'd for the 
Pretender by the Name of King Fames the Third : But 
juſt before King George's Troops inveſted that Town, he 
made his Eſcape out of it, and only calling in his own 
Country by the Way, he came to London, and diſguis'd 
himſelf in colonr'd Cloaths, a lac'd Hat, a long Wig, 
and a Sword by his Side; but was accidentally met and 
known by Thomas Bird, Eſq; a Juſtice of Peace for the 
County of Leiceſter, who took him Priſoner, and carry'd 
him before the Lord Townſhend, who, after a Mort Exa- 
mination, in which he would confeſs nothing, com- 
mitted him to the Cuſtody of a Meſſenger, and about 
a Fortnight after ſent him to Newgate, where he remain'd 
till the Day of bis Execution. 


The Tryal of George Gibſon, Eſq; 


HE ſame Day, [ June 15] after Mr. Paul had pleaded 

guilty, George Gibſon of Stonecraft in the County of 
Northumberland, Eſq; was ſet to the Bar. It was fully 
prov'd againſt him, That he join'd the Rebels at their firſt 
Meeting, and was often ſeen among them, both at Preſton 
and other Places. He alledg'd, in his Defence, That 
he was forc'd into their Company ; and had once made 
his Eſcape from them, but was retaken, and brought 
back, However, not being able to make this appear, 
the Jury, without going from the Bar, found him guilty 
of the Indictment, and he receiv'd Sentence of Death 
accordingly. 


The Tryal of James Menzies, Eſq; 


Ames Menzies of Culdere in the Kingdom of Scotland, 

Eſqz was the next that came upon his Tryal, The 
Evidence for the King depos'd againſt him, That they ſaw 
him among the Rebels at the Blair of Athol, ac Perth, at 
Seaton, at Penrith, and at Treſton. The Priſoner in his 
own Defence alledg'd, That he was forc'd into the Re- 
bellion; and that being a Vaſſal to thoſe by whom he 
was forc'd, his Eſtate would have been forfeited to 
them, had he refus'd to comply with their Commands. 
He farther alledg'd, That he had deny'd to take Arms 
among the Rebels, and would have made his E Cenpe 
from them, but that he was certain of being ill treated 
if they ſhould have retaken him. To prove this Alle- 
gation to be true, he call'd ſome Witneſſes, who made it 
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appear, that he had indeed lain under ſome Conſtraint ; 


but they could not ſay that this Conſtraint continu'd. 
Upon which, the Counſel for the King objected, That 
he might have eſcap'd at Leith, after the Rebels came over 
the Forth, being within almoſt Muſket-Shor of the Duke 
of Argyle's Army, and within a ſmall Mile of Edin- 
burgh; but, however, that he might have gone off with 
rhe 500 Scots at Eangholm. Upon the whole Matter the 
Jury went out, and after about an Hour's Stay, brought 
him in guilty ; but requeſted by their Foreman, that 
conſidering there were many Circumſtances which ap- 

ar'd favourable to the Priſoner, the Court would be 
pleas'd to defer his Sentence till his Caſe was repre- 
ſented to the King ; which was dane accordingly ; and 
the 29th of June, being brought again into Court, he 
pleaded, in Arreſt of Sentence, his Majeſty's moſt gracious 
Pardon, 


The Tryal of Ralph Standiſh, Eſq; 


the 16th of June came on the Tryal of Ralph Stan- 

diſh of Standiſh, Eſq; The Evidence againſt him, 

in ſhort, was this; That he had been ſeen among the Re- 
bels at Preſton; but it did not appear that he had been in 
Arms, He alledg'd, That he came to Prefſon, where the 
Court is kept for the County Palatine of Lancaſter, to look 
after a Suit he had depending there; but this was not 
fully made ont. He had indeed the Character given him 
of being a very peaceable Reman Catholick; and he en- 
deavour'd likewiſe to prove, that he had been kept under 
Reſtraint at Preſten; and that many People, who came 
only tothe Marker, were ſtopt by the Rebels from going 
out of the Town: But this did not appear to be his Caſe; 
ſo that the Jury, well weighing the Matter, found him 
guilty of the Indictment, and he receiv'd Sentence of 
Death as in Caſes of High Treaſon. 


The Tryal of William Mackintoſh, Eſq; and Dr. Andrew 
| Pitcairn. 


N the 22d of June, the Court having reſum'd their 
() Proceedings againſt the Rebel-Priſoners at Weſt min- 
ſter, William Mackintoſh, Eſq; was brought to his Tryal. 
The Evidence againſt him was chiefly, That he had been 
ſeen among rhe Rebels; but he prodnc'd Witneſſes who | 
made it appear, That he was forc'd into the Rebellion 
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by Brigadier Mackintoſh, at che Inſtigation of the Earl of 
Mar, whoſe Vaſſal he was; that he had ſeveral Times at- 
tempted to get from among the Rebels, but was prevent- 
ed, and ill us'd by them upon that Score ; that he was al- 
ways treated with Diſreſpect among them, and would 
never join with them in their traiterous Diſcourſes, nor 
drink the Healths they drank ; but always ſpoke well of 
King George and his Government, and drank his Health in 
Oppoſition to that of the Pretender; for which he was al- 
ways inſulted by them, and treated, to the laſt, as one 
ſor whom they had an Averſion. Upon the whole Matter, 
the Jury acquitted him. 

At the ſame Time came on the Tryal of Andrew Piz- 
cairn, M. D. Son to the famous Doctor of that Name. 
Againſt him it was fully prov'd, not only that he had 
been all along with the Rebels, but likewiſe that he was 


very active among them. He made little Defence, and 
was ſound guilty. 


The Tryal of Francis Anderton, E.; 


FAN the 5th of uh came on at Veſminſter the Tryal 

of Sir Francis Anderton, who was indicted by the 
Name of Sir Francis Anderton, Bart. alias Francis pac Boney 
Eſq; Several Witnefles depos'd againſt him, That they 
had ſeen him among the Rebels at Preſton; and ſome of 
them particularly Ciid 5 That they went to his Lodgings 
to call him, on the Saturday Morning before the King's 
Troops came up, and that he went wich them; the De- 
ſign being, as was then commonly ſaid, to fall on General 
Wills before he was join'd by General Carpenter. Beſides, 
it was prov'd by other Evidence, That he was often ſeen 
in Company with the Rebels. The Priſoner call'd abun- 
dance of Witneſſes, and made à long Defence, endeavour- 
ing to prove, that he came to Prefion about his private 
Aﬀtairs; and that he knew nothing of the Rebels till he 
came thither : That he endeavour'd to get out again, bur 
was prevented by Guards and Barricado's : But the King's 
Evidence inſiſted, that he might have eſcap'd, if he had 
had a Mind to do ſo. The Priſoner had likewiſe ſeveral 
Witneſſes who gave him a very good Charatt:r, and ſaid, 
That though he was a Roman Catholick, he liv'd very 
peaceably, and was much eſteem'd in his Country: But 
in regard he had not eſcap'd from among the Rebels, 
as it appear d he might have done, the Jury, after a ſhorc 
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Stay, brought him in guilty, and he receiv'd Sentence of 
Death. | 


The Tryal of Edward Howard, Eſq; 


N the roth of July came on at the ſame Place the 
Tryal of Edward Howard, Eſq; Brother to the Duke 

of Norfolk, who challeng'd 34 of the Panel; but a jury 
being at laſt fix'd and ſworn, the Wi“ neſſes for the King 
were examin'd : Mr. Patten was firſt call'd: He gave an 
Account in general of the ſeveral Marches of the Rebels, 
and how they ſecur'd and made Priſoners ſeveral of his 
Majeſty's Subjects at Penrith, and ſeiz d Arms at Kelſo and 
Lancaſter ; but he own'd that he never ſaw Mr. Howard 
at any Attack during the Action at Preſton, nor even in 
Company with any of the Rebels, before the Priſoner and 
Himſelf were order'd for Wiggan, under a Guard of Dra- 
goons, in order to be brought up to London, This Witneſs 
likewiſe own'd, That though he had ſeveral Times ſupp'd 
and din'd with Mr. Howard, yet he could not call to Mind 
that he ever heard him enter into any Diſcourſe relating 
to their Affairs; but that he ſeem'd always to be penſive, 
and look'd as if ſomething that he kept ſecret, gave him 
great Uneaſineſs. The Servant Maid where he lodg'd at 
Lancaſter ſaid, That Mr, Twnſtal had written the Name of 
Howard upon the Chamber Door where a Man of that Name 
was to lie; but ſhe could not be poſitive that the Priſoner 
at the Bar was the Perſon, The Hoſtler at the Py'd Bull at 
Preſton ſaid, That he had Horſes in the Stable that were 
call'd Mr. Howard's, but he could not ſay that he had ever 
ſeen the Maſter. The Woman of the Houſe where he 
Jodg'd at Preſton was likewiſe call'd, and depos'd, That 2 
Gentleman came to her Houſe, and aſk'd, If ſhe could 
ſparea Lodging for two Gentlemen ; ſhe anſwer'd, That 
ſhe had one ſpare Bed; but if they were Rebels, they ſhould 
not have it : Upon which, the Gentlemen reply'd, That 
they were Country Gentlemen; that accordingly they did 
lie there; and that Mr. Howard, who was one of them, 
went often in and out, but ſhe never ſaw him among the 
Rebels. Upon the whole Matter, the Court having ſumm'd 
up the Evidence, the Jury went out, and after a ſhort Stay, 
brought him 1n not guilty. 


Thus we have given an Account of ſuch of the Preffor 
Priſoners as were brought upon their Trials at London, 
and either convicted or acquitted ; Many others of _ 
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likewiſe, who pleaded guiley co their Iudictments, re- 
ceiv'd Sentence of Death; but having mention'd them in 
the Chronological Extract for laſt Year, we ſhall not repeat 
their Names here; but will finiſh this Relation of the Pro- 
ceedings againſt the Priſoners taken at Preſton, with the fol- 
lowing Piece which Capt. John Pruce deliver'd as his laſt 
Speech at the Place of Execution. | 


Brethren and Countrymen, 

Am brought to this Place to diſcharge the laſt Debt I 

owe to Nature, and chearſully reſign to the bleſſed 
Will of Almighty God, whoſe Mercy I adore, in that he 
hath afforded me his Grace, and Means ſincerely to re- 
pent me of my paſt Sins, and fuch Time to prepare for 
that bleſſed and glorious Change which I hope to meet 
within a few Moments. 

I am not aſham'd of that Canſe for which I die, but re- 
joyce that I am worthy to be a Sacrifice in the Vindica- 
tion of the undoubted Rights of my lawful and natural 
Liege Lord, King James the third, and the expiring Li. 
berty of my dear Country, I always firmly believ'd 
the hereditary Right and Succeſſion co the Imperial Crown 
of theſe Realms, to be a fundamental and unalterable Parc 
of the Conſtitution, and could never think that any Diſfe- 
rence in Religion, or any the pretended Laws, which ne- 
ver yet receiv'd the Royal Aſſent of any lawful King, 
could in any wiſe diſengage me, or any honeſt Man from 
that Duty and Allegiance which is due to our lawful So- 
vereign King James the third, whoſe Title by Birth- right is 
clear and unqueſtionable ; and I was therefore engag'd by 
the ſtrongeſt Obligations of Duty, Honour, Religion, and 
Law, to join with his loyal Subjects in their juſt Endea- 
vours to reſtore him to his Right, and to break thro' that 
Uſurpation and Fence of Rebellion, which hatch ſo long 
kept him from them. | 

God in his infinite Mercy forgive theſe Kingdoms, in- 
cline the Hearts of the People to ſtand as one Man, to 
bring in their Jawful King, and free chemſelves from that 
mercilefs Tyranny which they now groan under. I am 
grown in Years, and not much ſhort of what the Royal 
Plalmiſt calls the Age of Man, and have known many 
Struggles in order to preſerve the Conſtitution and finking 
Liberties of the People, and ſeveral Turns and Changes 
that have enſu'd ; in all which, Praiſe be toGod, I pre- 
ſerv'd my Integrity, by a ſtrict adherence to the Intereſt 
of my King and Country, and oppoſing, as far as OE 
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lay the Innovations that were daily introdue'd, to the 
Injury of the one, and the Enflavery of the other. 

As one Wickedneſs is the Parent of another, ſo the Re- 
volution begot the Union; and from theſe Sonrces flow 
the Waters of Bitterneſs, which the good People of theſe 
Nations ſo plentifully drink of at this Time. May God in 
his infinite Mercy work their ſpeedy Deliverance, and 
reſtore them to their ancient happy Conſtitution and 
Government, | | 

As for my Religion, I was bred up a Proteſtant, ac. 
cording to the Doctrine and Diſcipline of the Church 
of England, wherein I have ever liv'd, and in which (by 
God's Grace and Mercy) I ſhall die: It taught me to 
give both God and my King their Due, to deal juſtly 
with all Men, forgive my Enemies, and expect Sal- 
vation thro' Jeſus Chriſt. Her Doctrines and Govern- 
ment I embrace, and pray God to reſtore her to her for- 
mer Purity, Peace, and Proſperity. I beſeech all whom 
I have any Ways offended, to forgive me, as I from 
the Bottom of my Heart do all who have any Ways 
injur'd me, and particularly thoſe who were concern'd 
in my Proſecution, or in any wiſe inſtrumental in pro- 
moting my Death. I forgive that greateſt of Inju- 
ries, their ſurprizing me into a Confeſſion of their Indict- 
ment, by bringing me toa Tryal two Days before the 
Time mentioned in their Notice, and without ever gi- 
ving me any Copy of the Jury. Being a Scotchman, and 


a Stranger to the Laws of England, I was the more liable 


to be impos'd on: God of his infinite Mercy forgive 
them, as I freely do. 

T think it incumbent on me to take this laſt Opportu- 
nity of vindicating my Honour from that Report which 
traduc'd me as unfaithful to his Grace the late Duke of 
Hamilton, whilſt I had the Honour, which was about 
twenty four Years, to be with him a Companion and 
humble Servant ; and hereby declare, upon the Words of 
a dying Man, and as I ſhall anſwer it before Almighty 
God, that what hath been ſaid to aſperſe me on that Ac- 
count, was utterly falſe; and any Diſpleaſure his Grace 
conceiv'd againſt me concerning it, entirely groundleſs : 
I always lov'd him, and dealt faithfully by that noble 
Duke, as God, the righteous Judge, will witneſs for me. 

Thus have I diſcharg'd my Conſcience z and now, bleſ- 
ſed be Almighty God, that hath brought me to this hap- 
py Period of my Pilgrimage. I have finiſh'd a long 
Courſe, and adher'd, without wavering, to my King, — 
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Lord's Anointed's Cauſe; for, and in which I die, and 
hope this Day to be with my Saviour tranſlated, to rejoyce 
with other loyal Sufferers, and all the Saints and Angels 
for evermore.

This Capt. Bruce was taken at Preſton, and one of thoſe 
that were order'd to be tranſported ; but he, together 
with Mr. Fohn Winkley, Mr. Thomas Shnttleworth, Mr. 
George Hodgſon, and Mr. William Charnley, refuſing to ac- 
cept of it, choſe rather to ſtand their Tryals; and being 
convicted of High Treaſon at the laſt Aſſizes at Preſton, 
were executed at Lancaſter on the 2d of October laſt. 

To theſe Tryals of the Preſton-Priſoners, we will ſub- 
join that of Mr. Villiam Pitts, Keeper of the Gaol of New- 
Late, who on the 14th of 7uly 1116, was try'd on an 
Inditmentof High Treaſon, for permitting, aiding, and 
abetting Thomas Forſter, Eſq; to make his Eſcape our of 
the ſaid Gaol, He challeng'd twenty three of the Jurors, 
but at length a Jury being ſworn, the Proceedings againſt 
| him were as follows. 

The Priſoner having pleaded not guilty, the Coun- 
ſel for the King open'd the Indictment, and the Nature 
and Manner of the Offence; then the Lord Townſhend's 
Warrant for the Commitment was prov'd, which occa- 
lion'd ſome Debate between the Counſel on both Sides; but 
the Objections on the Part of the Priſoner being over- 
rul'd, Mr. Rewſe one of the Turnkeys, was (worn, who de- 
pos'd, That on the Day mention'd in the Indictment, Mr. 
Forfler was committed to Newgate, into the Priſoner his 
Maſter's Cuſtody, and remain'd ſo 'till he made his Eſ- 
cape: That it was the Cuſtom in the ſaid Priſon, both 
before and after, ſometimes at eleven, and ſometimes at 
twelve a Clock at Night, to put the Guard into the Preſs» 
yard, which was the Buſineſs of Mr. Bailard, his Fellow- 
Servant; and when he had done, and every thing was made 
ſecure, his Maſter, the Priſoner, receiv'd the Keys, and took 
particular Care of Mr. Forſter himſelf : That his Matter was 
always very diligent in his Duty: That he went to the Se- 
cretary*s Office to acquaint them of the Neceſſity of having 

' aGuard, which was accordingly order'd; beſides which, he 
was at the Charge of two Watchmen, who took their Turns 
every Night, to inſpect the Soldiers, and prevent their 
being brib d: That the Night Forſter eſcap'd, he being 
aſleep in the Lodge, his Maſter came to him very much 

Curpriz'd,and told him, that what had been his greateſt Care, 
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would now be his Ruin, and ſhew'd him a falſe Key; up- 
on which he told him, there was Man in the Priſon 
who had been a Servant to the City-Smith; that the Pri- 
ſoner examin'd this Man, but he deny'd his being any 
ways acquainted with the making of that Key; however 
his Maſter order'd him immediately to be confin'd. Then 
he and Mr. Ballard haſted away to Billing ſgate, and en- 
quir'd at the Dark buſes, if any Perſon had juſt gone off, 
or had beſpoke a Paſſage to Graveſend, or waited for the 
Tide, which he C:w coming in; and at laſt was inform'd, 
that at the Gun Tavern there were a couple of Gentlemen, 
who waited for a third, to go to Graveſend ; upon which 
he went to them, but found them Dutch Gentlemen; 
from thence he went to Queenhithe, enquiring all the 
Way, without acquainting any Perſon of the Occaſion of 
his Errand; and thence to Black-Fryers, where he was in- 
form'd a ſingle Gentleman had juſt croſs'd the Water with 
a Sculler 5 upon which he took Boar, and enquir'd at the 
Watch-houſes on the other Side, and became inform'd that 
the Perſon who croſy'd was a Neighbour, very much in 
Drink; bur could learn nothing of Mr. Forſter ; and then, 
not knowing what to do farther, came home. He alſo 
Cepos'd, That Mr. Forſter's Room was very ſtrong, and 
more ſecure than any Room in the Priſon ; and that he 
conld make no Noiſe nor Diſturbance without waking his 
Maſter, who lay upon the ſame Floor, a Partition being 
only between them, That the Priſon was full, ten or 
twelve being confin'd in one Room; and that none of 
them were in Irons, not ſo much as Mr, Forſter's Man. He 
farther depos'd, That he believ'd his Maſter was not at all 
conſenting to Forſter's Eſcape; and thought, if it was his 
Caſe, and he would havetaken Bribes, he ſhould rather have 
choſen to have gone along with him, than to bave ſtaid to 
bear the heavy Load that ſuch a Crime would certainly 
heve put upon him. That Count Guiſcard was alſo con- 
nn'd in the Priſoner's Houſe by Order, it being thought, 
by the then Miniſtry, to be the ſafeſt Place; and ſo too 
was Mr. Harvey, for High Treaſon, 

Then Mr. Ballard was ſworn, wiio depos'd, He went to 
lock up Faſter, and ſaw him come out of the Preſs-yard, 
appearing melancholly, and complaining he was tir'd 
of Reading; and that he gave his Maſter the Keys, as he 
us'd to do, afcer he bad put the Guards into the Preſs yard. 
That he obſerv'd his Maſter to be extraordinary Careful of 
Mr. Forſter, that he ſhouſd not eſcape: That his Maſter had 
given all his Servants Charge to take no Bribes, _ 
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the Rebels were very free to otter and that he himſelf 

might have taken 5000 l. in his Time, if he would have 

been falſe to his Trult. That when Forſter was gone, 

his Maſter came to him like a Man diſtracted, knocking 

his Head againſt the Wainſcot, crying our he was ruin'd, 

undone, &c. and he verily believ'd he was not concern'd 

in his Eſcape, Being aſkd by the King's Counſel, if ic 

was uſual for the Priſoner to viſit the Rebels after they 

were lock'd up? he reply'd, No: And again, if Mr, An- 

| derton and Mr, Forſter had taken his Maſter by the Throat, 

] could he ring his Bell, or give any Notice? he reply'd, 

: He might make his Black hear, who had Arme. That his 

Maſter might let in the Soldiers upon any Diſturbance ; 

; or the Soldiers in the Lodge might near upon firing a Gun, 

| and come to their Aſſiſtance. That his Maſter attended 

| all laſt Winter in the ſevereſt Seaſon, and was indefa- 

| tigable in his Diligence and Care in ſecuring the Pri- 

k ſoners. 

Then Mr. Reve! was ſworn, who de pos'd, He went to 

N lock up about eleven a Clock at Night, and bis Maſter 

bid him make Kaſte ; and when he had done, he gave him 

the Key. That Mr. Anderton, Mr, Forſter, and his Maſter, 

were above Stairs in Forſter's Room, over a Flaik of Wine, 

his Maſter with his Back to the Door, the other two fa- 

cing it. That his Maſter aſk'd him, if all was ſafe ? and 

he told him, Ves: and then he went Our, and the Black 

ſhut the Door after him, That bis Maſter was a very 

careful Man, and never farisfy'd, bur when up and down 

to ſee that all was ſafe 3 and that he had turn'd away one 

Mills lor being drunk once on his Duty, and never 

would be perſwaded to take him «gain. He con- 

firm'd alſo what was ſaid of his Diligence in the froſty 
Weather. | 

Then Caliband, Mr. Pitt's Black, (having been chriſten'd) 

was ſworn, and Gepos'd, That on the Night when Mr. 

Forſter eſcap'd, he went to the Preſs ard, and there law 

Mr. Anderton and his Maſter together. That when the 

Guards were ſnut in, and Mr, Reve] gone, he made all fait 

after him, and carry'd the Keys to his Miſtreſs, who bid 

bim carry them to his Maſter; and cowing down Stairs, 

he met Forſters Man, who told him he was a-dry; upon 

Which he bid him go with him into the Cellar, and he 

would draw him ſome Beer, but che other reſus'd it, and 

ſtood on the Stairs; and while he was in the Kitchin look- 

ing for a Pot, his Maſter call'd kim, but he could not get 

out; at laſt, his M. ſter ſaw a Peg ſtuck in, which he 

| pull'd 
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pul Pd out, and the Door open'd, which made him cry out- 
I am undone, Forſter's gone; and then he bid him fetch 
the Key, and going to the Door, found one in it on the 
Outſide, and the Door double lock'd, Then he got out at 
a Window, and found Forſer's Night-Gown lying on the 
Steps, which hethrew into the Parlour, and took out the 
falſe Key. After which he, went to the Lodge, and call'd 
Mr. Rewſe, That a Piece of Liſt was found under the 
Latch. That all this was done, and the Chain taken off, 
without the leaſt Noiſe, as he believ'd it might be; and 
that he believ'd his Maſter to be innocent. 

Then Mr. Samuel Buckley was ſworn, but the Evidence 
he gave, did not much affect the Priſoner, any farther 
than in one Circumſtance, which Pitts himſelf confeſy'd 
to him, which was, That when he found Mr, Forſter was 
gone, he did not immediately ſend to ſtop the Poſt, He 
ta}k*d indeed of Cloſe-Stools, of Irons that had not worn 
Legs to the Bones, and other Matters, little to the 
'Purpoſe. | 

Mr. Stanian was next ſworn for the King: His Teſti- 
mony ſerv'd to confirm the Evidence that Caliband, Mr, 
Pitt's Black, and Mr. Buckley had given; particularly in 
Relation to the Cloſe-Stool; and to ſhew the great Care 
my Lord Townſhend had taken to be truly inform'd of the 
Manner that Forſter had made his Eſcape, After this it 
was prov'd, that Mr. Forſter had receiv'd a Copy of his In- 
dict ment, and of the Pannel of his Jury, as the Law directs; 
and then an Ad for attainting Thomas Forſter, Eſq; and 
Brigadier Mackintoſh, was read. 

Theſe were the Proofs and Allegs tions that were pro- 
duc'd againſt the Priſoner, whoſe Counſel then ſpoke in 
bis Defence. They ſaid, That nothing had been pro- 
duc'd to fupport the Indictment, which was founded upon 
an obſolete Statute, made in the Reign of Edward the Se- 
cond z upon which no Proſecution had been before com- 
menc'd. That therefore, this being the firſt that has ap- 
pear'd, and ſo weakly ſupported, having nothing but pre- 
ſamptive Evidence, which (as they ſaid) ſhould always 
be of Uſe to the Priſonery eſpecially where Life was con- 
cern'd, and where there were ſo many Proofs of the Pri- 
foner's Vigilance and Care as had appear'd, and ſhould be 
made appear in the Caſe of the Priſoner before them, they 
humbly hop'd that the Jury would think themſelves 
oblig'd to acquit him, they being upon Oath to judge of 
the Fact by their Evidence 


The 
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The firſt Witneſs they call'd, was Prudence Symmonds, 
who (being ſworn) depos'd, ſhe was-the Priſoner's Maid- 
Servant, and her Miſtreſs being juſt gone to Bed, and the 
Keys brought in, her Mafter came down in a terrible Sur- 
prize, and ſaid he was undone, Mr. Forſter was gone; and 
he was very angry With her, and ſwore he would ſecure 
her, believing ſhe was concern'd in his Eſcape, becauſe 
he ſaw Forfter's Night-Gown in the Parlour; but when 
his Black told him he threw the Gown in at the Window, 
| he was ſatisfy'd with her. She alſo told the Court her 
Maſter lay in the Room even with Mr. Forſter's, their 
Beds lying Head to Head; but before, he us'd to lie with 
his Wife in another Room. She confirm'd the Circum- 
tance of Mr. Forſter's going often to the Neceſſary Houſe 
above Stairs. 7 
Next, Margaret Hawkins was call'd, who depos'd, her 
aſter, Mr. Pitts, was a very Careful diligent Man; and 
confirm'd the Evidence of the Black, and the Woman her 
Fellow Servant. | 
Then Mr. Smith (Clerk of Newgate) was ſworn, who 
gave an Account of ſome Circumſtances which made the 
Priſoner's Diligence and Care appear very conſpicuons, 
eſpecially his attending in the hard Weather, almoſt to a 
Miracle, and beyond his own Capacity, always examin- 
ing who came in, and who went out. That when Mr, 
Mills was turn'd oat, though he had been a Servant near 
40 Years in the ſaid Priſon, he could never perſwade the 
Priſaner to receive him again in his Service, ſo loath- 
ſome did he appear to him for being but once drunk upon 
his Duty. He alſo depos'd, That Brigadier Mackintoſp 
was iron'd when he made his Eſcape 3 which was of na 
Service, the ſtrongeſt Fetters they have, not holding out 
againſt ſome Inſtruments above an Hour and a half (Theſe 
Inſtruments were produc d in Court, and ſhew'd to the Fury, 
For their Satisfaction.) And that it was impoſlible to pre- 
vent their being brought to the Priſoners in Peoples 
Pockets, or other Conveniences, Which it would be too 
tedious to examine. 5 
Then Mr. Fells (the former Keeper) was ſworn, wha 
de pos d, There were ſeveral Perſons in bis Time com- 
mitted for High Treaſon, and contin'd in the Houſe, and 
In the ſame Room as Forſter was; as my Lord Clencarty, 
Sir John Friend, Sir William Perkins, and others, And that 
it was as ſtrong, and more convenient, than any other 


in the Gaol ; And his Evidence was confirm'd by twa 
achlers. 
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Mr. Mil/s was next ſworn, and he depos'd, That he had 
been forty Years a Servant in the ſaid Priſon, and be- 
long'd to it in Major Richardſon's Time, when my Lord 
Reuffel and Count Coning/mark were confin'd there in the 
fame Room. 

Several honovrable and worthy Perſons appear'd to the 
Priſoner's Reputation; as Sir William Withers, Sir Richard 
Hoare, Sir Samne! Garrard, Sir William Humphreys, Sir 
Sampwel Stanier, Sir William Stewart, Sir Randolph Knipe, 
Sir Francis Forbes, and others, who all gave him the Cha- 
rafter of a very careful, fair honeſt Man. 

The Priſoner's Black ſtood up again, and ſwore his Ma- 
ſter ſent him immediately to the Twrn-pike at Highgate, to 
examine all Paſſengers. 

The Priſoner, in his own Defence, ſaid, he was perfe&- 
ly innocent of the Charge in the Indictment. That he 
had not the leaſt previous Apprehenſion of Forſter's Eſcape, 
That his Circumſtances, before this unfortunate Accident, 
were of themſelves ſufficient to place him above the 
Reach of Bribes. That he had it in his Power to let them 
all eſcape, and to go along with them. That it was even 
bis extraordinary Care that bronght this Misfortune upon 
him. And that ſince he had but follow'd the Practice of 
former GaoJers, it wonld be hard if he ſhould fall the 
firſt Victim to the Conſequences of a mere Accident; the 
rather becauſe he had been often rewarded by the Govern- 
ment, for his Care and Prudence in the Management of the 
Priſon. 

Then the King's Counſel reply*d, and contradicted that 
Part of the Counſel's Plea on the other Side, which laid the 
Indictment on the Scature of Edward the Second, and put 
it on the Foot of the 25th of Edward the Third, and ſaid 
the Jury were to be Judges of Fact; and Preſumption, 
when ſtrong, and when the Nature of the Caſe will ad- 
mit of no other Evidence, is good in Civil Law, Common 
Law, and all the Law in the World. That Juſtice was to 
take Place in a Court of Judicature; Mercy belong'd to 
the Throne. That it was plain, notwithſtanding what 
had been ſaid by the Counſel on the other Side, that the 
Priſoner had at leaſt been very negligent in his Duty, in 
permitting the cbief Man of the Rebellion toeſcape; whoſe 
Impriton ment, they had Reaſon to believe, might have 
done the Crown more Service than all the others together; 
eſpecially at a Time when he had receiv'd Notice to pre- 
pare for his Tryal. That it was ſtrange that at ſuch a Time 


there was not à particular Care taken to confine mm 
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his Room, that his very Servant, without whoſe Aſſi- 
ſtance he could not probably have made his Eſcape, and 
whoſe Quality could be no Excuſe, ſhould not be iron'd. 
That he ſhould go to Drinking with the ſaid Mr. For- 
ter, particularly at ſo unſeaſonable a Juncture, when the 
Guards were all turn'd into the Preſs Tard, no Body but 
himſelf and Black in a Condition to reſiſt the very pro- 
bable Attempts of three or four Priſoners for High Trea- 
ſon, eſpecially when the Keys of the Doors, and of the 
whole Goal, were but in the next Room, and the Priſo- 
ners of ſuch Conſequence, that no Quality or Conſidera- 
tion could excuſe his putting himſelf into their Power. 
That he ſhould ſuffer the ſaid Mr. Forſter, knowing his 
Servant to be perfectly free from Irons, to go at ſuch a 
Time out of the Room, at his own Diſcretion, without 
the leaſt Obſervation or Regard. That ſuch pretended 
Contrivances as a falſe Key, Liſt under the Latch, a Peg- 
Hole to the Kitchin- Door, and other Conveniencies, ſhould. 
be all ready at a Minute's Warning. That the Priſoner's 
Servants ſhould be up in the Houſe, and with himſelf all 
amus' d, and out of the Way juſt at that Juncture. That 
all this Liberty ſhould be taken without Leave of the Se- 
cretary of State, having no Authority but Cuſtom, ha- 
ving no Counrenance in it but from the Government's Sa- 
tisfaction in his Care and Integrity, which he was to 
abuſe at his Peril; and of which he appear'd to be very 
ſenſible 3 and that all this would be done without his 
being in the leaſt acquainted with, or let into the Secret 
of it ; eſpecially a Man of his Care, his Vigilance, and 
his Integrity and Diligence, was wondrous ſtrange! That 
it was not to be expected ſuch a Caſe would admit of po- 
ſicive Evidence, there being none produc'd but thoſe who 
were the Priſoner's Servants, and whoſe Places depended 
upon him; the moſt conſiderable of which was diſmiſs'd 
for that Night, before the Treaſon was committed, as 
Perſons unqualified by their Integrity for ſuch a Secret; but 
it was to be hop'd there was ſufficient Ground for the In- 
ditment in a Caſe of this cloſe Nature, when a Servanc 
confeſs'd, he might in that ſmall Time he was imploy'd 
in an inferior Truſt, have had 5000 J. for Services; when 
it appear'd plain, that the Priſaner did not uſe, upon 
other Occaſions, to viſit his Priſoners after they were lock 
up; When there was ſuch a remarkable Neglect in noc 
going to the Poſt · Office to ſtop the Poſt, the moſt likely 
Method of recovering the Priſoner, cill next Day ac 
Noon; and when it appear'd he was ſo loath to be exa- 
H min'd 
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min'd upon Oath. Theſe Conſiderations they left to the 
Jury, who, when my Lord Chief Baron Bury had 


ſumm'd up the Evidence, went out, and being recurn'g, 
acquitted the Priſoner. 


Here we intended to have ſubjoin'd the Tryals of Mr.

My Endeavorrs have not been wanting, during your Receſs, 
to improve the happy Proſpect which was in View, by entring 
F1to ſuch Negotiations as 1 jndg'd moſt conducive to thoſe good 
Ends; and tis with Pleaſure I can acquaint you, that mary 
Defecls in the Treaties of Utrecht, which very near'y affected 
the Trade, and even the Security of theſe Kingdoms, have 
been remedy'd by ſubſequent Conventions; the happy Conſequen- 
ces of which have already very ſenſibly appear'd by the flouriſh- 
ing Condition of our Trade and Credit. 

By the Alliance lately concluded with France, and the States- 
General, we are ſoon to be eas'd of all the future Apprehenſions 
from Dunkirk and Mardyke; the Pretender is attuaily re- 
mov'd beyond the Alps; bis Adberents are depriv'd of all 
Hopes of Support and Countenance from France; and even 
#he Aſſiſtance of that Crown is ſtipulated to us in caſe of Exi- 

Ac). 
9 7 ſeew'd.zeaſonable to expect, that ſuch a Situation of Af- 
fairs at Home and Abroad, ſpeuld have recover d from their 
Deluſion, all ſuch of our Subjects as bad unhappily been ſe. 
duc d by the Craft and Wickedneſs of deſperate and ill. defer | 
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ing Men, and thereby have afforded me the Opportunity which 
I der d, of following the natural Bent of my own Inclinations 
to Lenity, by opening this Seſin with an Att of Grace; but 
ſuch is the obſtinate aud inveterate Rancour of 4 Fattion 
amongſt us, that it bath again prompted them to animate and 
ſtir up Foreign Powers, to diſſurb the Peace of their native 
Country : They will chooſe rather to make Britain a Scene of 
Blood and Confuſion, and to ventureeven the putting this King- 
dom under a foreign Yoke, than give over their dariing Deſign 
of impoſing 4 Popiſh Pretender. 

I have order d to be laid before you Copies of Letters which 
have paſi d between the Swediſh Miniſters on this Occaſion, 
which contain a certain Account of the projected Invaſion ; and 
I promiſe my ſelf, from your experienc'd Zeal and Affection ta 
my Perſon and Government, that you will come to ſuch Reſolu- 
tions as will enable me, by the Bleſſing of God, to defeat all 
the Deſcxas of our Enemies ag aiuſt us. 

Gentlemen, of the Houſe of Commons, 

I did Hope, the putting an End to the late Rebellian, would 
have ſo far ſecur'd the Peace and Tranquillity of the Nation, 
that I might, conſiſtently with the.

The Commons being return'd to their Houſe, Mr. Se-

Sir 
Charles Turner (from the Commiſhoners of the Admiralty)

We proceed now to the other remarkable Occurrences of 
Great Britain, that have happen'd ſince our laſt; the Chief 
of which was the Difcovery of a deſign'd Invaſion from 
Sweden. The firſt News we had of this Matter, was from 
the Government it ſelf; when the Count de Gy/lenborg, the 
Swediſh Miniſter reſiding at the Court of Great Britain, and 
his Secretary, were put under Arreſt by Order of Council; 
a Guard of no leſs than twenty Soldiers, with ſome Offi- 
cers, was plac'd in his Houſe : His Papers were alſo ſeiz d, 
feaI'd up, and carry'd away; the Reſident himſelf con- 
fin'd to his own Houſe, and Orders given, that neither 
himſelf, his Secratary, nor any of his Domeſticks, ſhould 
be allow'd to ſpeak to any Perſon but in publick. 

This happen'd on the 2.9th of Januar) at Night; and next 
Morning Mr. Ceſar of Hertfordſhire, to a Relation of whom 
the Count de Gy/lenborg was marry'd, Sir Jacob Banks, 2 
Native of Sweden, and one Major Boyle Smith, were taken 
up by Meſſengers, and the ſame Evening ſeverally exa- 
min'd by a Committee of Council: They were, however, 
in a few Days ſet at Liberty, the firſt of them upon Bail, 
the two laſt entirely diſcharg'd. 

Mean while the Arreſting of the Count de Gyllenborg, 
2 Perſon pntefted by the Law of Nations, made a great 
. Noiſe, and the Publick was extremely ſurpriz'd at it: All 
the Foreign Miniſters reſiding here, concern'd mſn

H E King having receiv'd repeated Advices, and having, 
beſides, undeniable Profe, of ſeveral moſt dangerous 
Practices, which, for ſome Time paſt, have been concerted and 
carry d on by the icing of Sweden's Miniſter, the Count de 
Gyllenborg, and that viſibly tended to foment within his 
Majeſiy's Dominions a Rebellion of his own Subjetts, which was 
to have been ſupported by Foreign Troops; and the ſaid Count 
having by ſuch his Behaviour violated the publick Faith, and 
render d him ſe f unworthy of the Protection and Privileges due 
to his Character; which, otherwiſe, by the Law of Nations, he 
ought to enjoy ; His Majeſty, to put an End to ſuch pernicious 
Practices, and for the Preſervation of the Peace and Tranquil- 
lity of his Dominions, judg'd it abſolutelj neceſſary to cauſe 
the ſaid Count de Gyllenborg to be ſecur'd, and to ſeize al 
his Papers, by which the dangerous Intrigues he was engag'd in, 
will appear to all the World, and abundantly juſtify the Mea. 
ſures his Maj eſty has thought fit to take, I doubt not but that 
the King will in a ſhort Time command me to inform you more 
at large of the Reaſons that induc'd his Majeſty to take this 
Reſolution ; But in the mean while, I am order d to impart to 
Yor, in his Name, what has already happen d, that you may 
tranſmit it to your Court; bis Majeſty not in the leaſt doubt- 
ing but that your Maſter, when he is fully inform'dof this Count's 
Behaviour, will be entirely convinc'd, that not on'y the Peace 
and Tranquillity of his Majeſty's own Dominions, but alſo 
the Repoſe of Europe, and the Security of the Alliances now

cellency did me the Honour to write to me that Day; in

After returning my Thanks to your Excellency for imparting 
to me his Majeſty's Sentiments, in purſuance of the Orders you 


receiv'd for that Prrpoſe, ſince I am thereby enabled to 
give a faithful Relation thereof to the King my Maſter, I muſt 
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wait for his Anſmer, to impart the ſame to your Excellency, 


However, I muſt confeſs to you, that 'tis a very great Misfor- 
tune, that there was no other Expedient to preſerve the Peace 
and Tranquillity of his Majeſiy's Dominions, the Repoſe of Eu- 
rope, and the Security of the preſent Alliances, than that » 

arreſting the Perſon of a Publick Miniſter, and ſeizing all hs 
Papers, which are the moſt ſacred Repoſitories of the Secrets of 
bis Maſter, In whatever Manner theſe two Facts are conſider'd, 
they ſeem very deeply to wound the Law of Nations. I am, &c. 


To this Letter of the Marquis de Monte/eone, we will add 
another from an unknown Hand, written a few Days 
after the Swediſh Miniſter was apprehended, to M. Pet- 
tecum, the Duke of Hol ſtein's Miniſter, in | Anſwer to 
that of the Secretaries of State to the foreign Miniſters, 
concerning the ſeizing of the Count de Gyllenborg. It was 
printed both in French and Engliſh, in the Political State 
for laſt Month, and is as follows. 

S I R, | 

Have ſeen the Letter Mr. Secretary Stanhope has writ to 
vou concerning the Order that has been given to ſeize 


Count Gyllenborg, the Swediſh Miniſter here. Your wonted 


Ability, Sir, as well as your Zeal for the Honour of his Swe- 
diſh Majeſty, ts whom the Duke, your Maſter, bas that of be- 
ing ſo near related, have, ne doubt, furniſh'd you with ſuch 
Reaſons as can demonſirate evidently, that what Mr. Stanhope 
has alledg d, is ſuſſicient to juſtify a Treatment which never 
could have been expected in ſo polite an Age as this which we 
are living in; but let it be what it will, give me Leave, 
Sir, to communicate to you ſome few Remarks I have made by 
the Ey, on that Affair, 

Mr. Secretary Stanhope tells you, That the King has not 
only receiv'd repeated Advices, but has alſo undeniable Proofs 
of ſeveral dangerous Practices, carry d on by Count Gyllenborg; 
whereupon his Majeſty bas taken the Reſolution to cauſe him 
ts be arrefled. No doubt, Sir, but you, together rs 
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the other foreign Miniſters, will not fail inſiſting, that theſe 
Proofs be produc'd plain and genuine, as the only Way how to 
give, 1h too /ate, fome ſpecious Colour to the unparallel'd and 
enormous Infra tion which on that Occaſion the Law of Nations 
bath ſuffer'd. | 

For, to ground a Juſtification of ſuch a Proceeding on the Ex- 
pect ation of ſome Diſcoveries out of the Papers, in a violent 
and military Manner taken from the Swediſh Miniſter, that 
ij preciſely the ſame as to hang 4 Man firfl, and to try him 4. 
terwards. 

But to conſider with you of thoſe Circumſtances, which can 
be of ſome Moment in the Accuſation whereof Proofs are not 
yet ext ant, you'll do well, I believe, Sir, te be exattly inſorm 4 
from what Time Count Gyllenborg did begin his dargerous 
Prattices and theſe pernicious Intrignes ; whether it was after 
that the EleForal Court of Hanover had ſo unjuſtly declar'd 
War againſt Sweden, only to get into the Poſſeſſion of the 
Dutchies of Bremen and Verden, and to maintain an unlaw- 
ful and unſeaſonable Acquiſition ? Or if it was after the 
Year 1715, when the eight Men of War join d the Diniſh Fleet, 
and ſo rendering the ſame ſuperior to that of Sweden, which 
prevented the later from endeavouring to relieve Straelfnnd, 
which was the Cauſe of the King of Sweden's loſing that 
Place, and of his being in Danger of falling inte the Hands 
of his Enemies? Or if it was ſince laſt Summer, when the 
Czar, Sweden's moſt formidable Enemy, had the Command of 
the Engliſh Fleet; and Admiral Norris, together with the 
Engliſh Miniſter, puſh'd on, by all p:ſfible Ways and. Means, 
the Invaſion which the Northern Allies defign'd upon Sweden, 
to compleat its utter Defiruction, the ſame Admiral being at 
hand to countenance that Expedition, had it been put in Exe- 
cution £ | 

I ſay again, Sir, that you would do well to examine all theſe 
Circumſtances, for it maybe that the Swediſh Mimifter, pre- 
vod by fo urjust and ſo ungenerow Proceedings againit the 
ling his Master, and having beſides, certain Informations that 
the like, and perhats wore violent Meaſures, were 5till taking 
again5t his native County, has thaught it ha Duty, both as & 
Zood Sweed and a faithful Subject, to leave no Stone wnturn'd 
to render thoſe pernicious Deſigns againſt his Country ineſ= 
fectual. If in all this the publick Faith has been in any Man- 
ner infring'd, let the World judge impartially, on which Side 
have been committed the firſt, and the mot notorious Tranſ- 
reſſtons. | 

'Tis undeniably in the Power of every Sovereign to permit or 
forbid, at Pleaſure, 4 foreign Miniſter 10 reſide in his De- 
| mini oui; 
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minions; but as long as he thinks fit to ſuffer him therein, I 
I do not ſee that in Reaſon he ij authoriz'd to violate the ſacred 
= | Privileges he ought to erjoy by the Law of Nations. If a Mi- 
niſter commits any Faults, the Complaints thereof are commonly 
carry'd to his Mater, and he order d to retire ; but to take 
upon eur ſelves to proceed against him in a violent Manner, 
Hi5tory produces no Example of that Nature among civilia d 
Nations, very few amongst others, and which have been look'd 
upon by all Mankind with Horror. 

You are too judicious, Sir, to be impos'd upon by what My, 
Secretary Stanhope ſays, That they are Count Gyllenborg's 
Papers which have been ſeiz'd at bu Houſe; all theWorld knows, 
that a Miniſter has properly no Papers of his own, thoſe of 
which he is Depoſitory, belonging to the Prince by whom he i 
employ d, and to whom he is anſwerable. So that, Sir, to re. 
ſent the perſonal Fault, they are pleas d to impute to this 
Count de Gyllenborg, all the Papers of the King he has the 
Honour to ſerve, have been prudently ſeiz'd by Force ; and by 
ſuch refin'd Stratagem, a full Inſight has been taken of all the 
mot ſecret Negotiations of Sweden at this Court for theſe 
many Years, Now judge, Sir, whether this Step can any wa), 
admit of a Juſtification; and if it can once paſs into a Prece- 
cedent, ſor want of beirg condemn'd, whether any Miniſt er ſo- 
ever will not, for the future, be expos'd to the Hazard of 
having his Maſter's Papers ſeiz'd by Force whenever 4 Miniſtry 
has a Mind to know the Bottom of his Negotiations, even upon 
a very frivolous Pretence. 

Ido not know what the Papers may contain, that have been 
taken from Count Gyllenborg, nor of what Nature they are; 
but ſpeaking by Conjecture, if among them there are 
ound any Letters from or to Engliſh Subjects, perhaps it may 
then be thous ht they ought to be cenſur'd ; but if there are 
none but what are written either to his Maſter, or to bis Mini- 
Sters, in which, as a Miniſter, he has been obliged to ſpeak bu 
Mind freely, and declare openly what he thought was moit for 
the Intere5F of his Maſter, I cannot conceive how he can be 
call'd to Account for them here. As for thoſe Letters be 
may have receiv'd from private Perſons of his own Nation, their 
Contents, which he i nut anſwerable ſor, can conclude nothing 
againſt his Conduct, as being na Ways influenc'd by them. And 
ſuppoſe they contain wi d Projects, and undig eſted Notions, how 
can that Minifter help it? and what Blame can be laid at bis 
Door? One Word more, and I have done; pray, Sir, be pleas'd 
only to call to Mind thiſe Times, when to your certain Know- 
ledge, ot her foreign Miniſters were, at leaſt, as much ſuſpected 


by their Court, as ever Count Gyllenborg could be; and yet it 
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was never thought ad viſeable to ſeize their Papers, t hong h the 
then Miniſtry might, perhaps, have found by them that the 
ſaid Miniſters were not wanting to take all neceſſary Precautions 
againſt the Deſigns that ſeem'd, at that Time, to threaten 
fei Maſters; but they were not treated with that open Force, 
and that injurious Manner which is now made uſe of ag ainst 
Count Gyllenborgh, either becauſe his Master is look'd upon 
as being not in a Condition to reſent ſo groſs an Afront, or 
to art, at any Rate, new Pretences to put in Execution ſu:h 
extream Meaſures as have been concerted a great while ago 
againit Sweden.

Soon after this, the Letters, and Copies of Letters, 
taken among the Count de Gyllenborg's Papers, were print- 
ed and publiſhed by the King's ſpecial Order, in view, as 
may reaſonably be ſuppos'd, not only to make good what 
the Secretaries of State bad promis'd in their Letters to 
the Miniſters of the foreign Princes, v7z, to inform them 
more ſully of the Reaſons that bad induc'd his Majeſty to 
ſecure the Perſon of the Count de Gyllenborg, and to ſeize 
his Papers; but alſo to ſilence the groundleſs Suggeſtions 
which began to be frequently caſt abroad, v:z. That 
there was nothing of Reality in the Rumour that was then 
rals'd of a foreign Invaſion : And this the Publication of 
theſe Letters effectually did; for it is undeniably evident 
by many of thoſe Letters, that as well the Swediſh Mi- 
niſter here, as Baron Gortz in Holland, and Baron Sparre, 
the Swediſh Reſident at the Court of France, own them- 
ſelves to have form'd a Deſign to concert and encourage 
a new Rebellion in Great Nitain, and to bring over 1 2000 
choſen Troops from Sweden, viz. 8000 Foot and 4000 
Horſe, together with Arms for 12 or 15000 more, to 
ſapport it : That of the Horſe, only 500 were to be 
mounted; but the Equi page or Furniture of the reſt was 
to be put on Ship- board, they not doubting but they 
ſhould be furniſh'd here with Horſes for this Service. In 
a Word, by the general Tenour of all the ſaid Letters, 
they ſeem to have had the following Particulars chiefly in 
view : I. A Million of Dutch Florins was to have been 
furniſh'd from hence, by a Set of Perſons with whom 
Count Gyllenborg profeſſes to hold Correſpondence, and 
ſays they are five or ſix of the moſt conſiderable z of this 
Sum Baron Gortz acknowledges to have receiv'd a hundred 
thouſand Livres, which were remitted to the Queen 
Uowager in France, and paid to him there. 2. With the 
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whole Sum, when paid, he propoſes to buy ſix Men of 
War in France, and two in Holland, of 60 or 70 Guns 
each; with which, and ſome ſmall Frigates from Sweden, 
He pretends to convoy over the above Forces. 3. That the 
Money ſhall be paid to the King of Sweden, nor as Money 
contribured for ach an Undertaking, but as Money lent 
that King, which Baron Gorts, by his Recei pt, obliges 
the King of Sweden to repay in two Years Time, with In- 
tereſt at 6 per Cent. 4. The ſaid Baron undertakes to pro- 
cure the Troops, Arms, and Artillery, with Tranſport- 
Ships for their Paſſage ; and, in ſhort, engages to bring 
the King of Sweden into the Deſign ; and for that Purpoſe, 
gets a full Power in Form from that King, to enable him 
to act as Plenipotentiary in varions Affairs to bs tranſacted 
where he ſhall reſide, and which are committed to his 
Dexterity and Fidelity: Theſe are ſome of the Words in 
the faid full Power. 

To prevent Delay in giving full Powers for every ſe- 
vera] Tranſaction, the King of Sweden conſtitutes him, the 
ſaid Baron Gerta, his Miniſter, to treat and conclude in 
his Name, with all and ſingular Perſons, of what Condi- 
rion ſoe ver, all Matters which may relate to his Service, 
c. promiſing, on the Royal Word of a King, to approve 
and ratify, and put intirely in Execution, whatever the 
ſaid Baron Gortz ſhall ſo tranſact and conclude, 

The Publick had no ſooner ſeen theſe Letters, than va- 
7:0us Opinions aroſe concerning them: Some inferr'd, 
even from the Letters themſelves, that this Deſign was 
wholly tranſacted by the Barons Gertz and Sparre, by 
Count G)Uenborg and others, without the Privity or Know- 
Jedge of the King of Sweden : Phat they only communica- 
ted to his Swediſb Majeſty, that they had a great Concern 
on Foot for his Service: That they ſhould procure large 
Sums of Money from other Hands: That if it ſucceeded, 
it would give anew Turn to all his Majeſty's Affairs; and 
that they would anſwer for it to his Majeſty, that it 
would be greatly for his Intereſt, if he pleasd to commit a 
Matter of ſuch Conſequence to them; and that the In- 
tereſt of Baron Gortz, and the great Confidence the King 
of Sweden re poſes, as is ſaid, in his Fidelity and Dexterity, 
obtain'd from his Swediſþ Majeſty ſuch a Pleni potentiary 
Power, without enquiring into the Particulars, being per- 
haps inform'd, that they were ſuch as it would be moſt _ 
ſor his Service to be able to diſown them, to have his Mi- 
niſters only engag'd in them; and if they ſhould not ſuc- 
ceed, to declare he had no Knowledge of them.

Others, on the other Hand, vindicated the King of Swe- 
den from the Scandal of being a Prince who would be Ied 
in the Dark by his Miniſters in any Thing, much leſs 
in Things of ſuch Importance as this; and they urg'd, 
That the Words above mention'd ſeem to imply, his Know- 
ledge of the Deſign, particularly the Word Dexterity, which 
ſeems adapted to uncommon Negotiations; and beſides 
chat, the King promiſes to put in Execution, whatever 
ſhall be concluded on; which implies, that he knew very 
well that it was not ſomething to be done for him, 
but ſomething to be done by him, for thoſe Perſons 
with whom thoſe private Negotiations were to be con- 
cluded, 

Upon the whole Matter, it ſeems to be plain, by theſe 
Letters, that even the Naval Preparations for this De- 
ſign, were chiefly to be made in France and Holland, not in 
Sweden, where it ſeems likely, from the Nature of the 
intended Deſign, that it was requiſite that as little of the 
Preparations as poſſible ſhould appear, 'till all was fully 
agreed on: The Ships, the Arms, & c. were therefore to be 
bought in Holland and France; ſo that nothing would have 
been requir'd in Sweden, but to get Tranſports together, 
and embark ; all which would have been eafily done at 
a ſhort Warning. \ 

Having given this brief Account of theſe Letters, it 
remains only to acquaint our Readers, that the Govern- 
ment having thus effectually trac'd and diſcover'd this 
grand Deſign, apply'd themſelves. with the utmoſt Vi- 
gour to diſappoint the Execution of it, by putting the 
Nation in ſuch a Poſture of Defence, that if the Swedes 
ſhould make any Attempt, they might not fail to meet with 
a warm Reception both at Sea and Land: To this Pur- 
poſe immediate Orders were given to fir out ſuch of the 
Men of War as were in Pay, with all poſſible Expedition: 
Warrants were given out to Impreſs Sea-men to man the 
Ships that were in greateſt Forwardneſs ; and theſe Or- 
ders were ſo well obſerv'd, that by the roth of February, 
or thereabouts, five Men of War put to Sea, and were or- 
der'd to cruize to the Northward, and to ſpeak with every 
Ship they ſaw, ro know what they were, and to get In- 
telligence: Seventeen other Men of War were alſo put in 
Commiſſion, and order'd to be fitted out with all Ex pedi- 
tion: Theſe were the Bar fleur of go Guns, three others of 
80, three of 70, and ten of 50 Guns each; beſides, that Sea- 
men for the Fleet might not be wanting, an Embargo was 
laid on all Shipping outward- bound, and all other neceſ-

ſary Precautions: were taken for ficring out the Fleet; 
the Command of which was given to Sir George Byng. 

While the maritime Preparations were thus carrying 
on with all imaginable Application, the like Meaſures 
were taken to put all Things in a good Poſture at Land: 
The Officers were order'd to their Poſts, and General Off. 
cers ſent ro proper Places to be at hand to draw the Troops 
together, and to put all the Regiments into a Condition 
to march at as ſhort Warning as poſlibte, Lieutenant Ge- 
neral Wills, Major General Stanwyx, and ſome others, were 
order'd into the North ; Lieutenant General Carpenter into 
Scotland, and Lieutenant General Wade into the Weſs. 

Things being in this Poſture, Congratulations began to 
come to the King on the Diſcovery of this Deſign : 
Monſieur Bonet, the King of Pruſia's Reſident here, by 
expreſs Order from his Maſter, defiring an Audience tg 
fecilitate his Majeſty upon this Account ; Nor may we 
forget the Addreſs of the Convocation which was now 
aſſembled : It was preſented by the Archbiſhop of Can.

While you [it 
Secure upon your Throne, the Church of England can never 
want a powerful and ready Defender. And therefore, for our 
own, our Country's, and our Religion's ſake, we muit never 
ceaſe to implore the Divine Protection over you, that God 
world eſfeclually give you the Hearts of your Subjects, and 
defeat the Deſigns of your Enemies, and continue the Crown

HE Turks were ſo little diſcourag'd at the ill Suc- 
ceſſes they met with the laſt Campaign in Hungary, 

that notwithſtanding the Deſtruction of their Army near 
Peterwaradin, the Taking of Tameſwaer, and the Diſap- 
pointment they met wich in Corfu, they ſhew'd not rhe 
leaſt Inclination to Peace. On the contrary, the Grand 
Signior having held a Great Divan [Council] at Conffan- 
tinople, to have their Advice, whether he ſhould make 
| Peace with the Chriſtians, or continue the War, all the 
| embers unanimouſly declar'd for War: But of the Re- 
ſolutions taken in that Divan, and of the Meaſures there 

concerted for the augmenting and drawing together of 

their 
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their Armies, we cannot give a better Account, than by 
the two enfuing Letters; the firſt of which was written 


by the Caimacan of Conſtantinople, to the Seraskier of the 
Morea, and is as follows : 


To the highly approv'd and moſt valiant Oſman Ogli, Baſſa, 

 Ser.ſkier of the Morea, and Captain of the invincible 

Armies of the renown'd Empire of the Muſſulmans, and 
to Hali Pacha, Captain and Admiral of the Gallies. 


F HOU wilt be reviv'd, illuſtriaus Oſman, when I ſpall 
tell thee that the wiſe Counſels which thou gavest last 
Tear, after the unproſperons Voyage to Corfon, have taken 
Pace in the Breaſt of cur invincible Sultan, with whom is the 
Seat of Virtue and Knowledge; and he # well pleas'd in thy 
Words, where thou writes, That the true Believers are not to 
be depreſs'd in their Minds by the Miſcarriages of any of their 
U..dertakinns, but rather animated thereby to greater. Now, 
kr.ow thin, that our glorious Sultan, whoſe Wiſdom and Pru- 
dence reaches above the Stars, and whoſe Commands the Ele- 
ments obey, guided by the ſame Reſolntions, having Accounts 
om every Part, of the Condition of Affairs, and eſpecially ham 
the Vizier Azem had, by the Treachery of ſome Horſemen, 
whom nevertheleſs he chaſtis d for their Falſpood, been oblig'd 
t retire from the Battle, after having fer many Hours been in 
Poſſeſſion of Victory, and even of the Trenches of the Unbelievers; 
and the mo5t glorious Sultan knowing well the Pride of the 
Enemy, and how they would inſult in their pretended Victory, 
till they ſhall be corrected by his Arms, has caus d the ſublime 
Divan to ſit here fourteen Days, in the firſt Court of his magui- 
ficent Seraglio. 

Hither, at the illuſtrious Summons and Command of the mighty 
Emperor over the Kings of the Earth, there repair d the Han 
of Tartary (Keiperzel) Ogli Beglerbeg of Traperzond, once 
an Empire, now alittle Province of the unbounded Dominion 
of our Emp ror : Thither alſo came Bali, the mighty Baſſa of 
Bagdad, formerly Babylon, the Seat of the mighty Nimrod, 
and now the Curb and kridle of the Perſian Kings, Vaſſals to 
our Emperor; there appear d the Beglerbegs of Naotolia, of 
Aſia the Leſs, with the Baſſa of Aleppo, and the frxteen 
Baſſus of Syria, from Caramania and Mount Caucaſus, tothe 
City of Damaſcus z the Beglerbegs of Arabia (Boilegulred) 
Grand Cairo, and of Egypt, with three Hundred and twenty. 
ſeven Baſſas, Governors of Kingdoms and Principalit ies, Provinces 
and Cities of the invincible Empire of the Muſſulmans. 
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i hen they were afſembled, our Emperor ſignify'd hu Dlea- 
ſure, that War be made upon all the Unbelievers of the World ; 
eſpecially thoſe ſubjef to the King of the Germans, and the 
City of the Fiſhers, commanding them to conſider of the 
Means, or to give their Reaſons, 

The illuſtrious Han of the Tartars, gave in the Queſtion 
among them, If War ſhould be carry'd on into the Heart of the 
Dominions of the King of Germany? when, for ha'f an Hour, 
nothing was to be heard but Shouts to the glorious Name of 
Alla, Alla, fizniſying by that tremendous Name, their uni- 
verſal Aſſent to the Will of the Lord, the mighty Muſtapha. 

After this great Reſolve was past, it has been deliberated, 
bow many thouſands of Horſe and Foot, and by what Means to 
be braught together, each of the ſaid Baſſus ſuall provide; by 
which Regulation I tell thee, illuſtrious Oſman, ſuch Numbers 
of Troops have never been brought into the Field ſince Maho- 
met the Great con quer u the Imperial City, where now aur 
Monarch, the Head of the Ottoman Glory, reigns over the 
World, | 

In my next I will give thee an Account of the ſeveral Armies 
which they are commanded to bring together; mhererf I wil. 
that thou give me 4 Demand how many ſhall be ſufficient 
for driving that City of Filhers, the Venetians, out of the 
World. Write to me by thu Meſſenger.

What we may gather from theſe Letters, in ſhort, is 
this, That the Turks are, without Doubt, drawing together 
che Scrength of the whole Empire to carry on this War; 
and that their Armies, like thoſe in the Revelations, will 
come up, as it were, on the Breadth of the whole Earth, 
ſo vaſt will be the Numbers of them! This, however, will 
Hut add to their Confulion, and facilitate their Overthrow, 
as well as render it the more glorious to the Chriſtians, 
unleſs their Arms be manag'd with the greateſt Judgment,

S ER MANI. 


HE Imperial Troops were fo much fatigu'd by the 
long Defence made by the Garriſon of Temeſwaer, 
that Prince Ergene thought fit to ſeparate, and ſend his 
Army into Winter-Quarters; and leaving the Command of 
them to Count Mercy, arriv'd on the gth of November at 
Vienna, where he found the Joy of the Imperial Court 
for: the good Succeſſes of the Campaign againſt the Infi- 
dels, turn'd into the deepeſt Affliction, by the Death of 
the Emperor's only Child, the Arch-Duke of Auſtria, who 
dy'd on the 4th of November, N. S. at the Age of ſix 
Months and twenty two Days. Mean while Count Mer- 
, with a ſtrong Detachment of Imperialiſts, diſlodg'd the 
Turks from PYipalanka, and ſome other ſmall Places along 
the Danube, and on the Frontiers of Walachiaz whilſt 
another Detachment of Imperial Troops from Tranſylvania, 
| | march'd 
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march'd with ſo much Secrecy and Expedition to Bucho- 
reſt, the Place of Reſidence of Mauro Cordato, Hoſpodar 
or Prince of Walachia, that they ſurpriz'd him and. his 
Family, and brought them off, ; 
The ſeizing and carrying away a Prince from his ca- 
pital City, being an Event no leſs remarkable, than extra- 
ordinary, we think fit to give the Particulars of it. Ge- 
neral Steinville, Governor of Tranſylvania, detach'd a Co- 
lonel of the Raſcians, nam'd Stephen Dettine, with a ſtrong 
Party, to make an Incurſion into Walachia : He having 
penetrated as far as Buchoreſt, divided his Troops into 
three Bodies, and order'd one of them to attack fome Tar- 
tars, who lay encamp'd before the Place, another to fall on 
the Turks within the Town, while himſelf wich the 
third would attack the Palace of the Hoſpodar. Theſe three 
Attacks were made at the ſame Time with ſo good Order 
and Bravery, that the Turks and Tartars were put to 
Flight, having had 200 Men kill'd on the Spot, and the 
Hoſpodar with his whole Family were taken Priſoners, 
and brought to Hermanſtat in Tranſyivania, by the Way 
of Tergoviſti. This Mauro Cardato was a mere Stranger to 
the Walachians, impos'd upon them by the Trerks, in Con- 
ſideration of the great Services he had render'd to the 
Porte in ſeveral Negotiations, particularly in the Treaty 
of Cariowitz., He was a Native of Chio, of a good Fami- 
ly in that Iſland, born a Chriſtian, and has always pro- 
fe'd the Religion of the Greek Church. He was tte 
chief Contriver of the Ruin of the Family of the un- 
fortunate Cantacuzene, the late Hoſpodar of Walachia, 
whom he falſely accuſed before the Grand Signior, and 
procur'd him to be ſtrangled at Conſtantinople, together 
with his eldeſt Son, in order to obtain his Principality» 
He ſucceeded, tis true, in his Deſign, which neverthe- 
leſs render'd him odious to the Walachians, who would 
willingly have continu'd under the Obedience of rhe Cau- 
tacuzenes, who are not only Natives of Walachia, but 
one of the moſt conſiderable Families of that Country. 
The late Hoſpodar of that Name, who, as we ſaid be- 
fare, ſuſfer d Death at Conſtantinople, left behind him a 
Widow and two Sons, who, towards the Cloſe of laſt 
Year, found Means to eſcape out of Turkey, where they 
ad been ever ſince confin'd; and paſſing thro' Italy, ar- 
rv'd at Vienna, hoping, by throwing themſelves under 
the Protection of the Emperor, to be reſtor'd to their pa- 
ternal Eſtate, if not to the Principality, 


They 
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They the rather flatter'd themſelves with theſe Hopes 
becauſe about this Time the States of Valachia writ in 
very ſubmiſſive Terms to the Emperor, requeſting him 
to appoint for Hofpodar of their Country, George Canta- 
crezene, Son of Terragis Cantacuzene, their former Prince, 
They put his Imperial Majeſty in Mind, that the hte 
Emperor JFoſeph had promis'd to do his utmoſt to procure 
that Dignity for that young Prince; and they concluded 
with Aſſurances that they would venture their Lives and 
Fortunes in afhiſting the Emperor againſt the common 
Enemy. His Imperial Majeſty took Time to conſider of 
their Requeſt, having already nominated ſome Noblemen 
of che Country to take upon them the Adminiſtration of 
the Government of that Principality; and ſent Orders 
to General Steinville to march to their Afliſtance with 
the Forces in Tranſylvania, in Caſe of Need. 

But upon the ſeizing of Mauro Cordato, the Grand 
Signior appointed John Cordato, his Brot her, to ſucceel 
him, upon which, ſeveral of the Valachian Nobility re- 
tir'd into Tranſylvania with their beſt Effects, to avoid 
falling a Prey to the Turks and Tartars; who, they knew, 
would not fail ro compel] them by Force of Arms to ac- 
knowledge the new Hoſpodar. Mean while the captive 
Hoſpodar offer d 600 Purſes, of 500 Rixdollars each, 
and all his Jewels, for his Ranſom, provided he might be 
fort li with ſet at Liberty. So round a Sum, one would 
have thought, might have tempted a Prince whoſe Cof- 
fers run not over with Money; but the Emperor refus d 
it, hoping that Cordato would be of greater Service to 
him, by his Advices in the Proſecution of the War 
againſt the Infidels; with the true State of whoſe Af, 
fairs, he could not bur be better acquainted, than any of 
his own Miniſters or Generals could pretend to be. 

We will cloſe up this Article, which we intend as the 
Continuation of the War in Hungary, with ſaying in 
general, that the Turks this Winter, made ſeveral ſuc- 
ceſsful Incurſions into the Imperial Territories; ſome 
of which occaſion'd | ſharp Rencounters, particularly 
the Action that happen'd near Gradiſca, in which the 
Imperialiſis loſt 1000 Men, and che Turks 4000, if we 
may believe the former; who, nevertheleſs, have not 
thought fit to publiſh a particular Account of it; but they 
own that another Detachment of the Ottomans, having 
paſs'd the Save at Belgrade, advanc'd to Peterwaradin, and 
burnt a great Magazine of Hay near that Place. The 
Imperial Parties too made ſeveral Inroads into » 
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Turkiſh Dominions, but generally advancing too far, the y 
often came ſhort Home. |

Ur before we leave the Empire, we will take Notice 
of che In veſtiture of their Royal Highneſſes, Frederick 


Lewis, Prince of Brunſwick and Lunenburg, and Erneſus 


Auguſtus, Duke of York and Albany, Biſhop of Oſnabrug, 
c, with the Order of the Garter ; and we the rather in- 
ſert it, that the Reader may know the Particulars ob- 
ſerv'd in that Solemnity, whenever the Sovereign of 
that Order gives a private Inveſtiture of it. This Cere- 
mony was perform'd at Hanover on the 24th of December 
laft, N. S. in the following Manner. 

About the Hour of ſix in the Evening, the two Princes, 
and Norroy King of Arms, (who was appointed by his Ma- 
jeſty's ſpecial Commiſſion for this Purpaſe) attending in 
the Ancichamber of his Majeſty's Appartment, in che 
Caſtle, his Majeſty being in his Cloſer, was pleas'd ro.ſend 
for the King of Arms; by whom being inform'd chac the 
Princes were come, and every Thing ready for the Ce- 
remony, his Majeſty went into the Room commonly call'd 
the Room of Audience, in which were plac'd a Table to 
lay the Cuſhion and Garters upon, and a Tabourer, an 
which the Princes were to ſet up their Legs for the King's 
more eaſy putting on the Garters, Here his Majeſty, 
ſtanding under his Canopy of State, took the Earl of Su- 
therland's Sword drawn in bis Hand: The King of Arms, 
on his Knee, receiv'd his Majeſty's Commands to introduce 
his Royal Highneſs Prince Frederick to receive the Honaur 
of Kuighthood; who being conducted from the Anti- 
chamber to the King, by the ſaid King of Arms, his Royal 
Highneſs, making three Obeiſances, kneel'd down be- 
fore the King, who was pleas'd to confer on him the Ho- 
nour of Knighted, This being done, his Royal Highneſs 
role up, and making the like Obeiſances, was re- conducted 
by the King of Arms into the Antichamber. Then the 
King of Arms receiv'd his Majeſty's Commands to conduct 
his Royal Highneſs the Duke of York to be knighted, 
which his Majeſty was pleas'd to perform in like Manner; 
and he was accordingly re- conducted into the Anticham- 
ber. Then his Majeſty again commanded the Kii:3 of 
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Arms to introduce his Royal Highneſs Prince Frederick 
who was conducted to his Majeſty with the like Obeiſance, 
as before, the King of Arms carrying before him, on 3 
Crimſon Velvet Cuſhion, the Diamond-Garter ang George 
which he depoſited on the Table; and after having thee. 
rally preſented them on his Knee co the King, his Majeſty 
was himſelf pleas'd to buckle the Garterround the Prince, 
left Leg, and to put the George over his left Shoulder, and 
under his right Arm (Norroy King af Arms, in the mean 
Time reading the proper Admonitions appointed by thy 
Statutes) the Prince kneeling before his Majeſty whilſt he 
put on the George; and after returning bim Thanks, in 2 
ſhort Complement, he roſe up, and plac'd himſelf on his 
Majeſty's Right Hand, as his Stall is in the Royal Chapel 
of Windſor, After which, the King of Arms receiv'd his 
Majeſty's Commands to introduce his Royal Highneſs the 
Duke of York, to be inveſted with the Garter and George 
which was done in the ſame Manner. His Royal High. 
neſs alſo, on his Knee, gave his Majeſty Thanks, in 
ſhort Complement, for the great Honour done him, and 
riſing up, plac'd himſelf on the left Side ef his Majeſty, 
at ſome Diſtance from him, as his Stall is plac'd in the 
Taid Chapel. This Part of the Ceremony being thus per. 
form*d, the King of Arms receiv'd his Majeſty's Command; 
to wait on their Royal Highneſſes with the Habits, and 
other Ornaments of the Moſt Noble Order of the Garter, at 
ſuch Times and at ſuch Places as their Royal Higbneſſes 
ſhould think moſt proper, and then retir'd. Prince Frede. 
derick order d the King of Arms to bring them privately to 
him in his Audience- Chamber, the next Day at ſix in the 
Evening; andthe Duke of York appointed the Day after 
that at Eleven in the Morning, in his Bed-Chamber, Ac- 
cordingly the Habits and other Ornaments of the Order 
were ſeverally deliver'd to them by the King of Arms, 
who, upon the Delivery, read to each of them the prope 
Ad monitions, diretted by the Statutes of the Order.

HE Negotiations mention'd in our laſt, that were 


carrying on at the Hague, produc'd at Length one 
ot the moſt remarkable Events of the laſt Lear; I mean 


the Treaty of defenſive Alliance between France, Great 
. Britain, 
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Britain, and the States General of the United Netherlands, 
which was concluded and fign'd at the Hague by the 
Abbot du Bois and the Marquis de Chateauneuf, Embaſſadors 
and Plenipotentiarics of France, by the Lord Cadogan, Em- 
baſſador and Plenipotentiary of Great Britain, and by the 
Deputies of the States General, on Monday December 24, 
1716, O. 8. and the Ritifications were exchang'd at the 
ſame Place on the 25th of February following O. 8. 
This Treaty not being made publick, it is not our Buſi- 
neſs to relate the various Re ports of the Articles of it, for 
which we can have no other Authority than Common 


Fame; and therefore we will not preſume to give our 


Readers any farther Account of it, than by tranſcribing 
the following Paragraph of his Majeſty's. Speech to the 
Parliament of Great Britain, at the opening of their Seſ- 
ſion on the 2oth of February; by which we may ſee the 
Conſequences this Treaty has already produc'd, and what 
we may reaſonably expect from it for the future. 

By the Alliance (ſays the King) late concluded with France 
and the States General, we are ſoon to be eas'd of all future 
Apprehenſions from Dunkirk and Mardyke; the Pretender s 


actuallyj remov'd beyond the Alps; his Adherents are depriv'd - 


of all Hopes of Support and Countenanc from France; and 
even the Aſſiſtance of that Crown is 5tipulated to us in Caſe of 
Exigency. 
Some Days after the ſigning of this Treaty, the Abbot 
du Bois, who had had the greateſt Share in tranſacting it, 
took his Leave of the States General, by delivering a Me- 
morial ; which being too long for this Regiſter, we muſt 
refer it to our next, and proceed now to relate the ſeizing 
the Baron de Gortz, which happend as follows. 
The K. of Great Britain having diſcover'd, by the Letters 
and other Papers of the Count de Gyllenborg, that the Baron 
de Gortz, Miniſter likewiſeof the K. of Sweden, had been one 


of the principal Inſtruments, and chief Manager of the 


Deſign of raiſing a Rebellion in his Dominions, and of the 
Project of invading them with Swediſh Troops; and know- 
ing beſides, that the ſaid Baron had been for ſome Time 
exceeding buſy in running up and down from Court ta 
Court, as upon ſome Matters of uncommon Importance; 
and that he was then at the Court of France, but ſoon ex- 
pected in Holland; the King, I ſay, knowing all this, ſent 
Orders to Mr. Leat hes, his Reſident at the Hague, to deſire 
the Deputies of the States of Holland to cauſe that Mini- 
ler to be arreſted, This they readily granted; and then 
Mr. Leathes went to Amſterdam, to requeſt the Magiſtrates 
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of that City to ſecure the Baron de Gortz, in Caſe he came 
thicher. While che Reſident was at Amſterdam, the Baron 
came to the Hague, (viz. the 17th of February) and 
the Day after his Arrival, he had a Conference with the 
Imperial Miniſter, the Baron de Heems; but on the 19th 
a little before Noon, he ſet out in a Poſt- Chaize, accom. 
pany'd by General Poniatowshi, having, as *twas believ'd 
had ſome Intimation that Orders were given to ſecure 
him, which indeed he narrowly eſcay'd, a Detachment 
of Foot-Guards being about Noon ſent to his Hovſe for that 
Purpoſe, Mr. Leathes came to the Hague much about that 
Time, and hearing of che B:ron's Departure, jadg'd that 
he was gone for Amſterdam, in Hopes that the ſeizing of 
him in that City, would not be fo eaſy as at the Hague; 
and therefore reſoly'd to go thither in Search of him. He 
arriv*d there on the 2othin the Morning; and being in- 
form*d that B:ron Gor/za lay che Night before at Mr, 
Teitzen's, a Swediſh Merchant in that City, he got the Houſe 
to be ſearch'd for him; but the Baron had left it ſome 
Hours before. However, Information being given him 
which Way he had taken, Commiſſary Pleertman, and 
fome others, were diſpatch'd after him; who, on the 21f, 
between Three and Four in the Morning, ſeiz'd him and 
his Secretary Stambke at Arnheim in Guelderland, by Leave 
of the Magiſtrates of that Place, as they were taking 
Coach to go forward, They were carry'd to the Town- 
houſe, and confin'd in the common Priſon of that Place, 
When the Baron was ſeiz'd, he made loud Complaints 
of the Violation of the Law of Nations, in ſecuring 
his Perſon, who was a Publick Miniſter 5 but own'd the 
Deſign of invading Great Britain, which he ſaid was a 
noble Project, and glory'd in his having had ſo great a 
Share in it himſelf, having not only been the chief Con- 
certer of it, but having likewiſe bought 10000 Arms 
for that Expedition, which had been already ſent to Swe- 
den; and he ſaid beſides, that he was to have bought 
10000 more. His other Secretary, M. de Gyllenborg; Bro- 
ther to the Swediſh Miniſter in England, who arriv'd 
at the Hague from France, on the 18ch at Night was 
likewiſe ſeiz'd there, with his Papers, and committed 
to the Priſon call'd the Chatellenie. The Baron de Gorts 
left a Portmanteau full of Papers at the Swediſp Mer- 
chant's where he lay at Amſterdam, which were ſeizl 

two Days after. | 
On the 23d of February, the Secretary of Sweden, re- 
liding at the Hague, deliver'd a Memorial to — 
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Raden of E Aſſembly of the States, to which he annex'd 
the Full Powers of the Baron de Gortz, He inſiſted in 


that Memorial, that the Law of Nations had been violated 
in the ſeizing of that Miniſter, who had a publick 


Character in that Country, inaſmuch as he the faid 


Secretary had formerly told the Penſionary, that the ſaid 
Baron had a full Power ; and for that, upon his Arrival 
there, he had made a Viſit to the ſaid Penſionary, and 
was own'd by the foreign Miniſters, who receiv'd and 
return'd his Viſits. This Memorial was read in the 
Aſſembly of the States, and referr'a according to Cuſtom, 
to the Deputies for foreign Affairs: But the Swediſh Secre- 
tary receiving no Anſwer to it, preſented a ſecond Me- 
morial, inſiſting on a poſitive Anſwer to his firſt, and 
defiring to be preſent at the Opening of the Baron de 
Gortz's Papers; but this Memorial too was referr'd as 
the former ; nor is it likely they will return an Anſwer 


to it, till they are fully appriz'd of the Sentiments of 


his Britannick Majeſty on this im portant Subject. Mean 
while not only the States of Holland, but the States-Ge- 
neral likewiſe, have approv'd of theſe Proceedings againſt 
the Baron de Gortz, | 

On the 17th of December laſt, the Czar of Muſcovy ar- 
riv'd at Amſterdam, where he was receiv'd and compli- 
mented by four Deputies of the States of Holland. He 
likewiſe receiv'd Compliments from the foreign Miniſters 
reſiding at the Hague. His Conſort, being arriv'd at Ve- 
ſel, in her Way to Amſterdam, was there deliver'd, on the 
23d of Januar), of a Prince; co whom the States General 
were defir'd, by the Czar, to be Godfathers; but the Child 
dyd the ſame Day it was born, So ſoon as ſhe was able 
to travel, ſhe continu'd her Journey to Amſterdam, where 
ſhe arriv'd about the Middle of February, The Czar and 
ſhe continu'd in that City till the Beginning of March, 
and then went to the Hague, |

ls remarkable Tryal came on at the 
Old- Baily, January 22, 1716-17. The 

Judges on the Bench were the Lord Mayor 
ot —— the Lord Chief Baron Bury, 


Mr. Juſtice Tracy, Mr. Juſtice Frat, and 
Sir William Thompſon, Recorder of London, The Coun- 
ſel for the King were, Sir Jo ſeph Fekyl, his Majeſty's 
firſt Serjeant at Law, Sir Edward Northey, Attorney-Ge- 
neral ; John Forteſcue Aland, Eſq; Soliciter-General ; 
yum Cowper, Eſq; Attorney-General to the Prince ; 
r. Denton and Mr. Cowfer, Jun. Thoſe for the Pri- 
ſoner were John Ward of the Inner Temple, Eſq; —— 
Hungerford, of Lincoln's Inn, Eſq; and Abel K:itleby 
of the [nner Temple, Eſq; «Holy 
After the Priſoner had challeng'd as many of the 
Perſons that were impanel'd for his Jury, as the Law 
allow'd him to do, the twelve ſworn were Jurors, 
whoſe Names are as follow; |

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The Indictment ſet forth, That the Priſoner had 
conſpir'd and imagin'd the Death of the King, his 
ſupreme, true, natural, lawful, and undoubted Lord, 
and carry'd on a traiterous Correſpondence with Per. 
ſons beyond the Seas, and ſollicited Aſſiſtance from 
thence to levy War againſt his Majeſty, and excite x 
Rebellion to favour an Invaſion of his Majeſty's Do. 
minions, in order to fix on the Throne the Perſon 
who, during the Life of the late King James the ſe. 
cond, pretended to be Prince of Wales, and ſince the 
Death of the ſaid King, had taken upon himſelf the 
Style and Title of King of England, by the Name 
of James the Third. The ſeveral Overt-Acts, as laid 
in the Indictment, where, That the Priſoner conſulted 
and agreed to raiſe an. Inſurrection and Rebellion a. 

ainſt the King ; and that for that Purpoſe he wrote 
tters to divers Foreigners, to ſolicite and procure 
Arms, Men, and Money, and to cauſe an Invaſion ; 
and that he caus'd thoſe Letters to be ſent to diyers 
Foreigners in France. k | 
The Priſoner having pleaded not guilty, Mr, Com. 
per, Jun. one of the Counſel for the King, open'd 
the Inditment ; after which, Sir. Foſeph Fekyl ſpoke, 
and in particular took Notice of the Nature of the 
Crime for which the Priſoner ſtood Indicted; which, 
he ſaid, was the firſt Species of High Treaſon, men- 
tion'd in that antient Statute, 25 Ed. 3. that is, Com- 
paſſing and Imagining the Death of the King. He 
iikewiſe took Notice of the Evidence they ſhould 
produce to prove that Treaſon, viz. the Copies of 


Francia's Letters, enter d in his Copy:Pook, with 


the Anſwers he receiv'd to ſome of thoſe, Letters, 
which he thought was as full Proof as could be en- 
pected in ſuch a Caſe, He added, That the couching 
ſuch a Correſpondence in the Cant of a Law-Suit, 
(which he own'd to be the preſent Caſe) would not 
ſcreen an Offender from publick Juſtice, in caſe a 
traiterous Correſpondence could be made maniteſt ; 
for if that would evade the Juſtice of the Law, it 
would be impoſſible to bring Traitors to Puniſhment. 
He concluded with ſaying, That they, who were the 
King's Counſel, did not deſire to put any forc'd or 
ficain'd, nor indeed any other, Conſtruction upon oe | 
1 — — ertens, 
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Letters, than what the Prifoner himſelf had done al- 
ready; and that he would not aggravate the Nature of 
the Offence ; but choſe rather ro appeal to the Judg- 
ments of the Jury, than to exite their Paſſions. 

Mr. Attorney-General ſpoke next, and took No- 
tice of the Preparations that were making many 
Months for the Rebellion that broke out in Scot- 
land in September 1715, under the Earl of Mar ; and 
in Northumberland in Oflober after, under Mr. Forſter. 
He proceeded, That the Priſoner came acquainted in 
the Year 1713, with the Abbpt Butler, call'd, the Vi- 
dam of Cambray, who was then in England with the 
Duke D*' Aumont. That the Abbot had a Relation of 
his Name, Barbara Butler, who had a Suit at Law 
depending here which he recommended to the Care 
of the Priſoner, and, he believ'd, that might be rhe 
Beginning of the Correſpondence between them, 
which began in the Queen's Time, from the going 
away of the Duke D' Aumont, and contimu'd_*till the 
Priſoner was ſeiz d, which was on 19th of Sep- 
tember 1715. That he likewiſe carry'd on a Corre- 
ſpondence with one Payer alias D' Aulmay de Coulange, 
who, as well as the ſaid Abbot, was an Agent for the 
Pretender in Fance, under the Duke D' Aumont and 
the late Duke of Ormond, who held a Correſpondence 
with Mr. Harvey of Combe, in order to favour the 
Pretender's Invaſion. 'Then Mr. Attorney-General gave 
an Account of the apprehending of Francia, and the 
ſeizing of his Papers; which were produc'd in Court 


and to make it appear that they were the ſame that 


were taken in the Priſoner's Cuſtody, the Counſel for 
the King call'd ſeveral Witneſſes ; the firſt of whom 
was Mr. Joſeph King, one of his Majeſty's Meſſen- 
gers ; the Subſtance of whoſe Depoſition amounted 
to no more, but that on the 19th of September 1715, 
he had a warrant to ſeize the Priſoner. That he 
went to his Houſe in Plough-Yard in Fetter. Lane, toge- 


ther with Willcoks, another Meſſenger ſince deceas'd, 


and found him and a Woman, whom he call'd his 
Wife, in Bed. That there was a Cloſet in the Room, 
the Door of which he caus'd to be open'd, and in it, 
upon a Shelf, found a Parcel of Letters lying open in 
Folio, written in French, and a Book lying upon the 

r Deſk. 
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Deſk. That he put up the Letters and the Book to- 
gether; which Francis obſerving, aſk'd him, Why he 
took that Book ? For, ſaid he, that is my Copy-Book 
of Letters to my Correſpondents, and there is no. 
thing material in it. That he [the Meſſenger] took 
Notice of a particular Sort ot Writing at the End of 
it, [which was the Name of Thomas Francia in large | 
Church Text] by which he knew it again ; and that 
the Priſoner ſaid, that was his Son's Writir » Smith 
farther depos'd, that he carry'd the ſaid Book and 
Letters to the Lord Townſhend's Office, and there deli. 
ver'd them to Mr. Horatio Walpole. 

The ſaid Mr. Walpole, was next ſworn, and depos'd, 
That the Warrant for ſeizing the Priſoner, was 
granted on the 19th of September 1715; and that the 
next Day Mr. Sith and Mr. Wilcocks came into his 
Room, and gave him a Copy-Book and a Parcel of 
Letters, which, they ſaid, they took at Fancia t Houſe, 
That he and Mr. Buckley look'd over them, and that 
he then carry'd them to the Lord Townſhend. That 
the Priſoner own'd the Copy-Book and Letters, when 
he was examin'd before the Lord Townſhend, That he 
kept the ſaid Book and Papers in his Cuſtody, till he 
was ſent to Holland for the Dutch Troops ; and that 
he then deliver d them to Mr. Buckley. | 

Then Mr. Buckley, being ſworn, depos'd, That when 
the Letters were brought to the Office, he read ſeveral 
of them; and that when Mr. Walpole went to Hol and, 
they were left with him, and he copy d ſeveral Paſſa- 
ges out of them. He farther declar'd, that he was 
preſent at the Priſoner's Examination ; but he could not 
ſay, that either the Book or Papers were ſhewn 
to him, becauſe he was then buſy in taking the Exa- 
mination ; but he ſaid, That Francia, when he was 
examin'd, refus'd to be ſworn upon a New Teſtament, 
but took a Book out of his Pocket, and was ſworn 
upon that, That his examination was true ; that he 
(Mr. Buckley) read over the Examination to him, an 
that the Priſoner ſet his Name to it; that he was 
net refus'd the Liberty of reading it, but might 
have read it himſelf, if he had deſir'd to do ſo. 

Theſe three Witneſſes being Croſs - examin d both 
by the Priſoner and his Counſel, as to their wy 
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certain that the Copy-Book and Papers produe d in 


Court, where the ſame that were ſeiz d in the Priſo- 
ner's Houſe, they were all very poſitive in the Affir- 
mative, becauſe they knew them by certain Marks; 
articularly Mr. Buckley, becauſe he had by the Lord 
4 Order made Extracts out of them, and 
put the two initial Letters of his Name to them, be- 


fore he redeliver'd them to Mr. Walpole, upon his 


Return from Holland. 

Then the Lord Viſcount Townſhend, being ſworn, 
depos'd in Subſtance as follows: That having receiv 
lnbemation, that a Correſpondence was carry'd on 
between the Duke D' Aumont, the late Duke of Or- 
mond, Mr. Harvey of Combe, and one D' Aulmay de 
Coulanze, alias Payen, and that Letters paſs'd between 
them by means of the Priſoner, he ſent Orders to 
the Poſt-Office to ſtop all Letters directed to Francis ; 
by which he was confirm'd in the Intelligence that 
had before been given him; upon which he ifſu'd a 
Warrant for the ſeizing of the ſaid Francia and his 
Papers, which was accordingly done, That on the 
21i of September 1715, when Fancia was firſt brought 
to be examin'd by his Lordſhip, he appear'd under 
the deepeſt Conſternation, ſhew'd a diſpoſition to 
ſerve the Government, by an ingenuous Diſcovery of 
all he knew, freely conſented to be examin'd upon 
Oath, and ſign'd his Examination, which was taken 
down in Writing before his Lordſhip and Mr. Secre- 
tary Stanhope, by Mr. Samucl Buckley ; and that his 
Lordſhip ſign d the ſaid Examination. That a Letter 
from Mr, Harvey of Combe having been found amon 
Francia s Papers, in which Letter Figures were wat 
inſtead of Names, Francia being the next Day (Sep- 


tember 22, 1715) examin'd concerning it, explain'd the 


Meaning of the ſaid Figures, and fign'd this ſecond 
Examination and that it was likewiſe 1ign'd both 
by his Lordſhip and Mr. Secretary Stanhope. 

Here both the Priſoner and his Counſel aſk'd the 
Lord Towſbend ſeveral Queſtions ; Whether he read 
the Examination before he ſign d it? Whether he 
ſignd it freely, and without any Reluctancy? Whe- 


ther at the Time of ſigning it, he was not told, that 


it was for ſome particular Furpoſe, and that it ſhould 


not 
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not be binding to him? To which his Lordſhip an- 

ſwer d, That he did not know that he made any Dif. 
ficulty of ſigning it; but that he was ſure it could 
not be becauſe he was refus'd to read it. That indeed 
he did defire that it might not be made uſe of againſſ 
him, but that his Lordſhip told him, that depended 
on his own Behaviour; and that if he would be in- 
EA and tell all the Truth, his Lordſhip would 

o all in his Power that he ſhould have Mercy. The 
Priſoner himſelf a{k'd if his Lordſhip did not offer 
him Money to fign the Examination ? To which my 
Lord anſwer'd, That after Francia had been thus 
freely examin'd, he repreſented himſelf and his Fa- 
mily to be in ſo miſerable a Condition, that his 
Lordihip, mov'd with Compaſſion, put his Hand 
in his pocket, and gave him three, four, or five Gui- 
neas in pure Alms; a Charity he could never re- 
fuſe to any Man that apply d to him in that Manner, 
and begg'd ſo hard. The Lord Townſhend farther de- 
clar'd, That having Reaſon to ſuſpect that Francia did 
not deal ſo ingenuouſly as at firſt he ſeem'd diſpos d to 
do, he caus'd him to be committed cloſe Priſoner to 
Newz7ate ; and that he had not been long there before 
his Lordſhip had convincing Proof of his prevarica- 
ting with him, by a Letter which he wrote to his 
Wife, and which was intercepted by one of his Fel- 
Jow-Priſoners in Newgate. 

The Counſel for the King being about to produce 
this Letter in Evidence againſt the Priſoner, (if it 
may be ſaid to be a Letter, it having neither Sub- 
ſcription, Date, nor N pipees) examin'd Wit- 
neſſes to prove it to be of Francia's writing, Among 
theſe was Curtis, Francia's Fellow-Priſoner, who de- 
pos'd, That he took it up by his Bed-ſide, and that 
Francia told him, it was a Letter he had writ to his 
Wife: And Mr. Buckley affirm'd, That having ſeen 
the Priſoner write for above an Hour, and having 
compar'd this intercepted Letter with ſome others in 
his Copy-Book, he believ'd it to be of Fancias 
writing. This Letter being written in French, Mr. 
Boyer, who tranſlated it, and Mr. Ozell, were ſworn: 
The firſt of them declar'd, That he had been employ'd 
to interpret ſeveral Fench Letters, both out of m_ 
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=; Copy-Book, and ſome original Letters, of all 
which he had made a fairhful — genuine Iranſlati- 
on to the beſt of his Knowledge; and that he had af- 
terwards collated and revis d the ſaid Tranſlations with 
the Originals, being therein aſſiſted by Mr. Ozell, 
«ho confirm'd the Truth of it. Then the FTrantlation 
of the intercepted Letter was read, containing in 
Subſtance, That he deſir'd his Wife to make herſelf 
eaſy, that they were all Tories that were there; that 
he had good Company, and that the Buſineſs would 
be at an End in a Fortnight : That he knew nothing 
againſt Mr. Harvey, who was only ſuſpected of be- 
ing for the Pretender, but he was well known to be 
ſo before; and that if all were there (in Newgate) 
that were ſo, above three Fourths of the Nation 
would ſuffer, 

Before we proceed, it is neceſſary to obſerve, That 
while this Tranſlation was reading, the Original was 
deliver d into the Priſoner's Hands; and Mr. Hint, 
who was permitted to ſtand in the Bar, near the Pri- 
ſoner, aſliſted him in comparing the Original with 
the Tranſlation, The like Method was. obſery'd 
when the Tranſlations of the Letters receiv'd by the 
Priſoner, were read ; and when the Letters written by 
him, were read out of the Copy-Book, the Copy-Book 
was ſhewn to him. | 

Then Mr. Secretary Stankope, being ſworn, declar'd, 
That he was preſent at both Francia's Examinations, 
and ſet his Hand to one of them, but not to the other 
the Reaſon of which he believ'd to be, becauſe the Room 
where he was examin'd, being next to that where the 
Council us'd ro meet, he was going in and out be- 
tween the two Rooms, and not being preſent when 
he ſign d it, and did not think it proper to ſer his Name 
to what he did not ſee ſign d; But that he ſaw him 
ſign that to which his Hand was ſet, and did not 
remember that he had any Reluctancy to. ſign it. 
That he read the firſt Examination more than once 
or twice to him, and examin'd him himſelf to all the 
Particulars of it. That the Letter annex d to the ſe- 
cond Examination, had been thewn to Mr. Harvey at 
the Council-Table, who did not deny it to be-his 
Hand, but was in the utmoſt Conſternation when ir 
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was Ihewn to him, and defir'd he might withdraw 
and have the Liberty to ſpeak to one particular Lord. 
That the Manner of his Behaviour was ſuch, as in- 
duc'd the Lords of the Council to be of Opinion 
that he was inclin'd to confeſs what he knew ; there. 
fore they thought fit to let him withdraw, and go to 
the Meſſenger s Houſe ; but that his Agonies were 
ſuch, that he ſtabb'd himſelf at Night or the next 
Morning. That after Francia's firſt Examination, he 
behav'd himſelf like a Man not worth a Groat, in- 
timating as if he did not know how to get a Supper; 
and that then it was, at his going out of the Room, 
that the Lord Townſhend put his Hand in his 
Pocker, and gave him ſomething ; what it was, he 
did not know, but it was after he had ſign d his Ex- 
amination. 

After this, Francis's firſt Examination dated Sch. 
tember 21, 1715, was read, and contain'd in Sut 
ſtance, That about two Years before that Time, he 
decame acquainted with the Abbot Butler, otherwiſe 
call d the Vidame of Cambray, at the Time when the 
Duke D. Awnont was here. That ſoon after the ſaid 
png left England, he the ſaid Francis receiv da 

rter from the ſaid Butler, then in France, recom- 
mending to his Care a Law-Suit, in which one Bar- 
bara Butler, a Kinſwoman of the ſaid Abbot, was 
concern d. That this occaſion d a Correſpondence 
between this Deponent and the ſaid Abbot Butler ; 
which, from a little before the late Queen's Death, 
laſted *till within few days before Francia was ap- 
prehended. That during this Correſpondence, Fan- 
cia receiv'd from the ſaid Abbot ſeveral Letters dis 
rected to Mr. Edward Harvey of Combe, and con- 
vey d back ſeveral Letters from the ſaid Mr. Har- 
vey, to the ſaid Abbot ; which Letters to the ſaid 
Abbot from Mr. Harvey, where ſometimes brought to 
Francia by Mr. Harvey himſelf, and at other Times 
fent to him by Mr. Harvey. That at ſuch Times, 
during the ſaid Correſpondence, as the ſaid Abbot 
Butler was at Cambray, Mr. Harvey uſually brought 
or ſent to Francis two Letters, one directed to the 
ſaid Abbot: at Cambray, and the other either directed 
by Mr. Harvey himſelf, to the Duke D Aunont 1 
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the French Court, or the ſaid Mr. Harvey defir'd Fan- 
ia to direct the ſame to the ſaid Duke D' Aumont 3 
Mr. Harvey telling him, that he did not ſend the ſaid 
Letters himſelf to France openly, becauſe he would 
not expoſe himſelf to be reflected on for having 
Friends in France ; not that he car'd a Pin, becauſe 
we were in Peace with France. That the Letters ſo dire- 
Red or ſent to Francis by the faid Mr. Harvey for the 
ſaid Abbot, or for the Duke D' Aumont, where by him 
ſent over to France under a Cover, directed to Mon- 
fieur D' Aulmay, alias Fayen, at Paris: But that about 
two Months before the taking of this Examination, 
that Method of Correſpondence was chang'd : For 
the ſaid Payen, initead of incloſing his Anſwers to 
the ſaid Mr. Harvey, in Letters or Covers, directed to 
Francia, wrote only to the latter ; but order'd him 
to ſhew it to Mr. Harvey, or to deliver it to him; which 
Francia did accordingly. That whereas in ſome of the 
Letters lately written to him, by Mr. Payen, to be com- 
municated to the ſaid Mr. Harvey, and which were 
communicated to the ſaid Mr. Harvey accordingly, 
there are the Letters M. H. and my D. D. and M. B. 
which ſeem to be the initial Letters of Mens Names; 
he the ſaid Francia underſtood that the ſaid Letters M. 
H. ſtood for the ſaid Mr. Harvey; my D. D. for the 
Duke of Ormond; and M. B. for the Lord Bolingbroke: 
And he ſaid Francia farther depos'd, That he verily 
believd the Deſign of the ſaid Letters, written to 
him by Payen, to be ſent to Mr. Harvey, was the Deſign 
of the Pretender to invade his Majeſty's Dominions. 
Then the ſecond Examination of Francia, which 
was taken the Day following, was read, and contain'd 
in Subſtance, That the Letter annex'd to the ſaid Exa- 
mination, bearing Date the 14th of Fanuary 1714, and 
written by Mr, Edward Harvey's own Hand, was ſent 
to him the ſaid Francia by the ſaid Mr. Harvey, under 
a Cover, in order to be forwarded to the Abbot But- 
ler in France ; and that he the ſaid Francia having ac- 
cidentally, in opening the Cover, broke the Seal of 
that Letter, did not forward it, leſt it ſhould be ima- 
2 he had open'd it out of Curioſity to read it. 
hat as to the Figures or Numbers us'd in the ſaid 
Letter, he verily believ'd that Ne 22 flood for the

Duke D' Aumont, Ne 6 for the late French King, No 
17 for the Word Tories, N®. 8 for the Pretender, and 
Ne g for his Majeſty ; but that he did not know 
what the Numbers 24000 and 14 ſtood for, 
After which, the Letter written by Mr. Harvey to 
the Abbor Butler, and upon which he is ſaid to have 
ſtabb d himſelf, was read: It contain d the following 
remarkable Expreſſions: That he is reflected on as 3 
Penſioner to 6; but nevertheleſs he will omit nothing 
to ſerve 6, tho' at the Hazard of his Life and all he 
has. Then he deſires him to preſs 22 to think of his 
Friends, becauſe he was ſure it would be of Service to 
6: All, ſays he, looks well for 8, and, in my Heart, I 
think betrer than ever; 9 loſes himſelf every Day, 
and for the 24000, it makes for 8 and 6, The reſt 
of this Letter is about a Bitch, Dogs, and Horſes, 
that Mr. Harvey had bought for the Duke D'Aumont, 
This Lerter bring made Part of Francia's Examina- 
tion, there was no Objection made to the Reading it: 
But when the Profecutors for the King were going to 
offer the other Letter in Evidence againſt the Priſo- 
ner, his Counſel moſt humbly ſubmitted it to the 
Judgment of the Court, Whether they could offer 
any of thoſe Letters in Evidence, ſince the Charge 
of the Overt-Act was only general, viz. That he 
wrote ſeveral treaſonable Letters. They allow'd, that 
a Confeſſion that ſeveral treaſonable Letters had paſs d, 
might ſupport that Allegation ; but whether they could 
produce any particular Letters, which are every one of 
them Overt-Acts themſelves, and not laid in the In- 
dictment, they muſt leave to the Judgment of the 
Court. They argu'd to the following Purpoſe; That 
tho' rhe Intention is the Crime, yet that muſt be de- 
clar'd by Overt-A& or Deed, which muſt be charg d 
in the Indictment ; That the late Laws ſince the Re- 
volution ſay, Nothing ſhall be given in Evidence, but 
what is expreſsly laid in the Indictment: That if un- 
der ſuch a general Charge it be allow'd to prove ſuch 
a Number of Facts, which are not particularly charg d 
in the Indictment, then all the Security of that Law 
will be eluded, and a Man will be no more able to 
make a Defence, then if it had been laid in genera}, 


That he Conſpic'd the Peath of the King; or, thay 
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if it had been laid, That, in order thereto, he had 
been guilty of ſeveral treaſonable Practices. Ihey 
inſiſted, that under that Allegation no Evidence could 
be given but what is correſpondent to it, as any Con- 
feſhon or Proof in general. But that no diſtin O- 
vert-A& ought to be enter d into, nor could be given 
in Evidence, unleſs it were expreſsly laid in the In- 
ditment : Thar if the Act before mention'd has any 
Meaning, it is to avoid all ſuch Arrifices as this; and 
that it obliges thoſe that are concern'd for the King, 
to ſpecity in the-Inditment the Overt- Act they will 
go upon. | 

They farther argu'd, That the Law has in all Ages 
guarded the Life of the Subject againk Proſecutions 
tor High Treaſon, ina more particular Manner, than 
againſt any other Capital Offences; and that with a 
great deal of Reaſon, becaule the Offence being great 
the Proſecutions are ſupported with great Power and 
Influence; and becaule the Conſequences are great 
to the Party concern'd, it being not only the Lots of 
his Life, but the Ruin of his Family and Eſtate; 
the. firſt of which muſt be infamous, and the other 
forfeited, 

That before the 25 Ed 3. the Proſecutions in Caſ23 
ct High Treaſon were ſuch, that no Man could be 
ſafe againſt them; there being then ſcarce any Thing 
a Subject could do, even any thing that did but give 
the leaſt Umbrage of Offence, but it might be drawn 
into the Compaſs of High Treaſon : Impritoning an 
Officer of Juſtice, Officers cheating Soldiers of their 
Pay, killing a Perſon who was going to liſt himleif, 
and the like, were before that Act adjudg'd High 
Treaſon : Therefore the Legiſlature thought fit to aſ- 
certain what Offences ſhould be Treaſon for the Fu- 
ture: And our Hiſtorians remark, that from the Lime 
of this Law, the Sword that before hung by a flender 
Ihread over the Heads of the Subjects, was then re- 
mov'd ; and for this Reaſon likewiſe that Parliament 
was call'd Benedictum. 

That the bare compaſſing or imagining the Death 
of the King, is Treaſon, and it ought to be ſo; bur 
this Act of Parliament has provided, that ſuch com- 
p#yng, Cc. ſhall be prov'd by Overt-Act, that is, 
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not by Inferences, ſtrain'd Conſtructions, or rhetori- 
cal Aggrayations, or the like, but by plain Proof of 
Matter of Fact. That the Intent of this Law was 
perverted for ſome Ages, by laying the Charges of 
High Treaſon 1o looſe, that the Party accus'd knew 
not how.to apply his Defence. That the Offence in 
the Caſe of the Priſoner is ſuppos'd to be in the Let- 
ters ; which, or at leaſt the Subſtance of them, ought 
to be ſet forth; otherwiſe they cannot be given in 
Evidence, according to the late Act for regulating 
'Tryals, Cc. which has expreſsly provided, That no 
Evidence of an Overt-Act thall be given, but what is 
ſpecially laid in the Indictment. „That there have 
been ſeveral irregular Profecutions, ſuch as thoſe of 
Colonel Sydncy, the Lord Ruffel, &c. for which, 
among other Reaſons, the ſaid late Act was made. 

They farther urg'd, That they could produce very 
antient Authorities, beſides modern ones, to prove 
that the Overt-Acts of Treaſon ought to be expreſoly 
laid in the Inditment, That in the Indictment WR 
againſt Creng, the Matter was ſer out at Length. 
That in the Caſe of Dr. Sacheverell, the Queſtion WW 
was put to all the Judges for their Solution, W hether 
in all Informations and Indictment for Offences in 
Speaking and Wiiting, the Words ought not to be 
particularly mention'd ; and that the Anſwer of all 
the then Judges of England, was, That it ought to beſo: 

hat ſome of their Lordſhips on the Bench, particular- 
ly the Lord Chief Baron Bury, and Mr. Juſtice Trac, 
agreed in the ſame Opinion, They concluded their 
Argument with ſaying, That to junify the Objection 
they had made, they had the Precedents on their Side, 
particularly thoſe of Cileman, Fitzharris, Gregg, and d- 
ncy ; in all which Caſes, the Papers ſuppos'd to be cli- 
minal, or the Subſtance of them, are inſerted in the 
Indictment, "That thus they had not only the Autho- 
rities antient avd modern, but the Reaſon of the 
Thing for them; it being the higheſt Reaſon and ]u- 
Nice, that as the Priſoner is to have ſome Days before 
his 'I'ryal, the Names of his Judges, iz. the Panel of 
the Jury; ſo too he thould be appriz d of his Charge, 
with ſo much Certainty. as to know how to apply lis 
Defence. | To 
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To theſe Objections, the Council for the King an- 
ſwer'd ; That in Coleman's Caſe the Letters are not let 
forth in the Indictment; but it is only alledg d, that 
they were written to procure the Aid and Alhitauce of 
the French King; as in the Priſoner's Indictment, it is 
ſaid, that he wrote Letters to defire Aſſiſtance from 
France to the Rebellion here. That the Reaſon why 
in the Caſe of a Misdemeanour for a Libel it is necet- 
ſary to ſet forth the Words, is, becauſe the Libel is the 
Crime: But in the Cate of a treaſonable Correſpon- 
dence, the Letters are not the Crime, but the Overt- 
Act of the Treaſon, which is the Manifeſtation of the 
Crime. That the Letters they were going to offer, were 
thoſe that were ſent to Francis, in anſwer to thoſe he 
had written. That they had made ir Fart of the 
Charge, that the Letters he wrote, were ſent to Fance; 


how then was it poſſible for them to ſet tliem out in 


the Indictment, or to produce them? Thar if that were 
Law, it would be impoſſible for them to convict any 
Man of a Correſpondence Abroad, becauſe the Letters 
are ſent Abroad. That the late Act of 7 Will. requires 
only that the Overt-Act, be expreſsly laid in the In- 
dictment ; not that the Evidence of that Overt-Act 
thould be ſo laid; that the Meaning of that Statute is, 
that when you lay one Overt-Act, you muſt not prove 
another. Lhat writing Letters to exite Rebellion, is 
an Overt-Act ot Treaſon; and that that Overt-Act, of 
which the Letters in Queſtion were the Evidence, was 


expreſsly charg'd in the Indictment. That my Lord 


Prejton, tho his Cafe was before the Act 7 Will. was 
not without the Aſhſtance of Counſel, tho' he was not 
allow'd to have them in Court : Thar the Charge in 
his Indictment is, that he wrote ſeveral Letters to iu— 


form the French King what Forces were in this King- 


dom; but the Letters themſelves are not particularly 
ſet forth; and yet that was never made an Objection ei- 
ther at his Tryal, or before Judgment. That in G eggs 
Caſe, there was but one ungle Letter which was 12r 
out; but that was ſtopp d at the Poſt-Office. I hat in 
Coleman's Cafe, the Letters are not ſet forth particular- 
ly, but the Subject Matter and Nature of them. I hat 
it in an Indictment for writing treaſonable Letters, 
zmportzag a treaſonable Correipondence, the whote 


Letters 
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Letters ſhould be ſet out, to what a Length would it 
ſwell ſuch an Indictment, if it thould be done in this 
Caſe? That the Hardſhip objected by the Counſel for 
the Priſoner, that if the Letters be not ſet forth, he cannot 
know how to apply his Defence, is of no Weight, un- 
leſs it be ſuppos d that the Priſoner may have written 
ſo many trealonable Letters that he can't recolle& them 
all. That in Colonel Sydneys Caſe, there was a whole 
Volume written by him, and yet only the Subſtance 
of a very little Part ot it was put into the Indictment; 
which was Colonel Sydney's own Objection; Am I, ſays 
he, to be found guilty for a little Part that is cull'd out o 
the reſt ; when, ij the whole were put in, by comparing the 
whole together, ii might not be poſſible to collect any Treaſon 
rom it? That Dr. Sacheverell's Cafe is quite different 
from this, that being for a Libel, where the Offence 
properly conſiſts in rhe Expreſſion; but even in the Caſe 
of Libels, the particular Words need not be ſet out in 
the Indictment, for a Libel may be ſer out in Lain ; 
and then to ſet out the Subſtance of it, is ſufficient : 
Therefore you are not bound down to the particular 
Words, for Latin Words and Engliſh Words cannot be 
the ſame. I hey concluded, That the Objection ſtarted 
by the Priſoner's Counſel, might receive another An- 
iwer, viz. L hat there are two other Overt-Acts, beſides 
his writing of treaſonable Letters, which are, con- 
ſpiring, conſulting, and agreeing to raiſe a Rebellion 
and Inſurrection in this Kingdom, and ſoligiting Aid 
and Aſſiſtance from Fance: Therefore theſe Letters, 
being Evidence of a Conſpiracy, are very good Evi- 
dence to prove thoſe Overt- Acts; and if they could not 
be read in Evidence, to prove the writing of Letters, 
becauſe they are not ſet out in the Indictment, yet they 
may be read as Evidence to prove a Conſpiracy : And 
therefore they inſiſted, that they were right both in 
Point of Reaton and Precedents. 

10 this the Counſel for the Priſoner reply'd, That 
the Gentleman who had been arguing, would have it 
believ'd that the At 7 Will. is nothing, and that the 
Law now ſtands as it was, upon 25 Ed. 3; but that 
what was now offer'd, had all the ill Effects that were 
before the making of that Act. That ir is not that a 
Man muſt be ſuppos'd to have wrote ſo many 1 
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ble Letters, that he cannot remember them ; but he 
does not know which of his Letters may be call'd ſo. 
That ſince they own the Letters were of ſuch a Nature 


that they could not be underſtood without producin 
them, therefore they ought to be ſer our, that a 


Man might know which of them to detend him- 
ſelf againſt. That whereas it was objected, that the 
| Letters were ſent to France, and ſo could not be pro- 
duc'd, they did not infiſt on their producing them; 
but ſince they were going to produce a Copy- Book, to 
prove that there were ſuch Letters, they had by that 
the ſame Opportunity to ſet them out, as if they had 
the Letters themſelves. That there is no Inconvenience 
to the Crown by this Method, but the greateſt Hard- 
ſhip that can be to the Subject, by omitting it, for he 
may have all the Letters he ever wrote, brought a- 
gainſt him, and he muſt off-hand give an Account of 
them. That the Caſe of the good Name of a Man, 
is like this ; every Witneſs that is produc'd, may 
be examin'd to his Credit; but it ſhall not be per- 
mitted to prove particular Facts upon him, becauſe lie 
cannot be prepard to maintain every Action of his 
Life. That as to what had been alledg'd, that they 
were not entitled to have thoſe Letters ſet out, either 
by Reaſon or Precedent ; they appeal'd to the Court, 
whether all the Laws relating to Tryals for Treaſon, 
have not been all grounded on the great Reaſon of 
# guarding the Subject againſt Proſecutions from the 
Crown, that have been tometimes carry'd on with too 
much Severity. That the only Intent of laying an O- 
vert-Act 1s, that the Defendant may Suit his Defence 
to it. If it is intended only that Evidence ſhall not be 
giyen of a different Overt- Act, that will be of little A- 
vail to the Priſoner. That beſides, laying the Overt- 
Act is not a ſufficient Certainty of the Charge: For 
ſuppoſe the Overt-Act laid be levying of War, or an 
Intention to do ſo ; there are ſeveral Inſtances of le- 
vying of War ; one Way may be by muſtering of 
Men, another by ſeizing ſome of the King's Ships: 
Theſe are ſo difterent, that upon a general Charge of 
levying of War, a Man may perhaps prepare to de- 
tend himſelf at Sea, and may be attack'd at Land ; 
and by the general Charge, he knows not what to de- 


tend 
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fend himſelf againſt. Therefore the Intent of the Ag 
7 Will. mult be, to give a Man ſuch Notice of the Mat. 
ter laid ro his Charge, that he may know how to ap- 

ly himſelf to his Defence. As to the Objection, 

hat to inſert the Letters at large, would make the In- 
dictment long and tedious, they ſaid, There could be 
no Competition between the Charge or Length of two 
or three Skins of Parchment, and the Life of a Man, 
That as to the Precedents, they had on their Side Cole. 
man's Caſe, where the Date and Subſtance of the Letter is 
mention d: Colonel Sydney's Caſe, where the I itle of 
the Book, and the Paragraphs inſiſted on, are ſet out: 
Fitzherris's Caſe, where the Letter is ſet out verbatim: 
And as to what had been alledg'd of Dr. Sacheverells 
Caſe, that it was only for a Miſdemeanour, ſurely 
if ina Caſe of Miſdemeanour, where only Fine or Im- 
priſonment is the Puniſhment, ſo much Certainty is 
requird; much more Certainty is requiſite in 2 
Charge of High Treaſon, where Loſs of Life, Eſtate, 
and Poſterity are the Conſequence of the Con- 
viction. And as to the Lord Prefton's Caſe, tho 
he might have Counſel to adviſe him, yet in his Time 
he could not, as the Judges had determin'd the Mat- 
ter, have a Copy of his Indictment ; ſo that he was 
outed of any Obſervations that could be made upon it: 
Therefore, it that Indidtment is in the ſame Manner 
with this, it will be no Authority; for it might be 
irregular, as this is, and yet there could be no Oppor- 
tunity to obſerve it to be ſo. They concluded with 
inſiſting, Ihat they had both Reaſon and Precedent 
with them, and that the Proſecutors for the King had 
neither; for even thoſe Precedents that made for them, 
were before the late Act of Parliament. 

This Point having been thus argu'd on both Sides, 
the Court gave their Opinion, That the Overt-Ad 
were as ſufficiently deſcrib'd, and ſet forth in the In. 
dictment, as is requir'd by the Act of Parliament; and 
that the Letters ought to be read. Accordingly the Ex- 
liſh Tranſlations of them were read; bur they being 
too long to be inſerted, we will give only thoſe Faſſi- 
ges of them, which, as the Court obſeryv'd to the Jury, 
related to the Priſoner'sCorreſpondence, in endeavour- 


ing to procure the Pretender to make an Invaſion * ; 
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At the Beginning of the Correfpondence , D' Aulmay 
deſires to have ſome News; and Fancia writes him 
Word, That there was a Diſcourſe of a Marriage in For- 
wardneſs between the Prince at Lorrain, and the Arch- 
dutcheſs. Let me know, ſays he, what 1s in it, for it is 
for the Intereft of you? wife ; [for he had marry'd a Wife 
whoſe Name was mo] D' Aulmay writes again, That 
there had been ſome Talk of the Marriage of the Che- 
valier de St. George, when the Peace was made with the 
Emperor; but not ſince. I am of Opinion, lays he, 
that it will not be 4 ſure Way to bring his Affairs 
to a happy Iſſue ; à Party-War would be of more Advantage. 
Francis writes again to D' Aulmay, and complains, that 
ſome Letters had not been anſwer d, though entirely for the 
Affair. Beſides, I muſt te [ you, that Per ſons of jo or 
60000 Crowns a Tear, will not run the Hazard of loſing 
ſuch Eftates, unleſs more Encouragement be given them. 
You will be underſtood, if you mention it to that Lord: 


3s more owing to your Delays on the other Side the Wa- 
ter, than to the Party that is againſt him, Nou will be 
underſtood, if you mention this to the Duke D*Aumont, 
Upon this the Court obſery'd, that by Perſons of 50 
er 60000 Crowns 4 Tear, could not be meant, as was pre- 
tended, a Perſon in France, that had ſuffer'd by being 
concern'd in the Revenues there; but that it was 
plainly meant of Perſons here, who would not ha- 
zard their Eſtates, | 
In another Letter the Priſoner tells D'. Aulmay, That 
he would adviſe them to ſatisfy Mr. Harvey. I am 
= ferſwaded, ſays he, that to deal with him as has been 
done, is no good Policy; and, if I ever have the Honour 
to talk Face 10 Face with you, I will ſhew you clearly how. 
unhappaly, through Wes venice ery important Afﬀairs 
have miſcarryd. This, the Court obſery'd, muſt be 
the Affair of the Pretender, not the Affair that con- 
cern d the Law-Suit, for Mr. Harvey had nothing to do 
with that; but by his Letter ſhews himſelf to be con- 
cern'd for what makes for 8 and 6, that is, for the Pre- 
tender and French King. In another Letter Francis 
writes, What you tell me at the End of your Letter, of 
yur having ſpoken in the Manner I defir'd you, is ſuffictent 


end conſequently we are now to expett every Thing from 
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And I muſt add, That the Misfortune of à certain Perſon

he meant by it. In another he ſays, Affairs art 
here in ſuch a Situation, that great Precautions muſt be 
us d 10 240d giving Umbrage io thoſe who are in Power, 
When I have any thing particular to write 10 you, 1 will 
do it by a range Hand, and will fon, Iaques Chretien, 
Take Notice of this ; and provided you let me know you have 
recerv'd this Letter without it having been open d, I ſhall 
be eaſy: Upon this Paſſage it was obſerv'd to the jury, 
that there then began to be more Difficulty, and there- 
fore the Correſpondence muſt be carry'd on in that 
Name, and in a ſtrange Hand. In another Letter he 
writes, Mr. Harvey gives his Service to you; and bid me 
tell you, when any Thing new offers, if he can't write hin- 
ſelf, he will get I. C. to write for him, And upon this 
the Court took Notice to the Jury, that by I. C. muſt 
be meant [aques Chretien. 

Several Letters from DP Auimay to the Priſoner, in 
whoſe Cuſtody they were found were likewiſe read; 
and ſome of them imported his having receiv'd Let- 
ters from Francia : In one of them D' Aulmay ſays, 
Tou are in the Right to inveigb againſt the Indolence yiu 
7 eproach us with, but be per ſwaded 'tis only ſo in Appear- 
ance : I cven hope, that by this Time you have convincing 
Proofs of it, and that ſuitable Returns are made, to the 
good Drſpofitions of your Side. Upon this the Court 
obſerv'd, That the Rebellion now drew nigh ; tor 
this Letter was dated the 6th of Avugyf, and that 
broke out in October following. D'Aulmay goes on. 
And that at laſt, God bleſſing the ju Cauſe of ou Friend, 
will let him gain his Suit; at leaft, Afiſtance and p owu- 
ful Solzcttations ſhall not be wanting, In another of his 
Letters there was this Expreſſion, Our F'iend's Cauſe 
will ſoon be ready, God willing, to bs try'd. Upon 
which it was obſery'd, That that could not be the 
Law-Suit depending on this Side the Water, be- 
cauſe that Letter was written from France. Then he 
fays, All Preparations are making for ii: The Friend wid 
Js related to my Wife, [the Duke of Orond] has read your 
two Letters, and is mightily pleas'd with them: Which im- 
ply 4 he had written other Letters, tho' they were 
bot enter'd in the Copy-Book, In a Letter unde 
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the Name of Pꝛyen, dated Auguſt 24, he ſays, I am very 
much aſtoniſh d I did not hear from you by the Foft, which 
arriv'd Tefterday : Our Friend was at my Houſe, expect; ng 
it, We both of us defire you not t9 let one Pot go Without 
writing to us, and leiting us know all that paſſes rel ati; 2 
to the Cauſe of our Common Friend, Which could not 
be the Cauſe of Butler's or D' Aulmay's Friend. Several 
other Letters were likewiſe read, which mention'd 
both thoſe Cauſes, and thew'd that he made a Di- 
ſtinction between them; particularly one dated the 
14th of September, in which D' Aulmay ſays, We know als 
ready Part of what you tell us about the Cauſe of our Friend, 
which will ſoon end, pleaſe God, to hig Satisf ation, or all 
Appearances would decerve us, As tomy own Cauſe, I can- 
not help telling you, that my Fate is very unhappy to have 
to do with ſo diſhoneft a Man, This was the Subſtance 
of moſt of the Letters that were read, relating to 
Francia's Correſpondence, in endeavouring to procure 
the Pretender to make an Invaſion here. | 
The Proſecutors for the King having declar'd they 
had no other Evidence to produce, the Counſel for 
the Priſoner objected firſt in his Behalf, Thar, as the 
Law now ſtands, it was impoſſible he ſhould be guile 
ty in ſuch Manner as was charg'd in the Indictment, 
becauſe he was an Alien born, being born at Boyrdeaux 
in France, from whence he came into England, and 
was never naturaliz'd; That therefore he ow'd no 
natural Ailegiance, nor could be guilty of any Treas 
fon againſt the King, as his natural Liege Lord. 
They urg'd, That the Law takes this Difference of 2 
double Allegiance, one that is due from a natu: als 
born Subject, and the other that is due from an Ali. 
en: That the latter owes only a local Obedience with 
Reſpect to his Protection, whereas the former owes 
it in Reſpe& of his Birth; And, that if an Indig- 
ment for Treaſon be againſt an Alien, it muſt be 
charg'd to be againſt his Allegiance in General, but 
not againſt his natural Allegiance; for if it be ſo, it 
is ill: And that it may be given in Evidence, in or- 
dert to acquit him of a Crime charg'd to be contra 1a 
iuralem ligcantiam; for there is none ſuch due. 
Then they examin'd ſeveral Witneſſes, who fully 
prov'd that he was born at Bourdeaux, But the Couns 
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ſel for the King urg d, That if the Jury ſhould be

ſatisfy'd with this Evidence, it would not acquit 1 
the Defendant ; that the Word Naturalem was indeeg 


not neceſſary to be in the Ind ictment; but that adding 


an immaterial Word would not make the Indictment | 


bad; and that if the Defendant's Counſel were not 
ſatisty'd, they inſiſted to have that Point found Spe, 
cially, and leave it to the Jury on that Single Iſſue; 
but to this the Priſoner's Counſel would not agree, 
and therefore went on with their Defence: And firſ 
they obſerv'd, that the Proſecutors for the King had 
gone through a long Courſe of Letters, in which 
there was nothing that look d towards a direct Proof 
of his intending to take away the Life of the King; 
and that as to what is contain'd in the Letters re. 
cely'd from France, they could not affect him: That 
all that could be inferrd from them was, that he 


was privy to what was contain'd in them; and it! 


that were High Treaſon, yet it could amount only to 
Miſpriſion of Treaſon in the Priſoner : They obſeryd 
likewiſe, that all the Evidence that appear'd again 
the Priſoner, aroſe from the Letters and Books taken 
away from him: That Mr. Harvey, who was repreſent 
ed by the King's Counſel, as firſt Promoter of this tre- 
ſonable Correſpondence, and carry'd it on, was 2 
Liberty, even without a Tryal; and what the Lav 
had done for him without a Tryal, they hop'd, woull 
by their Juſtice be done for the Priſoner upon his Try: 
al, and that he ſhould be acquitted. 


Then they went on with calling their Witneſs, 1 


and Simon Francia, the Priſoner's Brother, deposd, 


That Mr. Buckley told him, that if his Brothe 


would ſweir againſt Mr. Harvey, he ſhould have! 


good Reward: And that my Lord Townſhend likewiſe 
told him, He had given his Brother five Guineas alte 
dy, and that he would give him more if he would ſwel p 


againſt Mr. Harvey. 


The next Witneſs they call'd was Lucy White, wit N 
being ſworn, depos'd, That on September 7, 1716, ſhe 
went to ſee the Priſoner in Newgate, who told het, ; 
that Mr. Buckley was to be there with him, and de- f 
fir'd her to conceal her ſelf in the Room, that ſhe 


might hear what paſs'd between them; that ſhe "

ſo; and that when Mr. Buckley came, he firſt ſpoke a- 
bout one Flint, and after aſk'd the Priſoner ſeveral Que- 
tions about Mr. Harvey, That Francia anſwer d, he 
knew nothing but that he was innocent : But that 
Mr. Buckley told him he muſt ſwear right or wrong 
for the Government, and that if he would not, he 
himſelf would ſwear High Treaſon againſt the Priſo- 
ner ; for he had taken Money of my Lord Townſhend, 
and done nothing for it. Then they examin'd ano- 
ther Witneſs, one Mary Maggi ſon, who depos d, That 
on the 28th of laſt September, the being in Mr. Fancias 
Room in Newzate, Mr, Buckley came in and told him, 
he ſhould be try'd in a ſhort Time : That there were 
a great many Witneſſes againſt him, and that he him- 
ſelf would ſwear againſt him, becauſe, ſays, he, you 
have cheated my Muſter of five Gnineas, and will not ſwear 

ginſt Mr. Harvey; and that the faid Mr. Buckley far- 
ther ſaid to the ſaid Francia, That he would bring my 
Lord Townſhend into Court on purpoſe to influence 
the Jury. She ſaid likewiſe that it was a dark Room, 
and that Mr, Buckley could not eaſily ſce her. | 

Mr. Buckley being call'd again, deny'd all that thoſe 
two Women had ſworn. He ſaid that Fancia ſent 
to ſpeak with him, not about Mr. Harvey, but on be- 
half of one Hint, who was a Priſoner in Newgate, 
and concern'd in writing The Shift Shifted ; and that 
Francia having ſent him Word that he could do a Ser- 
vice in ſuppreſſing it, he went to him, and that 
the Priſoner defir'd ſome Favour in Behalf of Flint, 
g which was granted; but he entirely and utrerly deny 4 
1 that he had any Diſcourſe with him abour Mr. 
Harvey. And to confirm that he had not, he deſir'd 
that Revell the Turnkey might be call'd ; who being 
| call'd and ſworn, depos'd, that Francia ſent him to 
n Mr. Buckley, to deſire he might ſpeak with him: That 
Mr. Buckley came and order d him [Revell] to ſtand at 
the Door; that he did ſo, but heard not any Diſcourſe 
that paſs'd between them. 

Then the Lord Townſhend ſtood up and ſaid, That 
Mr. Buckley gave him an Account that Fantia had 
ſent for him about The Shift Shifted, That he order' d 
him to go; that he went accordingly, and gave my 
Tord zn Account of what Francia had ſaid to him; 
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which was to the ſame Purpoſe as Mr. Buckley had 
now declar'd in Court, which he believ'd to be all that 
had paſs'd between them, he having always found him 
faithful and honeſt. That as to Simon Francia, he 
was indeed ſeveral Times with his Lordſhip with Pe- 
titions ; but that his Lordſhip never propos'd any 
Reward for ſwearing againſt Mr. Harvey; but only 
told him his Brother muſt deal openly, and tell all he 
knew, that being the Way to recommend himſelf to 
Favour. | 

Mr. Everall was next call'd, and depos'd, That the 
Priſoner's foreign Letters were brought to his Houſe ; 
that they lay in an open Window, and ſometimes 
remain'd there three or four Days, ſo that any Body 
might ſee them: And Mrs. Everall being call'd and 
ſworn, confirm'd what her Husband had faid : And 
from their Evidence the Counſel for the Priſoner in- 
terrd, that the Letters muſt be o“ no great Conſe- 
quence: But the Court obſerv'd to the Jury, that that 
Inference could not be made from thence, becauſe by 
the Superſcription of a Letter none can tell from 
whom it comes, or what are the Contents of it: Be- 
ſides, thoſe Witneſſes could nor ſay that theſe were all 
the Letters that were ſent him. 

Then they objected to the Copy-Book, that it was 
not the Priſoner's Writing ; and to prove this, they 
call'd one Raſter, who being ſworn, and the Copy- 
Book ſhewn to him, depos'd, That the Priſoner writes 
a ſmaller Hand, and that he took no Part of the Book 
ro be his Writing. And Simon Francia being call'd a- 
gain ſaid, That he had known his Hand-Writing above 
twenty Years, and that there was not one Syllable of 
his Writing in the Book, Their Evidence was like- 
wiſe confirm'd by one Barwell, who ſwore, that none 
of the Book was of his Writing. But as to this, the 
Court obſerv'd that it was nor material whoſe Wri- 
ting 1t was, provided it contain'd the Copies of his 
Letters ; and that it did ſo, the Priſoner had own'd 
before three ſeveral Witneſles. 


Dr. Cade was next ſworn, and depos'd, That from 


the 2d of November 1714, to the 18th of that Month, 


Francia was in Pain in one of Hands, but he knew 
not which ot them, nor whether he was able to write. 
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His Evidence little avail'd the Priſoner, it relating to a 
Time precedent to that in which his Correſpondence, 
by the Letters that were produc'd againſt him, began. 

Then they call'd ſome Witneſſes to the Priſoner's 
Reputation; the firſt of theſe was Mr. Everal!, who 
ſaid, That having ſome Diſcourſe with Fancta about 
the late Peace, he ſaid it would ruin the Nation; but 
the Court told the Jury, that that Sort of Evidence 
was of no Signification. 

Then Mr. John Slater being ſworn, depos d, That he 
had known Francia four or five Vears; that there was 
a Commiſſion of Bankruptcy againſt him, upon which 
Occation he became acquainted with him; he ſaid, he 
always ſeem'd to eſpouſe the Intereſt of the King of 
France, but always laugh'd at our Parties among our 
ſelves, 

Th: 1aft Witneſs they call'd was one Nichard fon, who 
depos'd, that he us'd to go to the Priſoner often in his 
Sickneſs and knew no Harm of him : That Francia 
liked him, and call'd him Yulcan ; and often bid him 
drink King George's Health and drank it himſelf. 

The Counſel for the Priſoner having no more Wit- 
neſſes to produce, nor any thing farther to urge in his 
Behalf, Mr. Solicitor-General in a very eloquent and 
elaborate Speech endeavour'd to enforce the Eyidence 
that had been given for the King, and to invalidate 
what had been alledg'd in Favour of the Priſoner ; He 
was ſeconded by Mr. Spencer Cowper, who urg dit very 
Home upon Mr. Francia, and ſeem'd to puſh at him 
with more than ordinary Vigour. The Priſoner being 
a little ſurpriz'd to find that Gentleman hang upon the 
Cauſe, and urge ſo ſtrongly the Sufficiency of Preſump- 
tive Proofs and Circumſtantial Treaſon; and calling to 
Mind, chat in a Caſe, where it was the Opinion of 
many, that he himſelf had been guilty of more than 
Circumſtantial Murther, he was nevertheleſs acquitted 


by a Jury, merely for want of Evidence of Fact, not 


Evidence of Circumſtance; the Priſoner, I ſay, knour- 
ing this, thought it incumbent on him, in Juſtice to 
himſelf, to put the Court in Mind, that if Circum- 
ſtances would have prov'd the moſt horrid of Murthers, 
poſſibly that Perſon had not been there to plead againſt 
him, and puſh ſo hard at his Life in a Caſe fo ped 
bad 
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that which had ſav d his own : He therefore deſir d that 
the Tryal of Mr. C for the Murther of Mrz. 
Sarah Stout might be brought for a Precedent; and 
that the Court would judge, whether Mr. Cowper's Cafe 
would not be ſufficiently his Vindication ; and tho he 
did not obtain that the Tryal ſhould be produc'd, yet 
his End was effectually anſwer'd in ſilencing the Plez. 
der, Mr. Cowper having immediate Recourſe to his 
Snuff- Box, to cover the Neceſlity he was under of ſaj- 
ing no more on that Head. 

The Priſoner's Requeſt being thus deny'd, the Lord 
Chief Baron Bury ſumm'd up the Evidence on both 
Sides to the Jury: He took Notice to them, amongſt 
many other Things, That it had been obſerv'd upon 
the Letters, that the Cauſe of the Pretender was one, 
and the Cauſe of the Law-Suit another ; but that in 
all the Letters there is plain Mention made of the Pre- 
tender; adviſing how to bring it on, and giving In- 
telligence about it: That theſe Letters being in the 
Priſoner's Cuſtody, and written to him, and having 
ſuch Treaſon in them as is mention d, and he keeping 
theſe Letters by him, is a great Evidence that he aſ- 
ſented to the Tranſaction, and to the Endeavouring to 
bring the Pretender over, and to contrive, as well as 
he could, to carry on the Affair: That if he had re- 
ceiv d but one Letter, and had not deſign'd to promote 
the Cauſc, he thould have carry d it to the Secretary of 
State, and then he had done his Duty: But that to re- 
cei ve ſo many Letters, and to keep them ſo long, is an 
Evidence that he aſſented to the Matter, and that he 
did write ſuch Letters as are mention d to be receiv'd 
from him; and that if they did believe that he did 
promote the Invaſion, or conceal and aſſent to that De- 
ſign, that is a conſpiring the Death of the King, and 
makes him guilty of the Treaſon charg'd in the Indid- 
ment, even tho' there be no direct Proof that he 
intended the Life of the King: As to the extraordi- 
nary Sort of Evidence, thar the two Women and 
Simon Francia had given, of what Mr. Buckley and 
the Lord Townſhend ſhould ſay about the Matter as if 
they had promis d Francze great Things, if he would 
ſwear againſt Mr, Harvey; his Lordſhip told the Jy, 


that the Credit of theſe Witneſſes muſt be 1 
| chem 
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them, in Oppoſition to the Lord 7 o ˙ hend and Mr. 
Buckiry, which of them they would believe; for theſe 
deny 4 what the others had ſworn. In ſhort, his Lord- 
ſhip having ſumm'd up the Subſtance of the Evidence 
that had been given on borh Sides, concluded his Di- 
jections to the jury by telling them, That if they be- 
lieyd the Letters were written to him and by him, 
and that they contain a Correſpondence of a treaſona- 
able Nature, inciting or encouraging any Perſons to 
levy War againſt the King, or any Thing which ſhews 
that he was Privy or aſſenting to it, that then he was 
guilty of High Treaſon: But if they did not believe 
thoſe Letters were his, or that they did not amount 
to ſuch a Correſpondence, that then they muſt acquit 
him. And if they found him guilty, that they muſt 
alſo find, that he was born in France, and is an 
Alien, 

With theſe Inſtructions the Jury withdrew to con- 
fider of their Verdi& ; and returning into Court in 
about half an Hour's Time, brought in a Verdict 
of not guilty ; and thus the Priſoner was acquitted. 
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The Tryal of Mr. Laurence Howel, 
N Thurſday the laſt Day of February, 1716-17, 
Mr. Laurence Howel, a nonjuring Clergyman, 
was try d at the Old Baily, before the Lord Mayor, 
Mr. Juſtice Powys, and Mr. Juſtice Dormer. The In- 
dictment charg'd him with a Midemeanour in pub- 
liſhing a ſeditious and ſcandalous Libel, entitled The 
Caſe of Schiſm in the Church of England, truly Rated, 
in which are contain'd ſeveral Expreſſions denying his 
Majeſty's 'Litle to the Crown of theſe Realms, and 
aſſerting the Pretender's Right ro the ſame : But be- 
fore we proceed any farther, 1t may nor be improper 
to communicate to the Publick a few Paſſages of this 
Pamphler, that our Readers may judge of the Tenour 
and Deſign of it. It aſſerts in expreſs Terms as fol- 
lows, vis. | 
That the Authority of the Church of England, and 
conſequently the Church of England it ſelf, was with 
the depriv'd Biſhops and Clergy, and remains ſtill 
with their Succeſſors, who alone have immutably ad- 
her'd to her true Conſtitutions and Principles,

the Church of England) that Perſon 
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That all that depart from them are at leaſt in a State 
of Schiſm. 3 

That the Canonical Metropolitan Archbiſhop Hen. 
croft was not only diſplac'd, but a Subject Prefbyter 
of his (Dr. Tillol ſon) was hoiſted into his Room; and 
when God had remov'd him, another (Dr. Teniſm) 
was ſet up in his Place, as Head of the Schiſm. And 
under the Biſhops, who actually did this, or thoſe 
who approv d what they had done, by joining in Com. 
munion with them, in Oppoſition to the true Cano- 
nical Biſhops, have all the Parochial Clergy acted, and 
7oyn'd with them againſt the Canonical Biſhops; and 
being thus joyn'd with them, they become Schiſma- 
ticks; and thoſe who have or do ſtill continue to joyn 
with theſe Parochial Clergy, do join in the Schiſm, 
and thereby become guilty of the Schiſm. Let them 


therefore have been never ſo canonically ordain'd and 


plac'd over a Flock, yet by cloſing with Schiſmaticks 
they have forfeited all, and cannot diſpence the Or- 
dinances of God with any Benefit, God's Grace and 
Influence then and now forſaking them: And to join 
in Communion with them, is not only to loſe the Be- 
nefit of the Ordinance ; but to join in the Schiſm, is 
to join with thoſe whom they ought to oppoſe with 
all their Might, as the Violaters and grand Enemies 
of the Unity and Peace of God's Church. 
This is the Ground-work of the Pamphlet, and all 
the reſt of the Diſcourſe, which, the Author ſays, 1 
defon'd chiefly for ordinary Capacittes, is ſuitable to it, 
In the Concluſion, he quotes the ſecond Canon of the 
Church of England, and then proceeds to affirm, 
That by King, mention'd in this Canon, is to be 
underſtood (according to the undoubted Principles of 
who is poſſeſsd 
of the Throne according to the Civil Inſtitution of the 
Engliſh Hereditary Monarchy : Whoſoever diſowns h 
Authority, cc. by the Canon, incurs the Sentence 0: 
Excommunication, 1þſo facto. 3 
If King James II. had a Right, the Revolutionif 
and Compliers, were excommunicated by this Canon; 
for in depriving their rightful King, they diſown'd hi 
Authority, Cc. that he had a Right, and continud Þ 


claiming to his Death, none can deny; witneſs * 
ſons 
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5 Aﬀertion of his Right in /eland, his publick 
22 at the Treaty of Reſwick, (wherein he de- 
clares to the World, that that Peace was founded upon 
the Uſurpation of his Kingdom) and other Declarat i. 
ons to the ſame Purpoſe; and his Son (whoſe Right 
as 2 Son, is as inconteſtable as his Father's) hath ofte 1 
repeated the ſame. Now, the Violation of this ſecon] 
Canon, by the Revolutioniſts transferring their Allegi- 
ance from theit lawful King to an Uſurper, (which is 
diſowning the lawful and rightful King's Authori y) 
renders them, rp ſo =. Excommunicates; and the Non- 
jurors, who Have faithfully adher'd to the Doctrine aud 
Principles, are the only true Church of England. 

The State of the Caſe plainly appearing, it is no 
Difficulty to find out the guilty Perſons ; who muit be 
no other than thoſe that violated the Canon, by 
breaking through their Allegiance, and conſeque1tly 
are in an immediate State of Excommunication; an. as 


| ſuch they oaght to be deem'd and treated by all, tho 


no declaratory Sentence be pronouncd by the proper 
udge, 4 
: The Words of the Canon being poſitive, there is no 
farther Occaſion to inlarge on it. The only Queſtion 
then is, Whether there is ſuch Notoriety in our Caſe ? 
And trulyz I think, there ſcarce ever appear d in the 
World a more notorious and manifeſt Caſe. The Mat- 
ter of Fa& is evident to all; for who is ignorant of 
the unnatural Treatment of King Fames II. from his 
Children and Subjects? How his Authority was tram- 
pled on, deſpis'd, and deny'd ; and after ſeveral At- 
tempts to recover his undoubted Right, how he was 


forc'd to live and die an Exile? Nor is the Caſe in 


the leaſt alter d now; for they that pertinaciouſly con- 
tunu'd and glory'd in their Sin then, do the ſame now; 
which makes the Caſe ſo notorious, that theſe Offen- 
ders ought to be treated as Excommunicates, ip ſo fatto, 
upon the Authority of the Canon, without waiting for 
the declaratory Sentence of a Judge. 

Let us now conſider the State and Condition of an 
excommunicated Perſon, which is dreadful to any 
Man; but when it falls to be a Clergyman's Lot, ix 
makes fatal Work. For, 1. It diveſts him of the 
Power of exerciſing any Eccleſiaſtical juriſdiction;

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which if he ſhould preſume to do, it renders his Ag; 
invalid and null. 2. Excommunication renders a Cler. 
gyman, fo long as he continues in that State, incapable 
of any Ecclefiafizcal Benefice or Promotion; and if he 
aſſume any, his Inſtitution 1s void. 3. It makes the 
whole Adminiſtraiton of his miniſterial Office ineffe. 
ctual. You can expect no Return of Prayers with him, 
with whom you ought not to communicate; he cannot 
authoritatively bleſs the People of God, who is him- 

ſelf under a Curſe, and excluded from being a Part of 
them. And here I think all thoſe who have join'd 
with ſuch Clergymen, ought to conſider what they 
have done in communicating with them hitherto, and 
whether they think they can with Safety continue 
therein; for in communicating with them as Schiſma- 
ticks, they make themſelves Schiſmaticks ; and in com- 
municating with them as Excommunicates, not only 
all their Labour is loſt, but inſtead of a Bleſſing, they 
get a Curſe. 

The Witneſſes that appear'd againſt the Priſoner, #2 
were two of the King's Meſſengers, Roberts and Bliſ- Y 
Angton, and one Milliam Noafſt, a Journeyman Printer. 

{8 The Meſſengers depos'd, that having receiv'd Orders to 
0 take Mr. Howel into Cuſtody, they went to his Houſe 
in Buil-head Court in Jewin-Street, where they took 
him into Cuſtoſty, and ſecur'd his Papers, among which 
were found about a Thouſand of the Libels meation' 
in the Indictment, part of them were ſtitch'd, the reſt in 
Sheets, having no Title-Page, or the Name of any 
Author, Printer, or Publiſher ; together with the Ma- 
nuſcript Copy of the ſaid Libel, part of which M.

| herd. This Inſtrument was in Latin, and it appearing | - 
by it that he was ordain'd and inſtituted 1 Pr 3 
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Orders by the late Dr. Hickes, it was read in Court; 
and therefore we think fit ro give the following Tran- 
ſlation of it. ;

provided. In Witneſs whereof, we have caus'd our E- 
piſcopal Seal to be affix d to theſe Preſents, the 2d of 
Oftober, in the Year of our Lord 1712, and in the 
18th of our Conſecration.

Then Noaſt, the Journeyman Printer, being ſworn, 
depos'd, That Mr. Howel us'd to attend the Preſs, and 
correct the Libel mention'd in the Indictment while ir 
was printing. This being the Subſtance of the Evi- 
dence that was given againſt the Priſoner, Mr. Kete/e- 
by, who was of Counſel for him, did not indeed in 
the leaſt go about to juſtity any of the ſedirious or 
ſcandalous Paſſages contain'd in the Libel, but only 
argu'd in Behalf of his Client, that its being found in 
thePriſoner's Cuſtody, was not ſuch a ſufi-ient Proof as 
the Law requires to convict him of the Publication of 
it. But the Court were of a contrary Opinion; and the 
Proof being full againſt him, the Jury found him 
guilty of the Indictment. 

Two Days after his Tryal, he receiv'd Sentence on 
that Verdict, as follows, v22. To pay 500l. Fine to the 
King ; to lie three Years in Priſon without Bail ; to 
find four Sureties of 50ol. each, and himſelf to be 
bound in 10001, for his Good Behaviour during Life;

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and to be twice whipp'd : Upon which he alkd, If 
they would whip 4 Clergyman ? The Court anſwer'd, 
That they paid no Deference to his Cloth, becauſe he was 
4 Diſgrace to it, and had no Right to wear it: Beſides, that 
they did not look upon him as a Clergyman, in that he had 
produc'd no Proof of his Ordination, but from Dr. Hickes, 
under the Denomination of the Biſhop of Thetford, which 
was illegal, and not according io the Conſtitution 6 
this Kingdom, which knows no ſuch Biſhop. Then 
the Court obſerving, tnat he receiv'd his Sentence with 
an Air of Haughtineſs, behaving himſelf contemptu, 
ouſly to them, order'd him to be degraded, and ftript 
of the Gown he had no legal Right to wear, by the 
Hands of the Common Executioner ; who according- 
ly pull'd off his Gown as he flood at the Bar, in 
ſuch a Manner as thew'd him to be a Hangman. 
Having thus perform'd our Promiſe in our laſt Regi- 
fer, of giving an Account of theſe two Tryals, we

O N the 4th of March the Houſe of Commons he- 
ing met according to their laſt Ad journment, they 
rejected the Petition of divers of the Inhabitants of

Service, which amounts to the Sum of 520,000). zal). 
That 226,799 l. 5 l. 3 d. be granted for the Ordinary of 
the Navy for the Year 1717, including the half Pay. 
After this it was mov'd, to take into Confideration the 
Eftimates relating to the Land- Forces; upon which, 
fame of the Members endeavour'd to get that Affair 
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ur off to another Day, by moving that Mr. Furrer, 
2 Kr hould leave the Chair. They alledg'd, 
That the late Rebellion being happily ſuppreſs d, and 
the Swediſh Conſpiracy ſeaſonably diſcover d, there was 
Reaſon to hope, that the Counties of England would 


ſoon be eas d of the grievous Burthen of quartering 


Soldiers; but if it appear'd, that the King of Sweden 
perſiſted in his Deſign to invade Great Britain, they 
would all readily give their Votes for keeping the pre- 
ſent Forces on Foot. Others, on the contrary, urg'd 
the Neceſſity of taking ſpeedy and vigorous Reſoluti- 
ons in Relation to the Army ; and after a Debate that 
laſted near two Hours, the Queſtion being put, That 
the Chair-man leave the Chair, it was carry'd in the 
Negative, by a Majority of 222 Voices againſt 57. 
Then it was reſolv'd, without dividing, That the Sum 
of 959,943 J. 1 4. 10 d. à be granted to his Majeſty for 
maintaining Guards, Garriſons, and other his Maje- 
ſiy's Land · Forces in Great Britain, Jer ſcy, and Guernſey, 
for the Year 1717. i 
March 5. Mr. Aſh preſented to the Houſe, An Eſti- 
mate of the Charges of the Office of Ordnance for 
the Year 1717, for Land-Service ;and ſeveral Petitions, 
about undue Elections, having been read, and referr'd 
to the Grand Committee, Mr. Bladen mov'd, and it 
was accordingly order d, That Leave be given to bring 
in a Bill for continuing the Liberty of exporting 1r:/þ 
Linen-Cloth to the Britzſh Plantations. Sir Charles 
Turner preſented to the Houſe, An Eſtimate of the 
Debts of his Majeſty's Navy, as it ſtood on the 21ſt 
of December 1716; and alfo a Scheme or Eſtimate of 
the Charge of the Works propos d to be carry'd on at 
his Majeſty's ſeveral Yards, to thoſe Ships already in 
Hand this Year, and ſuch as may be taken in Hand, 
with the Nature of their Repairs, Oc. After which, 
Mr. Farrer reported the Reſolutions taken the Day be- 
fore in the Grand Committee on the Supply; which

Whereupon Nicholas Lechmere, Eſq; formerly Solicitor. 
General, made a long Speech, wherein, among other 
Things, he took Notice, That ſeveral Schemes and 
Propoſals for reducing the National Debts had been 
printed and diſpers'd, which gave the Perſons con- 
cern d in the Publick Securities the greater Uneaſineſ 
in that there was a reaſon to apprehend, that thoſe 
Schemes came abroad with the Privity and Counte. 
nance of Men in great Places: That the general Alarm 
which this had occaſion'd among the money'd Men, 
might very ſenſibly affect publick Credit, and be, xt 
this Juncture, of very dangerous Conſequence : To 
prevent which, he thought it neceſſary, and therefore 
mov'd, That rhe Houſe would come to a Reſolution, 
effectually to make good all Parliamentary Engage 
ments. To this Mr. Walpole, among other Things, 


ſaid, That his Majefly having, with great Tender 


neſs, recommended to them from the Throne, the ke- 
ducing by Degrees, the Debts of the Nation ; and the 
Commons having afterwards in their Addreſs to 
his Majeſty, promis'd to apply themſelves, with all 
pollible Dilligence and Attention, to that great and 
neceſſary Work, they ought to exert themſelves !0 
make good that Promiſe, and appoint a Day to tale 
that important Matter into Conſideration: And he 
did not doubt but the Commons would then ſhew al 
poſſible regard to Juſtice and publick Faith, He on d, 
there had been, indeed, ſeveral Schemes publith'd, 
relating to the Reduction of the National Debts, but 
that they were made by private Perſons, and, he durſ 
aſſure the Houſe, without the Participarion of any 
of his Majeſty's Miniſters, and therefore they were 
not to be regarded; but that, in a ſhort Time, ſucl 
Prop: fals would be laid before the Houſe, as, he 
hop'd, would give them Satisfaction, and meet with 
theic Approbation. Therefore he mov'd, that M.

To this Mr. Lechmere anſwer d in Subſtance, That as 
none but the moſt wicked of Men could enter into 
ſuch a Combination againſt the Good of their Coun- 
try, ſo the honourable Member who ſpoke laſt, would 
do well to name them, that the Houſe might ſhew the 
utmoſt Reſentment and Indignation againſt them, Bur 
that, in his Opinion, the ill ſucceſs of a Loan was 
rather mainly occaſtion'd by ſome Reflections on the 
money'd Men and Stock-Jobbers, and by certain Max- 
ims lately advanc'd, viz, That the Parliament may ex- 
ert their Authority to extricate themſelves, by reducing 
the national Debts ; that ſuch Maxims could nor bur 
alarm the Perſons concern'd in the publick Securities ; 
and the more, when they ſaw that a Slur had been 
put upon the Motion made three Days before, That 
all Parliamentary Engagements ſhould effetually be 
made good. That he till thought ſuch a Vote abſo- 
Jutely neceſſary, both to remove Peoples Fears and Jea- 
louſies, and to vindicate the Honour and Juſtice of the 
Nation; that the ſame was entirely agrecable to his 
Majeſty's Sentiments, who, in his firſt Speech to this 
Parliament, had been pleas'd to recommend to the 
Commons in a particular Manner, the ſtrict Obſer- 
vance of all Parliamentary Engagements, than which 
nothing could more contribute to the Support of the 


Credit of the Nation; with which Opinion of his 


Majeſty, the Commons did entirely concur; and thar 
he could not believe any of his Majeſty's Miniſters 
could be ſo regardleſs of his Honour and known Equi- 
ty, or put ſo hard a Thing upon him, as to make him, 
in the leaſt, contradict what he had in ſo ſolemn a 
Manner declar'd from the Throne.

ſome foreign Miniſter, and then tranſlated into Engliſp: 
That ſince the King's Acceſſion to the Throne, there 
had been many Reflections caſt in that Houſe, upon 
the laſt Miniſtry, as if they had betray'd the Intereſt of 
their Country ; That, on the Contrary, they had of- 
ten been told, that his Majeſty had retreiv'd the Ho- 
nour and Reputation of the Nation; the Effects of 
which had already appear 'd in the flouriſhing Condi- 
tion of our Trade: That after all this, he could not 
but be very much ſurpriz'd to find a Motion made for

Mr. Hungerford, who ſeconded 
Mr. Shippen, ſaid, among other Particulars, That for 
his Part, he could not underſtand what Occaſion there 
was for new Alliances, much leſs, that they ſhould 
be purchas'd with Money: That it muſt needs be very 
ſurprizing to the whole World, that a Nation, not 
long ago the Terror of France and Spain, ſhould now 
ſeem to fear ſo inconſiderable an Enemy as the King of 
Sweden; eſpecially when we had ſo good a Fleet at Sea, 
and ſo great an army on Land. Some other Speeches 
Mere made on the ſame Side, which gave Mr. Stanhope 
Occaſion to ſay, That he was ſorry to find Geutlemen 
; | > grow 
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grow ſo warm upon a Subject of this Nature: That 
the King was a Prince of that Integrity and Honour, 
and had already given ſuch convincing Proofs of his 
tender Care for the true Intereſt of the Nation, that 
they might entirely depend upon his Wiſdom in this 
Matter; and therefore he was of Opinion, that none 
would refuſe Compliance with this Meſſage, but ſuch 
as either were not the King's Friends, or who diftruſt- | 
ed the Honeſty of his Miniſters; or Words to that 
Effect. This gave Offence to ſeveral Members; and 
Mr. Lawoſon, one of the Knights of the Shire for Cum- 
berland, reply'd thereupon, That he was very much 
ſarpriz'd to find ſuch unguarded Expreſſions fall from 
that worthy and honourable Gentleman, for whom, 
he was ſure, the whole Houſe had a very great Re- 
gard; but ſince he had thought fit to ſpeak ſo openly, 
he hop'd he might be well juſtify'd in ſaying, 'That if 
every Member of this Houſe, that us'd Freedom of 
Speech on any Subject of Debate, muſt be accounted 
an Enemy to the King, when he happens not to fall 
in with his Miniſters, he knew no Service they were 
capable of doing for their Country in that Houſe; 
and therefore it was his Opinion, That they had no- 
thing elſe to do, but to retire to their Country-Seats, 
and leave the King and his Miniſters to take what they 
pleas'd. Mr. Bo ſcawen, Sir. G'lbert Heathcote, Mr. Ho- 
ralio Malpole, and ſome other Gentlemen, back d Mr. 
Stanhope s Motion; but William Grim ſlone, Eſq; and 
ſome others, ſpoke on this Occaſion, on the other Side; 
and what was ſtill more obſervable, was, the Silence of 
Mr. Robert Walpole, However, it, was mov'd and re- 
folv'd, That the Houſe would, upon the Monday 
Morning next, reſolve it ſelf into a Committee of the 

_ whole Houſe, to conſider of Mr, Stanhope's Motion 
for a Supply. After this it was alſo reſolvd, To ad- 
dreſs his Majeſty, that the Treaty made between his 
late Mey King William (of glorious Memory) and 
the preſent King of Sweden, be laid before the Houle: 
Purſuant to which Addreſs, Mr. Secretary Stanhope, on 
Saturday the 6th of April, laid before the Houſe 2 
Copy of the ſaid Treaty, which was read; but it be- 
ing too long to be inſerted in this Rægiſfer, we mall 
refer it to our next. 8 
F Apris 
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April 8. The Commons went into a Committee of 
the whole Houſe, to conſider of the Motion of Thurſ- 
day laſt, for a Supply to be granted to his Majeſty, 

ainſt the Deſigns of Sweden for the Future; for the 
Neceſſity of which, Mr. Stanhope alledg'd ſeveral Rea- 
ſons, and was ſeconded by Mr. Craggs, junior, Mr.Boſ- 
cawen, Mr. Aiſlaby, and ſeveral others. On the other 
Side, Mr. Shifgpen, Mr. Hungerford, Mr Hutchinſon, ' 
the Lord Guernſey, Mr. Herne, Mr. Ward, and ſome 
others, urg d, That twas unparliamentary to grant a 
Supply before the Occaſion was known, and an Eſti- 
mate of the Expence was laid before the Houſe: That 
the King's Meſſage about this Matter, was ſo unprece- 
dented, that his Majeſty's Miniſters ſeem'd to be di- 
vided about it; and that twas a great Misfortune ſuch 
Diviſions ſhould happen among the Miniſtry, for then 
a Parliament cannot have a true Information of 
Things: That they could not eaſily apprehend what 
Occaſion there was to make new Alliances, ſince we 
had a Standing Army in Great Britain, and a conſide- 
rable Fleet ar Sea, which ſufficiently ſecur'd his Ma- 
jeſty's Kingdoms againſt any Danger from Sweden: 
That if we defign'd to make an Offenſive War againſt 
that Crown, why did we not ſend Part of our F. orces 
on Board our Fleet? Eſpecially, ſince we were now ſe- 
cure at Home, both by the Suppreſſion of the late Re- 
bellion, and by the Concluſion of theTrippleAlliance, 
which the Regent of France had begun faithfully to 
perform, by cauſing the Pretender to paſs the Alps. 
However, if the Court inſiſted on the Neceſſity of 
entering into new Engagements againſt Sweden, they 
thought it proper ro addreſs his Majeſty, to acquaine + 
the Houſe with the Nature of thoſe Engagements, 
and the Sum that was requiſite to make them good. 
To this Mr. Stanhope and ſome other Gentlemen an- 
Iwer'd in Subſtance, That the Diſcovery of the late 
Conſpiracy, carry'd on by the Swedi/b Miniſters, in 
Conjunction with the diſcontented Party at Home, 
ſufficiently evinc'd the Neceſſity of a ſtanding Army 
in Great Britain: That the Treaty of Tripple Alliance- 
ſeem'd indeed, to ſecure us againſt any Danger on the 

art of Fance; but that it was to be obſerv'd, that 
the ſaid Treaty had met with ſo great Oppoſition as 
—_ rae 
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the French Court, that had not the Regent tickled 
ſtrenuouſly for it, it would have infallibly miſcarry d; 
and tho' hitherto we had all the Reaſon imaginable to 
commend the Honeſty and Candour of that Prince, - 
yet, in good Policy, we ought not to depend on that 
Treaty any longer then it ſhall be the Intereſt of 
France to obſerve it. And as to the Motion for the 
Addreſs, it was anſwer d, That it would be injurious 
ro the King's Prerogative of entering into ſuch Allian- 
ces as his Majeſty thinks neceſſary bor the Good and 
Security of his Dominions, without communicating 
the ſame to his Parliament : Which Prerogative was 
grounded on very good Reaſons ; for if the Crown 
was oblig'd to impart the Secret of Affairs to ſo great a 
Number of Perſons, the moſt important Negocations 
muſt thereby miſcarry. Sir Gz:bert Heathcote mention'd 
the great Loſſes and Damages which the Britiſh Sub. 
jects had ſuſtain'd by their Ships being made Prize, 
and confiſcated in Sweden; and obſerv'd, That the 
King of Sweden having ſeveral Times refus'd to make 
Satisfaction; and, on the Contrary, his Miniſters ha- 
ving endeavour'd to raiſe a new Rebellion in his Ma- 
jeſty's Dominions, there was Ground to declare War 
againſt him. To this, Mr. Nathaniel Gould reply'd, 
That the Dutch having ſuſtain'd as great Loſles by the 
Swedes, they had an equal Concern with Great Britain 
to declare War againſt them ; and therefore it would 
be proper, before the Houſe proceeded farther, to en- 
gage Holland, in the firſt Place, to prohibit all Com- 
marce with Sweden, as we had done. Hereupon Mr. 
S'anhope ſaid, That he made no doubt, but the States- 
General would readily come into any Meaſures tha! 
ſhould appear neceſſary for the Good and Intereſt of 
both Nations in general, and to obtain Satisfaction 
for the late Depredations of the Swedes in particular: 
That their High-Mightineſſes had lately given ſignal 
Inſtances of their firm Adherence to the Crown ct 
Great Britain, in cauſing the Swediſh Minifters to be 
ſeiz'd in their Dominions, upon his Majeſty's Deſire; 
but that the Form and Conftiturion of their Govern- 
ment, and the Good of their Subjects, who moſtly 
ſubſiſt by Trade, did not permit them to take ſuch 
vigorous and ſpeedy Reſolutions as could be with d. 
| at 
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and therefore it would not be fair to exact the ſame 
from them. Mr. Craggs, Jun. preſs d the Neceſſity of 
making new Alliances againſt Sweden, from the Jate 
doubtful Conduct of a Northern Potentate, (meaning, 
as it was ſuppos'd, the Czar of Myſcovy ) who by his 
Inactivity againſt Sweden, and the Poſt ſome of his 
Troops had taken, gave great Umbrage to the Empire, 
Mr. Robert Walpole, Mr Atrorney and Mr. Sollicitor 
General, the Lord Moleſworth, and ſome others, ſpoke 
alſo on the ſame Side; and Sir Willzam Thom ſon in 
particular, urg'd, What the World would think of 
this Parliament, if they ſhould refuſe to ſupply the 
King at this Exigency ? On the other Hand, Mr. Spea- 
ker, and John Smith, Eſq; one of the Tellers of the 
Exchequer, ſaid, 'That they were nor againft the Sup- 
ply, but againſt the demanding and granting of it in 
ſuch an unparliamentary Manner; and Mr. Speaker 
propos'd, That Part of the Army ſhould be disbanded, 
and the Money thereby fav'd, apply'd rowards the 
making good ſuch new Engagements as were thought 
neceſſary to be enter'd into; but Lieutenant General 
Mordaunt, and ſome others urg'd how unſafe and im- 
politick it would be at this ſuncture, to disband any 
of the Troops. Mr. George Cuſwell ſaid, among other 
Things, That for his own Part, he had rather pay 
others for fighting, then fight himſelf : That he 
thought it more advantageous for Great Britain to car- 
ry the War Abroad, and enjoy Peace at Home, in 
order to improve our Trade, and reduce our publick 
Debts; and that, as the employing Foreigners againſt 
Sweden, would be a far leſs Expence than national 
Troops, he therefore was for complying with his Ma- 
jeſty's Meitage. At laſt, about five a Clock in the Af- 
ternoon, the Queſtion being put, upon the Motion 
for a Supply, the ſame was carry'd in the Affirmative, 
bya Majority of 15 Voices only, iz. 164 againſt 149. 

April 9. Mr. Farrer reported the ſaid Reſolution to 
the Houſe, upon which there aroſe afreſh, but ſhort 
Debate : Mr. Shippen, Mr. Hungerford, Mr. Hutchenſon, 

r. Smith, Mr. Herne, and others, inſiſted again on 
the Unparliamentarineſs of aſking and granting Sup- 
Plies without an Eſtimate of the Expence; and pro- 
pos d, either to preſent 1 Addreſs to the King, ra 
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afſure him, That the Houſe would effeftually make 
good all the Engagements his Majeſty ſhould think 
proper to enter into; or that his Majeſty be defir'd to 
diſband Part of the Army, and apply the Savings to- 
wards the new Alliances. Both theſe Expedients 
were oppos'd by General Stanhope, Mr. Robert Walpole, 
Mr. Horatio Walpole, Mr. Bailie of Ferwiſw10d, and 
Mr. Hampden ; the laſt of whom in particular, in An- 
ſwer to what was ſuggeſted, That this Manner of aſk. 
ing and granting Supplies, was unparliamentary and 
unprecedented, ſaid, He remember'd that about ten or 
eleven Years before, a Great Man in that Houſe made 
a Motion for allowing and providing for about nine 
hundred thouſand Pounds which the Government 
had expended, without laying any Eſtimate before the 
Commons. To this, Mr. Speaker ſaid, He wonder'd 
that Gentleman would bring in as a Precedent, a Bu- 
ſineſs that was tranſacted ſo many Years ago, and 
which was not parallel to the preſent Caſe : Whereup- 
on Mr, Hampden reply'd, That he did not thereby in- 
tend to reflect upon Mr. Speaker, ſince he had the 
Honour to vote with him upon that Occaſion. After 
ſome other Spceches, the Reſolution for granting a 
Supply to his Majeſty, to concert ſuch Meaſures with 
foreign Princes and States, as may prevent any Charge 
or apprehenſions from the Deſigns of Sweden for the 
Future, was agreed to, though by a Majority only of 
four Votes, vi. 153 againſt 149; and it was order d, 
That his Majeſty's Meſſage of the 3d Inſtant, be re- 
ferr'd to the grand Committee of the Supply. 

April 10. Mr. Robert Walpole preſented to the Houſe, 
according to Order, A Bull for redeeming the Duttes on 
Houſes, and charging the ſame with a leſſer Imcumbrance ; 
and for redeeming ſo much of the Fund, commonly call d 
the Augregate Fund, as relates to the preſent Exchequer? 
Bills; and for carculating Exchequer-Bills at 4 leſs Charge 
to the Publick, purſuant to ſeveral Powers of Redemption 
contain d in former Acts of Parliament; and for continue 
ing ſeveral Annual and other Payments out of the Refidue 
of the ſaid Aggregate Fund: Which was receiv'd, read 
the firſt, and order'd to be read a ſecond Time. It 
was obſerv'd, that upon the bringing in of this Bill, 
Mr Walpole gave the Houſe a Hint of his having 
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teſign d his Places, by ſaying, That he now preſented 
chat Bill as a Country Gentleman; but he hop d ir 
would not fare the worſe for having two Fathers; and 
that his Succeſſor would take care to bring it to Per- 
fetion. After this, a Petition of ſeveral Adventurers 
and Creditors of the united Company of Merchants 
of Great Britain, trading to the Eaſ Indies, againſt the 
ſaid Bill, was preſented to the Houſe, and read, pray- 
ing the Conſideration of the Houſe in relation to a 
Clauſe in the Act of Parliament of the gth and 1oth 
of King Willzam, for eſtabliſhing the Eaſt India Trade, 
whereby the Petitioners where apprehenſive they might 
be liable to Suits at Law, in Caſe ſuch Dividends 
ſhould be made by the Directors of the ſaid Compa- 
ny, as exceed their Annuity from the Government, 
and their Profit in Trade ; which Petition was re- 
jected, The ſame Day the King came to the Houſe of 
3 and the Commons being ſent for up and at- 
tending, his Majeſty gave the Royal Aſſent to ſeveral 
Bills, which ſee in the Chron. Regiſt. p. 25. 

April 11. The Commons adjourn'd the Call of their 
Houſe till Thurſday the 24 Day of May next, and 
order d, That Mr. Speaker do write circular Leters to 


| the Sheriffs and Stewards of the ſeveral Counties of 


Great Britain, requiring the Attendance of the Mem- 
bers of the Houſe on the ſaid 2d Day of Muy; and 


| that this Houſe would proceed with the utmoſt Seve- 
| rity againſt ſuch Members (whoſe Excuſes thould not 


be allow'd of ) as ſhould not then attend the Service 
of the Houſe. After this, Mr. Hambden reported from 
the Committee the Reſolutions relating to three con- 
troverted Elections, which were agreed to, vi2. That 
Henry Holmes, Eſq; and Sir Robert Raymond, Kt. were 
not duly elected; and that Anthony Morgan, Eſq and 
dir Theodore Janſſen, Kr. were duly elected, for Jarmouth 
in the Iſle of Might. 2dly. That Thomas Horner, Eſq; 
was not, and that John Dodd, Eſq ; was, duly elected 
for Wells. 34ly, That Robert Leaves, Eſq; was nor, 
and that Will:ams Wallis, Eſq; was, duly elected for Steyn- 
?ng in the County of Suſſex ; and the Clerk of the 
Crown was order'd to amend the reſpective Returns, 
cording to the ſaid Reſolutions, 
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April 12. Upon a Petition of ſundry Proprietors 
and Agents for Sufferers, in Behalf of themſelves and 
others, to whom Debentures have been made out for 
Loſſes ſuſtain'd by the French Invaſion on the Iflands 
of Nevis andSt.Chriftopher, being preſented to theHouſe, 
and read, praying Relief for Satisfaction of the Prin- 
cipal and Intereſt due upon the Land Debentures; it 
was reſolv'd to addreſs his Majeſty, That an Account 
be laid before this Houſe of the eſtimated Value of 
the Land in the Iſland of St. Chriſtopher, yielded by 
France to Britain by the Treaty of Mrecht, together 
with the Survey of the ſame, and all Repreſentations, 
Memorials, and Papers, made ſince the ſaid Treaty, 
relating to that Iſland. Then the Commons went into 
a Committee of the whole Houſe, to conſider of the 
Supply granted to his Majeſty ; and Mr. Secretary 
Stanhope having made a Motion for granting to his 
Majeſty the Sam of 250,090 l. to enable him to con- 
cert Meaſures againſt Sweden; there was for a Minute 
or two a great Silence in the Houſe. Mr. Pulteney, who 
broke it firſt, expreſs'd his ſurprize at it; and added, 
among other Things, That as for his Part, he had not 
yet ſaid any Thing to this Matter, becauſe he thought 
it inconſiſtent with Decency to oppoſe a Motion that 
came from the Court, while he had the Honour to be 
his Majeſly's immediate Servant ; but that having re- 
ſign'd his Place, that he might act with a Freedom 
becoming an Engliſh Man, he could not forbear de- 
claring aganſt the granting a Supply, in a Manner 
altogether unparliamentary and unprecedented; That 
he could not perſwade himſelf, that any Engliſb Man 
advis'd his Majeſty to fend ſuch a Meſſage ; but he 
doubted not, but the Reſolutions of a Britzſh Parlia- 
ment would make a German Miniftry tremble. He was 
ſeconded by the Lord Finch, who even found Fault 
with ſome Steps that had been taken in relation to 
the Affairs of the Northern Alliance, ſaying, among 
others Things, That it appear'd by the Memorial pre- 
ſented by the Ry/ſzan Miniſter, and by the Anſwer re- 
turnd to it, that ſuch Meaſures had been purſu'd 35 
were like to engage us in a Quarrel with the Cz": 
Upon this Mr. Secretary S anhoße made a long Speech, 
in Vindication of the King and his Miniſters, 8 25 
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lation both to the Czar and the King of Sweden. 
With reſpect to the firſt, he ſaid, among other Things, 
That hitherto he had been oblig'd to be filent ; but 
thathe was now at Liberty to ſer this Matter in a clear 
Light, and to acquaint the Houſe, That rhe Coldneſs 


which appear'd of late between the King and the 


Czar, proceeded from his Majeſty's refuſing to become 
Guarantee of his Cgariſſ Ma jeſty's Conqueſts ; and 
from his Majeſty's ſoliciting the Czar to withdraw his 
Troops from the Dutchy of Mectlemburgh : That as to 
the firſt of thoſe Matters his Majeſty's Conduct de- 
ſerv'd the Applauſe and the Thanks of a Britiſh Par- 
liament, ſince it appear'd thereby, that his Majeſty was 
tender not to engage the Nation in foreign Quarrels: 
That this, indeed, had been his Majeſty's principal 
Cire, ſince his happy Acceſſion to the Throne; and 
he might aſſure them, that Great Britain was entirely 
free from any Engagements, and at Liberty to follow 
ſuch Meaſures as beſt ſuit with her Intereſt: That as 
for the Inſtances which his Majeſty has caus'd to be 
made with the Czar, and the Meaſures he may have 
concerted, to get the Riſſian Troops out of the Dutchy 
of Mecklemburgh, his Majeſty has acted in all this as 
Elector and Prince of the Empire: That he was per- 
ſwaded, all the Gentlemen there would agree with 
him, that the King's Dignity, as King of Great Bri- 
tain, was never underſtood to tie up his Hands with 


reſpect to his Intereſts in Germany, and as Prince of 


the Empire: But beſides, he muſt deſire Gentlemen to 
conſider, That long before his Majeſty's Acceſſion to 
the Crown, Great Britain was in ſtrict Union with 
the Emperor and Empire; ſo that it, by virtue of 
ancient Alliances, the Emperor ſhould require Great 
Britain to uſe thoſe Inſtances with the Czar, which the 
King has made only as Elector of Hanover, Great Brie 
tain could not avoid complying with his Requeſt : 
That in relation to Sweden, the King's Conduct was 
not only blameleſs and unſpotted, but worthy of the 
higheſt Commendations: That in the late Queen's 
Time, Great Britain interpos d to procure a Neutrality 
in the North, whereby the King of Sweden might have 
preſerv d his Poſſeſſions in the Empire: That the Re- 
gency at Stockholm agreed to this Overture; but *

the King of Sweden rejected it with Haughrineſs and 
the utmoſt Scorn, declaring, he would uſe thoſe as 
his Enemies, who ſhould pretend to impoſe ſuch a 
Neutrality upon him : That during the whole Courſe 
of that Negotiation, the King, then Elector of Hz. 
nover, uſed all friendly Offices in Favour of Sweden: 
That all this having prov'd ineffectual], through the 
King of Sweden's Obſtinagly and the King of Den- 
mark having, by the Fortune of War, re-conquerd 
the Dutchies of Bremen and Verden, his Majeſty, as 
Elector of Hanover, had purchas'd the ſame with his 
own Money, for a valuable Conſideration : Conclu- 
ding, That although it never was in his Majeſty's 
Thoughts to engage Great Britazn ina War to ſupport 
that Acquiſition, yet, if Gentlemen would give them- 
ſelves the Trouble to caſt their Eyes upon the Map, 
and ſee where Bremen and Verden lie, he hop'd they 
would not be indifferent as to the Poſſeſſor of thoſe 
two Dutchies, but would agree with him, that their 
being in the King's Hands ſuits far better with the 
Intereſt of Great Britain, than if they were in the 
Hands either of the Czar, who gives already but too 
much [Jealouſy to the Empire; or of the King of Swe- 
den, who endeavour'd to raiſe a new Rebellion in 
Great Britain, and harbours our fugitive Rebels. 
Mr. Smith thought fit to anſwer Mr. Stanhope, and, 
among other Things, ſaid, That he had already de- 
clar'd his Reaſons for oppoſing the granting this Sup- 
ply in ſuch an extraordinary Manner ; and that ſome 
Expreſſions that had eſcap'd a Gentleman in the Mi- 
niſtry, inſtead of making him alter his Opinion, ra-

ther confirm'd him in it: That as, on the one Hand, 


he never affected Popularity; ſo, on the other Hand, 
when the Good of his Country came under Conſide- 
ration, he alwas ſpoke his Thoughts with the Liberty 
that becomes an Engliſh Man, without any Regard to 
the Miniſters : That he did not pretend to be thorough- 
ly A e with Affairs abroad; but having had 
the Honour to fit ſo long in that Houſe, where ſo 
great a Variety of Buſineſs, both foreign and dome- 
ſtick, had ofren been debated, he might preſume to have 
ſome Knowledge of them : That, however, he would 
not fay any Thing to what had been ey by the 
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honourable Member who ſpoke laſt 3 but if an Eſti- 
mate of the Conduct of the Miniſtry, in relation to 
Affairs Abroad, was to be made by a Compariſon of 
their Conduct at Home, he was ſure they would not 
appear altogether ſo faultleſs as they were repreſented, 
as it not a Miſtake, (added he) not to preſerve the 
peace at Home, after the King was come to the 
Throne, with the univerſal Applauſe and joyful Ac- 
clamations of all his Subjects? Was it not a Miſtake, 
| upon the breaking out of the Rebellion, not to iſſue 
a Proclamation, to offer Pardon to ſuch as ſhould re- 
turn Home peaceably, as had ever been practis d before 
upon ſuch Occaſions? Was it not a Miſtake, after the 
Suppreſſion of the Rebellion, and the Tryal and Exe- 
cution of the Principal Authors of it, to keep up 
Animoſities, and drive People to Deſpair, by net 
paſſing an a& of Indemnity and Grace, by keeping 
ſo many Perſons under hard and tedious Continement, 
and by granting Pardons to ſome, without leavin 
them any means to ſubſiſt ? Is it not a Miſtake, not to 
truſt to a Vote of Parliament, for making good ſuch 
Engagements as his Majeſty ſhall think proper to enter 
into; and inſtead of that, to inſiſt on the Granting of 
this Supply in ſuch an extraordinary Manner ? Is it 
not a Miſtake, to take this Opportuniry to create Di- 
viſions, and render ſome of the King's beſt Friends 
ſuſpected and obnoxious ? Is it not a Miſtake, in ſhort, 
to form Parties and Cabals, in order to bring in a Bill 
to repeal the AR againſt Occaſional Conformity? 
To this Speech General Stanhope reply'd, That he has 
had the Honour ro ſerve his Majeſty, ſince his happy 
Acceſſion to the Throne, but as there were other Pre- 
ſons, ( ſome of them in, and others out of Place) who 
had a greater Share than himſelf in the Adminiſtra- 
tion of Affairs, he left it to them to juſtify themſelves : 
That however, he would clear a principal Point, by 
aſſuring the Aſſembly, that he had, ſome time ago, 
the King's Orders to draw up an Act of Indemnity. 
Mr. Barrinoton Shute ſaid, among other Things, That 
the King was, indeed, come to the Throne with joy- 
ful Acclamations of moſt of his Subjects; but that 
the Diſaffection that appear'd ſoon after, did not pro- 
feed from the ill Conduct of his Miniſters, but ſolely 


from 
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from the Removal of ſome Perſons in great Employ- 
ments: That nevertheleſs, in the Changes that were 
then made, his Majeſty had follow'd the Rules of 
Prudence, Juſtice, and Gratitude, ſince he advanc'd 
thoſe, who, in the worſt of Times, had given un- 
doubred Proofs of their Affection and Attachment to 
his Intereſt, in the Room of thoſe who had been pre- 
ferr'd in the laſt Reign, as the fitteſt Inſtruments to 
deſtroy the Proteſtant Succeſſion, even before it took 
Place, and who had fince been in open Rebellion 
againſt his Majeſty : Thar as for the other Miſtakes 
charg'd upon the Adminiſtration, they might be re- 
dnc'd to theſe two, viz. The not paſſing the Att of 
Indemnity, and the Deſign to repeal the Occaſional 
Bill: That as to the firſt, there were various Opinions 
about it; and conſidering the reſtleſs Spirit of the 
diſcontented Party, it was hard to determine, whether 
an Indemnity was a proper Way to reduce them ; 
ſince it was notorious, that the repeated Inſtances of 
Clemency which his Majeſty has given fince his Ac- 
ceſſion, have been abus'd and deſpis'd : That as to the 
Repeal of the Acts againſt the Diſſenters, nothing, in 
his Opinion, was either more juſt or reaſonable; and 
he could not but wonder, that a Gentleman who had 
been turn'd out of his Employment in the laſt Reign, 
and reſtord ſince the King's eoming to the Crown, 
ſhould account it a Miſtake, on rhe. one Hand, not 
to grant an Indemnity to his Majeſty's declar'd Ene- 
mies, and a Miſtake, on the other Hand, to make his 
Majeſty's undoubted Friends eaſy, Mr. Smith, after an 
Explanation demanded and given, about his being 
turn d out of Place and reſtor'd, reply'd to the laſt 
Part of Mr. Shute's Speech, That he ever was for al- 
lowing Liberty of Conſcience to the Diſſenters, and 
had even voted againſt the Occaſional Bill; but that 
the ſame being paſs d into a Law, it was his Opinion, 
that it could not be repeal'd without diſquieting the 
whole Nation. 

Will:am Young, Eſq; who ſpoke next, ſaid in Sub- 
ſtance, That ſome Days before, he had been againſt 
the Motion for granting a Supply upon the Kings 
Meſſage, becauſe he thought ir unparliamentary ; and 
it was then his Opinion to addreſs the King to enter 
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into ſuch Engagements as his Majeſty ſhall think 
proper, and that the Commons would make good the 
fame; but that, ſince the Majority of the Houſe had 
determin'd to grant a Supply, they had brought them- 
felves to this Dilemma, either to grant what was aſk d, 
as neceſſary for the Service, or to tell the King, that 
that Service muſt remain unperform'd, which they had 
in a Manner, determin'd to be neceſſary, by granting 
a Supply: This Speech was back d both by Sir John 
Brownlow, and by Mr. Could, who own'd, Thar we 
could not carry on our Trade to the Ballict, without 
bringing the King of Sweden to Reaſon, and therefore 
he was for granting this Supply. Mr. Robert Walpole, 
ivho brought up the Rear, ſaid, among other Things, 
That having already ſpoken for the Supply, he would 
not refuſe the Court his Vote, and rhe Sum being. 
nam'd, he was for granting it. Hereupon, moſt of 
the Tory Members went out of the Houſe, and ſo it 
was carry d without dividing, that a Sum not exceed- 
ing 250,000 J. be granted, to enable his Majeſty to 
concert ſuch Meaſures with foreign Princes and States, 


as may prevent any Charge or Apprehenſions from 
the Deſigns of Sweden for the future. | 
April 13. Mr.Farrer having reported this Reſolution 

to the Houſe, ſome of the Members endeavour'd to 
render it ineffectual, by moving that it thould be re- 
committed. To debate this Motion with more Free- 
dom, Mr. Bromley, taking Notice that ſeveral Peers, and 
others, were got into the Hoùſe, mov'd, that the Houſe 
be clear'd of all Strangers; which being done accor- 
dingly, and the Serjeant at Arms having, by Order, 
ſummon'd the Members in the Court of Requeſts, and 
Places adjacent, to attend the Service of the Houſe, 
Mr. Shippen made a long Speech, and inſiſted on rhe 
recommitting of the Reſolution in Queſtion.

— <8 e therein, That upon the Diſ- 
covery of evil Practices, which had been carry'd on 
by certain Miniſters of Sweden, to diſturb the Peace 
and Tranquillity of this Kingdom, it might be judg'd 
neceſſary by us to prohibit or reſtrain, in Part, or in 
the whole, the Commerce between our Subjects and 
thoſe of Sweden; it is therefore enacted, That it 
ſhould and might be lawful for us, by one or more 
Proclamation or Proclamations, to be iflu'd at any 
Time or Times before the 2oth Day of March, which 
will be in the Year of our Lord 1717, to prohibit 
or reſtrain all and every Perſon or Perſons, Natives 
and Foreigners, Bodies Politick and Corporate what- 
ſoever, to hip, export, carry, or fend, or cauſe or 
procure to be thipp'd, exported, carry'd, or ſent, di- 
rely or indirectly, from or out of the Kingdoms 
of Great Britain and Ireland, or any of the Dominions 
thereunto belonging, unto or for the Kingdom of 

Sweden, or any the Dominions or Countries under the 
Power of the King of Sweden, any Goods, Wares, 
Commodities, or Merchandizes whatſoever, or ſuch 
particular Goods, Wares, Commodities, or Merchandi- 
zes, as inſuch Proclamation or Proclamations ſhould be 
enumerated, deſcrib'd, and forbidden, (whether the 
ſame, or any of them, be or be not of the Growth, 
Product, or Manufacture of Great Britain, Ireland, 
and the Dominions thereunto belonging, or any of 
them ) and alſo to prohibit or reſtrain all and every 
ſuch Perſon and Perſons, Bodies- Politick and Cor- 
porate whatſoever, to import or bring, or cauſe or 
procure to be imported or brought, directly or indi- 
realy, by Way of Merchandize, into Great Britain, 
Ireland, or any of the Dominions thereunto belong- 
ng, any Goods, Wares, or Commodities whatſoever, 
of the Growth, Product, or Manufacture of Sweden, 
or any the Dominions under the Power of the King 
of Swelen, being mixt or unmixt with the Goods of 
any other Country, or ſuch particular Goods, Wares, 
or Commodities of Sweden, or of any of the Domini-

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ons under the Power of the King of Sweden, mixt 
or unmixt as aforeſaid, as in ſuch Proclamation or 
Proclamations thould be enumerated, deſcrib'd, and 
forbidden, for and during ſuch Time and Times; 
not exceeding one Year, to be reckon'd from the 
z0th Day of this Inſtant March, and from thence 
to the End of the then next Seſſion of Parliament 
under the Penalties in the ſaid Act mention'd, and 
in ſuch Manner and Form, as in and by ſuch Procla- 
mation and Proclamations reſpectively ſhould be 
preſcrib'd. But by the ſaid Act, no Perſon or Per- 
ions whatſoever is or are to incur or ſuffer any Penalty

foever, before the End of the next Seſſion of Parlia- 
ment, which ſhall be after the 20th Day of March 
I717, to ſhip, export, carry, or ſend, or cauſe or 
procure to be ſhipped, exported, carry'd, or ſent, di- 


realy or indirectly, from or out of the Kingdoms 


of Great Britain and Ireland, or any of the Domini* 
ons thereumo belonging, unto' or for the Kingdom, 
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of Sweden, or any of the Dominions or Countries 
under the Power of the King of Sweden, any Goods, 
Wares, Commodities, or Merchandize whatſoever, 
or to import or bring, or cauſe or procure to be im- 
ported or brought, directly or indirectly, by way 
of Merchandize, into Great Britain, Ireland, or any 
of the Dominions. thereunto belonging, any Goods, 
Wares, or Commodities, whatſoever, of the Growth, 
product, or Manufacture of Sweden, or any of the 
Dominions under the Power of the King of Sweden, 
mixt or unmixt with the Goods of any other Coun-

In the Letters that were found among the Count 
de Gyllenborg's Papers, and that were publiſh'd here 
by the King's ſpecial Command, there were ſome Paſ. 
ſages relating to Dr. Erſtine, Phyſician to the Czar 
and to his Carifh Majeſty himſelf; who conſider'd 
them as too material ro be diſregarded or paſy'd o- 
ver in Silence, the rather becauſe they refleQed in 
ſome Meaſure on the Conduct of that Prince, in Re- 
gard to his Britdnnick Majeſty. And therefore on 
the 1 2th of March laſt M. Wiſſelowſkr, Secretary of 
Embaſſy from the Czar, preſented to Mr. Stanbope the

A S ſoon as his Czariſh Majeſty my Maſter, receiv'd 
the agreeable News of the hippy Difcovery of 
the Conſpiracy which the.

diately commanded me to congratulate, in his Majeſty's 
Name, with your Majeſty, upon this happy Diſcovery 
and to teſtify to you the Share his Majeſty takes in this 
happy Event, and how ſenſibly he is affected with 
every Thing that tends to the Advantage of your Ma- 
jeſty, and your Royal Family, Theſe Commands! 
have executed with all poſſible Speed and Refpet : 
But his Czariſh Majeſty was no leſs concern'd than 
ſurpriz d to ſee by the Letters that paſs'd between the 
Swediſh Miniſters about this Conſpiracy, and which 
by your Majeſty's Order, have been publifh'd and 
communicated to me, that the Artifice and Malice of 
his Enemies have been catry'd ſo far, as to dare to en- 
deavour, againſt all Likelihood, to make his Czarith 
Majeſty, my Maſter, in ſome Meaſure, a Party con- 
cern'd in that wicked Attempt ;z and againſt their Con- 
ſcience, to impute to him Sentiments equally incon- 
ſiſtent with his Majeſty's Honour and Reputation, with 
his own Intereſts, and with the Tenor of his whole 
Conduct; all which demonſtrate, that tis not poſlible 
for his Majeſty ever to be capable of harbouring ſuch 


Thoughts. 


His Majeſty's Surprize, in that Reſpect, was the 
greater, in that his Enemies, to give ſome Colour to 
their malicious Inſinuations, have been ſo daring, as to 
mention in their Letters, That M. Erſkine, Phyſician to 
the Czar my Maſter, had held a Correſpondence with 
the Earl of Mar, and had ſuggeſted to him, That his 
Czariſh Majeſty is ſenſible of the juſt Cauſe of the 
Pretender, and that he wiſhes for nothing more than 
a Conjuncture, in which he may be able to reſtore 
him to his Dominions ; with other odious Expreſſions: 
Although his. Czariſn Majeſty, conſidering his ſaid 
Phyſician's good Behaviour for the Space of ' thirteen 
Years, during which, he has been in his Service, can- 
not believe that he can have forgot himſelf fo far, as 
without any Order, to enter into ſo criminal a Cor- 
reſpondence; the rather, becauſe his Majeſty never ad- 
mits him to his Councils, or Matters of State, but on- 
ly employs him in the Way of his Profeſſion. Much 
leſs can his Majeſty believe, that he has been ſo daring 
25 to abuſe his Name in an Affair of ſuch ge 
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and to father ſuch baſe Things upon him, to the Ha- 
-1rd of his Life and Fortune. For, as ſoon as the 
Czar, my Maſter, was inform d, That ſome Relations 
ot his ſaid Phyſician had been engag'd in the late 
Rebellion agaiaſt your Majeſty, he did immediately 
forbid him to hold any Correſpondence with them, 
not only about Matters of Moment, but even con- 
cerning their Family Affairs. Nevertheleſs his Czariſh 
Majeſty did not fail, with eager Zeal, to examine 
him about it, as ſoon as he receiv'd the News of it; 
but he proteſted that he was entirely innocent of this 
whole Plot : the rather, becauſe he never receiv'd 
Orders from his Czariſh Majeſty to enter into ſuch 
Affairs, or to hol ſo dangerous a Correſpondence, 
which might tend to the great Prejudice of his Ma- 
jeſty 's Intereſts, aud to the Interruption of the good 
Harmony eſtabliſh'd between his Czariſh Majeſty and 
your Majeſty ; and he afterwards declar'd, upon Oath, 
and on the Forfeiture of his Life, that he never wrote 
ſuch Letters, either to the Earl of Mar, or any other 
and he is confident, that no Man can prove any ſuch 
Thing againſt him, and that no ſuch Letters of his 
can be found any where; and in caſe any thould , he 
voluntarily ſubmits himſelf to the moſt rigorous Pu- 
niſnment. As for the reſt, this Affair ts of ſuch 4 
Nature, that whoever will conſider it without Preju- 
dice, will eaſily acknowledge, and clearly ſee the Ar- 
tiice and Falſity that lurks under it. For it evidently 
appears, by the Czar my Maſter's paſt Conduct, and 
by the repeated Proofs he has given, on all Occaſtons, 
of his good Intentions for the Intereſts of your Ma- 
jeſty, and of all your Royal Family, both from the 
tick Eſtabliſhment of the Friendihip between his 
Czarih Majeſty and your Majeſty, even when your 
Majeſty was but one of the Electors of the Empire; 
and ſince your happy Acceſſion to the Britiſh Thrones 
All theſe, I ſay, evince, how far his Czariſh Majeſty is 
from the Thoughts which his Enemies have dar'dto im- 
pute to him in their ſaidLetters, in ſofalſe and injurious 
a Manner, Your Majeſty may well remember, as well 
as all Europe, with what Joy the Czar, my Maſter, 
receiv d the News of your Advancement to the 
Throne of Great Britain; and what Advantages he 

| & 3 caus'd 
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caus'd to be propos'd to your Majeſty by his Miniſters 
towards a ſtricter Union with your Majeſty : And 
beſides, the Application with which his Czariſh Ma. 
Jeſty has ever endeavour'd to preſerve your Majeſty's 
Friendſhip, ſufficiently ſhews the Regard he has for 
you ; and that he never did, nor ever will make any 
Step, that may occaſion any Alteration or Coldneſs. 
Therefore it is eaſy to ſee that his Czariſh Majeſty 
could never have the Thought of favouring the Pre- 
tender, or to enter with him, directly or indireQly, 
into any Meaſures to your Majeſty's Prejudice; much 
leſs ſtill, to favour the Deſign of the King of Sweden, 


his principal and prepetual Enemy, to advance the ſaid 


Pretender to the Throne of Great Britain. Can ſuch 
a Deſign be conſiſtent with his Czariſh Majeſty's In- 
tereſts? Would he not, on the contrary, have eaſily 
perceiv'd the pernicious Conſequences of it ? For if 
the ſaid Pretender ſhould come to that Crown, he 
would not fail, out of Gratitude, to aſſiſt the King 
of Sweden againſt the Czar, my Maſter, His Majeſty 
has already thewn how far he is from any ſuch 
Thoughts, when not only the laſt Year, he offer d to 
be Guaranty of the Succeſſion to the Crown of Great 
Britain, in the Houſe of Hanover, as it is now ſettled, 
but alſo towards the End of the ſaid Year, and in 
the Beginning of this preſent, he offer'd to enter into 
a Treaty with your Majeſty upon the ſame Foot ; and 
had expreſsly commanded his Miniſters, as well ar Ha- 
nover, as at the Hague, to proſecute that Negotiatian. 
Nor is it his Czariſh Majeſty's Fault, that the ſaid 
Negotiation was not brought to a happy Concluſion; 
although his Czariſh Majeſty has of late obſerv d di- 
vers Counter-ſteps which your Majeſty's Miniſters 
have taken in ſeveral foreign Courts, particularly at 
the Court of his Imperial Majeſty, as well as thoſe of 
the Kings of Denmark and Pruſſia, as alſo at the Dyet 
of Ratihon, without any Occaſion given on his Side : 
And tho' his. Czariſh Majeſty had ſufficient Reaſons 
to take Precautions, and ro provide for his private 
Security, upon the Reports that had been ſpread, and 
the Informations he receiv'd from ſeveral Parts, that 
your Majeſty was treating of a particular Peace with 
the King of Sueden, promiſing even Aſſiſtance againſt 


ne 
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his Czariſh Majeſty, upon his yielding the Dutchy of 
Bremen, as appears clearly enough, even from the 
Letters of the Swediſh Miniſters, that have been pub- 
liſh'd ; nor was, perhaps, that Report, at that Time, 
alrogether groundleſs. But however, it made no 
manner of Impreſſion upon his Majeſty's Mind, nor 
gaye him the leaſt Thought of a particular Peace. 
On the contrary, he has not only caus'd all the Pro- 
poſals that have been made to him from any Side, ro 
be fairhfully communicated to your Majeſty and your 
Allies; but has alſo lately endeavour d, by ſending to 
your Majeſty his Privy-Counſellor, the Sieur To/ffoy 
to remove all Occaſion of Diſtruſt, which ſome ill- 
grounded Inſinuations might have occaſton'd, and to 
re-eſtabliſh the ancient good Harmony, and at the 
ſame Time concert with your Majeſty. the neceſſary 
Meaſures for the vigorous Proſecution of the War 
againſt the common Enemy, in order to procure a 
firm and advantageous Peace to all the Northern Al- 
lies in general; and to conclude thereupon, either z 
formal Treaty, or a Concert, towards which his 
Czariſh Majeſty. ſhew'd all imaginable Diſpoſitions. 
But the ſaid Negotiations having been broken, a- 
gainſt al] Expectation, and for Reaſons of ſmall Im- 
portance, on your Majeſty's Part ; and even Acceſs to 
your Perſon having been deny'd to his Czariſh Ma- 
jeſty's Miniſters, he might, with more Reaſon, have 
ng Credit to the Inſinuations that were made to 
im, and have taken his Meaſures accordingly: But 
his Czariſh Majeſty has ſeen all this with a great deal 
of Patience, as alſo the other Steps that have been 
made to his Prejudice, contrary to the Obligations 
of Friendſhip and Alliances, as well at Copenhagen as 
in the Empire; which Steps were not many Removes 
from an open Rupture. Notwithſtanding. all this, 
his Czariſh Majeſty ſtill offers to renew a good Friend- 
ſhip with your Majeſty. And as your Maj:ſty, as 
well as your Miniſters, know very well the Truth of 
all that is above repreſented ; ſo, on the other Hand, 
It is certain, as every one may eaſily imagine, that al} 
thoſe malicious Inſinuations have been ſpread, and 
perhaps written by the Enemy, in all Appearance, 
with an Intention to encourage the Engliſh F "Rn 
who 
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tions ſpread by the Enemy, as Calumnies truly baſe 
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who have enter d into their prenicious Deaugn ; and. 
by ſuch Reports, to create a greater Diſtruſt between 
the Czar my Maſter and your Majeſty, It is farther 
evident, that this obſtinate Enemy, in the Weak Con- 
dition to which he is reduc'd, runs all Hazards, and 
only ſtudies to diſunite the Northern Allies by his 
Intrigues and artful Infinuatious, and would fain 
improve the Miſunderſtanding he endeayours, by 
any Means, to create amongſt them, thereby, in tome 


Meaſure, to retrieve his broken Affairs. Therefore 
His Czariſh Majeſty could not but be very much con- 


cern'd at your Majeſty's cauſing to be printed in the 
ſaid Letters of the ,Swedifh Miniſters, the ma licious 
Infinuations of his Enemies, which wound the Ho- 
nour and Reputation of his Czarith Majeſty, with- 
out either a previous Communication of the ſame, 
or demanding an Explanation of thoſe paſlages; 
which, nevertheleſs, ſhould have been done, as well 
by Virtue of the good Intelligence eſtabliſh'd between 
the Czar my Maſter and your Majeſty, as of the re- 
ciprocal Obligations of one Ally to another. His 
Czarith Majeſty, however, can entertain no other 
Thoughts about it, than that ſome ill-minded Per- 
ſons have engdeavour'd to take Advantage of this 
Occaſion, to render himſelf and his Conduct ob- 
noxious both to your Majeſty and other Potentates, 
and to break off the good Harmony which has hi- 
therto ſubſiſted, to the mutual Advantage of the 
Ruſſian and Briliſb Nations, as alſo to hinder for the Fu- 


ture a ſtricter Union between them, to which his 


Czariſh Majeſty is ready to give his Conſent, But, 
in order to remove all the ſiniſter Impreſſions which 
thoſe malicious Inſinuations may have made on the 


Mind of your Majeſty and of the whole World, 


and to ſhew how far his Czariſh Majeſty is from 
having any Share in the horrid Attempt of your E- 
nemies, his Majeſty has moſt graciouſly commanded 
the under- written Secretary of Embaſſy ſolemnly to 
proteſt, in his Name, againſt all thoſe falſe Inſinus- 
tions, as he moſt expreſsly does by this preſent Memo- 
rial, declaring on the Part of his Czarith Majeſty, 
That his Majeſty looks upon the ſaid falſe Inſinua-

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7 ignominious; and, as ſuch, reſerves to himſelf to 
ſhew his Reſentment againſt the Authors of them. 
| Moreover, his Czariſh Majeſty would be glad, if, con- 
trary to all ExpeQation, any Thing could be diſco- 
verd, whereby his Phyſician Ersbine might be con- 
victed of having held a Correſpondence to injurious 
and prejudicial to his Czariſh Majeſty, and thut the 
whole were communicated” to him, that he might 
clearly thew to the whole World, by the Reſentment 
he would expreſs of it, that his Czarith Majeſty ne- 
ver gave any Orders about it, nor ever had the 
Thought of having the leaſt Share in ſo baſe and ſo 
deteſtable an Attempt. 

The under-written Secretary of Embaſſy has the 
Honour, in the Name of his Czarith Majeſty, his 
Maſter, to aſſure your Majeſty in the ſtrongeſt Manner, 
That as his Majeſty never had any other Intention, 
than to continue in good Intelligence and Friend- 
ſhip with your Majeſty,, and to cultivate it more and 
more with all imaginable Care; ſo his Czariſh Ma- 
jeſty will ever perſevere in theſe Sentiments ; being 
ready in the preſent. Jun&ure, to enter with your 
Majeſty, as King of Great Brztain, into all the ne- 
celfary and fitring Engagements for the Good ane 
Security of both Powers; and to teſtify the Regard 

his Czariſh Majeſty has for your Majeſty's Perſon; 

and the Conſideration he enterrains for the Britiſh Na- 

tion, who, Time out of Mind, have maintain'd 

with his Predeceſſors a good Correſpondence, Ami- 
| ty, and Commerce, Moreover, to give freſh Inſtan- 
ces of it, his 'Czariſh Majeſty is inclin'd to grant 
them ſuch Advantages for their Trade,. and in other 
Reſpes, as may reaſonably be expected from a good 
Friend and Ally; and his Czariſh Majeſty will con- 
tribute, as far as lies in his Power, to the bringing 
at laſt to Reaſon, aud to a firm and laſting Peace, 
that implacable and, dangerous common Enemy, 
and towards eſtabliſking the Freedom and Secu- 
ny of Trade, to the Advantage of both Nations. 

The under-written Secretary of Embaſſy is com- 
manded to demand an Explication of all theſe Mat- 
wh Las alſo your Majeſty's Reſolution on the Con- 
tents of this Memorial ; and he hopes, that by the 
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Sincerity of his Czarith Majeſty's Proceedings, not 
only your Majeſty, but likewife the whole World, 
will be convinc'd of the Uprightneſs of his Inten- 
tions, and of his unblemiſh'd Conduct; and that all 
the artful Infinuations that have been ſpread Abroad 
againſt his Czarith Majeſty, will be diſſipated and 
confounded.

The King having caus'd this Memorial to be ers- 
mind, and it being obſervd that ſome Articles of 
it related to him as EleQor of Hanover, and others 
as King of Great Britain, his Majeſty order'd two ſe- 
veral Anſwers to be return'd to it: One of them by 
Mr. Secretary Stanhope, the other by the Chancery of 
Hanover. The firſt of them is as follows

you deliver d to me from his Czarith Majeſty, I 
am commanded to tell you, That the Aſſurances it con- 
tains, of the obliging Manner with which his Czarilh 
Ma jeſty has concern'd himſelf in the Difcovery of 
the Conſpiracy carry'd on by the Swed:ſh Minifters, 
25 allo of the Diſpoſition he is in, to live with the 
King in the ſame Amity and Confidence as for the 
Time paſt, are very agreeable to the King, who wil 
ever be ready on his Part, to Anſwer the ſame in ſuch 
a Manner as his Czariſh Majeſty will have Reafon to 
be ſatisfy d with; of which you may aſſure him. 
The King is very far from having the leaſt Sufpi- 
cion, that his Czariſn Majeſty is enter'd into any 
Engagements in favour of the Pretender, or that he 
had a Share in the Intrigues of the Swediſh Miniſters: 
And as for the Phyſician Erskine, his Czariſh Majeſty 
may eafily underſtand, that it was not poſſible to ſup- 
preſs, in the printed Letters, ſuch Paſſages as concern 
him; the King having had ſo ſtrong Reaſons to com- 
municate thoſe Letters to the Parliament as they were 
found, that this occafion'd the leaving in them the 
odious Reflections therein contain'd againſt ſome of 
our own Miniſters. His Majeſty has, on this Occa- 
lion, ſufficiently ſhewn his Regard to the Czar, ſince 


he never caus d any Complaint to be made to him 7 
| gain 
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cainſt the ſaid Phyſician, altho there were ſuch Indi- 
cations againſt him; which ſhews, that his Ma- 
jeſty will ſee, without any Uneafineſs, that the 
Czar paſſes over in Oblivion the Affair about that 
Phyſician. 5 

It had been a great Satisfaction for the King, to 
have had an Interview with the Czar in his Paſlage 
through Holland; but his Czarith Majeſty's Indiſpoſi- 
tion not having permitted it, the King would have 
ſeen and heard with Pleaſure Meſſieurs Kyurakin and 
Tolfloy, had not they arriv'd at Vlaerdinghen juſt at the 
Moment his Majeſty was going to imbark ; nor could 
he put off his Departure, by Reaſon of the Neceſ- 
fity he was under of making Uſe of the Tide. 

As for the Complaints conrain'd in the ſaid Memorial, 
of the Steps which the King may have caus'd to be 
made in divers Courts of Germany, upon Account of 
the Stay of the Nuſſian Troops in the Empire, altho* 
it were true, that the Britiſh Miniſters had ated in all 
the ſaid Courts with Vigour, in order to procure the 
withdrawing of the ſaid Troops out of the Empire; 
his Czarith Majeſty ought not in the leaſt to be 
ſurpriz'd at it, conſidering the ancient and ſtrict U- 
nion which has ſo long ſubſiſted between Great Bri- 
tain, the Emperor, and the Empire; which Union 
| was laſt Year knit faſter, and ſtrengthen'd by a new 

Treaty of Alliance between the Emperor and the 
King; but as theſe Complaints, as well as what is in- 
ſinvated in your Memorial, touching ſome Negoti- 
ation towards a ſeparate Peace between the King 
and Sweden, concerns his Majeſty as Prince of the Em- 
pire ; ſince Great Britain is not in War with Sweden, 
I do not doubt but you will receive a full and ſatisfa- 
Ctory Anſwer in that reſpe& from his Majeſty's Mini- 
ſters, who are truſted with his Affairs, in Quality of 
Elector and Prince of the Empire. 

As for the Offers contain'd in your Memorial, rela- 
ting to Alliances, his Majeſty having nothing more at 
| Heart than to live ina perfect good Underſtanding with 
his Czariſh Majeſty, he will ever be ready to enter 
into ſuch Negotiations, as may more and more con- 
firm and eftabliſh that good Intelligence, for the mu-

H E King has order'd the following Anſwer to he 

given to the Memorial deliver'd to his Majeſty 
on the Part of the Czar of Moſcovy : That the Aſſu- 
rances which it contains, of the obliging Manner in 
which the Czar intereſts himſelf in the Diſcovery of 
the Plot carry d on by the Swediſh Miniſters, and of the 
Inclination he has to live in Friendſhip and Confidence 
with his Majeſty as formerly, are highly acceptable; and 
his Majeſty deſires M. He ſſeloweli to return Thanks to 
the Czar, with Aſſurance, that his Majeſty is ready, 
on his Part, to anſwer the ſame in a ſatisfactory Man- 
ner. | 

The King has not forgot the good Intentions and 
Affection which the Czar expreſs'd to him before 
and after his Acceſſion to the Crown of Great Britain; 
but fince nothing can leſſen ſuch a good Underſtand. 
ing, except the Continuance of the Ruff#an Troops 
in the Empire, his Majeſty owns, that he caus'd In- 
ſtances to be made to the 8 of Vienna, Denmark, 
and Pruſſia, to unite their Endeavours to diſpoſe the 
Czar to withdraw his Troops. 

His Majeſty was oblig'd to make Remonſtrances 
to the Czar himſelf, by Virtue of his Engagements 
with the Emperor, by the Rank he has in the Em- 
pire, and in the Circle of Lower Saxony, and by the 

reat Concern he has in the Tranquillity of his Neigh- 
ag His Majeſty was alſo induc'd to it by a Con- 
fideration of the Prejudice which would accrue to 
the Northen Allies in general, and to the Czar in 
particular, by the Continuance of the Rvſzan Troops 
in the Empire; his Majeſty was likewiſe mov'd to it 


by the ſincere Deſire he has to remove the Obſtacle 


which 
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which overthrows the Harmony and Union between 
the Northern Allies, and which is inconſiſtent with 
that good Underſtanding which is between his Ma- 


jeſty and the Czar of Muſcovy, and is ſo neceſſary for 


the publick Good. His Majeſty therefore hopes, that 
the Czar will have a due Regard thereto, and that by 
a ſpeedy withdrawing of his Troops he will put Af— 
fairs on ſuch a Foot, that they may always maintain 
a good and mutual Amity, fince it is apparent, that 
the Continuance of the Riſſian Troops, in the Empire, 
is directly contrary to all Engagements between his 
Majeſty and the Czar; and in regard the keeping 
the Ruſſian Troops in the Empire, intimates another 
Aim than to act againſt Sweden, the World cannot 
but ſuſpect, that thoſe Troops are continu'd where 
they are, upon Views different from thoſe which the 
Allies of his Majeſty had; which create Diſtruſt and 
Jealouſies that cannot be remoy'd, but by withdraw- 
ing the ſaid Troops. | 

As for the reſt, his Majeſty has not the leaſt Suſpicion 
that the Czar has enter'd into any Engagement in fa- 
vour of the Pretender, or was any way concern'd in 
the pernicious Projects of the Swediſh Miniſters. As 
for the Phyſician Ersline, the Czar may eaſily judge 
that it was impoſſible, in the printed Papers, to omit 
the Paſſages which concern him, becauſe the King had 


. veighty Reaſons to impart to the Parliament the Let- 


ters entire, and as they were found; and for this 
Reaſon ſeveral odious Reflections againſt his Majeſty's 
own Miniſters were likewiſe not left out. His Ma- 


jeſty has, on this Occaſion, ſufficiently demonſtrated 


his Eſteem for the Czar, ſince he has not complain d 

to the Czar againſt his Phyſician, though there were 

ſtrong Preſumptions againſt him; from whence it ap- 

pears that his Majeſty will not be concern'd, if 

2 Czar will bury in Oblivion the Affair of his Phy- 
cian. 

It would have been to his Majeſty's great Satisfac- 
tion, to have had an Interview with the Czar, as he 
paſs d thro' Holland; but becauſe the Czar's Indiſpo- 
ſition would not permit it, the King ſhould have 
been glad to have ſeen M. Kurakin and M. Tolftoy,

186 The Hiſtorical Regiſter N Vl 
that his Majeſty went on Board, and his Departyre 
admitted of no Delay, as being under a Neceſ. 
lity to make uſe of the Opportunity of a favourable 
Wind. | | 

His Majeſty declares, That he has not made the 
leaſt Step towards a particular Peace with Sweden. 
and if there has been any Rumour of that Nature, 
it is to be imputed to the Artifice of the Swediſh Mi- 
niſters, as plainly appears by the Letter of Count 
Gyllenborg to Baron Gortz, dated December 9, 1716, 
in which he frankly owns, That he had charg'd the 
Gentleman whom he had ſent to the Czar's Court 
to inſinuate, That King George would make all poſſi 
ble Offers to obtain Bremen from the King of Sweden, 
at the Coſt of the Czar, who was to be the Sacrifice 
for it. 

As to what Count Gyllenborg ſays in one of his 
Letters concerning a Treaty for a particular Peace be- 
tween the Czar of Myſcovy and the King of Sweden, 
it is plain, as is ſet forth in the Memorial, That the 
Count ſuggeſted ir with an Intention to create Dif- 


fidence between the King and the Czar; becauſe the 


Count did not write thoſe Letters with a View that 
they ſhould be read by no Body but Baron Goriz. 
Laſtly, his Majeſty has always been convinc'd, and is 
ſo fill, that a Prince ſo prudent as the Czar, is not 
capable of being cajol'd and hoodwink'd by the Ar- 
tifi-es of this Baron, or by Propoſals of a Particular 
Peace: If he had made any, ſuch a Peace would 
have prov'd prejudicial to the Czar, who has all a- 
Jang given. ſo many Proofs of his Adherence and 
Firmneſs to the Northen Alliance, that the King 
never troubled himſelf about it; and for this Rea- 
fon his Majeſty never ſuggeſted to the Czar, that he 
had ever entertain d the leaſt Suſpicion of it. 

As to the Propoſals contain'd in the Memorial, 
with reſpe& of Alliances which the Czar offers to 
make with his Majeſty, the ſame ſhall be well receiv'd 
at all Times; and the King will ſo anſwer them, 
that the Czar ſhall have Reaſon to be ſatisfy d, pro- 
vided the Obſtacles of the Continuance of the Ru//ian 
Troops in the Empire be remov'd.

PHE General Aſſembly of the Kirk of this Part 
T of the united Kingdom of Great Britain, being 
by their Annual Appointment to meet on the 2d of 
May, the King made the Earl of Rothes his Commiſ- 
ſioner to hold the Aſſembly, Accordingly his Lord- 
ſhip went on that Day with the uſual Ceremony to 
| the Hall of the Aſſembly, in Edinburgh; trom 
whence they proceeded in a Body, to the great Kirk, 
where, according to Cuſtom, the Moderator of the 
former Aſſembly, Mr. Hamilton, Profeſſor of Divi- 
| nity in the College of Edinburgh, and the King's 
| Almoner in Scotland, preach'd a Sermon before the 
| Aſlembly ; who, returning afterwards to the Hall, 
| choſe for their Moderator, Mr. William Mitchel, a Mi- 
niſter in Edinburgh, and Chaplain. in Ordinary to 
| the King in Scotland. After which, his Majeſty's 
{ Commiſſion to the Earl of Rathes was read, and or- 
der d to be regiſter d in the Books of the Aſſembly. 
This done, the Lord Commiſſioner deliver d the

We have again made Choice of our trnſty and en- 
tirely beloved Couſin, Fohn Earl of Rothes, to be our 
Commiſſioner, and to repreſent our Royal Perſon in 
this preſent Aſſembly; being confident that none 
can be more acceptable to you, than he, whoſe Con- 
cern for the Church of Scotland, as well as Zeal for 


our Service, is ſo well known: As there is nothing 


we can have more at Heart, than the promoting of 
true Religion and Piety, the ſuppreſſing of Vice and 
Immorality, and the preventing the Growth of Po. 
pery; ſo we doubt not but you, on your Parts, will 
do every Thing that may contribute to theſe great 
and good Ends; and as we have had great Satisfaction 
in your former good Conduct, ſo we are confident, 
on this Occaſion, you will a& with that Moderation, 
Prudence, and Unanimity, as moſt becometh Men 
of your Character, which will moſt effectually en- 
title you to our Countenance and Favour. So we 
bid you heartily Farewell.

FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 


E come now to give ſome Account of foreign 

Affairs; in doing of which, being firaiten'd 
for want of Room, we will be as ſhort as poſſible, 
and mention only ſuch Tranſactions as more particu- 
larly relate to Great Brilain; beginning with thole of 
Italy, where nothing remarkable of that Nature has 
happen'd, except the Arrival of the Pretender at Pe- 
Jaro, in the Eccleſiaſtical State, and from thence at 
Nome, where he at preſent is, according to our laſt 
Advices from thoſe Parts; but the Manner of his 
Reception there, as well as at the other Places through 


which he paſs'd, we refer to a more convenient Op- 


Portunity. 

The Republick of Genoa expreſs d unuſual Civilities 
to Mr. D' Avenant, Envoy Extraordinary of Great Bri- 
tain; who, upon his Arrival there, was complemented 
by four of the Nobles; and his firſt publick Audience, 
which he had on the 14th of December, was attended 
with ſome. vefy remarkable Circumſtances; for he was 
accompany 'd to it by all the Conſuls reſiding there, 
and their reſpective Nations, Germans and Fen, 
Roman Catholicks, as well as Proteſtants, the Spaznaris 
of King Philip's Party, as well as thoſe in the 
Intereſt of the Houſe of Auſtyia; and when he came 


to the Palace, he was receiv d by a greater New 
5 Ws er, 
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ber of Nobility than ever had been known on the 
like Occaſion: Then being introduc'd ro the Doge 
and Senate, he made to them the following Speech. 


Moſt ſerene Duke, and miſt excellent Senators, | 
S ſoon as his Majeſty GEORGE, King of Great 
Britain, was ſeated on the Throne of his power- 
ful Kingdoms, to which he was call d by his undoubt- 
ed Right, by the unanimous Conſent of the Nobility 
and Commons, and by the Acclamations of all the 
| World, he reſolv'd to thew in a ſolemn Manner, by 
an Envoy Extraordinary, his Friendihip for this moſt 
illuſtrious and moſt flouriſhing Republick ; a Friend» 
ſhip which Great Britain has always had, and has, with- 
out Interruption, been tranſmitred to his Majeſty, 
| from his Royal Anceſtors, 
| Having not been able till this Time, by Reaſon of 
many publick and private Affairs, to diſcharge ſo ho- 
nourable a Commiſſion, tis with a great deal of Plea- 
| ſure and Satisfaction, that on this Day, before ſo full 
a Senate, and ſuch an Appearance of Nobles, I declare 
| and confirm the Friendſhip of the King my Miſter 
| for this Republick. 
| The publick Peace and Tranquillity, which take up 
all his Majeſty's Thoughts, the mutual Advantages of 
Commerce, the convenient Situation of Places, and 
the Induſtry of rhe Inhabitants, all contribute to form 
an Union, and a juſt and honourable Amity, which 
will continue to the lateſt Poſterity. 

While you are intent in preſerving the Liberty and 
Advantages of your Republick, the Thoughts and 
Cares of the King my Maſter are wholly taken up 
with the Preſervation of the Peace, Liberty, and Safe- 
ty of all Europe, which he has entirely at Heart. 

_ His Majeſty has juſtly rais'd the Hopes of all the 
World, his Imperial Crown being ſo greatly ftrenv- 
then'd, and ſo happily ſecur'd, by his Royal Highneſs 
the Prince of Wales and his Iſſue, He has, by his

_ ſerene Kings, and States-General, promiſe a reciprocal 
Guaranty for accompliſhing all the Engagement 
contain'd in the ſaid Treaties, as far as they relate to 
the Succeſſions and Advantages of the ſaid Kingdoms, 
Provinces, Lordihips, Rights, Immunities, C. 
Theſe Potentates have alſo agreed, Thar in caſe one 
of the Allies is attack'd in a hoſtile Manner, by any 
Prince or State whatever, the other Allies ſhall im. 
mediately interpoſe their good Offices with the Agoreſ- 
ſor, to the End Juſtice be render'd to the injur d Party, 

VI. If theſe good Offices have not the deſir'd Su- 
ceſs, and a Compenſation cannot be obtain d in two 
Months, the Allies who are in Peace ſhall be obligd 
forthwith to aſſiſt him who is attack d, and to give 
him the following Succours, viz. The King of Crt 
Britai 8900 Foot and 20co Horſe. The moſt Chriſti 
an King 8000 Foot and 22c0 Horſe. The States Ge- 
neral 8:00 Foot and 2000 Horſe; and if the Ally 
who is engag'd in War, will rather have Succours by 
Sea, or ready Money in Lieu of Troops by Sea c 
Land, it hall be left to his Choice, and a Proportion 
mall be obſerv'd of the Expences which may be made 
according to the Number of Troops ſpecify d above. 

VII. It is likewiſe agreed, That if the Kingdoms 
States, and Provinces of one of the Allies happel 
to be troubled on Account of the afore- ain d Sus 
ceſſions, . or upon any other Pretext, by Seditions, 0! 
inteſtine Rebellions; he who ſhall be involved i 
ſuch Troubles, may with Juſtice demand the Afliſtance 
mention'd above, or ſuch a Portion as he ſhall juz 
ſufficisnr ; and this to be at the Expence of the Coir 
federates who ſhall be oblig'd to give the ſaid Al 
ſiſtance. This Succour is to be kurniſh'd in tw 
Months after demanded, and the Party. demand 
mall be at Liberty to chuſe, as has been expreſs4 7 
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bove, to demand Succour of Troops for Sea or Land, 
or a Sum of Money. The Expences requir'd by Vir- 
me of this Treaty, for furniſhing theſe Succours, 
are to be re-imburs'd to the Allies within a Year after 
the Troubles are appeas d. 


VIII. The preſent Treaty of Alliance ſhall be ra- 
tify d by his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty and the States- 
General, and the Ratification exchang' d in three 
Months, reckoning from the Day of the ſigning the 
Treaty, and ſooner if poſſible. In Confirmation 
| hereof, we the Plenipotentiaries of his Britannicł 

Majeſty, and his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty, and the 
States-General, have ſign'd the preſent Alliance.

The Abbot du Bois, one of the French Plenipoten- 
tiaries, who had the chief Hand in tranſacting the 
above Treaty, having brought ir to a Concluſion, 


took his Leave of the States-General, by the follow- 
ing Memorial. 


HE Abbot du Rois, Embaſſador Extraordinary 

and Plenipotentiary of the King of France, ha- 
ving executed the Orders his Majeſty had given him, 
to contribute jointly with the Marquiſs 4e Chateauneuf 
to the Re-eſtabliſhment of the ancient Union be- 
tween the Kingdom of Fance and the United Pro- 
vinces, which having taken irs Biith on the Founda- 
tions of this Republick, has been ſo long maintain'd 
to their mutual Sitistaction and Advantage, is pre- 
paring to return to France. 

God having been pleas'd to bleſs the good Inten- 
tions of his Majeſty, rhoſe of the King of Great Eri- 
tan, and your High-Mightineſſ's, for the Common 
Tranquillity, by the happy Concluſion of the Tripple 
Allian e between the Crowns of France, Great Britain, 
and your Republick, which has no other Aim than 
the Preſervation of the Peace in their reſpective Do- 
minions, as alſo the Repoſe of Europe in General, 
tor which nothing is wanting on the Part of your 


Repub- 
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Republick, through the unanimous Concurrence of 
all the Provinces, to whatever may be deſir d for per- 
fecting ſo good a Work; the ſaid Embaſſador thinks 
he may make uſe of the Permiſſion given him to re. 
turn to France ; but he has been order d to aſſure your 
High-Mightineſſes before his Departure, that his Ma. 
jeſty and Monſieur the Regent fee with an unſpeaka— 
ble Satisfaction the renewing of that Bond, which 
is already attended on their Part wich a Friendihip 
as conformable to the Intereſts of your Republick, as 
to thoſe of France it ſelf, and which begins to revive

| Inourlaft Regiſter we took Notice of the ſeizing 
nnd impriſoning the Baron de Cortz at Araherm, and 
ol the two Memorials that the Secretary of Sweden at 

the Hague had deliver'd to the States-General on that 
Affair; to which Memorials the ſaid Secretary not 
having receiv'd any Anſwer, he preſented to their 
High-Mightineſſes a third Memorial on the 17th of 
April, to the Effect of his two former; but the States- 
| General continu'd ſtill ſilent as to this Memorial alſo; 
| fo that on the 22d of May he gave in a fourth by the 

expreſs Order of the King of Sweden, conceiv'd in

High and Mizhty Lords, 


THE under-written Secretary of the Commands 
of his Majeſty the King of Sweden, hath receiv'd 
Orders to repreſent to your High-Mightineſſes, that his 
Majeſty the King of Great Britain hath arreſted the 
Count de Cyllenborg, his Majeſty's Miniſter at the 
Court of Great Britain, contrary to the Rights of 
Nations, and againſt all Uſage in the like Caſes; af- 
ter having for ſome Poſts before ſtopt his Letters 

oth going and coming. That his Britannzck Maje- 

ly hath in like Manner, by Force, taken away all the 

Lapers of the Kings, that were found in the Ro 
rs {12% 6 ans Mir bu ranger har Genegt a 
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of the ſaid Miniſter. Thar he hath forbid the Acceſs 
of foreign Miniſters to him, and hath caus'd him to 
be ſo ſtrictly guarded, that he is not permitted to ſee 
or ſpeak even to his own Domeſticks, but in the Pre- 
fence of an Officer of the Guard. Io which muſt be 
added, that the King of Great Britain hath commu— 
nicated nothing to his Majeſty, much leſs made Com- 
Plaints againſt the Conduct of the Miniſter of Swe. 
den reſiding at his Court. That this violent Proce- 
dure which his Britannick Majeſty hath firſt made uſe 
of, is the only Motive which hath oblig'd the King 
of Sweden to make Repriſals, and to treat in the ſame 
Manner Mr. Jackſon, Miniſter of Great Britain at 
Stockholm ; which his Majeſty could not avoid, ſeeing 
ſuch Procedure is without Example, and contrary to 
rhe Security due to a publick Miniſter, who is not 
reſponſible for his Actions, but to the Prince who 
ſends him, who is his ſole and only Judge. Thar all 
Means of Negociating is abſolutely cut off, if any 
Court may be permitted upon the firſt Suſpicion, whe- 
ther well or ill grounded ; and at its own Pleaſure, 
to ſeize upon the Papers of another Prince, which 
are in the Hands of his Miniſter, and his Inſtrui- 
ons and Orders; which, according to Law of Na. 
tions, ought to be ſacred, and protected from all Sort 
of Violence. | 

All which Reaſons make the King hope, that your 
High-Mightineſſes will not only nor approve of this 
violent Procedure of the King of Great Britain, a: 
gainſt the Miniſter of Sweden at his Court, but that 
your High Mightineſſes will alſo look upon it as an 
Affair which touches your ſelves, by reaſon of the 
Example it gives to other Courts. And that there- 
fore your High-Mightineſſes will employ your Care, 
and contribute, by your gaod Offices, to the procuring 
to his Majeſty a juſt Satisfaction. 

The Undetowrieren having made Report to the 
King his Maſter of the Arreſt of Baron Gortz, his

the King of Great Britain, caus d, without Reaſon, 
to be arreſted the Baron de Gortz, his Plenipotentia ry 
Miniſter, and his Papers to be feiz'd by Force. His 
Majeſty the leſs expected this from your High-Migh- 
tineſſes, in regard that the ſaid Procedure is as con- 
trary to the Law of Nations, as to the Alliance and 
Friendſhip which ſubſiſts between his Majeſty and 
your High-Mightineſſes. | 

His Majeſty, in the mean Time, promiſes himſelf 
that your High-Mightineſſes will immediately cauſe 
the ſaid Baron Gortz and his Attendants to be ſet at 
Liberty, and his Papers reſtor d. And that your 
High-Mightineſſes will think of giving his Majeſty 
a juſt Satisfaction, and avoid putting his Majeſty un- 
der the Neceſſity of uſing, againſt his own Inclina- 
tion, Repriſals, and procuring in his own Way the 
Satisfaction which, with all Equity and Juſtice, he 
has Pretence to. 

For the reſt, the King thinks it for his Dignity, 
not to allow the Sieur Rumpf, Reſident of your 
High-Mightineſſes, Admittance to his Court, or to 
any Negotiation with his Miniſters, till he receives 
an exact Information of the farther Proceedings of 
your High-Mightineſſes towards Baron Gortz, and 
concerning the Point of Satisfaction. 

The Under-written hopes that your High-Mighti- 
neſſes will give to him upon all the Premiſſes, an Anſwer 
worthy of your high Wiſdom and Prudence, and that 
you will forthwith enable him to make an agreeable

Now, becauſe it 
contains all the Reaſons alledg'd by the States-Ge- 
neral to juſtify their having impriſon'd the Baron 


dc Gortz, we think fit to give the Subſtance of it as 
follows. | 


TY AT the Declaration made by the Chancery of 
Sweden, in the Name of his Swediſh Majeſty, to M. 
Rumpf, their Reſident at Stockholyy, making Mention 
in the firſt Place, of the Proceedings in England a- 
gainſt the Count de Gyllenborg ; and in the ſecond, of 
what hath been done in this Country, at the Requeſt 
of his Britannick Majeſty, in relation to Baron Gortz ; 
for the firſt, their High-Mightineſſes have no Concern in 
it; and as to the latter, they hope and aſſure themſelves, 
that his Majeſty will, contrary to his Declaration, con- 
ceive better Thoughts, when, according to his high Wiſ- 
dom and Equity, he ſhall have conſider'd the prevail- 
ing Motives that have given Occaſion to the arreſting 
of Baron Gortz, and the Conſequences of it, in 
which their High-Mightineſſes cannot believe that 
they have acted contrary to the mutual Amity and 
Treaties with his Swediſh Majeſty, or to the Law of 
Nations. That it is univerſally known, that their 
High-Mightineſſes have the good Fortune to live with 
his Britannick Majeſty, not only in Peace, Friendſhip, 
and good Underſtanding, but alſo in Treaties and 
ſtrict Alliances for their mutual Defence, and eſpecial- 
ly for the Maintenance of his Britannick Majeſty upon 
his Throne, and the Succeſſion in the Proteſtant Line, 
the Overthrow whereof would be moſt dangerous to 
the Proteſtant Religion, and alſo to their Republick.

by Virtue thereof, they ſent, above a Year ago, a Suc- 
cour of ſix thouſand Men to England, to aſſiſt his 
ſaid Majeſty againſt thoſe of his Subjects who had 
taken up Arms, and againſt the Invaſion of the Pre- 
tender: That he being driven out, the Rebellion 
ſuppreſs d, and the Troops of the State ſent back, no- 
thing was more natural or more reaſonable, than the 
Concurrence of their High-Mightineſſes, as much as 
was in their Power, in all proper Precautions, againſt 
being again oblig'd, in Purſuance of their Engage- 
ments, to ſend the ſame Succours again to England. 
All which was the Cauſe of the arreſting Baron Gorts ; 
for his Britiſh Majeſty having in Secrecy imparted to 
their High-Mightineſſes, Deſigns which were under= 
hand carry'd on, for bringing about another Rebel- 
lion in his Dominions ; and that, among others, Ba- 
ron Gortz, in this Country, had a Hand in thoſe dan- 
gerous Intrigues; and for Confirmation thereof, his 
{aid Majeſty having communicated to them the Letters 
written upon that Subject, which had been intercept- 
ed; and requir'd of their High-Mightineſſes, that the 
Perſon of the ſaid Baron, his Secretary, and his Pa- 
pers, ſhould be arreſted, and ſafely guarded. That 
every one who makes Reflection on the Nature of 
this Affair, and on the Obligations and Intereſt of 
this State, cannot but acknowledge, that their High- 
Mightineſſes could not do leſs than pay a Deference to 
the Requeſt of his Britannick Majeſty, on ſo impor- 
tant an Occaſion, with reſpe& to its Conſequences, 
That their ſaid High-Mightineſles reſt aſſur d, that it 
will clearly appear, beſide what is ſaid above, that the 
arreſting Baron Gortz, was not done without Reaſon, 
as it is unkindly ſuggeſted in the ſaid Declaration.

That 
the Eſſence and Foundation of the Friendſhip and 
Treaties between Sweden and this State, require rather 
that the one Potentate ſhall always ſeek the Advan- 
tage of the other. That the Treaties between Great 
Britain and this State, import expreſsly, that no Per- 
ſon, either Subjects of the State, or Foreigners, ſhall 
carry on in their Dominions Intrigues of the Kind 
above - mention d. That the Right of Nations is no 
ways applicable in this Caſe; and that it is not neceſ- 
ſary to examine, if a Miniſter (who is notoriouſly 
under the Protection which the Law of Nations gives 
to publick Miniſters) does not forfeit that Protection 
by meddling with Affairs and Intrigues of ſo dange- 
rous Conſequences: It being ſufficient to ſay, that 
Baron Gortz, during his Sojourn here, cannot be con- 
ſider d by their High-Mightineſſes as a publick Mi- 
niſter, it being well known, that a Miniſter, who 
would enjoy the Right of Nations, ought to be fur- 
niſh'd with Letters written in due Form, to the Prince 
or State to whom he is ſent; which he ought to de- 
liver, and notify his Character, according to Cuſtom, 
in order to be admitted. That all theſe Requiſites are 
wanting in the Caſe of Baron Gortz, who was not 
provided with Credentials to their High-Mightineſſes, 
or at leaſt he never produc'd them, or norify'd his 
Character of publick Miniſter, in order to be admit- 
ted as ſuch. Neither did he demand or acquire the 
Franchiſe which publick Miniſters enjoy; whence it 
ought to be concluded, that he did himſelf apprehend 
that he could not, or would not be conſider'd as ſuch: 
As to what concerns the Full Powers, whereby the 
Baron de Goriz is conſtituted Plenipotentiary of his 
Swediſh Majeſty ; that Full Power cannot be conſider d 
otherwiſe than as a mere Letter of Attorney, to enable 
him to negotiate and contract Affairs for his Majeſty. 
That ſuch Full Power cr Letter of Attorney, may be

doing ſome particular Buſineſs for a King, Prince, or 
State, And eſpecially it appearing by this Full Power, 
although eouch'd in very indefinite and genera} 
Terms, that it relates more to private and particular, 
than to publick Affairs. Beſides, the Copy of this 
Full Power having never been communicated to their 
High-Mightineſſes till after the Arreſt of Baron Goritz, 
it ought not at all to be conſider d. It is very true, 
mat Baron Gortz did talk divers Times with the Pen- 
ſionary, and other Members of the Regency, but that 
cannot make him be conſider'd as a publick Miniſter. 
That he was receiv d as a Lord of Quality, who was 
employd in many Affairs, and thereby famous in the 
World, and that it was upon that Account that his 
Diſcourſes were liſten' d to. But in the mean Time, 
he cannot, for that Reaſon, be (as a publick Miniſter) 
compriz'd in the Rights of Nations. That if his 
Swediſh Majeſty will pleaſe to conſider what is ſaid

This is that Inſtrument which the States-General, in 
their above Anſwer, treatas a ſimple Letter of Attor- 
ney, and of no Validity to intitle Baron Gori to the 
Rights and Privileges due to the Miniſters of Sove- 
reign Princes. As to what they alledge of the Obli- 
cations they were under to act as they have done in re- 

ard to that Baron, at the Requeſt of his Britannick 
jeſty, by Virtue of Treaties and Alliances, what 
they cheifly inſiſt upon, is the XIlIth Article of the 
Treaty of Peace and Alliance concluded at Breda in 
the Year 1667, between King Charles II. of England, 
and the States-General ; which Treaty has ever ſince 
been in Force, and was renew'd by his preſent Ma- 
xeſty and the States-General in February 1715-16. 
The ſaid Article is conceiv'd in the following Terms. 


Alſo, That neither the ſaid Lord the King, nor the 
ſaid Republick, nor any of the Subjects of either 


of them, Inhabitants or others, reſiding in either of 


their Dominions, ſhall give or afford any Help, Suc- 
cour, Counſel, Aſſiſtance, Countenance, or Protection 
whatſoever, to Rebels on either Side; but ſhall 
expreſsly forbid, and effectually oppoſe, all Aſſiſtance 
or Succour to be given by any of their reſpective Sub- 
je&s, Inhabitants, or Perſons reſiding within the Do- 
minions of either Party reſpectively, to any ſuch Rebels 
a aforeſaid, whether by Men, Ships, Neceſſiries of 


War, or other contraband Goods; or that Money, or 


Proviſions, or Victuals, be, either by Sea or Land, 
openly of ſecretly, afforded them : Bur that all Ships, 
Arms, Neceſſari es of War, or other prohibited Goods, 
and alſo all Money and Proviſions, to whatſoever Per- 
ſon or Perſons belonging, which ſhall, contrary to the

Continuation of the Proceedings of the Parliament of 
Great Britain: 


N our laſt Regifer we brought down the 
Proceedings in Parliament to the 6th of 
May, on which Day the Commons or- 
78S derd a new Writ for Electing a Burgeſs 

for the Boroughs of St. Edmonds Bury in 
Suffolk, in the Room of Aubric Porter, Eſq; 
deceas d: And then 4 Bill to continue and revive ſeve- 
ral Acts therein mention'd, for appointing Commſſtoners 
to take, examine, and flate the Debts due to the Army; 
and alſo to enable the ſaid Commiſſioners to determine the 
ſard Debts, 8c. was read a ſecond Time, and commir- 
ted to a Committee of the whole Houſe, for the 14th : 
After which the Commons attended the King in the 
Houſe of Peers, and when they were return'd, Mr. 
Speaker reported his Majeſty's Speech, (which ſee in 
the laſt Regifter) and Mr. Lechmere mov'd for an Ad- 
dreſs to his Majeſty, and being oppos'd by no Body; 
a Committee was appointed to draw one up. It was 
obſerv'd, that Mr. Lechmere, in the Speech he made 
tor this Addreſs, animadverted upon ſuch of the Mem- 

ers as had lately reſign'd their Places, as if they in- 
r. to diſtreſs the King's Affairs; upon which Mr⸗ 
alpole thought fit, in his own Vindication, to ſay, 
hat Perſons who had accepted Places in the Govern- 
ment, had often been reffected on for carrying on De- 
igns, and acting contrary to the Intreſt of their Coun- 
fry ; but that he had never heard a Man found fault 
| D d with 
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with, for laying down one of the moſt profitable Pla- 
ces of the Kingdom : That, for his own part, if he 
would have comply'd with ſome Meaſures, it had nor 
been in the Power of any of the preſent Miniſters to 
remove him ; but that he had Reaſons for reſigning 
his Employments, with which he had acquainted his 
Majeſty, and might perhaps, in a proper Time, declare 
them to the Houſe. In the mean while the Tenour of 
his Conduct ſhould ſhew, that he never intended to 
make the King uneaſy, or to embarraſs his Affairs. He 
concluded with moving, that the Bill for redeeming 
the Duty on Houſes, and other publick redeemable 
Funds, might be read a ſecond Time ; upon which Mr, 
Stanhope repreſented, that ſeveral Things in that Bill 
wanted to be amended and rectifyd, and therefore he 
mov'd, that the ſecond Reading of it might be put off 
to the next Day Se'nnight ; which was order'd accor- 
dingly. Mr. Stanhope likewiſe made Uſe of that Op- 
portunity to take Notice to the Houſe, that he under- 
ftood it had been the common Practice of thoſe con- 
cern'd in the Adminiſtration of the Treaſury, to 
make Bargains for the Publick with the Governors 
and Directors of Companies, by which ſome private 
Advantages were generally made: But that, in his 
Opinion, ſuch Bargains ought to be made at the Bar 
of the Houſe, by the Repreſentatives of all the Com- 
mons of Great Britain; and if any Advantages 
could be made, the publick ought to have the Bene- 
fit of them. | | 
May 7. Mr. Lechmere reported the Addreſs to his 
Majeſty, (which ſee in our laſt, Page 169) and after the 
Reading of it, Mr. Shippen mov d to have it recommit- 
ted; and that an Amendment might be made to that 
Part of it which relates to the Army, which he pro- 
pos d to be as follows, viz. That nothing could more 
endear his Majeſty to all his Subjects, than the reducing the 
Land- Forces to the old Eftabliſhment of Guards and Car- 
riſons, ſuch as his Majeſty found it at his Acceſſion to the 
Crown. To ſupport his Motion, he repreſented the 
Danger of a ſtanding Army; urging, that in Crommels 
Time a Force much leſs than what will remain in 
Great Britain after the Reduction propos'd, had over- 
turn'd the Monarchy, abolith'd Epiſcopacy, put — 
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the Houſe of Peers, and driven the Commons from 
their Seats, He was ſeconded by Mr. Bromle, and 
back'd by Mr. Herne and General Roſs; but they were 
oppos'd by Mr. Stan hope, Mr. Robert Walpote, and Mr. 
Pulteney 3 which laſt Gentleman declar'd, That before 
the Diſcovery of the late Swedrſh Conſpiracy, while 
he had the Honour to ſerve his Majeſty, as Secretary 
at War, he had receiv'd ſuch directions as ſhew'd his 
Majeſty's Intentions, at that Time, to reduce ſti!] a 
greater Number of Forces, than was now propos'd ; 
and therefore he did not doubt but his Majeſty would 
do it as ſoon as the Safety of his Kingdoms would 
admit of it. He added, That, in his Opinion, the 
Nation had no Reaſon to fear any thing from an Ar- 
my, who, for near thirty Years paſt, had 3 ſig- 
nal Proofs of. their firm Adherence to the Proteſtant 
Intereſt, and of their Zeal to maintain the Liberties 
of their Country; and that if there was any Danger 
at preſent, it was only from foreign Counſels. At 
length the Queſtion being put upon Mr. Shipper's 
Motion, it was carr'd in the Negative by a Majority 
of 188 Voices againſt 83. | 

May 8. Mr. 7 Opank acquainted the Houſe, That 
he was apprehenſive of ſome Miſmanagements, and 
Imbezilments of the publick Money, in relation to 
the 6000 Dutch Troops, and the Service in North Bri. 
tain ; Upon this it was reſolv'd to preſent two Ad- 
dreſſes to his Majeſty ; one for an Account of the 
Money given for the Payment of the 6000 Dutch 
Troops taken into his Majeſty's Service during the 
late Rebellion, with the Charge of the Tranſporta- 
tion of the ſaid Troops forwards and backwards, di- 
Ringuiſhing each Particular under its reſpective Head; 
the other for an Account of the Diſtribution of rhe, 
Extraordinaries and Contingencies iſſu'd cut for the 
Service perform'd in North Britain during the late 
Rebellion. It was generally believ'd that the Lord 
Cad an was the Perſon principally aim'd at in Mr. 
Pulteney's Motion. After this the Call of the Houſe 
Was put off till the 16th. 

On the three tollowiag Days, viz. on the gth, roth, 
and x1th of May, nothing material happen'd in the 
Houſe of Commons ; but on the 12th a warm Debate 
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aroſe on the following Occaſion. Sir. Milliam Mind- 
bam Wiving mov'd, That Dr. Snape be defir'd to 
preach before this Houſe at St. Margaret's, Weſlminfler, 
upon the 2gth of May, he was ſeconded by Mr. Ship. 
gen, and back'd by all the Members who had lately 
reſign'd their Employments. Mr. Horatio Walpole, 
who ſpoke firſt after Mr. Shippen, ſaid in general, 
That twas unuſual, on ſuch Occaſions, to put the Ne- 
gativeon any Man, whom a Member of that Houſe had 
thought fit to name; and that Dr. Snape was not on! 
a Perſon of Merit and great Learning, but had like- 
wiſe the Honour to be one of his Majeſty's Chaplains. 
Mr. Robert Walpole ſaid, That he knew Dr. Snape to 
be both a very learn'd, and a very honeſt Man: That 
he had not only entruſted him with the Education of 
his own Children, but alſo recommended the Sons 
of the Duke of Devonſhire and Lord Townſhend to his 
Care; and therefore he could not but think, that he 
might be truſted with preaching a Sermon before that 
Aſſembly. Mr. Lechmere oppos'd them, and ſaid, a- 
mong other Things, That he could not but wonder, 
that a Member who had been one of the Managers 
againſt Dr. Sacheverell, ſhould now ſpeak in Behalf of 
2 Divine who had aſſerted the ſame Notions of Paſ- 
ſive Obedience and Non-Reſiſtance, for which the 
other had been proſecuted ; and who had lately at- 
tack'd a ſternuous and worthy Champion of the Re- 
volution and Proteſtant Succeſſion, Mr. Aiflaby an- 
ſwer'd, That he gave his Vote to Dr. Snape, becauſe 
he look'd upon him as a learn'd and honeſt Man; 
And after his having written againſt the Biſhop of 
Bangor's Sermon, he did not think it a ſufficient Rear 
ſon to put upon him a Negative, which would bea 

perjudging of a Controverſy that did not properly 
belong to their Cognizance. The Lord Guernſey ſpoke 

fill with more Vehemence in Behalf of Dr. Snape ; 
and Mr. Hungerford ſaid, among other Things, That 
if the Court had not interpos'd, the Doctor might 

have ſhewn the Biſhop fine Sport ; but that the King 
having order'd his Miniſters to diſband Part of the 
Army, they had, by Miſtake, diſbanded the Con- 
vocation. In a Word, Sir William Windham's Mo-. 
tion being thus rongly ſupported, and Mr. 2 
| er 
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i being back'd only by Sir Joſeph Jelyll, Mr. 
Tefcewen, Mr. Treby, and a few more, the Queſtion 
was put, and carryd in the Affirmative, by a Ma- 


ority of 141 Voices againſt 131; and Sir William 
Wyndhaws and Mr. Shippen were order'd to acquaint 
Dr. Snape with the Deſire of the Houſe. The ſame 
Day Mr. Hampden reported the Reſolutions of the 
Committee of Privileges and Elections, touching the 
Election for the Borough of Marlborough in the 
County of Wilts, which were agreed to, vir. That 
the Right of Election for the ſaid Borough is in the 
Mayor and Burgeſſes only: That Joſhua Ward, Eſq; is 
not duly elected; and on the contrary, that Sir Wil- 
liam Humphreys, Knt. and Bart. and Gabriel Roberts, 
Eſq; are duly elected, for the ſaid Borough ; and or- 
derd, That the Name of Mr. Ward be raz'd out of 
the Return, and the Name of Mr. Roberts inſerted 
therein, inſtead of it. - 

May 14 The Commons read a ſecond Time, the 
Bill for the redeeming the Duties on Houſes, and charg- 
ing the ſame with a leſſer Incumbrance, and for re.

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After the Reading of theſe Propoſals, Mr. Robert 
Walpole rais d Objections againit them, particularly 
againſt that of the South-Sea Company. He was ſe- 
conded by Mr. Hutchinſon, who, in a long Speech, 
endeavour'd. to ſhew, that the Nation would fcarce 

in this Year 100000 J. by that Bargain; and there- 

Pre he was for putting off this Affair till the next Seſ- 

ſion, to give the Communities Time to make more rea- 

fondble Propoſals. He was anſwer'd by Mr. Lowndes, 

who ſaid, He had much ado to find out the Mean- 

ing of the Member who ſpoke laft ; that in the ſame g 

Speech he had advanc'd, that the Nation would gain 

nothing this Year, and then ound that the Na- 

tion would gain 100000 J. That ſuppoſing the Gain 

to be no more than this laſt Sum, yet the Pro- 

poſal of the South- Sea Company was not to be re- 

jected, ſince it would enable the Nation to begin 

to reduce the publick Debts. That in caſe the 

Propoſals of the Communities were not thought 
reaſonable, nothing, in his Opinion, could be 

more effectual to bring the Communities to reaſon, 

than a Vote of that Houſe; and therefore the Com- 

mons needed but declare their Intentions, and he 

did not doubt but the Communities would comply 

therewith. After Mr. Hutchinſon had reply d ſome- 

thing by Way of Explanation, Mr. Hungerſord ſaid, 

That for his on Part, he ever was of Opinion, that 

the Parliamentary Faith ought to be preſery'd un- 

touch'd and inviolable; that by keeping up the natio- 

nal Credit, England was glutted with hong 

was become the general Bank of Europe, while moſt 

of the neighbouring States were reduc'd to Streights, 

and wanted Specie. That France had loft her Credit, 

or rather never had any; and if there was any Mo- 

ney in that Kingdom, twas in the Hands of the Re- 

gent; for what purpoſe he could not tell. That 

though the Parliamentrry Faith ought to remain in- 

violate; yet he did doubr, but the Wiſdom of 

the Repreſentatives of the Nation, could find legal 

Ways to reduce the Intereſt of publick Securities, 
lince the Parliamentary Faith conſiſted only in the ſe- 
curing the Payment of the capital Sums adyanc'd by 
private Perſons for the Uſe of the Pablick. That he

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did not underſtand why the Publick ſhould pay a 
higher Intereſt than a private Man, That he knew 


by Experience, ard in the Courſe of his Buſineſs, 


that Money may be had at 4 /. per Cent. on good Se- 
curities; that there was on the Floor a Member of 
the Houſe who had lent him 20000 l. at that Rate, 
and therefore it was to be hop'd, that the Communi- 


ties duly weiging all this, would offer to the Houſe 


more reaſonable Propoſals. Mr. John Smith back d 
Mr. Hungerford, and ſaid, among other Things, That 
one would have expected, that the Communities and 

money'd Men, who, to make themſelves popular, 

boaſt of their Zeal for the preſent Government, ſhould, 

on this Occaſion have given convincing Proofs of 

it, by contributing more then they offer'd to do, to- 

wards reducing the publick Debts and eaſing the 

landed Men, who for ſo many Years have born the 

greateſt part of the National Burdens. That, in his 

Opinion, it was of a Dangerous Conſequence to bor- 

row Money of the Communities upon the Foot of 

their Propoſals, ſince by granting them a Term of 

Years, the Parliament debar'd themſelves of the Li- 

berty of taxing publick Funds, which they had 2 

Right to do, in caſe of extream Neceſſity, without 

violating the Parliamentary Faith, That, for his own 
Part, he thought the Communities ought to be a- 
tisfy'd with one Year's Notice; but the Seaſon being 
ſo far advanc'd, that there could not be above five 

Months before the next Seſſion, he was for putting off 
this Buſineſs till then, and, in the mean Time, the 

Communities might maturely conſider of it. Upon 
this, Mr. 1 4 ſpoke in Behalf of the Communities, 
and ſaid in Subſtance, That he had as great a Regard to 
the landed, as to the Money'd Intereſt ; not only be- 
cauſe he had, God be thank'd, ſome Land of his 

own, but alſo becauſe he was fatisfy'd that the 

landed and money'd Intereſts are entirely the ſame, 
fince the Value of Land riſes or falls in Proportion 

to the Plenty or Scarcity of Money. That in the 

Courſe of Buſineſs, it is uſual for thoſe who borrow, 
to propoſe ſome Advantage to the Lenders ; but that 
on this Occaſion, the Communities were ſa far from 
getting any Thing by advancing Money to the Gy- 
yernmen 
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vernment, that, on the contrary, they ſacrific'd their 
own Intereſt to that of the Publick. That if the 
Thing was rightly conſider d, it would be found, that 
the Perſons concern'd in the Souih- Sea Stock, by con- 
tenting themſelves with an Intereſt of 5 J. per Cent. 
inſtead of ſix, to which they are entitled by an Ac 
of Parliament, did, in Reality, loſe 20 J. in every 
120 l. ſo that the Company, by accepting the ſame 
Annuity for 12000000 l. which they had before for 10 f. 
did in Effect preſent the Government with 20000 d. 
which being apply'd to the paying off the Lotteries, 
and other redeemable Funds, great Advantages might 
thereby accrue to the Publick. That he could not 
forbear taking Notice of what had been ſuggeſted by 
ſome People withour, That rhe Intereſt of the publick 
Funds might be reduc'd at once by an Act of Parlia- 
ment; but that he hop'd no ſuch Thing was ever 
intended by any that fat in that Houſe ; for, in his 
Opinion it could not be done without violating the 
Parliamentary Faith, and giving a dangerous Wound 
to publick Credit. This Speech was anſwer'd by 
Mr. Aiſlabie, who took notice, That of late Years 
the Companies of money d Men were grown ſo up- 
piſh, as not only to treat familiarly with the Parlia- 
ment, but even to pretend to dictate to them; that 
therefore-it was high Time to give them a Check, 
and let them | Pang that the landed Men, and their 
Repreſentatives, were Maſters of the main Spring 
and Stock of the Wealth and Strength of the King- 
dom: And, having enlarg'd on this Subject, he con- 
cluded for putting off this Buſineſs till the next Seſ- 
ſion. Hereupon Colonel Bladen ſhew'd, how dan- 
gerous it was to delay an Affair of ſo great Impor- 
trance ; and he was back d by Sir Fiſher Tench. On 
the other Hand, Mr. Pultency ſaid, He did not know 
what private Advantage ſome Perfons might have in 
accepting the Propoſal of the South-Sea Company; 
but that, in his Opinica, no Term of Years ought 
to be granted, or, at moſt, not above three Years: Ge- 
neral Stanhope, being ſenſible that both the Oppoſt- 
tion made againfl the Propoſals of the Communiries, 
and the Reflection of private Advantage, were chiefty 
levell'd againſt him, thaught fir to vimlicate himſelf : 


la 
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In the firſt Place he ingenioufly own d his Incapacity 
for the Affairs of the Treaſury, which were ſo remote 
from his Studies and Inclination, that rherefore he 
would fain have kept the Employment he had before, 
which was both more eaſy, and more profitable to 
Him ; but that he thonght it his Duty to obey the 
King's Commands. Thar, however, he would en- 
deavour to make up, by Application, Honeſty, and 
Diſintereſtedneſs, what he wanted in Abilities and 
Experience. That he would content himſelf with 
the Salary and lawful Perquiſites of his Office; and 
though he had quitted a better Place, he would not 
quarter himſelf upon any Body to make it up : That 
he had no Brothers, nor other Relation, to provide 
for; and that, upon his firſt entering into the Treaſu- 
ry, he had made a flanding Order againſt the late 
Practice of granting Reverſions of Places. Mr, Wal- 
pole, who thought himſelf :refle&ed on in what Mr. 
Stanhope had been ſaying, reply'd with great Warmth, 
complaining, in the firſt Place, of Breach of Friend- 
thip, and betraying private Converſation. He frank- 
iy own'd, That while he was in Employment, he 
had endeavour d to ſerve his Friends and Relations; 
than which, in his Opinion, nothing was more rea- 
ſonable, or more juſt: That as to the granting Rever- 
ſions, he was willing to acquaint the Houſe with the 
Meaning of it: That he had no Objections againſt 
the German Miniſters, whom his Majeſty brought with 
bim from Hanover, and who, as far as he had obſerv'd, 
had all along behav'd themſelves like Men of Ho- 
nour; but that there was a' mean Fellow, of what 
Nation he could not tell, who took upon him to dil- 
poſe of Employments ; that this Man having obtain d 
the Grant of a Reverſion, which he deſign d for his 
Son, he (Mr. Walpole) thought it too good for him, 
and therefore kept it for his own Son, That there- 
upon that Foreigner was fo ſaucy as to demand of 
him the Sum of 2500 l. under Pretence, that he had 
been offer d ſo much for the ſaid Reverſion; but that 
ne was wiſer than to comply with his Demand. And 
that one of the chief Reaſons that made him reſign 
his Places, was, becauſe he would not connive at ſome 
4 hings that were carrying on. Mr. Stanbape 
| e anſwer d; 
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anſwer'd ; Mr. Walpole reply d; and ſome hard Ex- 
prelſions having elcap'd them, in the Heat of the 
Piſpute, Mr, Hungerford endeavour'd to put a Stop to 
it, I am ſorry, ſaid he, to ſee theſe two great Men fall 
foul on one another; however, in my Opinion, we muſt 
fill look upon them as Patriots, and Fathers of cheic 
Country; and ſince they have, by Miſchance, diſco- 
verd their Nakedneſs, we ought, according to the 
Cuſtom of the Eaſt, as the Scriptuse tells us, cover 
it by Es, our Backs upon them. He added, 
That this unlucky Accident had, however, produc'd 
ſome Good, in = th it had reveal'd a Piece of ſecret 
Hiſtory, viz. the ſcandalous Practice of felling Pla- 
ces and Reverſions; and therefore he mov'd, That 
the honourable Member who made the Diſcovery, 
might be call'd upon to name the Perſon. No Body 
ſeconded this Motion; and Sir Joſeph Fekyll brought 
back the Attention of the Aſſembly to the Buſineſs 
under Conſideration, and ſhew'd the Danger of put- 
ting off till the next Winter, the Concluſion of an 
Affair of ſo great Conſequence.

The Caſe of the Embarkation of the Dutch Troops to and 
from Great Britain. 


1. H E Dutch Troops, which were ſhipp'd at Of. 

T end, were 6000 effective Men, beſides G5 
cers, their Servants, and Women that follow'd the 
Camp, Which altogether amounted to about 7000 
Perſons. They were furniſh'd with Proviſions during 
the Time they were oblig'd to encamp at Ofend, 
before they could embark, becauſe of the exceſſive 
Storms which laſted three or four Days ; and there was 
pat on Board 21 Days Proviſions for each Man when 
they did embark. The Troops brought over their 
new Cloathing, which they put on after their Arri- 
val in Great Britain; and this, with the 21 Days Pro- 
viſions, took up a good Part of the Room in the 
Ships, and occafion'd a greater Number of Tranſports 
to be employ'd. 

2. The Ships were-hir'd in the Winter Seaſon, at 
the Beginning of a Froſt, and many loaded and bound 
for other Parts with Merchandizes, (but on Encourage- 
ment given to the Maſters) were perſwaded to unload, 
and ſerve on this Expedition. - 

3. All the Tranſports were engag'd to ſail to any 
Port of England, or Scotland, under Directions of the 
Convoys aſſign'd them, purſuant to Orders ſent Ge- 
neral Cadogan by the Lord Townſhend ; for which 
Reaſon (it may be obſerv'd) there was a Neceſſity of 
thipping 21 Days Proviſions on each Tranſport. 

4. The Exigency of Affairs in Great Britain, at 
that Time requiring that the Troops ſhould come 
over with the. utmoſt Expedition, (as appear by my 
Lord Townſhend's Letter and Orders to a Cado- 
an) the Perſons employ d by the faid General, in Pur-

1. The ſaid Troops, at their Return were extreamly 
eſſen d in their Numbers, by Death and Deſertion; 
and were allow'd their contingent and extraordinary 
Expences 'till their Embarkation, (which far exceeded 
the Extraordinariespaid for them before they embark'd 
at Ofend) and were ſent back, ſome with 10, and o- 
thers with 6 Days Proviſions only. 

2. At the return of the Troops, the Tranſport Ships 
were provided for them in the Summer, and part of 
them went from the River, and the reſt from Hull; 
from whence to the Maeſe, where they were to land, 
'tis not above 2 or 3 Days Sail, and conſequently the 
Freight of each Man muſt coſt leſs, and a leſs Guan 
tity of Proviſions was neceſſary than from Oſtend to 
Edinburgh, which is near three Times farther than 
from the River or Hull, to the Mae ſe. 

By Lord Townſhend's Letter, dated October 19, 1715, 
Orders were ſent to Genaral Cadogan, to embark the 
Troops without lofing one Moment of Time, and to 
direck them to make the beſt of their Way to the 
Mouth of the Humber, where they were to receive 
farther Orders concerning the Place of their Landing ; 
but by a ſubſequent Letter Dated the 24th of October, 
1715, from Lord Townſhend, he was dtrected to ſend 
half of them to the Humber, and half to the River 
Thames, and accordingly he tranſmitted thoſe Directi- 
ons to the Perſons he employ'd at Offend ; which Per- 
ſons therefore made a conditional Agreement with 
the Maſters of the Tranſports, that they ſhould be 
paid for the Troops they carry'd to the River, at the 
Rate of 4 Guilders a Man, and for thoſe to Hull, 10 
Uuilders a Man; and it appears by the Account, that 
no more 1s charg'd for the ſame. But nevertheleſs

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ſince it appears, by the 'Tenour of the ſeveral Letters 
from the Lord Townſhend to General Cadogan, that the 
Service might have requir'd ſending the whole Corps 
to the North ; which Orders for ſending the whole 
Corps the North, were to have been follow d, as appears 
by the Letter from Lord Townſhend, of the 28th of 0:. 
tober, 1715, if the Generals who commanded this Body 
could nor be prevail'd on to divide their Corps, which 
they were not perſwaded to do till two Days before 
Sailing. Conſider therefore how much greater the Di. 
ſtance is from Offend to the Firth of Flinburgb, than 
either from the River or Hull, to the Maeſe and that 
conſequently above twice the Quantity of Provifions 
was abſolutely neceſſary for the Troops at their com- 
ing to Great Britain, than when they return'd to Hy. 
land ; and that the Officers brought their Equipage, 
Tents, and every thing neceſſary for immediate Ser- 
vice when they came to Great Britain, which they dif. 
pug of before they return d to Holland, except ſome 

addle-Horſes ; and that the Cloathing of the Re. 
giments, which came over in Bails, was deliver'd to 
the Soldiers after their Arrival in Great Britain; it 
plainly appears, that the Expence of bringing them 
over muſt have coſt much more than double the ſend- 
ing them back. Ir may likewiſe be added, that the 
People at Offend and Bruges, and the Maſters of the 
Tranſports, knowing the Neceſſity there was in ſend- 
ing the Troops over in ſo ſhort a Time, made ther 
Advantage of it, in raiſing the Prices of Proviſtons 
and Freight accordingly. 

It is objected, that there remain'd little or none d 
the Proviſions put on Board at Offend, when the 
Troops arriv'd in Great Britain. To this tis anſwer d, 
That the Perſons who put the Proviſions on Board, 
and have prov'd it by proper Vouchers, are not al- 
ſwerable for any Waſte of the ſaid Proviſions, or 
Neglect in taking Care of them afterwards ; and it i 
| likewiſe well known to all the World, that the 
Night after the Tranſports put to Sea from Offend, 
there aroſe ſo terrible a Storm, that two of the ſai 
Tranſports were loſt, though the People in them were 

ſav d, and all the reſt ſo ſcatter'd by the Violence of the 
| Tempeſt, that ſome were drove into Harwich, * 
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to Dover, others to 7armouth, ſome to Hull, ſome to 
Tinmouth, and ſome few got to Edinburgh; ſo that 
tis natural to ſuppoſe, either the Soldiers carry'd a- 
| ſhore the Remainder of the ſaid Proviſions, or the 
Maſters of the Tranſports kept them for their own 
Ule after the Soldiers were landed, ir not being poſ- 
ſible to have Perſons, in all the Places before- men- 
tion dito receive what muſt have remain d of the ſaid 
Proviſions. 

It is plain from the Letters from Lord Townſhend to 
General Cadogan, and his Anſwer to Lord Townſhend, 
now before the Houſe, T har the ſaid General Cadogan 
had no other Parr in this Tranfaftion, than as a Mini- 
ſer, for making the Treaty, raiting the Money, and 
drawing the Bills, purſuant to the Directions he recei- 
ved from Lord Townſhend, in his Letter dated the igth 
of October 1715; for ſecuring Payment of which Bills, 
he was oblig d (as appears by his Letter to Lord Town- 
ſhend, dated the 26th of October 1715) to engage his 
private Fortune to the Perſons who advanc'd the 
Money in Holland and Flanders; and as to the Agree- 
ments of the Tranſport-Ships, Proviſions, and the 
contingent Charges before the Embarkation of the 
Troops, he was no other Ways concern'd, than in 
employing the propereſt Perſons he could find to 
take Care of this Service, purſuant to the Orders he 
receiv'd from the Lord: Townſhend, in his Letter of 
the 19th of October 1715, to ſend over the Troops 
wich all Expedition, without loſing one Moment of 

ime, 

The Perſons employ'd for this Service, were, Mr. 
Fulis, his Majeſty's Conſul at Offend, Mr. Archdeacon 
and Mr. Ray, two eminent Merchants at Bryges and 
Oftend, and Mr. Caſtagne, formerly Commiſſary and 
Contracter for Bread and Forage for the Army in 
Flanders, who are all ready (if requir'd) to come over 
and atteſt every Article of their reſpective Accompts. 
upon Oath, | 

After the Reading of the Papers that had been 
aid before the Houſe, Mr. Pulteney made a 8 eech, 
wherein he endeavour'd to ſhew, That there had been 
great ſums of Money embezil d in this Expedition; 
chat he could not fix the Fraud upon any Body; but 
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that it plainly appear'd, that the Sum of 20007 
odd Money, was twice charg'd for the ſame Service 
912, for tranſporting the Dutch Forces into Great Bri- 
1ain, This was anſwer'd by Mr. Craggs, Secretary at 
War, who, in particular, ſhew'd the Reaſon why 
the reſpective Sums of 2045 l. and 2061 J. were charg d 
for Tranſports, as the .. is accounted for in the 
Caſe above- mention d. On the other Hand, Lieur, 
General Maccartney, who had afliſted the Lord Cadogan 
in taking Care of the Marching and Embarkation 
of the Dutch Troops, being examin'd at the Bar, 
vouch'd ſeveral Particulars relating to the Proviſions 
and Tranſports. But nevertheleſs, Mr. Robert Mal. 
pole, Mr, Shippen, Mr. Smith, and ſome others, main- 
tain d Mr. Pultency's Aſſertion, with a great deal of 
Warmth, and made ſevere Reflections on the Perſons 
employ'd in bringing over the Dutch Troops. On 
the contrary, Mr, Lechmere General Stanhope, Mr, 
Hampden, Sir Jo ſeph Fekyl, Sir William Thomſon, and 
Mr. A4:i/labie, ſpoke in Vindication of my Lord Cade- 

an, Mr. Robert Waipole ſupported Mr. Pulteneys 

harge with much Vehemence, and at two different 
Times, ſpoke near the Space of two Hours, and 
ſtrain'd his Voice to that Degree, that he was taken 
with a violent Bleeding at the Noſe, which obligd 
him to go out of the Houſe ; but came back before 
the Queſtion was put. The Main Strefs of his Res- 
ſoning was, That by the Papers that had been read, 
there was an apparent Fraud; tho' he could not fay, 
but that it might afterwards appear otherwiſe; and he 
could not tell, but that my Lord Cadogan might pro- 
duce other Evidence to prove his Innocency : Where- 
upon Sir Foſeph Jelyl took Notice of the Inconſiſten- 
cy of his Argument ; for if the Fraud was apparent, 
it was conſequently real; and if ſuch, it was impoſſi 
ble to appear otherwiſe, and conſequently for the 
Perſon on whom the Fraud was laid, to prove him- 
ſelf innocent; but that, in his Opinion, neither 
was there any apparent Fraud, nor, if there were, 
could it, with any Juſtice or Equity, be charg'd on 
my Lord Cadogen, who, in all this Affair, acted only 
as a publick Miniſter, and not either as a Comman-

his Lordſhip, who, in Military Affairs, held the 

ſecond Rank, next to that Great Man to whom every 

Body allow'd the firſt, Mr, Lechmere likewiſe di- 

tinguiſh'd himſelf on this Oecaſion; and, among 

other Things, urg'd, That this Enquiry was altoge- 

ther frivolous and groundleſs: That as it was the Re- 
ſult of Party Pique and Malice, ſo it had no other 

View than to blacken and aſperſe a Perſon whoſe 

greateſt Crime was, that he had real bright Quali- 
ties, that drown'd the Tinſel Merit of others. That 

this Enquiry was of the ſame Nature with thoſe that 

had ! been ſet on foot againſt the Duke of 
Marlborough, the Lord Townſhend, and an honourable 
Member of that Houſe ; and, he hop'd, would have 
the fame End. That it look d very ſtrange, that the 

Perſons who now appear d the hotteſt in this Enqui- 
ry, ſhould have been filent about theſe pretenſed 
Frauds while they were in Place: But that it was ſtill 
more ſurprizing to hear them exclaim, with ſo much 
Rancour and Bitterneſs, againſt a noble Lord, of 
whom they had been heard to ſay, That the ſpeedy 
ſuppreſſing of the Rebellion in Scotland, was, under 
God, owing to his activity and Indefatigableneſs; 
and that if another General had had the manage- 
ment of that Aﬀair, he would have made it a ten 
Years War. But what was moſt remarkable in this 
Days Debate, was, that contrary to the general Ex- 
pectation, Mr. Hungerford ſpoke in favour of my Lord 
Cedogan, and faid, He wonder'd there was ſo much 
Noiſe made abour a Dutch Reckoning ; that by all 
that had been laid before them, the Lord Cado an ap- 
pear d very innocent; and therefore he thought he 
deſery'd rather the Praiſe, than the Cenſure X rhe 
Houſe.

| This Family, or Clan, of the Name of Gregour, had 
been in Rebellion in the Time of King James, King 
Charles's Father, and was reduc'd ; but on the Death 


of King James they took up Arms again, not ſo much 


upon any State-Account, or for Redreſs of Grievances, 
or the like, as to plunder and raiſe Booty upon the 
Low-lands, and injure the Country. On this Account, 
no doubt, they merited Puniſhment ; but as to pu- 
niſhing their Poſterity, that we can ſay little to but 
this, That ſuch was the Cuſtom in that Country. Te 
ſeems, the famous Rob. Roy, who is now up in Arms, 
is one of the Name of M Gregour, which perhaps 
has reviv'd the Memory of the Sins of his Anceſtors 
but be that as it will, the Act of Parliament, juſt as 
it was paſs'd in the Scotrſh Way of Speech, is very 
well worth reprinting, nor only as a Piece of Br:1ijh 
Antiquity, but as ſuch an Inſtance of Northern Ju- 
ſtice, as England has very rarely, if ever ſeen the like 
of inaſmuch as it inflicts a Puniſhment on the Chil- 
dren for the Fathers Tranſgreſſion, even beyond the 
third and fourth Generation.

We come now to Speak of the Affair of the Count 
de Gyllenborg, and of the Baron Gortz, of which we 
have ſpoken in our former Regiſter, and which is 
at laſt brought to an amicable Accommodation. This 
Affair having occaſion'd many Conferences at the 
Hague, between the Marqueſs de Chateauneuf, Embaſ- 
ſador of Fance, (who, by Order of the Duke Regent 
of that Kingdom, acted as Mediator) the Deputies of 
the States General, and the Britiſß Envoy; this laſt 
propos'd an Expedient, which the States highly ap- 
prov'd of, and which ſhew'd the fincere Intentions of 
his Britannick Majeſty, to terminate in a friendly 
Manner this Miſunderſtandins with Sweden. This 
Expedient was, that the Mcdiator (the Duke of Or- 
leans) ſhould make a Declaration to his Britannick 
Majeſty, that the King of Sweden had not been privy 
to the Intrigues his ſaid Miniſters had carry'd on 
againſt the King of Great Britain. In Purſuance of 
this Propoſal, which was agreed to on all Hands, 
Monſieur d' Ibberville, Envoy Extraordinary of France, 
about the Beginning of July laſt, preſented the fol- 


lowing Declaration of the Duke Regent upon that 
Subject. | |

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H I'S Royal Highneſs has ſeen, with great Satis 
faction, that the Care he has employ'd in the 
King's Name, for preventing the Conſequences of 
what has paſs'd with Reſpe& to the Count de Gyllen. 
borg and Baron Gortz, Miniſters ot the King of Swe. 
den, has not been fruitleſs ; ſeeing that his good Off 
ces have been equally admitted by his Britannict and 
his Swediſh Majeſty, f 

His Royal Highneſs being inſtructed of the true 
Diſpoſitions of the King of Sweden, by the Diſpatches 
of the Count de la Marg, confirm'd by the Aſſurances 
of the Sieur Comſtroom, Envoy Extraordinary of that 
Prince to the King; he has order'd the Sieur 4 [bet 
ville to give the preſent Declaration to the King of 
Great Britain, and to aſſure his Britannzck Majeſty in 
his Name, that the King of Sweden never had, nor 
has yet any Intention to trouble the Tranquillity of 
Great Britain; that he did not enter into any of the 
Deſigns attributed to his Miniſters ; that that Prince 
ſhould look upon, as a Thing injurious to him, the 
meer Suſpicion that he had had any Part in ſuch Pro- 
yes; that the propoſes, when his Miniſters are re- 
turn'd Home to him, to examine their Conduct, in 
order to do Juſtice upon them, if they have abus d 
their Character. 3 

After the preſent Declaration, his Royal Highnels 
hopes, that the King of Great Britain will be willing 
to take the Reſolution of ſending back the Sieur d- 
Gyllenborg to the King his Maſter, upon the Engage- 
ment he makes, that the Sieur Jackſon will alſo beſet 
at Liberty without any Delay. 

And as the King of Great Britain has been pleas d 
to acknowledge to his Royal Highneſs, that out of 
Regard to him and their High Mightineſſes the States 
General of the United Provinces, he ſhould not re- 
fuſe to conſent, that the Baron de Gortz ſhould alſo be 
ſet at Liberty; he is perſwaded, that his Britannick 
Majeſty will defer no longer to explain alſo his In- 
tentious thereupon. 


No ſooner was this Declaration deliver'd, than the 
Count de Gyllenborg was brought from 1 Lo

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London; and from thence convey'd to Harwich, where l 
he was pur on Board an Engliſh Frigate to be tranſ- Il 
ported to Stoctholm, to be exchang'd for the Britiſh | 
Reſident Mr. Jackſon. It was likewiſe reſolv'd in 1 
Helland, that Baron Goriz ſhould be ſent by Sea to 
Sweden ; but while this was concerting at the Hague, | 
by the Mediation of the French Embaſſador, the States | 
of Guelderland, by their own Authority, and without Wi 
the Conſent of any other Province, or of the States . i 
General, ſer Baron Gortz at Liberty, upon no other [| 
Security than the Parole given by Count Revemau, 
Miniſter of Holſtein, that the ſaid Baron ſhould im- 
mediately depart for Sweden; but the Baron went to 
Zutphen, where he ſtill continues. Mean while, the 
Britiſh Envoy and the French Embaſſador made loud 
* of this Proceeding of the States of Guci- 
derland. *

Being admitted into the Privy-Counſel of our King- 
dom, he acquitted Nic Diligence, Steadineſs 
and Integrity, as well towards Us, and the Parlia- 
ment, as towards foreign Nations. Being made firſt

Proceedings of the Parliament of that Kingdom. 


O N the 27th of Aiguſt the Parliament met; and 
the Duke of Bolton, Lord Lieutenant, went in 
the uſual State to the Houſe of Peers, whither the 
Commons being ſent for up, his Excellency made the 
following Speech to both Houſes ; 


My Lords and Gentlemen, . 
H Is Majeſty has commanded me to acquaint you, 
that it is to his great Satisfaction, your preſent 
Meeting in Parliament is ina time of Publick Peace 
and Tranquillity, and after the entire Suppreſſion af 
the late unnatural Rebellion, which your ſeaſonable

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Continuation of the War between the Emperor and 
the Turks 3 Or, a Relation of the Campaign in 
Hungary. 


E ſhall begin this Article with the Arrival of 
W Prince Eugene of Savoy at Futach, the Place 
appointed for the N Rendezvous of the Impe- 
rial Army, where his Highneſs join'd them on the 
21ſt of May, N. S. and having made the neceſſiry 
Diſpoſitions to enter upon Action, he broke up from 
thence on June 9, and the next Day ad vanc d to lone, 
near Titul, where he immdiately caus'd his Cavalry to 
paſs the Theyſſe; they were follow'd by the Infantry 
the next Morning, and by the Bagzage in the After- 
noon, ſo that his whole Army, conſiſting or 73 Bat- 
talions and 37 Squadrons, encamp'd that Night be- 
tween Titul and Segeth, on the other Side of the '7heyſſe, 
where they reſted the 12th. Prince Eugene decamp'd 
the next Day, and, with Diffi-ulty enough, paſs'd a 
Branch of the Temes, that comes out of the Lake of Te- 
meſwaer, The 14th he advanc'd near Banzora and the 
next Day to the Campof Count Merci, a little below that 
Place, This Camp conſiſted of about the fame Num- 
ber of Men as the Army commanded by Prince Eu- 
gene. Theſe two Armies being join'd, 15000 Men 
were put on Board a great Number of Barks, which 
Count Merci had aſſembled for that Purpoſe, and 
paſsd the Danube without any Oppoſition. Coui t 
Merci was the firſt Man who landed on the other Side; 
and as ſoon as his Forces were on Shore, the Bar ks 
were ſent back to bring over 15200 Men more, under 
the Command of General Heiſter, who landed likes 
wiſe without Oppoſition. When tne firſt Tranſport 
was about the Middle of the River, a Signal wis 
made by firing a Cannon, upon which all thę Drums 
in the Army began to beat; and the Turks, who, ta 
the Number of 5009 Men, were poſted on the other 
Side. of the Danube, ſeeing 119 Preparations mide tor 
laying a Bridge, thought themſelves very ſecure, not 
imagining that the Imperialiſts would venture to 
pals ſuch a River, in Boats; but when they ſaw rhe 
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ry march'd over, and haying join'd the Troops that 


was form'd anew upon the Heights of Y:/n24, about 


by the Germans, Greck-Weiſſenbutgh, and by the Hunga, 


. navigable Rivers, by which they convey Goods ta 
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Troops landed, they ran away in the utmoſt Conſter. 
nation, ſome towards Belgrade, and others towards the 
Mountains.

It is a City of Hungary, in the 
Country call'd Na ſcia. It ſtands a little below the 
Confluence of the Save and the Daube, about 19 
Miles S. E. from Sewlin and 60'S. W. from Temcſwarr, 
It is conſiderable for its Greatneſs, and by its Situ 
tion upon a Hill, which renders it extraordinary 
ſtrong. Some take it for the old Taurinum; but that 
was too far from the Confluence of the Suve and Da- 
nube, to be the ſame with Bc/2rade ; there is more 
Likelihood that the later being increas'd by the Bu- 
ins of the other, its Neigbourhood made it be taken 

or the ſame City. Tis very well ſeated for Trade, 

ecauſe of the Danube, Save, Drave, Theyſſe, and other 


and from the Neighbouring Countries; accordingly 
it is the chief Mart in thoſe Parts; the Merchants ot 
Vienna, Ruguſa, &c. have Factories there; and the 
Armenians and Fews are ſo numerous, that the former 
have a Church, and the later a Synagogue in the 
Place, The Danube, tho' very broad here, is 6 
rapid, that it does not mix with the Save, whoſe Water 
being greenith, is eaſily diſtinguiſh'd by its Colour 
from that of the Danube, for a conſiderable Way: 
The City is large, but not well built; and their Shops 
are ſmall, where the People fir upon Tables, and ſel 
their Goods out at the Windows and Doors; ſeldom 
F-ferivig their Cuſtomers to go in: But they nl 
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large Beſaſtans, or Exchanges built croſs-wiſe, with 
Walks within for their beſt Commodities ; and two 
other Exchanges of Stone, that have two Rows of 
Pillars over one anothef. There is likewiſe a ſtately 
Caravanſcra, or Inn, lately built by a Grand Viſier, 
and a College for Students. This City was formerly 
the Bulwark of Hungary, Amurath II. Emperor of 
| the Turks, loſt a victorious Army in 1439 ; and his Son, 
Mahomet II. loſt another Army of 250,000 Men before 
it in 1456, which the brave Huniades ruind by this 
Stratagem : He ſuffer a Party of the Turks to enter 
the Town, and whilſt they were plundering, ſally'd 
out, took their Cannon, and turn'd 'em againſt them, 
killd 40090 of them, and forc'd the reſt to an in- 
glorious Flight, leaving all their Baggage and Ammu— 
nition behind. In 1521, Soliman the Manificent took 
it, after two Months Siege, Lewis King of Hungary 
being then but 15 Years of Age, and the other Chri- 
ſtian Princes being engag'd in a mutual War, It was 
for many Years after neglected by the Turks ; but in 
1686 they began to re-fortify it, after the Loſs of Buda. 
In 1688 the Emperor ſent the Duke of Bavaria a- 


en 
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gaink it with a potent Army; he forc'd his way over 


the Save Auguſt 8, and defeated 6000 of the beſt of 
the Turkiſh Troops; on the toth he march'd towards 
Belgrade, whereupon the Turks ſet Fire to the lower 
Town, and abandon'd it, tho' they had 20000 Men 
incamp'd, and a ſtrong Work which reach'd from 
the Town to the Save. An old Baſſa was left to com- 
mand the upper Town and Caſtle. On the 12th the 
Chriſtians began the Aproaches, the Tur making 
2 vigorous Defence; but Breaches being made, the 
Chriſtians ſtorm d it thrice ſucceſſively on the 16th of 
September, and at the third Aſſault enter'd the Place, 
putting all ro the Sword at firſt, fo that there were 
above 7000 kill d and thrown into the Save; but the 
Baſſa and about 3000 more obtain'd Quarter, having 
chain d 200 Chriſtan Slaves, whom they ſer betwixt 
mem and the Imperialiſts, to put a ſtop to the Fury 


of the Soldiers. There were 70 Pieces of Cannon, .

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Time, and 1090 Boats went down the River, the Day 
before the lower Town was burnt. The Chriſtians 
had but 4000 Men kill'd and wounded in the Siege. 
In 1690, the Emperor being attack'd by the French 
King, the Prime Viſier ſer down before Belerad:, 
October 3. with 65009 Men; the Garriſon being 6000 
ſtrong, well provided, made a Gallant Defence, and 
kill'd abundance of Turks ; but on the 8th a Bomb 
falling into the Magazine blew it up, with 1700 Ger- 
mans going to mount the Guard; the Blow threw

down Part of the Walls, and filPd the Ditches, ſo 


that the Enemy enter'd by whole Squadrons, putting 
all to the Sword. The Fire deſtroy'd the Town and 
Caſtle, and only the Governor with 300 of the Gar- 
riſon eſcap'd. He was afterwards brought to his Tryal 
for not having done his Part, but acquitted. Since 
that Time the Turis have re-fortify'd it. This Place 
was beſieg'd again by the Imperial Army, who open d 
Trenches before it on the 13th of Auguſt 1693, 
under the Command of the Duke of Croy, and con- 
tinu'd the Siege with good Succeſs *till the 7th of 
Seftember following, when failing in the general As- 
ſault made upon the Conterſcarp, and underſtanding 
the Grand Viſier, with 89000 Men, was marching up 
to the Relief of it, they drew off on the 10th, with- 
out Moleſtation, and made a ſafe Retreat. 

We now return to the Siege of this important For- 


treſs in our Relation of which, we ſhall be as ſhort 


as pcſlible and not amuſe our Readers with a parti- 


_ cular Diary of every little Action that paſs'd in the 


ſeveral Sallies the Garriſon made, none of which were 
very conſiderable, Prince Furene never having open d 
any Trenches before the Place; but, foreſeeing well 
that the Turls would venture a Battel to relicve it, ap- 
ply'J himfelf chiefly to fortify his Camp in ſuch a 
Manner, as might put him in a Condition to cope 
with an Army much ſuperior in Number of Troops to 
his own. Accordingly on the 26th of Fune he be- 
gan to Caſt up Lin's of Circumvallation and Con- 
travallation, and to fortify his Camp with Intrench- 
ments. Redovbrs, and other Works that it look 


rather like a Fortreſs, than an Incampment of To 
t 
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hat were laying Siege to a Town. The Line at the 
Front of this Camp, which look'd towards Semendria, 
ws 16 Foot wide and 8 deep ; and being defended 
by all the Field-pieces of his Army, planted at regular 
Diſtances, was an Ornament as well as Security to 
his Camp. Thus he lay behind his Intrenchments, 
receiving every Day freſh Advices of the March of 
the Grand Viſier with an Army of near 200,900 Men, 
that were advancing to attack him ; whereas his 
whole Army conſiſted but of 74 Battalions of Foot, 
203 Squadrons of Horſe and Dragoons, and 25 of 
Huſſars: Beſides, in the beſieg' d Town there were 
15500 Janiſaries, and about half that Number of 
Spahi's and Tartars. At length, on the 28th of duly 
ſome Hundreds of Turkiſh Horſe appear'd within Sight 
of his Army, to take a View of his Camp; thus, for 
ſeveral Days together, did the Enemy view his In- 
trenchments, and the Prince daily expected to be at- 
tack d; but the Grand Viſier thought better of it, 
and reſo]v'd to beſiege the Germans in Form, as they 
had beſieg'd the Town; accordingly he open'd 
Trenches, rais'd Batteries, and cannonaded them with 
great Fury, Some Days paſs'd in this Manner, till the 
Twis had advanc'd their Approaches very near the 
Intrenchments of the Germans, inſomuch that Prince 
Eugene finding his Camp grow too hot for him, re- 
ſolv'd to attack the Enemy. Accordingly, on the 
15th of Auguſt, at three in the Afternon, all the Ge- 
neral Officers of his Army were ſummon'd to his 


Quarters, not to give their Advice in this Exigency, 


as th y expected, but to receive Orders for the Diſ- 
poſition and March of their Troops, to attack the 
Eu emy that very Night, or by Break of Day the next 
Morning. A Copy of theſe Orders was deliver'd to 
each General Officer in Writing, and in Purſuance of 
them, the Troops were diſpos'd in the follwing Man. 
ner. One half of the Calvary, commanded by Field- 
Marſha] Palfi, and the General of the Horſe Count 
, made two Lines on the Right, and march'd 
oat before Midnight: The other half of the Cavalry 
commanded by the Generals Martigni and Montecucu-

tended that both Wings ſhould attack at the fame 

Time, before the Turks had any Notice of their De. 
ſign : But while the Prince himſelf was forming on 
the Left, he heard great Firing on his Right, and 
found that General Falſi had already began the Attack; 
upon which he was fore d to attack likewiſe, it being 
then between 4 and 5 a-Clock in the Morning of the 
I6th. The Janiſaries defended themſelves with gret 
Bravery, and repuls'd the Imperialiſts iff their firſ 
Attack; but they returning a ſecond Time, beat the 
Turks from their Intrenchment, and after having 
form'd again, advanc'd regularly to the ſecond with- 
out firing a Muſket, *till they came within ten Pace 
of the Enemy, who did not defend their ſecond In- 
trenchment ſo well as their firſt, ſo that the Imperia- 
liſts made themſelves Maſters of it in leſs Time; and 
in ſhort, beat them from all their Intrenchments, one 


after another, as well as from ſeveral Coupures, with 
which the Turks had fortify'd their Camp tho they 


$2 them only one by one, the Infidels making

me Reſiſtance at each of them; ſo that the Imperia. 
liſts advanc'd Step by Step againſt the Enemy, who 
made every where a terrible Fire. At length, after 
2 Diſpute of about ſix Hours, Victory began to de- 
clare for the Germans, who then puſh'd the Enemy 
on all Sides. The laſt Stand they made was at their 
Great Battery, but, after ſome Reſiſtance, there, they 
were all put to the Rout, leaving behind them their 
Camp, Baggage, Ammunition, and Artillery. Though 
this Action laſted very long, the Loſs on the German 
Side was not great in Proportion to the Length of the 
Fight, which is attributed to a Fog that was ſo thick, 
and laſted *till between fix and ſeven in the Morning, 
that no body could ſee ten Yards off; for which Res- 
fon the Garriſon made no Sally during the Fight. In 
the Twkiſh Camp were found 131 Pieces of Braſs Can 
non, 37 Mortars, with a great Number of Bullets, 


Bombs, Grenadoes, and a good Quantity of Fore

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The Impetialiſts took likewiſe 52 Colours, and 9

Wounded, 2 Ge- 
nerals, 923, Contrecourt and Rothenham, 1 Colonel, 3 
Lieutenant-Colonels, 6 Majors, 34. e 32 En- 
ſigns and Cornets, 20 Serjeants, 6 Drummers and 
Trumpeters, 117 Subaltern Officers, 71 Corporat and 
1358 private Soldiers; in all 1650. The Loſs of the 
Le on the Field of Battle was 15000 Men. 

This Battle having been fought on the 16th, the 
next Day about Nooa the Garriſon hung out a white 
Flag, and defir'd to capitulate; but as they inſiſted 
upon ſome Demands, eſpecially upon keeping their 
myal Armament, the Imperialiſts began to fire again 
upon the Town, However, the next Day in the 
Morning, there was a Parley between them and the 
Turkiſh Deputies, and theſe laſt were told very plainly 
what Terms they were to expect, and had an Hour 
given them to conſider of them. In ſhort the follow- 
ing Capitulation was ſign'd the ſame Day. 


Articles of Capitulation granted to the Garriſon 
and Inhabitants of Belgrade. 


l. Dunz the Capitulation, and till that is fi- 
- niſh'd, all Hoſtilities ſhall forthwith ceaſe ; 
and if, contrary to Expectation, any Diſorder ſhall 
happen, Satisfaction ſhall be given on both Sides.

II. The Garriſon engages faithfully to deliver up-

Highneſs is earneſtly intreated to grant at leaſt ſuch

In Purſuance of this Capitulation, three Battalions 
of Imperialiſts took Poſſeſſion of a Gate on the 19th, 
and 20 Companies of Grenadiers and 12 Battalions 
were poſted in the Outworks, The next Day the 
Garriſon deliver'd up the Priſoners and Deſerters, and 
on the 22d march'd out of the Town, and the Impe- 
rialiſts took Poſſeſſion of it 


The 
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The ſpeedy Surrender of this Place was the Effect 
of the Defeat of the great Army which came to relieve 
it, not of any Extremity the Garriſon was reduc'd to ; 
for it conſiſted ſtill of 20000 Men fit for Service, and 
had ſufficient Magazines of Ammunition and Provi- 
fions to laſt them ſome Months longer; but they ra- 
ther choſe to ſave their Lives and the beſt of their 
Effects, by yielding in good Time, than to hazard 
the Loſs of all by an obſtinate Defence after they 
could no longer hope for Succour ; Part of the Garri- 
ſon being Inhabitants of the Place. Thus Prince 
Eugene acquir'd for the Emperor one of the ſtrongeſt 
Fortreſſes 1n Europe in ſuch a Condition that it was 
already provided againſt a Siege. The Imperialiſts 
found in the Town 115 braſs Guns and 40 Mortars ; 
and in the Iſland and on board the Shipping, 77 Braſs 
and 111 Iron Guns. | 

To this Account of the Defeat of the Ottoman Ar- 
my, and of the taking of Belgrade, we will inſert an 
intercepted Letter from Cara Huſſan, Secretary to the 
Viſier, who commanded the Turkiſþ Army, dated at 
Semendria the Midnight after the Battel, and written 
to a Friend of his at Nia. This Letter ſuffi iently 


confirms the Defeat of the Turliſh Army, and is as 
follows. 


HOU haſt, without Queſtion, committed to thy 
Memory the remarkable Expreſſion of the King 
of Perfa, who admiring Alexander the Greek's Virtue, 
wiſh'd, If it were the Pleaſure of the Gods to deprive him 
f his Empire, they would tranfer it to none but Alexan- 
er. Were it not for his Infidelity, Sultan Achmet 
might ſay the ſame of the preſent Commander of the 
Chriſtian Army, whom thou oughteſt always to regard 
as a Hero hardly to be parallell d, unleſs in the Hiſtory 
of our invincible Emperors. To him we may attri- 
bute the Loſs of one of the longeſt diſputed Battels 
tou ever heardeſt of, which hath juſt brought me to 
this Place, farigu'd even to Death. The Infidels this 
Morning before Day, attack d the Camp of the True 
elievers; and our Janizaries ſtruggled hard for Vi- 
tory till the Sun had run above half his Courſe ; 
But all the Plagues of the Arabian Hereticks light 
Oo2 N upon 
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upon the Spahi's of the Sublime Porte, for their Cow. 
ardice manifeſted in flying at the Enemy's firſt Onſe, 
Thou canſ not, at the fame Time, conceive too great 
an Opinion of the German Spahi's, who ſtood ſuffici. 
ently by their Janizaries. The invincible Viſier fought 
like a true Myſſulman ; but at laſt perceiving the ja. 
nizaries every where give Ground, he put himſelf at 
their Head, and fled, not unlike to the Roman Cay. 
rain of old, who did ſo upon a Defeat, becavſe i 
ſhould rather be ſaid the Roman Soldiery follow ther 
Commander, than that they ran away. How many Be- 
lievers Souls the bad Succeſs of this Day hath ſent to 
eat Fruit with our Prophet Mahomet, and to drink 
put of his Cryſtal Fountain, it is impoſſible for me 
to tel] thee. - Only this thou mayſt be aſſur'd, is my 
Comfort, that the Power of our Great Monarch can- 
not be ſhaken, without the entire Subverſion of the 
World. It is therefore the Duty of every Muſſulman 
to do all he can for the Advantage of the invincible 
Sultan Achmet, before whom I pray that all the In- 
fidels may yet be brought to bow the Knee, and that 
none may breathe, who do not enjoy their Lives by 
an Effect of his Clemency. | 


We will conclude this Article of the Affairs of Ger- 
many with the following Imperial Edict for eſtabliſh 
ing a Free Port and Navigation in the Alriaticꝭ Sea. 


HARL ES VI. by the Grace of God, Emperor 

of the Romans, King of Spain, Cc. Thele are 
to notify to all our Feudatories and Subjects of what 
Quality and Rank ſoever they be, who are now ſet- 
tled in our Arch-Dutchy, Country of Styria, Carin- 
thia, Cragora, Goritia, Gradiſka, Fiume, and Tricfte, or 
will henceforth ſettle therein, under our Imperial 
Licence, that in order to promote and enlarge the 
Commerce of our ſaid Subjects, and in particular in 
the Maritime Places, we have judg'd neceſſary to eſta- 
bliſh a Free Navigation in the Adriatick Sea. Further- 
more we declare, that all ſuch who will at preſent, 
or in Time to come, ſubmit to our Athority, and 
aſſiſt us to eſtabliſh a Free Trade in the ſaid Sea, which 
we have hereby granted, ſhall have all the neceſſary 
Privileges tg ſettle themſelves in the Place call'd Pine 
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e, otherwiſe the old or new Fort Royal, a Coun- 
try producing all Sorts of Fruits, and abounding with 
fre Waters which may ſerve for waſhing Wooll and 
Gilks; and having in the Neighbourhood pleaſant 
Mountains and Foreſts, which may ſupply them with 
Fel and Timber for Building of Houles. 

We notify likewiſe unto them, and aſſure ſuch 
who will ſettle in our Harbours in the Adriatzck Sea, 
that we will not only grant them our Imperial Flag, 
bat alſo our Paſſes, and all reaſonable Requeſts they 
ſhall make to our Aulick Chamber. We promiſe our 
ſelves, that foreign Powers will reſpe& our Flag and 
paſſes; but in caſe our ſaid Subjects receive any Diflur- 
bance and Moleſtation on the Part of the faid foreign 
Powers, we aſſure them, that we will interpoſe our 
ſelves, and procure, by all poſſible Means, a due Re- 
paration and Satisfaction for the Damages the Owners 
and Maſters of Ships ſhall receive, or revenge the 
Wrongs they ſhall ſuſtain on their Part. We ſhall 
favourably give due Attention to the Propoſals that 
ſhall be laid before us, by ſuch who {hall be diſpos d 
to engage in that Commerce under our Imperial Pro- 
tection; and maintain them in the Poſſethon of the 
Privileges that ſhall be granted unto them. As to 
the Diſputes that may happen between Merchants, we 
ihall procure unto them ſpeedy and impartial Juſtice, 
in the fame Manner as is practis d in other trading 
Places: And as to Bills of Exchange, Regulations which 
we have made for our other Dominions, and which will 
be ſpeedily publiſh'd, ſhall be likewiſe obſerv d in thoſe 

arts. We command the Governors of our Provinces 
and Feudatories aforeſaid, to cauſe the Roads leading to 
thoſe Ports, to be forthwith repair'd, and ſecure them 
gunſt Highway-men and other diſorderly People; 
requiring them, at the ſame Time, to prote& and en- 
courage the Manufacures ſettled in our Dominions, 
and pramote the ſettling of ſuch others as are wanted 
there ; promiſing extraordinary Privileges to ſuch 
loreign Artificers and other Workmen, who will 
ſettle in our ſaid Dominions, according to their re- 
ſpective Arts and Callings: For ſuch is our Pleaſure.

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Let us now ſee what has paſs d this Campaign be- 
tween the Turks and the Republick of Venict. | 
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The War between the Venetians and the Turks; 


N the 26th of May Signior Lodovico Flangini, 
Captain Extraordinaty of the Fleet of the Re- 
publick, ſail'd from Zante with 27 Ships of the Line, 
(which were difposd into 3 Diviſions or Squadrons) 
beſides Fireſhips and other Veſſels. On the 6th of 
you he anchor'd at the Iſland Lemnos, where he had 
ntelligence, that five Days before, the Turkiſh Fleet 
came to Anchor between the firſt and ſecond Caſtles 
of the Dardanelles, on the Coaſt of Afa. Hereupon, 
he advanc'd on the 8th to Imbro, within ſix Leagues 
of the Dardanelles, and within View of the Infidels; 
who on the toth ſtood towards the Venelian Fleet, 
which prepar'd to receive them ; but a violent Wind 
riſing, the two Fleets were kept aſunder, and failing 
Gifterent Courſes, loſt Sight of each other 'till the 12th, 
when the Venetiants came to an Anchor at [mbro, 28 
did the Turks on the European Coaſt, five Leagues from 
that Iſland: The latter happening to have the Ad 
vantage of the Wind, got under fail, and bore down 
upon the Venelians, with 37 Sultana's and ſeveral 
other Veſſels. The firſt Attack was made by 8 Sul- 
tana's on the Rear-Diviſion of the Venelians, which 
was under Signior Marco Antonio Diedo, who was 
the next in Command to Signior Hangini, by the Title 
of Captain-Ordinary, and who receiv'd the Enemy 
with great Bravery. His two Seconds were the C. 
lombe and the St. Lorenzo; the former, after an Hour and 
half's Engagement, had like to have been ſunk by 
two heavy Shot, but the Damage was repair'd, and 
the ſerv'd in the Line in the other Actions afrerwards. 
Signior Diedo ſunk one of the Enemy's Firethips, 


and forc'd the Sultana's that had attack'd him, to 


retire. Soon after this Attack upon the Rear-Divi. 


ſion was begun, the Captain Baſla, or Admiral Fo 
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the Turks, with ſeveral Sultana's, engag d Signior Fan- 
in's Ship, which being well ſuſtain d by thoſe that 
were near her in the Line, the Turkiſh Admiral was 
deaten off; but in a little Time he fell with the whole 
Fleet of the Ottomans on the Head or Van of the 
Venetian Line, which maintain d a Fight of ſome 
Hours with ſuch Reſolution, that the Turi were fore d 
o make off. This Engagement began about two 
Hours before Sun-ſet, and held till three Hours after. 
Senior Hangini order d the Fleet to ply that Night to 
the Weſt-ward, in hopes of coming up again with the 
Enemy, and attacking them with the Advantage of 
the Wind. On the 13th in the Afternoon he came 
in Sight of them about five Leagues off Lemnos, when 
their Number appear'd to be three Sultana's leſs than 
the Day before: The Wind favouring the Turks, they 
approach'd the Venetian Fleet, and ſeven of their Sul- 


Lorenzo, which were a little diſtant from the Line; 
and they might have ſuffer'd by the Enemies Superi- 
ority, had not Signior Hangini attack'd and come in 
to their Reſcue ; upon which the Turks retir'd. The 
two following Days the two Fleets kept plying moſt- 
ly within Sight of each other ; and on the 16th the 
Tirks, having again the Advantage of the Wind, at- 
tackd the Venetians, and the 2 1 became 
general, and very bloody; but after five Hours Acti- 
on, tho the Turks had the Wind, and twas then ſe— 
veral Hours to Night, they ſtood away for Lemnos. 
uſt as they were retiring, Signior Flangini was ſhot in 
the Neck with a Muſquet-Ball, which taking away 
his Senſes, he inſtantly dropt on the Deck, and was

Signior Flangzni order'd his attendants to carry him 
up on the Deck, that he might ſee the Action. But 
he was then in ſo weak a Condition, that ſoon after 
he was brought up, and placd on the Deck, he er- 
pir'd. The Z7urkiſh Fleet ſuffer'd extreamly in this laft 
Engagement; ſeven of their Sultana's had their Mats 
mot down, and others were ſuch damag'd, particu- 
larly their Admiral's own Ship, which was tow'd of 
by two Gallies. Among the wounded of Diſtinction 
on the Venetian Side, were, the Nobles Signior Mary 
HFangini, Nephew of the Captain-Extraordinary, and 
Signior Zuanne Morini, both Volunteers; and ſevenl 
Officers. The whole Number of their kill'd and 
wounded was reckon'd to be about 1500 Men. This 
is the Account the Venetians thought fit to give us 
of theſe Engagements; for the good Succeſs whereof, 
the Senate caus d publick Thanſgivings and Rejoycing 
to be made as for a Compleat Victory; as the Turks did 
likewiſe. Who had the cleareſt Title to it, the Res- 
der may judge by what follows. 

There happen d another Engagement between the 
two Fleets; and this was on the Coaſt of the Morea, 
nearer the Mouth of the Adr:atick Gulph, than that 
of the Arches, where the firſt Engagements were; 
which gives a ſhrewd Suſpicion, that the Venen 
had no great Reaſon to make Rejoycings for then, 
ſince tis evident that the Turks were in the beſt Con- 
dition to fight after the firſt Engagements, becauſe 
they follow'd the Venetians to attack them again, which 
they did on the 19th of July, and were then the Ag: 
grellors, as they had been before. This Fight hap: 
pen'd in the Gulph between the Iſland of Cerigo and 
the Cape of Matapan, being the Moſt Southern Pouat 
of the Coaſt of the Morea. 

For ſome Time we were amus'd, by Letters fron 
Venice, with a formal Story of a Compleat Viet”) 


obtain d by the Venetian Fleet over that of the 221 
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nd the Account we had was flouriſh'd with theſe 
Particulars: That the Senate had receivd Advice 
from dignior Capello, by the Way of Otranto, import- 
with the Turks in the Gulph of Modon, which hap- 
pen'd as follows: Their Captain-General Piſani ha- 
ving Intelligence over Night, that fix Saicks, convoy'd 
by two Sultana's, laden with Ammunition, and ha- 
ving a Body of Troops on Board, were to fail the next 
Morning from the Morea to join their Fleet, caus'd 
that of the Republick to fail in order to intercept 
them ; that accordingly, early the next Morning they 
came in Sight of the ſaid Convoy, who ſeeing the 
Veuelian Fleet, ſteer d directly into the midſt of them, 
miſtaking them for their own : That the YVenetians fi- 
ring their Guns by Way of Triumph for this Booty, 
the Turkiſh Fleet, which was lying at Anchor under 
Czrigo, hearing the Fire, cut their Cables, and made 
all the Sail they could to get away, but were purſu'd 
by the Venetians, with whom thirteen Sultana's that 
were ſeparated from the reſt of their F leet, fell in, 
and were all either taken or deſtroy'd ; and laſtly, that 
the Captain-General Piſani was in Purſuit of the reſt 
of the Ottoman Fleet, not without Hopes of deſtroy- 
ing them all likewiſe. 

This went current for about a Fortnight, when on 
a ſudden this glorious News was daſh'd all to Pieces 
by an Account of this Action written to the Senate 
by Signior Piſani himſelf; and then it appear'd that 
the Report of the fix Saicks being taken, the 13 Sul- 
tanas being ſeparated, &c. were meer Fictions, with- 
out the leaſt Glimmering of Truth to ground thoſe 
Stories upon. The true Account of this laſt Action is 
as follows;

The Tarks having form'd their Line, had 
the Gulph or Bay on their Starboard-Side, and the 
Iſle of Cerigo on their Stern. The Venetians were lying 
in the Gulph, with Cape Mctapan on their Stern, and 
the Land on their Larboard-Side ; but ſoon after they 
drove farther into the Bay. The Turks having the 
Weather-gage, drove directly down on the Venctians, 
The Attack begun about ſeven in the Morning, and 
was ſuſtain'd by the Chriſiain Fleet with great Firm- 
neſs for fix Hours, chiefly by the Portugueſe and Mal- 
te ſe Men of War, who fought very bravely, In the 
Heat of the Action the Algerznes and Tripolins, ſing- 
ling out the Chriſtian Gallies, fell on them with great 
Fury, and divided them entirely from the Fleet, en- 
deavouring to drive them on the Shore of the Mores, 
where they muſt have periſh'd or been made Priſoners; 
but a ſudden Squaw] of Wind riſing, obligd the 
Turks to ſtand off for more Sea-room, and gave the 
Gallies the Opportunity of ſheering away, and to 
get off by the Help of their Oars : In ſhort, they 
croſs'd the Gulph to the Eaſtward, and made the Iſle 
of Cerigo, where they would have ſtay'd to take in 
freſhWater ; but hearing that the Turkiſh Frigates wers 
in Purſuit of them, they ſtood away to the South- 
ward, to make the Ifland either of Mallla or Su 
ly : In order to which, they ſteer'd for Candia, and 
paſſing by that Iſland, were making out to the 
Main Sex for Maltha when on the 22d (for ſo 
long they had been wandering that Way) a teri!

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ſelves. In this Diſtreſs, the Order for the general 
Rendezvous being at Zante, moſt- of them made 
thither, after having been nine Days toſt about, 
and in a miſerable Condition; but tis not known 
what is become of ſome of them. Mean while the 
Men of War who were left engag'd, fell into Con- 
fuſion, The . e and Malie ſe fought with great 
Courage, and ſuſtain'd the Fire of above thirty Sul- 
tana's together; while the Venetian Men of War 
kept at a Diſtance, and being without their Captain- 
General, (for Signior Piſani was on Board the Gal- 
lies) made but ſorry Work on't, and at length ſe- 
parated and fled. Two of them, viz. the Margue- 
rita and Triumphant Lyon, were ſunk, and moſt of 
the Tenders fell into the Hands of the Turks. The 
Men of War being thus ſcatter'd, ſhifted away for 
Corfu; and the Auxiliary Squadrons, tho' they gave 
over the Fight, yet they kept better together, and 
the next Day, without acquainting the Venetians with 
their Reſolutions, ſail'd away for their own Coun- 
tries. Thus this War at Sea ſeems to be at an End for 
the preſent. Ar Land, nothing conſiderable has paſs'd 
between either Party this Campaign, which is the 
more ſurprizing, becauſe the Turks had very much 
weaken d their Forces on that Side, to ſtrengthen their 
. Army in Hungary; of which the Venctians, neverthe- 
, leſs, made but little Advantage. 
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e JN our Regiſter N VI. we took Notice of the Con-

Jo min d, thought fit to interpoſe the Royal Authority 
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to decide the Diſpute,” which was accordingly done 
by the King's Edict, regiſter'd in Parliament iq 7 
laſt. Ir begins with a Recital of the Tenour of the 
hte King's Edict, of July 1714, and his Declaration 
of May 1715, which conferr'd on the Duke du Maine 
and the Count de Toulouſe, all the Privileges and 
Honours of Princes of the Blood, and made then 
and their Heirs capable of the Succeſſion to the 
Crown, on Failure of the lawful Princes of the 
Houſe of Bourbon. It takes Notice, that after the 
Death of the late King, the Duke of Bourbon, the 
Count de Charolois, and the Prince of Conti, did by a 
Petition to his Preſent Majeſty and ſeveral ſubſequent 
Memorials, inſiſt upon the Revocation of the ſaid 
Edict and Declaration. And that on the other Hand, 
the Duke du Maine and the Count de Toulouſe, did by 
ſeveral Memorials aſſert the Rights given them by the 
late King; and not only petition'd his Majeſty, either 
to defer the Deciſion of this Affair till he came to 
Majority, or, if he ſhould think fit to determine it 
in his Minority, to take firſt the Opinion of the 
States of the Kingdom, lawfully aſſembled; but de- 
liver'd to the Parliament a Petition and Proteftation 
to the ſame Effect; which laſt Proceeding the Parlia- 
ment laid before his Majeſty, in order to receive his 
Pleaſure thereupon. And then the Edict goes on in 
the following Words. © Thus we fee with Concern, 
that the Diſpoſition which the late King, our moſt 
«© honour'd Lord and Great Grandfather, had made, 
ce as he himſelf declares by his Edict of Fuly 1714, 
« for preventing the Calamities and Troubles which 
« might hereafter happen in this Kingdom, in caſe 
c of Failure of all the Princes of his Royal Blood,

« Blood, and the legitimated Princes; the Effects of

themſelves, or being ſtyled Princes of the Blood, and 
reſerving to himſelf the declaring at whar Time the 
Prince of Dombes and the Count d' Eu, the two Sons 
of the Duke du Maine, ſhall have Seſſion in Par- 
Hament, and what Honours ſhall be allow'd them 
there. Wa 
This is the Purport of the Edict that had been ſo 
long expected, and ſo earneſtly inſiſted upon by the 
Princes of the Blood, who nevertheleſs were not en- 
tirely ſatisfy'd with it; for to declare, ſaid they, that 
the Baſtard Princes are no Princes of the Blood, and 
to order at the ſame Time that they ſhall enjoy the 
Honours due only to that Rank, is a ſeeming Contra- 
diction, and not eaſily to be accounted for. This E- 
dict, however, ſhews that Lewis XIV intrench'd on 
the fundamental Laws of the Nation, by taking up- 
on him to diſpoſe of the Succeſſion to the Crown; 
and we have in this Aﬀiir a remarkable Inſtance of 
the Vainneſs of human Prudence and Foreſight, for 
that Prince had taken ſo many Precautions for uni- 
ting all the Branches of the Family of Bourbon, by In- 
termarriages and other Bands, that he had Reaſon 
to believe their Union cemented even beyond a Poſh- 
bility of Diviſion ; but the very Day after his De- 
ceaſe, - the Diſcord broke out, and tho! it was ſilenc d 
for ſome Time by the Prudence of the Regent, yet it 
was again ſo warmly reviv'd, that it produc'd at 
laſt this Edict, which forbids the legitimated Sons of 
the late King to take the Title of Princes of the 
Blood, and declares them incapable to ſucceed to the 
Crown; tho' ſeveral Inſtances might be produc'd to 
ſhew, that in the firſt and ſecond Race of the Kings 


of France, thit is, from Clovis down to Hugh Ca- 
pet, Baſtards were ſometimes call'd to the Crown, 48

Tell as the lawful Iſſue of thoſe Kings; nor even in 
the third Race are they excluded from the Succeſſion, 
by any poſitive Law for that purpoſe ; tho' the Cuſtom 
has ſince been not to ſuffer the natural Children of 
their Kings to ſucceed to the Crown, even in caſe of 
Failure of lawful Princes. 

The other Tranſactions in Fance are not of much

In our laſt Regiſter (page 189) we gave you an Ab- 
ſtract of the Treaty of Triple Alliance between Great 
Britain, France, and Holland, to which we will here 


add a ſeparate Article, ſign'd and ratify'd between 
France and Holland only. 


Hereas in the Vth Article of the Treaty of 
Alliance concluded this Day between the moſt 

ſerene the moſt Chriſtian King, the moſt ſerene King 
ot Great Britain, and the high and mighty Lords the 
States-General of the united Provinces, there is an 
Agreement for a mutual Guaranty for the Execution 
of all the Conditions mention'd in the fame Article, 
and likewiſe for maintaining and defending of all 
the Kingdoms, Provinces, States, Rights, Immuni- 
ties, and Advantages which each of the ſaid Allies 
reſpectively ſhall really poſſeſs at the Time of ſign- 
ing this Alliance; the under-written Embaſſadors 
Extraordinary and Plenipotentiaries of his moſt Chri- 
ſtian Majeſty, and the Deputies and Plenipotentiaries 
of the ſaid Lords the Stares-General, have ſtipulated, 
That without any manner of Derogation from the 
rſt Article of this Alliance, according to which, there 
all be an inviolable Peace, and a ſtrict Alliance be- 


tween 
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tween their ſaid Majeſties, and the ſaid Lords the 
$tates-General, their Dominions and Subjects as well 
within Europe as out of it; the Guaranty ſtipulated 
in the Vth Article of this fame Treaty, thall not take 
Place in' regard of his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty and 
the Lords the States-General, but only for the Domi. 
nions and Poſſeſſions which they have reſpectivelj in 
Europe; which is alſo to be underſtood of the Suc- 
cours ſtipulated and promisd mutually in the VIth 
Article of this Treaty; which Succours ſhall alſo be 
limited within Europe with reſpect to his moſt Chri- 
ſtian Ahe: and the Lords the States-General. 
This preſent ſeparate Article ſhall be of the ſame 
Force, as if it were inſerted Word for Word in the 
Treaty, and ſhall be ratify'd at the ſame Time with 
the Treaty, and the Ratifications ſhall alſo be ex- 
chang'd at the ſame Time with thoſe of the Treaty, 
In Witneſs whereof, we under-written, being veſt- 
ed with full Powers from his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty,

1 and caus d thereto to be affix d our Seals with our 
rms.

Which Affair having been alſo repreſented 
to our happy Seat by the Count de Colliers, your Em- 
baſſador, has been remitted to the Captain Fa ſcia, 
who having, in the Preſence of all the Officers of our 
Arſenal, examin d it, found that the Pretenſions form'd 
upon that Affair by the pretended Merchants of 
Egypt, were deſtitute of all available Proofs, and de- 
clar d their Demand null, as tending only to acquire 
Goods by unjuſt Ways. Upon this Affair, thus diſ- 
cover d and repreſented, it has been order d, that for 
the Future, no Injury, or the leaſt Vexation ſhall 
be offer d to your ſaid Embaſſador, nor to your Mer- 
chants, or other of your Subjects, concerning that 
Affair, nor any Proſecution in Juſtice upon that Sub- 
ect. But that if ſuch Sort of People come again to

mighty Lords, the Peace, in fuch a Manner as may be 
convenient to them, upon Pain, in Caſe of Failure, 
of our Indignation.

United Provinces, concernin 
the Demolition of the Fortifications of Bon, Huy, — 
the Citadel of Liege. The Emperor interpos d to re- 
concile this Difference; and the Baron de Heems, his 
Imperial Majeſty's Envoy at the Hague, having had 
many Conferences with the Deputies of their High- 
Mightineſſes, at length brought that Affair to an a- 
micable Concluſion; the chief Articles of which 
were, 1. That his Electoral, Highneſs thould write a 
Letter to the States-General, to excuſe the Affront 
offer d them by the Uſage given to their Troops that 
were in Garriſon at Bon. 2. That the States ſhould 
be oblig d to withdraw their Garriſons from the Ci- 
ee tadels of Huy and Liege; and that the Fortifications 
& of thoſe Places ſhould be demoliſh' d. 3. That the 
8 Eleftor of Ologn, as Biſhop of Liege, ſhould re- 
py nounce all Pretenſions to the Fort of St. Peter. before 
aft Maefiricht, and that all the Fortifications. of this laſt 
{ Place ſhould remain intire, In Conſideration of which, 
the Elector, on his Part, ſhould not be oblig'd to de- 
moliſh the Works of the City of Bon. 


ke We will conclude the Affairs of this Country with 
ch a remarkable Piece of Juſtice done by the Czar of 
— Moſcovy, in regard to Great Britain. The Caſe was

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as follows. A, Ruſſian Man of War being convoy 
to ſome Merchant-Ships coming from Copenhagen, ha- 
ving mer in the North Sea, a Scotch Ship of 150 Tons 
nam'd the Concord, 8 from Gottenberg, and going 
to England, ſeiz'd the ſai Veſſel, and brought her in- 
to the Texel, on Pretence that ſhe had double Bills of 
Lading, one of which was for Count Gyllenborg, who, 
as the Ruſſian Captain pretended, had ſent her from 
England laden with Corn, to Gottenberg, from whence 
ſhe was now returning with a Cargo of Iron. As 
ſoon as the Britih Miniſter Mr. Whitworth was in- 
form'd of this Affair by the Maſter of the Scotch 
Veſlel, he preſented a Memorial to the States-General, 
deſiring them to cauſe the ſaid Ship to be releasd, 
The Ruſſian Captain, on the other Hand, inſiſted that 
ſhe was good Prize, in regard that ſhe went to carry 
Corn to Sweden without Permiſſion of the Admiralty 
of Great Britain, and only with the Paſſport of 
Baron Gorta. To all which the Scotch Maſter reply d, 
That it was not true that he had double Bills of L- 
ding ; and as to the Paſſport of Baron Gortz, he took 
it from Count Gyll-nborg when he came from England 
to ſecure himſelf from being expos'd to the Sweliſt 
Privateers. The States-General, fearing to give Of. 
fence to either Party, referr'd Mr. Whitworth's Memo- 
rial to the States of the Province of Holland; but be- 
fore they had determin'd it, the Czar himſelt took 
Cognizance of the Matter, and not only order 
the Ruſſian Captain to releaſe the Ship, but, by Way 
of SattsfaQtion, to convoy her ſafe to the Coaſt of

His Lordſhip affirms ——* As the Church of Chrif 
is the Kingdom of Chriſt, he himſelf is King: And 
© in this it is imply'd, That he is himſelf the ſole

© Judge of their Behaviour, in the Affairs of Conſci- 
© ence and eternal Salvation; and, in this Senſe there 
© fore, his Kingdom is not of this World: That he 
© hath; in thoſe Points, left behind him 'no viſible

© Farth) make any of their own Declarations or 
© Deciſions, to concern and affect the State of Chyif

Whether theſe Paſſages exclude the Sacred Writer, 
as well as others, for making Deciſions, and inter- 
preting the Laws of Chriff, your Lordſhi ps will judge 
by a Paſſage, Page 12. © Nay, whoever hath 
an abſolute Authority to interpret any written ot 
© ſpoken Laws, it is he who is truly the Law-giver 
© to all Intents and Purpoſes, and not the Perſon 
< whofirſt wrote or ſpoke them. When a Diſtinction 
is made between the Interpreters of the written 
and ſpoken Law, the ſacred Writers only can be meant 
by the later: Others have had the written Law; 
They only, of all Interpreters, heard it ſpoke by Ci 
And his Lordſhip has left us only this Choice, either 
to deny their Authority to interpret the Laws of (if, 
or to charge them with ſetting up for themſelves, in 
Oppoſition to their Maſter.

© clefiaftical State and Perſons, and for Reformation, 
Order, and Correction of the ſame, and of all 
© Manner of Errors, Hereſies, Schiſms, Abuſes, Of- 
( fences, Contempts, and Enormiries, ſhall for ever, 
* by Authority of this preſent Parliament, be uni- 
ted and annex'd to the Imperial Crown of this 
Realm. In Conſequence of which, the Kings 
and Queens of this Realm have frequently iſſu'd forth 
their Proclamations, Injunctions, and Diiections in 
Matters of Religion; and particularly his Majeſty 
that now is, did iſſue his Directions for ming 
of Unity'in the Church, and the purity of the Chri- 
lian Faith, concerning the Holy Trinity; bearing 
Date December 11, 1714. Georgii primo. 

Vet his Lordſhip, in Contradiction to this, Affirms, 
Page 14, Sermon. © If any Men upon Earth 
* ave a Right to add to the Sanctions of his (i. e. 
* Chrifts) Laws, that is, to increaſe the Number, or 
* alter the Nature, of the Rewards and Punithments 
© of his Subjects, in Matters of Conſcience or Salva- 
* tion, they are ſo far Kings in his Stead, and reign 
In their own Kingdom, and not in his. And to the 
* ſame Purpoſe, Page 18. The Sanctions of Chriſt's 
© Law, are Rewards and Punithments, But of whar 
Sort? Not the Rewards of this World, not che 
Offices or Glories of this State; not the Pains of 
: Prifons,, Baniſhments, Fines, or any leſſer and 
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© more moderate Penalties ; nay, not the much lefle 
© negative Diſcouragements that belong to human 
Society. He was far from thinking that theſe could 
ebe the Inſtruments of ſuch a Perſwuſion as he thought 
© acceptable to God. 1 3 
And whereas the Scripture, and our own Li 
from thence, has taught us to pray for Kings, and all 
that are put in Authority under them, that they may 
miniſter Juſtice, to the Puniſhment of Wickednek 
and Vice, and to the Maintenance of true Religion 
and Virtue; his Lordſhip aſſerts, Page 20, Sermon, 
As ſoon as ever you hear of any of the Engines of 
© this World, whether of the greater or leſſer Sort, 
you muſt immediately think, that then, and ſo far 
the Kingdom of this World takes Place, For if 
the very Eſſence of God's Worſhip be Spirit and 
Truth, if Religion be Virtue and Charity, under 
the Belief of a ſupream Governor and Judge; if 
true real Faith cannot be the Effect of Force, an 
if there can be no Reward where there is no wil 
ling Choice; then in all, or any of theſe Caſes, to 
apply Force or Flattery, worldly Pleaſure or Pain, 
is to act contrary to the Intereſts of true Religion, 
as it is plainly oppoſite to the Maximes upon which 
© Chrift founded his Kingdom ; who choſe the Motive 
'< which are not of this World, to ſupport a King 
© dom which is not of this World, 
The two firſt Caſes here mention'd, relate to what 
is eſſential in the Worſhip of Gad and Religion; yt 
he declares, That to encourage Religion by temponl 
Rewards, is to act contrary to the Intereſt of true Ne. 
'Ligion, as it is oppoſite to the Maximes on which C 
Founded his Kingdom. This is to ſer the Worſhipd 
Cod, and the Neglect of ir, Religion and Irreligion 
on an equal Foot in this World. As if becauſe the 
ſhall hereafter be diſtinguiſh'd by Rewards and Punilt- 
ments, by the great Judge, therefore the Magiſtrate 
were excluded from interpoſing with Rewardsand Fu 
niſhments ro diſtinguiſh them here, and ty'd uf 
from expreſſing any Concern for his Honour, by whom 
and under whom he beareth Rule. 
This his Lordſhip farther ſupports, Page 22. — 
© And therefore, when you ſes our Lord, in bie ar 
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* thods, ſo far remov'd from thoſe of many of his 

* Diſciples ; when you read nothing in his Doctrine 

© about his own Kingdom, of taking in the Concerny 

© of this World, and mixing them with thoſe of E- 

© ternity, no Commands that the Frowns and Diſ- 

© couragements of this preſent State, ſhould, in any 

© Caſe, attend upon Conſcience and Religion ; — 

no 1 the ſecular Arm, whenever che Ma- 

© giſtrate ſhould become Chriſtian, to inforce his 

' Hofrines, or to back his ſpiritual Authority ; but 

© on the contrary, as plain a Declaration as a few 
© Words can make, that his Kingdom is not of this 

© World: I ſay, when you ſee this, from the whole 

Tenor of the Goſpel, ſo vaſtly oppoſite to many 

© who take his Name into their Mouths, the Queſtion 
* with you ought to be, Whether he did not know 
the Nature of his own Kingdom or Church, better 

* thanany ſince his Time? Whether you can ſuppoſe 

che left any ſuch Matters to be decided againſt himſelf 
* and his own expreſs Profeſſions > Whether your 
Lordſhips will obſerve, that all Laws for the Encou- 

ngement of Religion, or Diſcouragement of Irre- 
ligion, are reckon d to be Deciſions againſt Crit? 

The Paſſages produc'd under this Head, are as de- 
ſtructive of the Legiſlative Power, as of the Regal Su- 
premacy : But the Acts for Uniformity of Publick 
Prayer, and the Articles for ſtabliſhing of Conſent 
touching true Religion, which, in the laſt of thg 
aid Acts, are enjoin'd to be ſubſcrib'd, by ſeveral 
Degrees of Perſons Eccleſiaſtical, being the main Fence 
and Security of the eſtabliſh'd Church of England, 
they ſeem to be ſingled our by his Lordſhip, to be 
render'd odious. The Paſſage we refer to, is to be 
found Page 27, 28, 29, Sermon. There are ſame 
; profeſs'd Chriſtians who contend openly for ſuch 
an Authority, as indiſpenſably obliges all around 
; them to Unity of Profeſſion ; that is, to profeſs even 

what they do not, what they cannot believe to be 
true. This ſounds ſo groſsly, that others, who. 
think they act a glorious Part in oppoſing ſuch an 
, Snormity, are very willing for their own Sakes, 
* retain ſuch an Authority as ſhall oblige Men, 
: Whatever they themſelves think, though not to pro- 
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« feſs what they do not believe, yet to forbear the 
« Profeſſion and Publication of what they do believe, 


t let then believe it of never ſo great Importance, 
\ < Both theſe Pretentions are founded upon the miſtz- 
« ken Notion of the Peace, as well as the Authority 
« of the Kingdom, that is, the Church of Chrif, 
Which of them is the moſt inſupportable to an Ho- 
© neſt and a Chriſtian Mind, I am not able to ſay; 
© becauſe they both equally found the Authority of 
the Church of Chrif, upon the Ruins of Sincerity 
© and common Honeſly ; and miſtake Stupidity and 
| © Sleep, for Peace; becauſe they would both e- 
© qually have prevented all Reformation where it 
© hath been, and will for ever prevent it where it 
is not already; and, in a Word, becauſe both e- 
© qually diveſted Jeſus Chrift of his Empire in his own 
Kingdom; ſet the Obedience of his Subjects looſe 
< for himſelf, and teach them to proſtitute their 
c — at the Feet of others, who have no 
Right, in ſuch a Manner to trample upon them. 

If your Lordſhips conſider, by what Authority the 
Acts of Uniformity were enacted, by whom the Articles 
were made, and by whom ratify'd and confirm'd, you 
will diſcern who they are that are ſaid to diveſt Jeſu 
Chriſt of his Empire in his own Kingdom, and ſtand 
charg'd by his Lordſhip, in the indecent Language 
of trampling upon the Conſciences of others. 

Your Lordſhips have now ſeen, under the ful 
Head, that the Church hath no Governors, no Cen- 
ſurers, no Authority over the Conduct of Men, in Mate 
ters of Concience and Religion: You have ſeen, un- 
der the Second Head, that the temporal Powers wt 
excluded from any Right to encourage true Religion, 
or to diſcourage the contrary, 

But, to do Juſtice to his Lordſhip's Scheme, and to 
ſet it before you in its full Light, we muſt obſerve, 
that he farther aſſerts, That Chriff himſelf (the only 
Power not yet excluded) never doth interpoſe in the 
Direction of his Kingdom here. After obſerving, 
Page 13, Sermon, That temporal Law-givers do often 
interpoſe to interpret their own Laws, he adds, 
£ But it is otherwiſe in Religion, or the Kingdom 
+ of riß. He himſelf never interpoſeth, fince br 
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is Right in his own Eyes. 

And we beg Leave to cloſe theſe Obſervations in the 
Words of the thirty fourth Article of our Church, 
© Whoſoever, through his private Judgment, willingly 
© and purpoſely, doth openly break (much more teach 
© and encourage others to break) the Traditions aud 
* Ceremonies of the Church, which be not repugnant 
to the Word of God, and be ordain'd and approv'd 
© by common Authority, ought to be rebuk'd openly, 
* (that others may fear to do the like) as one that offen- 
* deth againſt the common Order of the Church, and 
* hurteth the Authority of the Magiſtrate, and wound- 
eth the Conſciencies of weak Brethren. + 12% 

Having thus laid before your Grace and your Lord- 
ſhips the ſeveral Paſſages upon which this our hum- 
ble Reprefentation is grounded, together with our 
Obſervations on them; we muſt profeſs 6ur ſelves to 
be equally ſurpria d and concern'd, that Doctrines of 
ſo evil a Tendency ſhould be advanc'd by a Biſhop of 
this eftabliſh'd Church, and that too in a Manner fo 
very remarkable. That the Supremacy of the 
King ſhould be openly impeach'd, in a Sermon deli- 
ver d in the Royal Audience; and that the Conſtitu- 
tion of the Church ſhould be dangerouſly undermin'd 
in 2 Book profeſſedly written againſt the Principles 


and Practices of ſome who had departed from it. 


But ſo it hath happen d, this Right Reverend Biſhop, 
is extream Oppoſition to certain unwarrantable 
retentions to — Degrees of Chureh-Power 


ems to have been ſo far tranſ ported beyond his Tem. 
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„ and his Argument, as not only to condemn the 
Abuſe, but even to deny the Uſe, and to deftroy the 
Being of thoſe Powers; without which, the Church, a6 
a Society, cannot! ubſiſt, and by which our national 
Conſtitution, next under Chr, is chiefly ſupported, 

Under theſe Apprehenſions, we could not but hold 
our ſelves oblig d to repreſent our own Senſe, with 


. that of our Bretheren of the Clergy, to your Lord- 


Hips ; and to ſubmit the whole to your much weigh- 


tier Judgment, which we do, as with the moſt un- 


feigned Sorrow for the unhappy Occaſion, and all 


| becoming Deference to our Superiors ; ſo with the moſt 


fincere and diſintereſted Zeal, and with no other View 
in the World, but to give Check to the Propagation 
of theſe erroneous Opinions, ſo deſtruQive of all 
Government and Dicipline in the Church, and ſo 
derogatory to the Regal Supremacy and legiſlative Au- 
thority, as we preſume may have been ſufficiently 
evincd. Of which our honeſt and loyal Intentions, 
we doubt not but your Lordſhips, in your known 
Goodneſs, will favorably apprize his Majeſty, if it 
Mall be thought needful or expedient, in order to ſet 
this Matter, together with our proceedings thereupon, 
in a true and proper Light, 

We are by no Means - inſenfible that there are di- 
vers other offenſive Paſſages in the Sermon and Book 
above-mention'd, which we, for the preſent, omit, 
as not falling ſo directly under the two Heads pro- 

d; nor are we ignorant, that ſeveral offenſive 
Bok have of late 'Time been publiſh'd by other 
Writers, whoſe Confidence de th loudly call for the 
Animadverſions of the Synod ; to which alſo we ſhall 
be ready to contribute our Endeavours. But we ap- 
prehend this to be a Caſe very ſingular and extraor- 
dinary, ſuch as deſery'd a ſeparate Conſideration, That 
2 Biſhop of this Church ſhould, in his Writings, 
make void, and ſet at nought thoſe very Powers 
with which he himſelf is inveſted ; and which, by 
Virtue of his Office, he is bound to exerciſe: In 
particular, as often as he confers holy Orders, inſti- 
tutes to any Eccleſiaſtical Benefices, or inflicts Spi- 
ritual Cenſures. Nor were we leſs Apprehenſive, 
that the Eminence of his Lordſhip's Station and 
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Ch ater as it aggravates the Scandal would alſo help 
to ſpread” the ill Influence, both father and faſter, 


under that Colour of Argument, with which he en- 


Jeavours to cover theſe his pernicious Tenets. 
If your Grace and your Lordſhips, after having ma- 
turely weigh'd the Premiſſes, thall find juſt Cauſe for 
the Complaints which have given Riſe to this Repre- 
ſentation, we reſt aſſur d, that, in your godly Zeal 
and great Wiſdom, you will not fail to enter upon 
ſome ſpeedy and effectual Method, to vindicate the 
Honour of God and Religion, that hath been fo 
deeply wounded ; to aſſert the Prerogative given to 
All godly Princes in holy Scriptures, that hath been 
ſo manifeſtly invaded ; and to reſettle thoſe weak and 
wavering Minds which may have been enſnar d or 
perplex'd by any of the unſound Doctrines taught 
and publiſh'd by this Right Reverend Biſhop. * 
Which your Lordſhips pious Counſels and Endea- 
vours will be attended with the united Prayers of us, 


our Bretheren, whom we repreſent, and of all good 
Chriſtian People. 


This Repreſentation was not carry'd up to the Up- 
per Houſe ; for the King being inform'd of the Mat- 
ter, took Care to prevent the Heats and Animoſities 
which this Diſpute, if not timely check'd, might have 
occaſion d; and therefore ſent a Writ to the Archbi- 
ſhop of Canterbury, to prorogue the Convocation to 
the 19th of November following; which was accor- 
dingly done the ſame Day, (May 10). Thus ended this 
Affair for that Time in the Convocation : As for the 
nſequences it produc'd aftewards among the con- 
tending Parties, who, upon a trivial Incident, in 
which indeed their own Reputations were concern'd, 
but the Merits of the Cauſe not in the leaſt affected, 
= ſo outrageous, as by Advertifements in the pub- 
ick News-Papers, ſign'd by their own Hands, to give 
one another the Lye, -and thereby not only expoſe 
themſel ves to the Deriſion of the ſober Part of Man- 
kind, but even the Church of England it ſelf to the 
Inſults of her Enemies; as for theſe things, we ſay, 
we have neither Room nor Inclination to inſert them; 
and therefore we will now proceed to make good

| The Tryol of Robert Earl of Oxford and Ew!

T HIS Fryal came on in W-f1i»fter- Hall, before the 


Houſe of Peers, on the 24th of June; but that 
we may be the more exact in our Account of it, we 
are oblig'd to go a little bickwards, and take Notice, 
that on the 22d of the preceding Month the Earl of 
Oxford, who had been a Priſoner near two Years in 


the Tower of London, caus'd a Petition to be preſented 


to the Houſe of Lords, ſetting forth, How long he 
* had been confin'd, upon an impeachment brought 
© up againſt him to their Lordſhips Houſe, by the 
* Commohs of Great Britain, for High Treaſon and 
* other Crimes and Miſdemeanours ; ſubmitting 
© his Caſe to his Lordſhips Conſideration, and pray- 
ing, that his Impriſönment might not indefinite. 
The Lord Trevor, who preſented this Petition, made 
a long Speech in Behalf of the Petitioner ; and was 
feconded and back'd by the Duke of Buckzngham, the 
Lord Harcourt, the Earls of Nottingham and Abin-don, 
and the Lord North and Grey, It was, among other 
Arguments, ſuggeſted, That the Impeachment was 
determin'd and ſuperſeded by the Prorogation of the 
Parliament; which being oppos'd by the Lord C.- 
ninpſby, a Committee of Lords was appointed to ſearch 
Precedents; and May 26, the Lord Trevor made his 
Report from the ſaid Committee; upon which the 
Queſtion was put, Whether the Earl of Oxford's In- 
peachment was ſuperſeded or determin'd by the Pro- 

ation 7 Which occaſion'd a long Debate. The 
Dukes of Buc ling ham and Av cyle, the Earls of Notting» 
ham, Abin"don, Aylesford, and lay, the Lord North 
and Grey, and ſome others, were for the Affirmative: 
But the Earl of Sunderland, the Lord Coningſby, and 
ſeveral others, maintain'd the Negative ; and the 
Lords Harcourt and Trevor being of this laſt Opinion, 
the Queſtion was carry'd in the Negative by 87 Voi- 
ces againſt 45. After this, the Duke of Buckinghan 


mov d for fixing a Day for the Tryal of the Earl of 


Oxforl; 
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Oxfr-1; upon which, a Committee was appointed 
to ſearch the Journalsof the Houſe for Precedents of 
the Lords Proceedings in the like Caſes, 

May 27. The Earl of Nottingham aſk'd Leave to en- 
ter his Proteſt againſt the above Reſolution, which was 
granted; and then the Lord Trevor, from the Lords 
Committees, made a Report, containing ſeveral Pre- 
cedents from the Year 1606, to the Year 1716, of the 
Lords appointing the Day of Tryal upon Impeach- 
ments of the Houſe of Commons. The Clerk having 
read the ſaid Report a ſecond Time, the Duke of Buck- 
ino ham made a Speech, wherein, among other Things, 
his Grace repreſented, © That it concern'd the whole 
© Peerage of Great Britain, to put a ſpeedy End to 
© this Affair, becauſe the Peers are chiefly liable to 
t Proſecutions of this Nature. That he- would not 
enter either into the Merits of the Cauſe, or into 
© the Reaſons which the Commons had for not pro- 
ſecuting their Impeachment ; but that it was certain, 
© that the Peer who occaſion'd this Debate, had been 
© confin'd about Two Years ; that unleſs this Houſe, 
interpos d, his Impriſonment might become per- 
* petnal;; and therefore, ſince it appear d by ſo great a 
Number of Precedents as had been laid before them, 
* that the Peers have an unconteſted Right to appoint 
"the Day of Trial, they ought, in his Opinion, to 
© make uſe of that Right on this Occaſion. That 
© he doubteJ not but all the Members of that aſſem- 
* bly would readily agree with him as to the Thing 
it ſelf; and if there were any Difference of Opinions 
* amongſt them, it would be as to the Day. That 
* conſilering the advanc'd Seaſon of the Year, and 
the Approich of Summer, which render'd the being 
in Town very diſagreeabſe and incommodious, he 
thought not only both Houſes of Parliament, but 
the King himſelf, would be glad of a Receſs, to go 
; and enjoy the Country Air; and therefore he was 
for appointing a ſhort Day, and nam'd the 6th of 

June following“ The Lord Ferrers ſeconded the 
Duke of Buckingham, but the Earl of Sunderlandanſwer'd,

© not underſtand the Paradox that was juſt now ad- 
vanc'd, vz. that the longeſt Day was the ſhortetWay 
to come to a Determination of this Affair; that ler 
the Peers appoint what Day they think fit, yet the 
Commons have ſtill a Right to demand more Time; 
nor can the Lords, in Juſtice deny it, if the Com- 
mons thew juſt Reaſons for their Demand. And as 
for the Prorogation, which *twas apprehended might 
prevent the Tryal, that entirely depended on the 
Royal Prerogative ; and if ſuch a Thing ſhould hap- 
pen, no Body could ſay any thing to it; concluding 
That whatever he had ſaid on this Occaſion, was 
merely out of Regard to publick Juſtice, and to the 
© Prerogatives of the Peerage; for, he hop d, no 
Body would ſuſpe& him of Partiality to the Loid 
© who occaſion d this Debate. His Grace having done 
ſpeaking, the Queſtion was put, That the 6th of June 
be appointed for the Tryal of the Earl of Oxford and 
Earl Mortimer ; which being carry'd in the Negative 
by 85 Votes againſt 44 ; then it was carry'd, without 
dividing, that the 13th of June be the Day appointed; 
and a Meſſage was immediately ſent to the Commons 
to acquaint them therewith, 
May 30. The Commons having taken the ſaid Mel- 
ſage intoConſideration, appointed aCommittee to col 


lider of the State of the Impeachment againſt wy 
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Fatl. Several Members of the Secret Committee wha 
fr puſh'd on that Proſecution, being call d up to the 
Houſe of Peers, as Sir Richard Onſlow, the Lord Co- 
nino / by and Sir Robert Marſham; others abſent, and 
others grown remiſs and indifferent in the Matter, it 
was thought proper to ſupply thoſe Defects, by adding 
to the remaining Members of the ſaid Secret Commit- 
tee, the following Perſons, 22. Lawrence Carter Eſq; Sir 
William Thompſon, Kt. Solicitor-General and Recorder 
of London, Mr. Serjeant Birch, Mr. Serjeant Pengelly, 
Mr. Serjeant Reynolds, and Witham Guidott, Eſq, all 
eminent Lawyers: And it was order'd, That the ſaid 
Commiltee have Power to ſend for Perſons, Papers, and 
Records, and to adjourn to ſuch Times and Places as they 
ſhould thank ſit. 

June 3. This Committee met for the firſt Time ar 
the Cockpit in Whitehall, and choſe Mr. Carter for their 
Chairman, in the Room of Robert Walpole, Eſq; wha, 
like ſeveral others, abſented himſelf ; and General 
Stanhope happening at this Time to be indiſpos'd, the 
Committee met ſeveral Times without being able to 
do any Buſineſs. This was the Reaſon why four other 
Perſons were, on June 7, added to the reſt, ig. Mr. 
Secretary Aldiſon, fames Cragos, jun. Eſq; Secretary 
at War, Sir Nathaniel Mead, Serjeant at Law, and 
William Jeſſoß, Eſq; an eminent Lawyer. 

June 7. The Lords took into Conſideration a Peri- 
tion of Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl Morizmer, pre- 
ſented the Day before, praying, That the Counſel cor- 
merly allow'd him by their Lordihips, might be conti- 
to him; and that Sir Robert Raymond and Mr. Recves 
might be added to them: But ſeveral Lords having 
repreſented, that this laſt Demand was icregular, it 
was rejected. The Duke of B. ſaid, however, on 
this Occaſion, © That as the whole Peerage was cou- 
*cern'd in a Proſecution of this Nature, he would 
readily give his Vote for granting the Earl of Oxſords 
Requeſt if he thought it of any Uſe to him; but 
; chat, in his Opinion, all thoſe who had impeach'd 
; him of High Treaſon, were, by this Time, aſham'd 

of it; except, perhaps, one ſingle Perſon who could 
* bealham'd of nothing. 

About this Time, the Lords addreſs d his Majeſty 
that he would be pleas d to appoint a high Steward for 
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the Tryal of the Earl of Oxford, in Compliance do 
which Addreſs, his Majeſty was pleas'd to appoint the 
Lord High Chancellor, the Lord Couper, to execute 
that Office. 

Fune 12. Mr. Carter reported from the Committee 
appointed to conſider the State of the Impeachment 
againſt Robert Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer 
That the Committee had met ſeveral Times, and 
© made ſome Progreſs in the Matters to them teferrd; 
© bur that the Proſecution of the ſaid Impeachment 
having been interrupted for ſo many Months, by the 
© Intervention of many weighty and urgent Aﬀair, 
* which more nearly and immediately concern'd the 
* Welfare, Defence, and Security of the Kingdom; 
© it was become abſolutely neceſſary for thoſe who 
© ſhould be appointed to manage the faid Impeach. 
© ment, to review, and carefully peruſe all the Treaties, 
© Records, Letters, and other Papers proper and ne- 
« ceſlary for ſupporting this Proſecution ; which being 
< very voluminous, it would be impoſſible within the 
© Time appointed for the Tryal, ro adjuſt and apply 
© the Proper Evidence to the ſeyeral Articles. Here. 
upon it was mov'd, That a Meſſage be ſent to the 
Lords, acquainting them with the Reaſons why this 
Houſe could not proceed on the Tryal of Robert Earl 
of Oxford and Earl Mortimer, at the Time appointed; 
and to deſire that the ſame might be put off to a farther 
Day. Upon this there was, for two or three Minutes, 
2 Silence in the Houſe, the Members looking upon 
oue another, waiting who thould ſpeak firſt. At laß 
Mr. Hungerford, being call d upon by ſeveral Gentlemen, 
roſe up, and, in paricular, took Notice of the great 


Hardihips which the Earl of O+ford had undergone. 


Then Mr. Boſrawen expreſs'd his Concern, That

Then the Lord High Steward commanded the Lie- 
tenant of the Tower of London to diſcharge his Pri 
ſoner ; and, declaring his.

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Tho the Earl of Oxford was thus acquitted, the 
Commons ſeem'd reſolv'd not to let him eſcape fo 
out of their Hands; for on July 3, they reſum'd the 
adjourn'd Debate upon the Motion we mention d 
above to be made the firſt of that Month by Sir Wil/iam 
Gricland, who again infiſting upon that Motion, 
had the Mortification of ſeeing, that not one Member 
would ſecond him : On the Contrary Mr. Hunger ford 
faid upon that Matter, That for his own Part, he 
had ever been againſt violent Proceedings: That, 
in his Opinion, where the Life, Fortune, or Repu- 
6 tation of any Man is concern'd, the Parliament 
© ought to go upon Evidence as ſtrong and as full as 
is re ird in Weſiminſter Hall; and that he had ob- 
tferv'd, that all Bills of Attainder proceeded from 
© Party-Piques.* Sir William Strickland being offended 
at this Speech, made ſome ſevere. Reflections upon 
it; and added, That for his own Part he had no 
perſonal Pique againſt the Earl of Oxford; but look d 
upon him as an Enemy to his Country; and ſince 
the Commons could not bring him to Juſtice in the 
ordinary Way, they ought, in his Opinion, to have 
Recourſe to an extraordinary Method ; for which, 
however, they did not want Precedents. Mr. Hungerford 
turn d the Reflections made upon him into Railery ; and 
after ſome other Speeches, the Lord Caſtlecomer mov d, 
That an humble Addreſs be preſented to his Majeſty, 
ſetting forth the many great Crimes of which Robert 
Earl of Oxford and Earl Mortimer has been impeach'd 
by this Houſe, as likewiſe the Endeavours that have

the Emperor, Empire, and King of Portugal, were 
left to treat for themſelves ; the Kingdom of Sith 
was given to the Duke of Savoy, as an Inducement 
and Reward to him for quitting the common Caule, 
in direct Defiance and Violation of the grand Al. 
liance, and of the declar d Senſe of moſt of her good 
Allies, and eſpecially of the Dutch, who, to tis 
Day, have never aſſented to that Condition of the 
Treaty of Utrecht. A ſhameful and dithonourable 
Treaty, of Peace was at laſt concluded, by which, 
impracticable Terms of Trade were impos'd on Gd 
Britain ; the Demolition of Dunkirk, which hal 
been addreſs'd for by Parliament, was eluded by! 
treacherous Connivance, as the making of 2 
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© Canal at Mardyke ; and the Security which was pro- 
© pos'd by removing the Pretender out of France, was, 
© in the like Manner, evaded by a treacherous Conni- 
© yance at his reſiding in Lorrain. 

© It is owing to your Majeſty's unweary'd Endea- 
© yours for the Good of your Subjects, and that juſt 
© Regard which is paid to your Majeſty by foreign 
© Princes and States, that we ſee our ſelves deliver'd, 
© in a great Degree, from the Effects of thoſe perni- 
© cious Meaſures, which might otherwiſe have prov'd 
© fatal to your Kingdoms: But as we reflect with 
* equal Gratitude and Admiration on your Majeſty's 
© being able to retrieve ſuch Miſcarriages, eſpecially 
in a Time which has been diſturb'd by pub- 
© lick Tumults and Rebellions ; we think it is a great 
Aggravation of Guilt in thoſe who gave up ſo 
© many national Advantages, at a Time when they 
© Iabour'd under no ſuch. Difficulties at Home, and 
* when the continu'd Succeſſes of a long and glorious 
* War had put them into a Condition of gaining the 
* moſt beneficial Terms from the Enemy. 

© Your faithful Commons did likewiſe exhibit ſe- 
* veral other Charges againſt the ſaid Earl, repre- 
* ſenting him in many notorious Inſtances, as a Per- 
* ſon who had abus'd the Truſt and Confidence 
* which her late Majeſty had repos'd in him, and ſa- 
* crific'd the Honour of his Sovereign, and the Good 
of her People, to private Views of Intereſt and 
* Ambition, 
: $ Your faithful Commons have not been wanting 
in their Endeavqurs to bring the ſaid Earl to Ju- 
: ice; but by Reaſon of the unhappy Differences

Lordſhip was concern'd in ſome Conſpiracy * 
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the Perſon, and even againſt the Life of the Pretender, 
who was then at Urbino. In a few Days, proper Offi- 
cers were ſent from the Pope to examine them; but 
not diſcovering any Thing againſt them, they were 
all ſet at Liberty; the Cardinal Legate ſending his 
Coach to Fort Urbano, which on the 15th of October 
brought the Earl of Feterborough to Bolagna, where 
the Cardinal endeavour'd to excuſe the Affront that 
had been put upon his Lordſhip, by telling him, 
that he was extreamly ſorry he had too credulouſſy 
given Way to his being arreſted, and that he had 
been reprimanded for it by the Pope, who diſapprov'd 


| of his Proceeding ; adding, That he had been de- 


ceiy'd by falſe Reports, and had paid too much Regard 
to the repeated Inſtances that had been made to him 
on the Part of the Chevalier de St. George. But ſome 
Days before his Lordſhip was ſet at Liberty, ſome of 
his Friends in Haly thought fit to publith a Sort of 
Manifeſto, by Way of Letter, in Vindication of his 
Lordſhip from the foul Accuſation that was laid to 
his Charge ; which being a curious Piece, and giving 
(beſides a full Infight into this Aﬀair, we think 
fit to inſert the following Tranſlation of it from the 
halian Original; defiring our Readers not to take 
Offence at certain Expreſſions in it, but to conſider 
that it was written and publiſh'd in a Country, where 
they dare not make Uſe of other Terms.

mal, call'd Solifuga, which reſembles a Frog. It had 
formerly a Silver Mine, and ſtill affords Coral in ſe. 
veral Places on its Coaſts, The Antients tell us, 
that Sardus, the Son of Hercules, having ſettled a 
Colony here, call d it Sardinia from his own Nam 
and that it before was call'd Sandalioris and Ichnuſa, 


From the ſole of a Foot, which the Figure of this 


Wand repreſents, Since thoſe Times, it was inha- 
bited by divers Nations, till the Carthaginians made 
themſelves Maſters of it; and from whom it was 
taken by the Romans, in whole Poſſeſſion it continu'd 
a long Time, and was taken from them by the 
Greeks, from whom the Saracens took it ; out of whoſe 
Hands the Genceſe and Piſans 2 wreſted it, 
fell into Diſpute which of them ſhould poſſeſs it: 
Upon which Pope Boniface VIII. gave Leave to King 
James II. of Arragon to conquer it, which he accom- 
pliſh'd after a ſtout Reſiſtance made by four Princes 
of the Iſland, aſſiſted by the Genorſe and Nſans; and 
it has ever ſince been annex'd to the Crown of Spain, 


and govern'd by a Viceroy ; till in the late War 


the whole Iſland ſubmitted, in 1708, to the Confede- 
tate Fleet, for the Uſe of King Charles III. (as he 
was then call'd) the ' preſent Emperor. It was 
made a Kingdom. in the 13th Century by the Em-

AS we could not in the leaſt doubt that the Aſſu- 
8 rances which your Majeſty has given us, more 
than once, that the Men of War which we deſir d 
© of you with ſo much Earneſtneſs, and which you 
© caus'd to be equip'd, were deſign'd for the powerful 
© Relief of the Chriſtian Flees againſt the Turks, ſo, 
© in this Perſwaſion, to contribute to the Increaſe of 
© your Glory, we forthwith imparted.it in a Conſi- 
© ſtory to our venerable Brethren the Cardinals of the 
© Holy Roman Church, as well as what was afterwards 
© told us on your Part, that thoſe Ships were ſail'd for 
© the Levant, to ſupport the Common Cauſe, as you 
© had often promis d us they ſhould. We were the 
© more inclin'd to believe this, becauſe we earneſtly 
© with'd it; eſpecially, when we had Advice, that 
* the Venetian Fleet, tho' it had valiantly defended the 
*Cauſe of Chriſtianity, impatiently expected the 
Arrival of thoſe auxiliary Ships, having ſuffer'd 
pretty much in ſeveral bloody Engagements in the 
* Archipelago, VE 

* Your Majeſty may judge then of our Surprize and 
© Grieſ at the Reports lately ſpread; That your Fleet 
had not taken the Route that you had ſignify'd to 
* us, but another, directly contrary to your Promiſes ; 
* ſo that the Orthodox Religion can have no Hope of 
Relief from it; but, on the Reverſe, has all Man- 

; | ner 
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© ner of Reaſon to dread the moſt dangerous Conf: 
© quences. | | 
We have indeed hitherto endeavour'd to alle; 
s viate our Affliction at this News, by preſwad- 
© ing our ſelf, that we ought not not to give an 
© entire Credit to it, tho' it came confirm'd. to us 
© by Complaints from many Hands ; becauſe we 
conſider'd ſuch an Enterprize as directly contrary 
to your great Piety, to the Faith of your Promiſes, 
c and even to the Duty of a Catholick King, ata 
© Time when the Church is in ſo great Danger. 
© But as the common Fame, that has gain'd Footin 
© in all Parts about this Affair, makes us fear, that, 
© contrary to your own Inclinations, you may have 
© been prevail'd on by the Artifice of certain Perſons 
© about you, to enter into this miſchievous and dan- 
< gerous Deſign, which tis even ſaid you have already 
© put in Execution; our ſincere and paternal Affection 
to you premits us to be no longer ſilent ; when not 
© only your Reputation, but your Soul alſo is at Stake. 
< For who ſees not what an Account you will have 
to render to the King of Kings, and what a Blemiſh 
it will be to your Glory, if your Counſellors have

Could 
they pretend that Jeſus Chriſt had broke his Faith 
| to them in the leaſt Tittle, or that he had done them 
any Injuſtice, that could warrant them in violating

© Wherefore we moſt earneſtly intreat your Ma- 
' jeſly, and conjure you in the Name of the Lord,

(and fingular Prudence, you would ſeriouſly reflect 
(on the Dangers of Chriſtendom ; of the Church 
and Religion; and that you would be pleas'd to 
' hearken to us; to us, who are as a Father to you, 
who love you tenderly, and who give you true and 
' wholeſome Advice, rather than to thoſe Sons of 
' Infidelity, who only care for the Things of this 
World, and who, having your Glory leſs in View 
than to gain Renown to themſelves, put you upon 
* Defigns advantageous in Appearance, but that will 

prove very pernicious in their Conſequences : 
We therefore once more conjure you to let all

The Manifeſto which the Court of Hain thought 
fit to publiſh in Juſtification of the Invaſion of Sar. 
dinia, was, by Way of Circular Letter, written by 
the Marqueſs of Grimaldo, principal Secretary of State 
to his Catholick Majeſty, to the ſeveral Miniſters of 
that Prince, reſiding in foreign Courts ; of which 
Letter here follows a Tranflation. E by 


c T HAT ata Time when all Europe was perſwaded 
g that the Preparations that were making in 
Sfain threaten d the Common Enemy of Chriſtendom, 
© and that his Majeſty's Forces were de ſign d to ſe- 
cond the Efforts of the Chriſtian Army, purſuant 
to the generons Offers the King had made for that 
Purpoſe to the Pope; that at ſuch a Time, I ſay, 
the King ſhould reſolve to ſend his Fleet and Troops 
to conquer the Iſland of Sardinia, J doubt not but 
your Excellency, and all Europe, will be ſurpriz d 
as indeed I my ſelf am. I know (and indeed who dot 
not F) “his Majeſty's Equity and Sincerity, his punQu- 
al Obſervance of his Royal Promiſes, the "Tender 
neſs of his Conſcience, and his Conſtancy in Ad. 
verſity; Qualities that are the true Picture of thu 
Monarch, and which render him the worthy Suc 
ceſſor of the greateſt Kings that ever ſway d th 
Sceptre of Spain. Twas my knowing this tha 
caus'd my ſurprize; and I could ſcarſe concery 
that a Prince endow'd with ſo many Virtues, coul 
© determine to attack the Archduke. at a Time whe 
© he was in War with the Tg, and when the Coal 
1 9 
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© of the Eccleſiaſtical State were threatend with an 
© Invaſion. But ſince the King has taken this Reſo- 
© lution, he muſt have been fore d to it by ſuperior 
© Reaſons, and more powerful Motives. This, in- 
© deed, I have learnt from his Majeſty's own Mouth, 
© and am order'd to inform your Excellency of it, 
«© which I now am going to do, in as few Words as 
0 le. 
derbe King has, with unparalle}}'d Magnanimi— 
© ty, born the diſmembering of his Dominions, 
© which the Plenipotentiaries for treating the late 
peace thought fir to ſacrifice to the publick Tran- 
© quillity : But his Majeſty well hop'd, that ſuch a 
Sacrifice would have ſecur'd the Peace of a Nation 
© whoſe valour was not ſeconded by Fortune ; and 
© that what was ſtipulated, would have been, at leaft, 
£ religiouſly obſerv'd. His Majeſty nevertneleſs, to 
© procure the Tranquillity of Spain, yielded up the 
© Kingdom of Sicily, on Condition that his Enemies 
* ſhould evacuate Catalonia and the Iſle of Majorca ; 
but he ſoon ſaw, that thoſe who commanded there, 
© conceal'd the Diſpatches and Orders which they re- 
* ceivd; and when the King caus'd the Allies to be 
© inform'd of it, thoſe very Commanders fei gn d, 
* that they would execute the Treaty, by Virtue of 
© which, the Reſtitution of thoſe Places was demand- 
* ed of them. 
In Conformity to that Treaty, the Archduke's 
© Garriſons had nothing to do but to deliver up rhe 
© Gates of every Place to the King, as is uſual in the 
© like Caſe among other European Powers: But the 
© Archduke's Generals, without having Regard to 
the Faith of Treaties, abandon'd thoſe Places to the 
' Catalans and gave them Hopes of returning ſoon 
to their Aſſiſtance z by which Promiſes they ſupport- 
* ed the Audaciouſneſs of that People, who were in- 
*clin'd to a Revolt, and urg'd them on to æ Reſi- 
* ſtance as unjuſt as it was obſtinate. Beſides, what 
' was yet more outrageous againſt his Majeſty, the 
* Archduke's Generals, to enable thoſe Rebels to per- 
* fiſt the longer in their Rebellion, permitted them, 
* at the Time of their embarking, to ſeize the Horſes 
* belonging to their Troops. Tney attempte ! al to 
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deliver up Cſtalrick to them; a Place which they 
© themſelyes had deſir'd of the King, and which his 
* Majeſiy had granted them, as a Place of Refuge 
and Security to the Archduke's Troops that were to 
© embark, | 

© What Expences! What Calamities has not Hain 
© ſuffer'd by theſe Breaches of Faith, this Violation of 
© ſo ſolemn a Treaty ? It had been a leſs Evil to 
© havingcontinu'd the War, and more glorious to have 
< run the Hazards of it. But his Majeſty's real Defire 
© to maintain the publick Tranquillity prevail'd over 
c his juſt Reſentments. The King unwillingly ſaw 
. © the continual Succours that were ſent from Naples to 
< the Support of his revolted Subjects, and to heigh- 
< ten the Inſolence of the Rebels; but conceal'd his 
© juſt Reſentments, in Hopes of procuring, by De- 
© grees, Repoſe to his Subjects after ſo long and ſo 
© deſtructive a War. How much more eaſy would it 
< have been to his Majeſty to have invaded hoth by 
Sea and Land the Territories poſſeſs'd by the Arch. 
© Puke, and by that Means to have made him ſenſible 
© of the injurious and ungenerous Treatment he had 
© receiv d from him? But norwithſtanding all this 
Moderation on the Part of the King, the Arch- 
© Duke continu'd in his Breach of Faith to his Maje- 
© ſty ; for tho' Letters were indeed ſent to the Generals 
© and Governors in Majorca to ſurrender that Ifland to 
< the King, yet contrary Orders were privately given 
© them ; upon which they delay'd the Performance, 
in hope that Succours would arrive from Germany, 
< which would involve Spain in a new War, and 
© plunge that Kingdom into new Expences and Miſc- 
© ries; but at length the King made himſelf Maſter of 
c the City, and then, indeed, the Ifland was deliver'd 
© to him. 

„It is natural to believe, that then at leaſt the 
© Miniſtry at Vienna would willingly have conceal'd 
© the Share they had in the Revolt of the Kings 
Subjects; but by the Rewards that were given to 
© the moſt obſtinate of the Rebels, and thoſe who had 
< moſt diſtinguiſh'd themſelves by the unnatural Rebel- 
< lion againſt their undoubted lawful Sovereign, the 


* ſaid Miniftry ſufficiently declar'd themſelves 9 = 
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© thors of a Rebellion, committed by a People ſo 
* vile and prefidious. 

© The War which the Turks declar'd againſt the 
© Archduke, open d to his Majeſty the Gate of Re. 
© venge, and preſented him with a fair Opportunity 
© to recover the Territories which the Archduke had 
e uſurp'd upon him: His Majeſty, however, took no 
Advantage of that favourable Conjuncture; for he 
© not only condeſcended not to diſturb the Peace of 
© /taly, but in Oppoſition to his own Intereſt, con- 
© tributed to the agorandizing of his Enemy, by 
© ranting, out of a Principle of Religion and 2 
© truly Chriſtian Zeal, Succours to the Archduke's 
© Allies, which enabled them to conquer their com- 
© mon Enemy. 

The King perſwaded himſelf, that if ſo generous 
© 21 Conduct on his Part did not inſpire in the Arch- 
© Duke a Deſire of Peace, it would at leaſt have engaged 


him to ſhew as great a Regard for his Ma jeſty as is 


© obſery'd even between declar d Enemies, and the 
© Generals of Armies, when in Sight of one another : 
But, on the contrary, injurious Declarations have 
© been publiſh'd in 7aly, Flanders, and at Vienna, high- 
© ly refle&ing on his Majeſty's Perſon and Dignity ; 
© and that Words and Actions might be all of 2 
© Piece, the Archduke has caus'd the Grand Inquiſi- 
© tor of Sparn to be ſeiz d, even tho' he was furniſh'd 
* with his Holineſs's Paſſports, authoriz'd and ap- 
© proy'd by Cardinal Scrottenbach. This laſt Affront 
© has renew'd the Remembrance of all the former, and 
* awaken'd the Obligations that a King lies under to 
revenge himſelf, and to obtain Satisfaction for the 
Indignities and Injuries he has receiv'd, and which 
© he cannot calmly put up without leſſening his Au- 
© thority in the Minds of his People, who will look 
© upon him as uncapable of ſecuring their Repoſe, if 
© he paſs'd by ſuch Affronts that are offer'd to his own 
Crown. Ina Word, this Inſult offer'd to the King, 
in the Perſon of the Grand Inquiſitor of ain, has 
* convinc'd his Majeſty, that the Miniſtry at Vienna 
* have at all Times ſought Occaſions of humbling the 
* Minds of a Nation, who have always been moſt 
* ſenſibly affected in Points that touch cheir ——_ 
an 
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and who take theſe Injuries as open Affronts offer d 
to the Perſon of their King. Nothing but theſe 
ſerious Reflections could have diverted his Majeſty's 
Intentions of ſending the powerful Succours that 
were prepar'd againſt the Turk, the Enemy of the 
Archduke, nor. have excited his Juſtice to employ 
them in a lawful Revenge. 

© Your Excellency knows how ardently his Majeſty 
withes the Increaſe of the Church's Glory; and 
therefore you are commanded to make known, that 
nothing, but the moſt powerful Motives, could have 
ſuſpended the Efforts which his Piety excited him ro 
contribute towards it. Itis to me a ſenſible Mortifi- 
cation to ſee the Succours deſign'd for the Pope, 
employ'd otherwiſe for awhile ; nor am I leſs con- 
cern'd at the juſt Reſentments the King is compelld 
to ſhew, and which are the Cauſe of that Delay. I 
heartily wiſh, that the Miniſters of fo great a Prince 
as the Archduke, had form'd Projects worthy of 
their Maſter, inſtead of drawing upon themſelves 
the blame of all Euroße, by a continu'd Series of 
manifeſt Violations of the moſt ſolemn Treaties. 
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The Prince de Cellamare, Embaſſador of Hain at 
the Court of France, preſented likewiſe, in his own 
Name, a Memorial about the Invaſion of Sardinia, 
to the Marſhal d' Huxelles, Preſident of the Council 
for foreign Aﬀairs, when he communicated to him 
the preceding Letter of the Marqueſs Grimaldo ; which

© Treatments, which, after the Loſs of the Kingdom 
© of Naples, the Germans gave in the Priſons of Milan, 
© to the Viceroy, the Marqueſs de Villena, and the

© Your Excellency will ſoon perceive the Merit and

Majeſty. | 
The Squadron that was fitted out in ſeveral Ports of 
Spain, as twas given out, to aſſiſt the Venetians, arriv'd at 
Barcelona in the Beginning of 7uh; and then twas ſoon 
perceiv d, that the Turkiſh War had been but the Pre- 
tence of that Armament; for the Saniards caus d 
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moſt of their Troops to march to Barcelona, and other 
maritime Places on the Coaft of the Mediterranean 
and embark'd a conſiderable Body of them, with z 
Train of Artillery, and Arms for ſix or ſeven thou. 
ſand Men, on Board the Tranſports they had prepar'd 
to go along with the Fleet ; and the firſt Convoy, un- 
der the Command of the Marqueſs Mari, fail'd from 
Barcelona on the 25th of July, They touch'd at 
Majorca on the zd of Auguſt; but meeting with con- 
trary Winds, foul Weather, and ſometimes Calms, 
arriv'd not at Cagliari till the 21ſt of that Month; 
but the other Part of the Fleet, that was left at Barce. 
lona, to take on Board the reſt of the Forces, per- 
form'd their Voyage with greater Succeſs, and arriv'd | 
there on the xoth. The very Day that the laſt Squa- 
dron arriv'd, the Marqueſs de Lede, General of Foot, 
who commanded in Chief in this Expedition, ſent an 
Officer on Shore to ſummon the Marqueſs de Rubi, Vice- 
roy of Sardinia, to ſurrender the Town of Cagliari and 
the whole Iſland to his Spaniſh Majeſty ; which he abſo- 
Jutely refuſing to do, the neceſſary Diſpoſitions were 
made for landing the Troops the next Morning 
which was accordingly done near the Salt-Pits ; an 
by Three in the Afternoon they were all on Shore, 
to the Number of about 6000 Foot and 600 Dragoons, 
mounted. Mean while 500 Imperial Horſe, of which 
oo were regular Troops, appear'd at ſome Diſtance 
— the Place of landing; but the Cannon of the 
Spaniſh Gallies firing upon them continually, kept 
them off, and the Deſcent was made without any 
Oppoſition. The ſame Day the Spaniſh Troops ad- 
vanc'd towards Cagliari, and encamp'd in the Plain of 
Lazaretto, while the Fleet which had anchor'd off the 
Salt-Pits, during the Diſembarkation, ſail'd and took 
their Station before the Town. On the 23d, the 
Spaniſh Forces took Poſſeſſion of the Covent of Bon- 
aire, the Imperialiſts retiring into the Surburbs of 
Cagliari, without firing a Shot; and thence their Foot 
withdrew into the Town, the Horſe marching off into 
the Country, to hinder the Spaniards from ſupplying 
themſelves with Proviſions from the Iſland. The 
24th the General, with all his Dragoons, and a De- 
tachment of Foot, march'd out of the Camp, to ao 
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View of the Country in the Neighbourhood of 
Cagliari, and in his March fell in with a Party of 
Imperial Horſe, whom he defeated, killing 12 of them, 
with the Loſs of only one of his Dragoons, and re. 
turn d to the Camp with ſome Priſoners and Cattle. 
On the 25th and 26th the Spaniards were employ'd in 
landing their Artillery and Ammunition for attacking 
the Place by Land, while the Men of War came and 
moor'd before the Mouth of the Port in Form of a 
Half-Moon. On the 28th the Siege was form'd, but 
the Troops were oblig'd to keep in their Lines 12 Days, 
without any Military Operations, except throwing in 
of ſome Bombs, for want of Faſcines which the Sea- 
men of the Fleet were employ'd to cut and make in 
the Neighbourhood of Palaßno, it being neceſſary to 
attack the Caſtle and the Lower Town in Form, in

of the Marqueſs Mari, were very ſerviceable on Shore; 
while ſeveral Prizes were likewiſe taken at Sea by the 
Vigilance of that Admiral. On the 17th, the Mar. 
ueſs de Rubi caus'd the Surburbs of Villanuova, with 
Ns Convent call'd II Jeſu del Padri Offervanti, to be 
burnt in order to lay all open before the Walls; and 
then obſerving that the Spaniards had advanc'd their 
Approaches within Piſtol-Shot of the Place, he re- 
tir'd out of it with 150 Horſe and ſome Gentlemen, 
leaving the Command to the Marqueſs della Guardia, 
and Colonel Carreras ; ſoon after which, moſt of the 
reſt of the Cavalry fled alſo out of the Place.

and got into Alguero, with only 13 of his Men, the 
reſt being either kill'd or taken. | pave the Priſo- 
ners was the Count de St. Antonio, General of the 
Galleys of Sardinia, who was put on Board a Sfaniſþ 
Man of War, and ſent to Barcelona. The reſt that 
were taken, who amounted to about 120, all liſted

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treat of a Capitulation : The Debate about ſettling 
the Articles held two Days; the Sparnards inſiſting on 
the Garriſon's ſurrendering themſelves Priſoners of 
War, and the Garriſon, upon being conducted to 
Alewero, or tranſported to Naples, both which were 
fatly deny'd them; but at length it was agreed on 
the third Day, that the Soldiers ſhould' march out 
with their Baggage, but without Arms, and the Offi- 
cers with their Arms and Baggage, and that they 
ſhould be tranſported to Genos. Accordingly, the 
Caſtle was put into the Hands of the Spaniards the 
Day following, but 180 of the Garriſon liſted them- 
ſelves in the Spaniſh Troops. No other Terms could 
be obtain d for the Town of Cagliari, and the open 
Country of the Iſland of Sardinia, than that the Inhabi- 
tants hould ſubmit to the Clemency of the Conqueror, 

The Capital of Sardinia being thus ſubdu'd, the 
Marqueſs de Lede immediately ſent a Detachment to 
attack Alguero, into which Place the Marqueſs de Rubi 
had made his Eſcape, deſigning, as *twas given our, 
to defend himſelf there to the laſt Extremity ; but 
ſcarce were the Spantſh Troops arriv'd before it, but 
he fled from thence into Caſtle Arragoneze ;- both 
which Places ſubmitted to the Spanzards without ma- 
king any Reſiſtance ; the firſt of them on the 28th, 
the laſt on the zoth of Ottobey ; and both on the ſame 
Capitulation as Cagliari; ſo that the Marqueſs de Rubi 
ms permitted to quit the Iſland, having got Leave to 
tranſport himſelf to Genoa, which he did accordingly 
and thus the whole Kingdom of Sardinia was reduc'd 
to the Obedience of his Catholick Majeſty : After 
which, the Marqueſs de Lede having lefr 4000 Men 
in that Iſland, embark'd with the reſt of his Forces, 
and return'd to Span,

lat, the Venetian Fleet retir'd ro Zante; and that 

of the Turks, between Modon and Sapicnza, where 
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they continu'd ſome Time, and then return'd to Con. 
ſlantinople. But the Campaign ended not thus at 
Land; for the Venetians reſolv'd to make themfelyes 
Maſters of ſeveral Places in Epirus, and to this Pur. 
Pole embark'd a ſtrong Body of Men under the Com- 
mand of General Schuylembourg, who landed with 
them near Preveſa, a ſmall Town with only a ſingle 
Mud-Wall to defend it; ſo that he flatter d 
himſelf that he ſhould be able to take it Sword in 
Hand ; but found himſelf diſappointed, for he took 
it not 'till the Turks had abandon'd it, after they 
had made ſeven Sallies upon the Beſiegers, and kill d 
them 1500 Men, tho' the Turks were not in all above 
Soc. Six of theſe Sallies were made during the firſt 
four Days of the Siege, but on the fifth Day of it, 
the Venetians having refus'd them honourable Terms, 
the whole Garriſon came out, and pouring all at once 
upon one of the Quarters of the Venetian Camp, put 
all into Confuſion in an Inſtant, drove the Beſiegers 
clear away from their Poſts, making a great Slaughter 
of them. After this, they retir'd into the Town, 
which nevertheleſs they abandon'd in the Evening, 
marching of in View of the Venetians, who had 
been ſo roughly handled in the Morning, that they 
thought not fit to try their Fortune in a ſecond Adi- 
on the ſame Day, but were glad on any Terms to take 
the Place, which being of no Strength, is conſe- 
quently of ſmall Importance. This happen d on the 
22d of October, N. S. 

On the 26th of that Month, the Land-Forces, 
under General Schuylembourg, having again embark d 
on Board the Fleet commanded by the Captain-Gene- 
ral Piſani, proceeded from Preveza, and landing in the 
Neighbourhood of Vonizza, another Town in Efru 
made the neceſſary Diſpoſitions for attacking it, This 
Town was defended by 1800 Turks ; among them 400 
Spabi's ; and by its Situation, is a Place of ſome 
Strength. The Venetians were firſt oblig'd to poſſeſs 
themſelves of a Hill, in order to make a near Ap. 
proach to the Place; and upon thar Hill a Body of 
"Turks appear'd, drawn up in good Order, as if they 
were derermin'd to defend that Poſt : But the Venetian 
advancing in Baitalia, the Infidels retir'd from 11 
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Hill into the Place, where they held a Council of 
War, in which it was reſolv'd to abandon it. This 
they accordingly did on the 2d of November, and 
manag'd the Matter with ſo much Conduct and 
Secrecy, that they had been ſome Time in full March, 
before it was known in the Camp of the Venetians; 
who at leaſt made Uſe of this Prerext to excuſe their 
not purſuing them, or falling upon their Rear; by 
which, however, they tacitely own, that their Vigi- 
lance was not equal to the Diligence of the Infideis. 
After this, General Schi — took the ſmall Town 
of Atta without Oppoſition. Theſe Conqueſts made 
ſome Amends for the ill Succeſs the Venetian Arms 
met with about the ſame Time in Albania: The Ac- 
count of which is as follows : About the Middle of 
October, General Mocenigo having aſſembled the grand 
Army of the Venetians in Dalmatia, amounting to a- 
bout 10,000 Men, and being join'd by near as many 
Montenegrins, who had ſubmitted to the Obedience 
of the Republick, march'd with theſe Forces and a 
conſiderable Train of Artillery, to make an Invaſion 
into the Turki/h Territories on the Side of Albania. 
His firſt Deſign was to have attack d Scutari, ha- 
ving ſome Intelligence in the Place; but that being 
diſcover'd, oblig'd him to alter his Meaſures, and he 
ſat down before Antivari, which lies on the Side of 
Albania, towards the Sea, at a ſmall Diſtance from 
Dulcigno. The Garriſon of this Place was very ſtrong, 
the Turks having reinfore'd it to upwards of 3000 
Men, having had Intelligence, or at leaſt miſtruſting, 
that the Town would be attack d. The Venetian Army 
had no ſooner form'd the Siege, than, as is uſual in 
thoſe Parts at that Time of the Year, the great Rains 
began to fall, ſo that the Beſiegers could ſink no 
Trenches for the firſt 20 Days they came before the 
Place ; during which Time the Garriſon harras'd 
them with continual Sallies, in which they fought 
with ſuch Bravery, ſuch deſperate Reſolution, as gave 
the Venetians plainly to ſee it would be no eaſy Tatk 
for them to conquer the Place. Beſides, the Hard- 
ſhips the Soldiers underwent in carrying on a Siege 
at that Seaſon of the Year, diſcourag'd them o 
very much, that they deſerted fin whole Campa- 
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nies, and ran into the Town, from which they 
daily ſally'd out again, and, in Conjunction with the 
Infidels, attack d the Venctian Camp. In a Word, 
this Deſertion of the Soldiers, as it weaken'd the 
Army of the Beſiegers, ſo it doubly ſtrengthen'd the 
Beſieg d, and cheer'd up their Hearts to that Degree, 
that the Governor of the T'own being very ſenſible of 
the Condition to which the Enemies were reduc, 
reſoly'd no more to make Sallies, now here, now there, 
upon this Quarter or that of their Camp ; but march. 
ing out with his whole Garriſon, attack'd them in all 
Places, and came to a General Engagement with them; 
the Effect of which was, that the Venelian Army 
was entirely defeated, compell'd to raiſe the Siege, 
and leave behind them their Camp, Baggage, and 
Artillery. The General, Signor Mocenigo, who was 
at the Head of the Cavalry, not being able, by Rea- 
ſon of the Situation of the Ground, to a& with them 
in the Engagement, made his Retreat to Cattaro, a 
Place of Strength, where the Remains of the broken 
Infantry join'd him. And thus ended this unfor- 
tunate Campaign to the Venetians : Let us now ſee 
what has paſs'd between the Imperialiſts and the 
Turks ſince the Battle and taking of Belgrade, of 
which we gave an Account in the laſt Regiſter, 


Continuation of the War between the Imperialift 
and the Turks. 


'A F E R the glorious Victory obtain'd by Prince 
X Eugene over the Turks, and the Surrender of 
Belgrade, which was the Conſequence of it, the 
Campaign in Hungary drew to a Cloſe, and nothing 
could reaſonably be expected from thence, but to hear 
the uſual Account of the vanquiſh'd Party's abandon- 
ing the Country, and of the Victor's extending his Con- 
queſts, and bringing all Things to a happy Conclu- 
fion : But Fortune, who ſeem'd to have ſecur d to the 
Germans all the Laurels they could have with'd, ſhew'd 
them a ſlippery Turn; for towards the End of this 
c 
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when they expected nothing leſs. To take theſe 
Affairs where we left them; the Victory being gain d, 
the routed Turks ſo entirely evacuated the Country, 
that it might be even ſaid they difappear'd ; for a 
reat Part of the Foot were cut off in the Action, and 
the Horſe being too fleet for the Germans, paſs d the 
Morava without being overtaken by their Purſuers. 
But the Defeat of the Infidels giving the Germans the 
Opportunity of enlarging their Conqueſts, Detach- 
ments were immediately ſent to extend themſelves over 
the Country, and the Turks fled in moſt Places before 
them. Media, Vipalanks, and Orſeva, on the other Side 
of the Danube, were abandon'd, and the Infidels 
retir'd towards Moldavia and the River Pruth. Sabacz, 
on the River Save, was likewiſe abandon'd ; and 
15000 Horſe, who had not been in the Battle, having 
been ſent over that River to plunder the Country 
retir'd that Way, taking the Garriſon of that Place 
along with them, and made off towards Boſnia. Se- 
nendria, on the Danube, a Town far enough out of 
Reach, they alſo quitted ; and, in a Word, all they 
were poſleſs d of to the Banks of the River Morava. 
And now the Imperial Army having no Enemy 
left to oppoſe them, had little elſe to do, than to 
repair the Fortifications of Belgrade, level their Works, 
and then march into Winter-Quarters ; but the 
were ſo coop'd up in the Camp in which they lay, 
the Number and Stench of the dead Bodies grew ſo 
inſupportable, and the great Rains that fell, ſo much 
incommoded them, that the Army grew very ſickly, 
and both Men and Horſes dy'd apace ; upon which 
the General thought fit to remove his Camp; and re- 
paſling the Save, march'd and encamp'd near Semlin, on 
the Bauks of the Danube. They had not long lain here, 
ere ſuch violent Rains fell for ſeveral Days together 
without ceaſing, and ſwell'd the Rivers to fuch a 
Height, that both their Bridges on the Save were 
broken, and the Boats carry'd into the Danube by the 
orce-of the Stream, which is always very violent on 
luch Occaſions, the Save being naturally a very rapid 
River. Their Bridge upon the Danube was broken, 
and it was not without great Difficulty that the very 
boats were ſav'd, they being ſo hurry d together, 
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and daſh'd againſt one another by the Impetuoſity 
of the Water. This Accident made the General de- 
termine to ſend the Troops into Winter-Quarters 
and accordingly, Oc. 22. N. S. the Camp broke up. 
Mean while, Prince Eugene thinking it much for the 
Emperor's Intereſt to have a good Body of Troops 
uarterd on the Frontiers, reſolv'd to extend his 
Conqueſt into Boſnia a rich and fertile Country ly. 
ing towards Dalmatia, and the Shores of the Adriatict 
Gulph: To this End he ſent a Detachment of 1609 
Horſe that Way, not doubting but that the great 
Conſternation the Turks were in, had ſpread itſelf 
even thither, and that they would abandon all on 
the firſt Appearance of his Victorious Troops; but 
he found himſelf diſappointed in all his Hopes; for the 
Infidels aſſembling about Zwornzck, appear'd in great 
Bodies, and ſeem'd reſolv'd to ſtand upon their De- 
Fence. The Imperial Commanders ſeeing this, ſent 
to Prince Enzene for more Troops, who accordingly 
ſent them 3000 Foot, with 12 Pieces of Cannon and 
9 This Reinforcement encourag'd them to 
t down before Zwornick ; and having rais d a Batte- 
ry againſt the Palan ta, or Surburbs, they made a ſmall 
Breach; and, ſtorming it, took it Sword in Hand; 
the Turks, after a very deſperate Reſiſtance, retiring 
into the Caftle, which is a Place of great Strength, 
The Germans however, being determin'd to puſh on 
their good Fortune, reſolv'd on the Siege, and ſent 
to Prince Fugene for ſtill more Troops, who com- 
ply'd with their Requeſt, and ſent them 5000 Men 
more; ſo that they were now near 10000 ſtrong. In 
the Mean Time the Baſſa of Boſnia, a bold fighting 
Man, being reinforc'd by the 15000 Horſe mention'd 
above, who came from Sabatz, had made a great 
Ravage on that Side of Croatia, which at that Time 
was unprovided of Forces. For when the Turks en- 
ter d the Country, the Generals Heiſter and Dackle- 
berg, two Officers of known Courage and Experience, 
who commanded there, had with them not- above 
2000 regular Troops ; but the People of the Country 
running to Arms on the Approach of the Enemy, 
they made up about 7009 Men, and expected, in 2 
few Days, to be join'd by as many more. The 
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Iuris, who were aware of this, reſolv'd to be before- 
hand with them, and coming furiouſly upon them, 
put them to the Neceſlity of venturing a Battle; in 
which, tho' they behav'd with great Bravery, yer, 
being overpower'd with Numbers and ſurrounded 
they were entirely defeated ; near 3000 being kill'd 
on the Spot and as many taken Priſoners ; the two 
Generals themſelves eſcaping with great Difficulty, 
and with but very few of their Men. This terrible 
Blow gave the Turks the Opportunity to ſpread over 
the whole Country, to burn and lay it waſte ; and, 
what was yet worſe, to carry many of the Poor In- 
habitants away into Slavery. | 
Fluſh'd with this Succeſs, the ſame Baſſa reſolv'd to 
ittempt the Relief of Zwornict, and marching thither 
in great Dilligence, he arriv'd there on the 8th of 
October, and attack'd the Beſiegers in their Camp 
with ſuch Fury, that after a deſperate Defence, they 
were alſo entirely defeated, and oblig'd to raiſe the 
diege, leaving the Enemy Maſters of their Camp, and 
all their Artillery and Baggage; and about 2000 Men 
were kill'd upon the Spot. And thus ended the Cam- 
paign in Hungary. 
The Occurrences in other foreign Countries, that 
have happen d ſince our laſt, are either of no great 
Moment, or ſuch at leaſt as we cannot ſpeak of with 
my Certainty, for which Reaſon we think fit to ſay 
nothing of them: To inſtance only in France, where 
they are wholly employ'd in ſecret Negotiations at 


. other Courts; ſuch as that of the Count de la Marg 
„nn Sweden, the Abbot du Bois in England, &c. which

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Proceedings of the Parliament there, continu. 


N the gth of Sept. the Houſe being informed, that 

rw Leigh, Eſq; one of their Members, had 
ſign d an Addreſs from the County of Low!h to her 
late Majeſty, in Oppoſition to the Addreſs of the late 
Houſe of Commons, for removing Sir Confantine 
Phipps from his Employment, Mr. Speaker according 
to Order, call'd upon him to give his Reaſons for 
ſigning the ſaid Addreſs : Mr. Leigh confeſs'd he had 
ſign'd the ſaid Addreſs, but ſaid, he was heartily for- 
ry for his Fault, and humbly begg'd Pardon of the 
Houſe. Then the Queſtion being propos'd, that Mr, 
Leigh's Submiſſion ſhould be accepted as a Satisfaction 
to the Houſe, a Debate aroſe thereupon, which was 
adjourn'd till the 17th, when it was again reſum'd ; 
and the Houſe being then inform'd, that the ſaid 
Mr. Leigh was a Perſon diſaffected to the Proteſtant 
Succeſſion in the Houſe of Hanover, Witneſſes were 
call'd in, and examin'd relating to that Matter, and 
they being withdrawn, one of them, viz. Mr. Henry 
Smith, an Alderman of Dorgheda, was order'd to be 
taken into Cuſtody of the Serjeant at Arms, for pre- 
varicating in the Teſtimony he had given, Then 
Mr. Leigh was heard in his Place and withdrew ; and 
the former Queſtion being again put, it was paſs'd in 
the Negative, and then the Houſe refolv'd, That the 
ſaid John Leigh, Eſq; be expell'd the Houſe for his 
notorious Diſaffection to the Proteſtant Succeſſion in 
the Illuſtrious Houſe of Hanover. 

Sept. 10. Upon Occaſion of an Appeal lodg d by 
one Maurice Anneſley, in the Houſe of Lords of Great 
Britain, during the laſt Seſſion of Parliament, froma 
Decree of the [r:/h Houſe of Lords, given in Favour 
of one Sherlock; a Prelate mov'd in their Lordſhips 
Houſe, that the Perſon who ſerv'd rhe Warrant grant- 
ed thereupon by the Lords of the Brittzſh Parliament, 
might be taken into Cuſtody ; urging, That the 
© Iriſh Houſe of Lords had a Power to reverſe and 
© finally determine Appeals; which Power. oy had 
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« hitherto: enjoy d as an eſſential Privilege of their 
© Peerage ; that otherwiſe they were no Part of the 
Legiſlature; and if chey were depriv'd of it, he 
knew] not What Buſineſs they had in that Houſe, 
© unleſs it were only to give Money. He was ſecond- 
ed by another Prelate, . who ſpoke: likewiſe very 
warnily in the Matter: But they were anſwer'd by 
ſerxeral Temporal Peers, who ung d, That tho they 
vere more nearly concern d than that venerable Bench, 
in the Preſervation of the Rights and Privileges of 
the Peerage, yet they were of Opinion, that they 
ought to proceed wich great Deliberationand Caution, 
in an Affair of ſo nice a Nature: Upon vrhich 
Conſideration only, they got the Debate! adjourn'd;: 
till the 25th; when it being again reſum' d, ſeveral 
Peers, both Spiritual and Temporal, made very ſmare, 
ſpeeches, aſſerting the Independency of their ſupream 
|udicature. in that Kingdom, and ſome; went ſo far 
z to infiſt, That they ought not to give their Con- 
ſent to any Money-Bills, till they had due Satisfaction 
nz Matter wherein their Privideges' were ſo nearly 
concern d. At length, after a long Debate, it was 
telolv d to appoint a Committee to examine Records, 
ſarch Precedents, and report the ſame to the Houſe, 
which was done according]y : But in the mean Time; 
their Lordſhips paſs'd: Heads of 2 Bill for taking off 
what is call'd there, The Little Oath, and voted, That 
whoever ſhall appeal from any Decr ee of their Hou ſe to the 
britiſh Houſe of Peers, are Enemies iu their: Country. 
Sept. 24. The Houſe proceeded to hear the Matter 
of Complaint on the Petition of Thomas Simcochs and 
Eiward Barrett, Aldermen, in Behalf of themſelves 
and divers of the Proteſtant Allermen, Common- 


Council Men, Free-Men, Commonalty, and Pro- 


teſtant Inhabitants of the Town. of Galway, againſt 
John Staunton, Eſq; (Recorder) Mr. Cowws,. thepreſent 
Mayor of Galway, and their Confederates ; and 
Council were call'd in and heard, and Witneſſes ex- 
mind in Behalf of the Petitioners ; andbeing with- 
daun, the Houſe adjourn'd till Five of the Clock in 
the Afternoon. Poſt Meriddiem, Orderd, That Candles 
be brought in, which was done accordingly. Then. 
tie Houfe proceeded in Ge farther hearing the Matter 
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of Complaint relating to the Town of Galway ; and 
Council were calld in and heard, and Witneſſes ex. 
amin d in Behalf of John Staunton, Eſq; and Mr. 
Cotes, the preſent Mayor; and being withdrawn, Re- 
ſolvd, That the Petitioners have fully prov'd the 
Allegations of their Petition.  Refolv'd, Thar for ſe- 
vera} Years paſt there hath been a Deſign form'd and 
carry d on in the Town of Galway, to ſupport a Popiſh, 
and diſcourage the Proteſtant Intereſt within the ſaid 
Town.

About the Beginning of October, the Parliament ha- 
ving paſs'd moſt of the Bills that were before them, and 
deliver'd them to the Lord- Lieutenant to be tranſmit- 
ted, according to Cuſtom, to England, to beapprov'd 
there, they adjourn'd on the 12th of that Month to 
the 7th of November following, by which Time it was 
expected the Bills would be return'd from England. 

Soon after their Meeting in November, there hap- 
pen'd a remarkable Debate in the Lords Houſe, about 
a Bill, entitled, An Act for taking away the Oath, com- 
monly call d the Little Oath, on Members of Corporations, 
by the new Rules. This Oath, which had been impos'd 
by an Act made ſoon after the Reftoratzon of King 
Charles II. was taken away by an Act paſſed in Eng- 
land after the Revolution; but having continu'd unre- 
peal d in Ireland, the Lords thought fit, at this Juncture, 
to paſs the Bill before- mention d for taking away the 
ſaid Oath. This Bill, however, met with great Op- 

olition, particularly from the Archbiſhop of Armagh, 
ord Primate of Feland, who not only ſaid, That ſuch 
a Bill was derogatory to the Rzghts of the Crown, and 
open'd a Door to Rebellion ; and that King George could 
not give his Aſſent to it, without violating his Coronation 
Oath; but caus'd a Proteſt to the ſame Effect to be 
enter d in the Journals. Fhe Marqueſs of Wharton, 
and ſome others Peers, looking on theſe Expreſſions 
as 2 Reflection on his Majeſty, inſiſted, That the 
Archbiſhop either ſhould be ſent to the Caſtle, or 
beg Pardon ; but the Lord Chancellor mitigated the 
Matter, and the Lord Primate came off with cauſing 
his Proteſt to be expungd. The Bill in Queſtion be- 
ing paſs'd, was, on the 15th of November, ſent down 
to the Commons, who, on the 19th, gave it their 
Concurrence without Oppoſition, 
| November 
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November 14. The Houſe of Commons, upon an 
Examination of a Petition of the Poteſtant Al- 
dermen, Common-Council-Men, and Citizens of 
Kilkenny, reſolv'd, in a Committee of the whole 
Houſe, That Mr. Edward Murphey, by giving his Te- 
flimony againſt Perſons who drank the Pretender's and 
other traiterous Healths, had acted with great Inte- 
grity, Loyalty, and Duty to his Majeſty's Perſon and 
Government. Thar for ſeveral Years paſt, there had 
been a Deſign carry d on to ſupport the Jacobite, and 
diſcourage the Poteſtant Intereſt in Kilkenny, That 
for this End the Nomination of Perſons for Mayors 
of that City, had been confin'd to the Aldermen only, 
aclufive of the Common-Council, contrary to the 
ancient Ufage of the ſaid City, to procure the Elec- 
tion of Perſons notoriouſly diſaffected to his Majeſty's 
Perſon and Government. That Anthony Blount , 
one of the Sheriffs, was, before his Admiſſion, o- 
blig'd to take an Oath not to return any Juries, but 
ſuch as ſhould be approv'd of by John Birch, late 
Mayor, and Alderman Robert Connel, the Town-Clerk, 
which tended to the manifeſt preverting of Juſtice, 
was a great Encouragement to the Papiſts, and other 
Enemies to his Majeſty's Perſon and Government, 
and was deſign'd to render all Proſecutions againſt 
them ineffectual, That Perſons who ſtood as Candi- 
dates to ſerve as Members of that Corporation, were 
requir'd to enter into Engagements to ſupport the ſaid 
Jacobite and Popith Intereſt, and to vote for the 
Re-eletion of ſuch Magiſtrates as were notoriouſly 
diſaffected to his Majeſty. That in order to ſupport 
the ſaid Facobzte Intereſt, there had been a notorious 
Miſapplication of the Corporation's Money.
